Faneuil  Hall,  Boston,  Massachusetts. 

January  6,  1986. 

The  ceremonies  attending  the  administration  of  the 
oath  of  office  to  the  members  of  the  Boston  City  Council 
and  the  Boston  School  Committee  were  held  in  Faneuil 
Hall  at  10  a.m.,  when  Mayor  Raymond  L.  Flynn,  the 
members-elect  of  the  Council,  and  the  members-elect  of 
the  School  Committee  entered  the  hall  in  a  procession 
headed  by  City  Clerk  John  P.  Campbell  and  City  Messen- 
ger Robert  McDonald  to  strains  of  organ  music  by  Robert 
Winfrey. 

They  took  seats  on  the  platform,  and  the  meeting  was 
called  to  order  by  City  Clerk  Campbell,  who  said: 

"Ladies  and  gentlemen,  as  the  City  Clerk  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  it  is  my  privilege  to  open  these  ceremonies,  the 
principal  purpose  of  which  is  the  administration  of  the 
oath  of  office  to  the  members-elect  of  the  City  Council 
and  the  School  Committee. 

"The  Roland  Hayes  Division  of  Music  Concert  Choir 
of  Madison  Park  High  School  will  now  present  'The  Star- 
Spangled  Banner.'  " 

"The  Star-Spangled  Banner"  was  then  sung  by  the 
Choir. 

City  Clerk  CAMPBELL:  It  is  now  my  pleasure  to 
present  the  Reverend  Michael  Haynes,  Senior  Minister 
of  the  Twelfth  Baptist  Church,  who  will  give  the  invoca- 
tion. 

Reverend  Michael  Haynes  delivered  the  invocation. 

City  Clerk  CAMPBELL:  It  is  now  my  honor  to  present 
the  Honorable  Raymond  L.  Flynn,  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  who  will  make  a  few  remarks  before  he  adminis- 
ters the  oath  of  office  to  the  members-elect  of  the  Boston 
City  Council  and  the  Boston  School  Committee.  Mayor 
Flynn  (Applause) 

Honorable  RAYMOND  L.  FLYNN:  Thank  you.  First 
of  all,  let  me  congratulate  the  members  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil and  the  School  Committee  on  this  important  occasion 
which  marks  the  beginning  of  your  new  term  and,  for  a 
couple  of  you,  your  first  term  of  service  to  the  people  of 
the  City  of  Boston. 

I  also  want  to  welcome  your  families,  your  friends  and 
supporters,  who  are  here  today,  and  congratulate  them, 
too,  because  I  know  how  hard  they  worked  and  sacrificed 
so  that  all  of  you  could  be  here  today. 

I  consider  it  one  of  the  real  privileges  to  be  able  to  ad- 
minister the  oath  of  office  to  the  City  Council  and  to  the 
School  Committee.  It  is  not  only  an  important  duty;  it's  an 
exciting  one.  I  remember  how  excited  I  was  to  sit  in  these 
same  chairs  and  to  take  the  oath  of  office  in  front  of  my 
family  and  friends  and  to  think  about  the  great  challenges 
ahead  of  me  as  I  prepared  to  serve  the  people  of  Boston.  I 
found  that  each  time  was  as  stirring  as  the  last  time. 

As  I  was  preparing  my  remarks  today,  I  was  startled  to 
think  about  the  changes  that  have  occurred  in  Boston,  in 
our  city,  over  the  past  several  years.  The  structure  of  gov- 
ernment is  different,  as  reflected  in  the  expanded  mem- 
bership of  the  City  Council  and  the  School  Committee, 
which  represents  the  neighborhoods  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. 

The  issues  have  changed  as  well.  When  Chris  Iannella 
was  first  elected  to  the  City  Council  in  1958,  the  issue  that 
was  raging  through  the  city  was  the  urban  renewal  crisis, 


and  in  the  fifteen  years  or  so  since  Joe  Tierney  and  Dapper 
O'Neil  came  to  the  City  Council,  they  had  to  wrestle  with 
important  issues  like  the  Tregor  Bill  or  the  impact  of 
Proposition  2V2  on  the  city. 

It  s  the  same  with  the  School  Committee.  When  John 
O' Bryant  first  joined  the  School  Committee  some  eight 
years  ago,  followed  by  Kevin  McCluskey,  Jean 
McGuire,  and  Rita  Walsh-Tomasini,  they  were  con- 
fronted with  chronic  mismanagement  and  budget  deficits 
and  a  school  system  in  upheaval. 

In  those  earlier  years  federal  funds  were  available  to 
cities  for  very  important  programs.  You  may  remember 
some  of  them:  the  urban  renewal,  LEAA,  UDAG,  Reve- 
nue Sharing.  The  loss  or  reduction  of  these  federal  funds 
has  been  sorely  felt  in  the  city's  program.  Proposition 
2  V2  also  had  a  tremendous  toll  on  the  School  Department, 
as  we  can  attest.  We  lost  Kindergarten  1  programs;  we 
had  to  reduce  or  eliminate  valuable  reading,  music,  art, 
and  athletic  programs. 

The  city  has  been  forced  to  cope  with  these  losses,  and 
is  struggling  to  maintain  services  and  even  reinstitute 
some  of  these  particular  programs.  But  I  don't  have  to 
remind  anybody  here  of  what  is  now  ahead  of  us  as  it 
relates  to  the  national  agenda. 

We  are  basically  on  our  own.  We  have  been  left  to  face 
the  problems  of  housing,  job  training,  education,  neigh- 
borhood development,  with  greatly  reduced  federal  sup- 
port. We  didn't  expect  to  have  a  New  Deal  coming  out  of 
Washington,  but  certainly  we  didn't  expect  a  Raw  Deal 
either. 

The  predicament,  however,  has  created  new  opportu- 
nities, as  I  look  around  this  historic  auditorium  here,  for 
all  of  us  to  work  together  —  the  business  community,  or- 
ganized labor,  neighborhood  organizations,  parent-com- 
munity representatives  —  to  devise  solutions,  create 
solutions  to  the  problems  facing  Boston. 

The  strength  of  a  city  working  together  showed  dra- 
matically this  past  year,  and  I  would  like  to  just  briefly 
reflect  on  one  major  point.  It  showed  dramatically  this 
past  year  when  we  won  a  historic  victory  at  the  State 
House  providing  new  revenue  sources  for  Massachusetts 
cities  and  towns.  While  final  resolution  has  not  yet  been 
completed  in  terms  of  the  assumption  of  county  correc- 
tional costs,  I  was  encouraged  to  hear  the  House  and  Sen- 
ate leaders  stress  their  intent  to  address  this  matter  early 
in  this  legislative  session. 

By  working  together  we  have  won  other  significant 
successes  as  well .  A  great  deal  of  credit  goes  to  the  School 
Committee  and  the  City  Council .  We  passed  the  strongest 
housing  safeguards  for  poor  and  elderly  tenants  that  this 
city  has  ever  had.  Loan  authorization  to  implement  a  cap- 
ital plan  passed  in  Boston  unanimously.  This  plan  for  re- 
building Boston  streets,  police  stations,  fire  stations, 
schools,  libraries,  playgrounds,  and  other  infrastructure 
needs  is  a  blueprint  of  where  we  want  this  city  to  go  over 
the  next  couple  of  decades,  if  you  will,  a  blueprint  for  the 
City  of  Boston. 

With  the  support  of  the  School  Committee,  we  were 
able  to  resolve  a  fair  contract  with  Boston  school  teachers 
and  to  strengthen  the  Boston  Compact  to  assure  that  Bos- 
ton students  have  a  decent  job  when  they  get  through  high 
school.  Of  course,  one  of  the  major  reasons  for  court 
withdrawal  is  because  of  the  clearly  improved  political 
climate  of  the  City  of  Boston  whereby  City  Hall  works 
very  cooperatively  with  the  School  Department  in  a  posi- 
tive working  relationship. 

We  can  continue  these  successes  by  continuing  to  work 
together.  You  and  I  must  reach  out  not  only  to  one  another 
for  support  but  also  for  the  constituencies  that  are  here 
represented  in  this  auditorium.  We  must  bring  them  into 
the  decision-making  process  and  incorporate  their 
strengths  and  energies  into  our  problem-solving. 

I  look  forward  to  working  with  the  City  Council  and  the 
School  Committee  as  we  have  in  the  last  two  years  in  a 
very  productive  way.  I  thank  them  for  the  cooperation 
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that  they  have  given  me.  I  wish  them  luck  carrying  out 
their  responsibilities  to  the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston.

ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
AMENDING  CHAPTER  190  OF  ACTS  OF  1982 

The  following  was  received:

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  home  rule  peti- 
tion for  the  amendment  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  fiscal  procedures  for  the 
City  of  Boston. 

The  petition  establishes  a  reserve  fund  of  2  lA  percent 
of  the  city  departmental  appropriations  and  an  annual 
hospitalization  and  insurance  appropriation  of  not  less 
than  the  average  actual  expenditure  in  that  account  over 
the  prior  three  years.  The  reserve  fund  appropriation  re- 
quirement would  be  increased  by  50  percent  following  a 
fiscal  year  in  which  the  fund  had  been  exhausted,  effec- 
tive Fiscal  Year  1986,  as  recommended  by  the  City  Coun- 
cil. In  addition,  the  petition  provides  the  City  Council, 
with  Mayoral  approval,  the  capacity  to  require  that  all 
proceeds  resulting  from  the  disposition  of  surplus  prop- 
erties be  credited  to  the  city's  capital  fund.  Also,  included 
in  this  petition  are  provisions  requiring  reports  to  the  City 
Council  regarding  quarterly  allotment  waivers,  Mayoral 
reallocations,  year-end  transfers,  and  operating  budget 
funding  for  existing  collective  bargaining  agreements. 

Finally,  in  accordance  with  the  City  Council's  long- 
standing concerns  about  the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  School 
Department,  the  petition  eliminates  limited  fiscal  auton- 
omy for  the  Boston  School  Department.  Moreover,  the 
petition  requires  the  department  to  allocate  1  percent  of 
their  annual  appropriation  to  a  segregated  reserve  fund 
and  prohibits  expenditures  from  that  fund  without  Coun- 
cil and  Mayoral  approval.  The  petition  also  brings  the 
School  Department  into  greater  conformance  with  the 
city's  budget  cycle  by  requiring  the  submission  of  spend- 
ing estimates  and  budget  requests  prior  to  the  annual  city 
budget  submission  to  the  City  Council. 

This  home  rule  petition,  in  conjunction  with  the  jet  fuel 
and  room  occupancy  excise  legislation,  the  full  funding 
of  the  execution  of  court  costs  account  in  the  FY'86  oper- 
ating budget,  and  our  continued  collective  efforts  to 
match  recurring  expenditures  with  recurring  revenues, 


will  further  strengthen  structural  aspects  of  the  City  of 
Boston's  fiscal  procedures.  I  urge  your  expeditious  ap- 
proval of  this  petition.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  and  editorial  errors. 

Section  1.  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  17  a  new  section  17 A 
to  read  as  follows: 

Section  17A.  To  provide  for  extraordinary  and  un- 
foreseen expenditures,  the  city  shall,  prior  to  the  date 
when  the  tax  rate  for  a  fiscal  year  is  fixed,  include  in  the 
appropriations  for  such  fiscal  year  as  a  segregated  re- 
serve fund  a  sum  not  less  than  2  Vz  percent  of  the  pre- 
ceding year's  appropriations  for  city  and  county 
departments,  excepting  the  School  Department,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  amount  required  to  be  appro- 
priated for  such  reserve  fund  in  any  fiscal  year  may  be 
reduced  by  the  amount,  if  any,  remaining  in  the  reserve 
fund  established  for  the  preceding  fiscal  year  after  all 
transfers  have  been  made  therefrom  as  hereinafter  au- 
thorized, and  such  remaining  amount  shall  be  retained 
in  the  reserve  fund  provided  for  such  fiscal  year.  The 
Mayor,  with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council,  may 
make  direct  drafts  or  transfers  against  this  fund  before 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  provided  that  no  such  drafts 
or  transfers  may  be  made  before  June  first  in  any  fiscal 
year. 

Each  transfer  recommended  by  the  Mayor  to  the  City 
Council  shall  be  accompanied  by  written  documentation 
detailing  the  amount  of  such  transfer  and  an  explanation 
of  the  reason  for  the  transfer.  If  the  reserve  fund  for  a 
fiscal  year  beginning  on  or  after  July  1,  1986,  is  ex- 
hausted through  transfer  and  the  city  incurs  an  appropria- 
tion or  revenue  deficit  in  such  fiscal  year,  the  reserve  fund 
appropriation  requirement  shall  increase  by  50  percent 
for  the  fiscal  year  following  such  fiscal  year. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  amount  required  to  be  included  in  the  appropria- 
tions as  a  segregated  reserve  fund  for  a  fiscal  year  shall  be 
not  less  than  the  following  percentages  of  the  preceding 
year's  appropriations  for  city  and  county  departments, 
excepting  the  School  Department: 

(a)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  first,  1986  —  1 
percent; 

(b)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  first,  1987  —  1  Vz 
percent; 

(c)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  first,  1988  —  2 
percent; 

(d)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  first,  1989,  and 
for  each  fiscal  year  thereafter  —  2  Vz  percent; 

Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  con- 
trary, in  the  City  of  Boston,  the  segregated  reserve  fund 
established  by  this  section  shall  be  deemed  to  satisfy  the 
requirement  of  section  14  of  section  145  of  the  Acts  of 
1985  "An  Act  to  Provide  Fiscal  Relief  to  Cities  and 
Towns,"  that  a  city  accepting  said  chapter  shall  establish  a 
segregated  reserve  fund.  The  reserve  fund  established 
pursuant  to  this  section,  shall  become  effective  for  the 
fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1986. 

Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  con- 
trary, effective  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1 ,  1986, 
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the  School  Department  shall  establish  a  segregated  re- 
serve fund  of  not  less  than  1  percent  of  the  current  fiscal 
year's  appropriations  to  the  School  Department  within 
ten  days  of  final  approval  of  such  appropriations.  No  ex- 
penditures may  be  made  from  this  fund  before  May  first 
in  any  fiscal  year.  Expenditures  from  this  fund  shall  re- 
quire approval  of  the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council .  If  the 
reserve  fund  for  a  fiscal  year  is  exhausted  through  trans- 
fers and  the  School  Department  incurs  an  appropriation 
deficit  in  such  fiscal  year,  the  reserve  fund  requirement

Section  18  of  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of 
1982,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  fifth  para- 
graph and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  para- 
graph: 

The  Mayor,  within  seven  days  after  receiving  such  no- 
tice, shall  determine  whether  to  waive  or  enforce  such 
allotment.  If  the  allotment  for  such  quarter  is  waived  or 
not  enforced  by  the  Mayor,  as  provided  above,  the  de- 
partment or  agency  head  shall  reduce  the  subsequent 
quarter's  allotments  appropriately  and  the  Director  of 
Administrative  Services,  within  seven  days,  shall  state  in 
writing  to  the  City  Council  and  the  City  Clerk  what  re- 
ductions in  each  subsequent  quarter's  allotment  will  be 
taken  and/or  what  reallocations  or  transfers  will  be  made 
to  support  the  spending  level  in  each  subsequent  quarter's 
allotment.  If  the  allotment  for  such  quarter  is  enforced  or 
not  waived,  thereafter  the  department  shall  terminate  all 
personnel  expenses  for  the  remainder  of  the  quarter.  All 
actions  taken  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  reported  to 
the  City  Council  and  the  City  Clerk.  All  reports  provided 
for  in  this  section  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  City  Council 
and  the  City  Clerk  within  seven  days. 

Section3.  Section  18of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  seventh  par- 
agraph and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  para- 
graph: 

To  insure  that  the  overall  city  and  county  spending 
program  remains  in  balance,  the  Mayor  may  reallocate 
no  more  than  three  million  dollars  of  nonpersonnel  ap- 
propriations other  than  school  appropriations  during  a 
fiscal  year  to  other  departmental  purposes  provided 
that  in  no  department  from  which  appropriations  have 
been  reallocated  in  accordance  with  this  section  shall 
any  transfers  be  made  under  section  3B  of  chapter  486 
of  the  Acts  of  1909  from  personal  services  to  nonper- 
sonal  services,  except  with  the  approval  of  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  City  Council,  if  such  transfer  would  require 
the  layoff  of  departmental  personnel,  who  have  been 
permanently  appointed  to  a  position  in  the  department 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws.  No  reallocation  may  be  made  under  this  section 
after  April  fifteenth  in  any  fiscal  year.  A  list  of  each 
reallocation  made  by  the  Mayor  shall  be  transmitted  to 
the  City  Council  and  the  City  Clerk  by  the  City  Auditor 
by  April  thirtieth  in  any  fiscal  year.  In  each  case  the 
report  shall  state  the  accounts  from  which  the  trans- 
ferred funds  were  taken  and  the  accounts  to  which  the 
funds  were  reallocated,  and  the  reasons  therefor. 
Section  4.  Chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  18  a  new  section  18  A, 
to  read  as  follows: 

Section  18A.  To  further  insure  that  the  overall  city 
and  county  spending  program  remains  in  balance,  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  shall  appropriate  for  the  hos- 
pitalization and  insurance  account  an  amount  not  less 
than  the  average  of  the  past  three  years  actual  expendi- 
tures from  those  accounts.  Further,  the  City  Auditor 
shall  certify,  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Assessors,  that 


adequate  funds  are  provided  in  the  operating  budget  for 
existing  collective  bargaining  contracts.  This  certifica- 
tion shall  be  received  by  the  board  no  later  than  ten 
business  days  before  the  proposed  tax  rate  is  submitted 
to  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Revenue  for  ap- 
proval. 

Section  5.  Chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  section  2,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  section  2 1  of  chapter  190  of  the  Acts  of  1982, 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  section: 
Section  2.  The  provisions  of  section  34  of  chapter  71 
of  the  General  Laws  shall  apply  to  appropriations  for 
the  support  of  the  public  schools  of  the  city. 
Section  6.  Section  1  of  chapter  23 1  of  the  Acts  of  1906, 
as  most  recently  amended  by  section  20A  of  chapter  190 
of  the  Acts  of  1982,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  the 
first  sentence  in  the  fifth  paragraph  and  substituting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

The  superintendent  shall  submit  to  the  committee  for 
appropriation  the  annual  budget  of  the  school  depart- 
ment for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year  no  later  than  the 
first  Wednesday  in  February  prior  to  the  beginning  of 
each  fiscal  year. 

Section  7.  Section  3  of  chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936, 
as  most  recently  amended  by  section  2  IB  of  chapter  190 
of  the  Acts  of  1982,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  the 
section  in  its  entirety  and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
December  18,  1985,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  Establish- 
ing a  Neighborhood  Housing  Fund  and  Appropriating 
Funds  to  the  Same." 

We  have  all  worked  very  hard  to  see  the  concept  of 
"linkage"  become  a  reality  in  this  city.  This  year,  we 
need  to  move  to  an  unprecedented  level  of  housing  pro- 
duction. Linkage  alone  can't  solve  our  housing  shortage, 
but  it  can  be  the  cornerstone  of  our  housing  production 
program. 

I  strongly  believe  that  we  can  agree  on  a  strategy  and 
program  to  create  new  housing  opportunities  at  a  level 
previously  not  seen  in  this  city.  I  believe  that  all  of  the 
Councillors  —  and  especially  Councillor  Boiling  who  has 
worked  on  this  issue  from  the  start  and  Councillor  Kelly 
who  chaired  the  Council's  Committee  on  Housing  which 
prepared  this  legislation  —  deserve  praise  for  the  contin- 
uing efforts  to  develop  an  appropriate  vehicle  through 
which  expenditure  of  those  funds  may  be  made.  I  propose 
that  we  work  together  over  the  coming  weeks  to  fashion 
trust  legislation  which  has  all  our  support. 

However,  after  review  of  the  ordinance  by  Corporation 
Counsel,  I  cannot  sign  the  legislation  in  its  present  form 
for  reasons  which  include  the  following: 
Section  6  Housing  Creation  Options 

Two  months  ago  in  announcing  the  creation  of  a  Neigh- 
borhood Housing  Trust,  I  introduced  the  concept  of  one 
trust  which  would  administer  both  Housing  Contribu- 
tions and  Housing  Creation.  This  concept  is  an  effort  to 
foster  balance  and  allow  greater  flexibility  in  develop- 
ment decisions.  The  Council's  rewrite  of  the  Housing 
Creation  Regulations  raises  several  legal  questions  which 
I  believe  need  further  analysis. 
Section  5  Operation  of  the  Fund 

This  section  limits  the  flexibility  of  the  fund  in  a  man- 
ner which  could  prevent  the  most  efficient  use  of  linkage 
funds  in  developing  the  broad  range  of  low-  and  moder- 
ate-income housing  so  badly  needed  in  our  city. 


Section  1  "Neighborhood  Housing  Fund" 

In  this  section  it  is  unclear  whether  the  fund  itself  is 
being  established  as  a  "trust"  or  whether  it  is  being  estab- 
lished as  a  new,  separate  department  of  the  city  govern- 
ment. The  fund  is  not  called  a  "trust"  although  it  has 
trustees.  This  ambiguity  could  have  serious  implications 
for  how  the  fund  is  established  and  its  legal  ability  to  re- 
ceive and  accept  funds  and  property. 
Section  4B  Appropriations 

Section  4B,  which  calls  for  mandatory  appropriation  is 
in  conflict  with  the  City  Charter,  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  3,  as 
amended,  which  plainly  requires  that  all  appropriations 
shall  originate  with  the  Mayor. 
Section  21  (3.3)  Organization  of  the  Committee 

Section  2 1  (3 . 3)  which  provides  for  a  legislative  veto  of 
certain  regulations  to  be  formulated  by  the  Executive 
Branch  is  in  conflict  with  the  City  Charter,  CBC,  St.  6,  s. 
251.  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G,  inserted  by  St.  1951,  c. 
376,  s.  1,  which  prohibits  the  City  Council  from  taking 
part  in  the  conduct  of  the  executive  or  administrative 
business  of  the  city. 

In  addition,  I  would  like  to  recommend  technical  and 
policy  amendments  to  the  legislation  to  provide  for  the 
most  efficient  and  beneficial  use  of  linkage  funds. 

While  I  have  created  a  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust 
that  can  legally  and  effectively  carry  out  the  linkage  pro- 
gram, lam  willing  to  work  with  the  Council  to  refine  this 
legislation  so  that  it  will  achieve  our  mutual  goal  of  im- 
proving neighborhood  housing  conditions  and  expanding 
housing  opportunities.  I  am  anxious  for  you  to  meet  with 
my  staff  as  soon  as  possible  to  work  toward  resolving  the 
legal  and  policy  difficulties  in  the  present  legislation.

The  Stonehedge  Convalescent  Center  Limited  Partner- 
ship proposes  to  purchase  and  rehabilitate  the  existing 
seventy-nine-bed  nursing  home  situated  at  5  Redlands 
Road  in  West  Roxbury.  The  facility  would  be  leased  to 
and  operated  by  Stonehedge  Convalescent  Center,  Inc. ,  a 
subsidiary  of  M.W.B.  Associates,  Inc.,  of  Great  Falls, 
Virginia.

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Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  law  to 
the  contrary  and  in  order  to  promote  the  public  good,  the 
State-Boston  Retirement  Board  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  retire  Paul  R.  O'Neil;  a  police  officer  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  who  as  a  result  of  injuries  sustained  while 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties  on  February  8,  1985, 
while  making  an  arrest  on  Blue  Hill  Avenue,  Mattapan,  is 
unable  to  work,  leaving  him  with  back  and  leg  injuries. 
Mr.  O'Neil  was  pushed  off  a  roof  by  a  criminal  defend- 
ant. He  also  has  been  injured  on  duty  on  several  occasions 
from  the  period  of  1975  to  1985,  this  involved  extensive 
damage  to  his  lower  back  and  leg.  He  is  receiving  physi- 
cal therapy  to  reduce  pain  in  walking  and  standing.  The 
fall  resulted  in  permanently  incapacitating  him  for  fur- 
ther service  as  a  police  officer,  at  a  yearly  amount  of  pen- 
sion equal  to  the  regular  rate  of  compensation  which  he 
would  have  been  paid  had  he  continued  in  service  as  a 
Boston  police  officer  at  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the  time 
of  his  retirement.  Such  retirement  shall  become  effective 
as  of  the  date  following  the  last  day  on  which  he  received 
regular  compensation.

Ordered,  That  the  attached  rules  be,  and  hereby  are, 
adopted  for  1986. 

Meeting  Time  and  Date 
Rule  1 .  Unless  otherwise  ordered  from  time  to  time,  and 
except  on  holidays,  the  regular  meeting  of  the  city  council 
shall  be  held  on  every  Wednesday  at  one  o'clock  p.m.  in 
the  council  chamber.  City  Hall,  1  City  Hall  Square,  Bos- 
ton. Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  president  at  his 
discretion,  provided,  however,  that  no  special  meeting  of 
the  council  shall  be  called,  except  in  the  case  of  an  emer- 
gency, and  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  mem- 
bers, upon  less  than  forty-eight  hours  from  the  time  the 
notices  are  meiled  or  dispathed  by  special  messenger. 

Quorum 
Rule  2.  A  quorum  of  the  city  council  shall  consist  of  seven 
members.  If  at  any  time  any  meeting  is  called  to  order,  of 
if  during  a  meeting  a  roll  call  shows  less  than  a  quorum 
present,  the  presiding  officer  shall  declare  a  recess  of  not 
more  than  ten  minutes,  after  which  time,  if  a  quorum  is 
not  present,  the  meeting  shall  be  adjourned;  provided, 
that  any  member  may  call  for  a  roll  call  on  the  question  of 
the  presence  of  a  quorum. 

Presiding  Officer 
Rule  3.  The  president  of  the  council  shall  assume  the 
chair  at  the  hour  set  by  the  previous  adjournment;  shall 
call  the  members  to  order  and  after  a  roll  call  showing  a 
quorum  present,  shall  proceed  with  the  regular  order  of 
business.  If  no  president  has  been  chosen,  the  senior 
member  by  age  present  shall  preside  as  temporary  presi- 
dent until  a  presiding  officer  is  chosen. 


Rule  4.  The  presiding  officer  may  speak  to  points  of  order 
in  preference  to  other  members,  and  shall  decide  all  ques- 
tions of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of 
the  chair,  but  no  appeal  shall  be  considered  unless  prop- 
erly seconded.  No  other  business  except  a  motion  to  ad- 
journ or  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be  in  order  until  the 
question  on  appeal  has  been  decided. 
The  question  shall  be  put  as  follows: 

"Shall  the  decision  of  the  chair  stand  as  the  judgment  of 
the  council?"  The  vote  shall  be  by  a  roll  call,  and  it 
shall  be  decided  in  the  affirmative  unless  a  majority  of 
the  votes  are  to  the  contrary. 
Rule  5.  The  presiding  officer  may  at  any  time,  during 
debate  or  otherwise,  declare  a  recess  for  not  more  than 
ten  minutes,  and  such  action  shall  not  be  subject  to  ap- 
peal, nor  shall  any  motions  apply  thereto. 

Rule  6.  The  presiding  officer  shall  propound  all  motions 
in  the  order  in  which  they  are  moved,  unless  the  subse- 
quent motion  shall  be  previous  in  its  nature,  provided  that 
in  naming  sums  and  fixing  times  the  largest  sum  and  the 
longest  time  shall  be  put  first. 

Rule  7.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  these  rules,  the  pre- 
siding officer  shall,  without  debate,  decide  all  questions 
relating  to  priority  of  business  to  be  acted  upon. 
Rule  8.  The  presiding  officer  shall,  at  the  request  of  any 
member,  make  a  division  of  a  question  when  the  sense 
will  admit  of  it. 

Rule  9.  The  presiding  officer  shall  declare  all  votes;  but  if 
any  member  doubts  a  vote  the  president  shall  cause  a  ris- 
ing vote  to  be  taken  and,  when  two  members  so  request, 
shall  cause  the  vote  to  be  taken  by  a  roll  call. 
Rule  10.  When  the  presiding  officer  shall  desire  to  vacate 
the  chair  he  may  call  any  member  to  it;  but  the  president 
or  the  president  pro  tempore,  as  the  case  may  be,  may 
resume  the  chair  at  will. 

Rule  10A.  The  president  of  the  city  council,  in  the  case  of 
his  absence,  shall  appoint  a  president  pro  tempore  who 
will  conduct  meetings  and  assume  all  duties  and  responsi- 
bilities of  the  president  of  the  city  council  during  said  ab- 
sence. 

Agenda 
Rule  1 1.  The  original  and  sixteen  copies  of  any  message, 
ordinance,  resolution,  vote  or  other  measure  submitted 
by  the  Mayor  shall  be  delivered  to  the  office  of  the  city 
clerk  before  two  p.m.  on  the  regular  workday  preceding 
any  meeting  of  the  council  as  a  prerequisite  to  its  consid- 
eration at  such  meetings;  the  original  and  two  copies  of 
any  order,  ordinance,  resolution  or  committee  report 
submitted  by  a  councillor  (excepting  reports  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  voted  during  a  recess  of  a  council 
meeting)  shall  also  be  delivered  before  such  time  to  such 
place  as  a  prerequisite  to  its  consideration  at  such  meet- 
ing. Upon  his  receipt  of  the  same,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  city  messenger  to  promptly  deliver  a  copy  of  any  such 
message,  report  or  other  document  to  each  council  mem- 
ber. 

Rule  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  clerk,  acting  as  the 
clerk  of  the  council ,  to  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  for 
each  meeting  a  list  in  detail  of  matters  submitted  for  con- 
sideration to  the  council  in  accordance  with  Rule  1 1  and  it 
shall  be  known  as  the  agenda,  which  shall  be  divided  into 
two  sections,  the  latter  of  which  shall  be  known  as  the 
consent  agenda. 

Said  agenda  shall  include  unfinished  business  of  pre- 
ceding meetings,  matters  on  the  table,  assignment,  and 
thirty-day  and  sixty-day  orders  not  acted  upon  in  pre- 
vious meetings.  Said  matters  shall  be  listed  in  accordance 
with  the  order  of  business  as  described  in  Rule  13. 
Rule  I2A.  In  the  event  that  resolutions  of  the  same  subject 
matter  are  filed  with  the  city  clerk  for  consideration  by 
the  council,  the  clerk  shall  cause  to  have  entered  on  the 
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agenda  only  that  resolution  which  was  first  filed  and  the 
name  of  the  sponsor(s)  to  the  similar  resolution  shall  be 
added  as  a  sponsoring  member  to  the  resolution  which  is 
placed  on  the  agenda.  Such  action,  however,  shall  not 
preclude  any  member  from  offering  an  amendment  to 
said  resolution. 

Resolutions  of  condolences  and  congratulations  shall 
be  listed  upon  the  consent  agenda;  provided,  however, 
that  upon  the  objection  of  any  member  to  the  clerk  of  the 
city  council,  prior  to  the  scheduled  start  of  said  meeting, 
the  matter  being  objected  to  by  said  member  shall  be  re- 
moved from  the  consent  agenda  and  placed  on  the  agenda 
of  regular  council  business.  No  such  resolution  shall  bear 
the  name  of  any  Councillor  not  indicating  consent  to 
sponsorship. 

All  matters  contained  on  the  consent  agenda  shall  be 
read  as  one  and  the  question  of  adoption  or  passage  of  all 
said  matters  shall  be  by  a  single  motion.  The  question 
shall  be  put  as  follows: 
"The  question  now  comes  on  approval  of  the  various 
matters  contained  within  the  consent  agenda." 
Said  agenda  shall  be  delivered  to  each  member  of  the 
council  by  four  o'clock  p.  m.  on  the  regular  work  day  pre- 
ceding the  scheduled  meeting. 

Order  of  Business  and  Debate 
Rule  13.  At  every  regular  meeting  of  the  council  the 
order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: 

1 .  Communications  from  the  mayor. 

2.  Presentation  of  petitions,  memorials,  and  remon- 
strances. 

3.  Reports  of  city  officers  and  others. 

4.  Unfinished  business  of  preceding  meetings. 

5.  Reports  of  committees. 

6.  Orders  and  resolutions. 

7.  Consent  agenda. 

Rule  14.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  the  following 
motions  only  shall  be  entertained  and  shall  have  prece- 
dence in  the  order  in  which  they  stand  arranged: 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

3.  The  previous  question. 

4.  To  close  debate  at  a  specified  time. 

5.  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

6.  To  commit. 

7.  To  amend. 

8.  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Motions  and  Orders 
Rule  15.  A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall  be  deemed 
indivisible;  but  a  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost  shall  not 
preclude  amendment,  or  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 
Rule  1 6.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  in  order  at  any  time, 
except  on  an  immediate  repetition  or  pending  a  verifica- 
tion of  a  vote;  and  that  motion,  the  motion  to  lay  on  the 
table,  the  motion  to  take  from  the  table,  and  the  motion 
for  the  previous  question  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 
Rule  17.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  different 
from  that  under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under 
color  of  an  amendment. 

Any  motion,  order,  or  resolution  which  in  the  opinion 
of  the  presiding  officer  does  not  have  a  direct  bearing  on 
the  business  of  the  council  shall  be  referred  without  de- 
bate to  the  committee  of  the  whole,  and  shall  not  be  fur- 
ther considered  by  the  council  except  upon  report  by  that 
committee.  There  shall  be  no  appeal  from  the  decision  of 
the  chair  hereunder,  and  this  rule  shall  not  be  subject  to 
suspension.  No  motion  shall  apply,  nor  shall  unanimous 
consent  to  speak  on  the  matter  so  referred  be  in  order. 

The  committee  of  the  whole  may  report  that  any  mo- 
tion, order,  or  resolution  so  referred  to  it  is  out  of  order 
because  of  not  having  a  direct  bearing  on  the  business  of 
the  council,  and  its  reports  shall  be  a  final  disposition  of 


the  matter,  subject  to  an  appeal  which  shall  be  governed 
by  the  same  provisions  as  those  governing  appeals  from 
rulings  of  the  presiding  officer. 

Rule  18.  Any  order,  ordinance,  resolution,  vote,  or  other 
measure  submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  rejected  without 
prejudice,  unless  when  it  is  filed  with  the  city  clerk,  it 
bears  the  certificate  of  the  corporation  counsel  that,  if 
adopted  or  passed  in  the  form  submitted  by  the  mayor,  it 
will  be  in  accordance  with  law. 

Rule  19.  After  a  motion  has  been  put  by  the  presiding 
officer  it  shall  not  be  withdrawn  except  by  unanimous 
consent  and  every  motion  to  amend  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  copies  of  it  given  to  the  members. 
Committee  Assignment  and  Action 
Rule  20.  When  a  petition,  order,  or  resolution  relates  to  a 
subject  which  may  properly  be  examined  and  reported 
upon  by  an  existing  committee  of  the  council,  such  order 
or  resolution  shall,  upon  presentation,  be  referred  to  such 
committee.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  refer  any  subject, 
and  different  committees  are  proposed,  the  motions  shall 
be  put  in  the  following  order: 

1.  To  a  standing  committee  of  the  council. 

2.  To  a  special  committee  of  the  council. 

Any  member  offering  a  motion,  order,  or  resolution 
which  is  referred  to  a  committee  may  be  given  a  hearing 
on  the  same  by  the  committee  before  a  report  is  made 
thereon  if  he  so  requests  at  the  time  of  offering  the  same  or 
before  final  action  thereon  by  the  committee. 

If,  within  twenty-one  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee other  than  a  committee  of  all  the  members  is  not 
reported  upon,  it  may  be  called  by  a  majority  vote  by  all 
members. 

If,  after  twenty-one  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a  com- 
mittee other  than  a  committee  of  all  the  members  is  not 
reported  upon,  it  may  be  recalled  by  a  standing  vote  of 
four  members  of  the  council. 

If,  after  forty-two  days,  a  matter  referred  to  a  commit- 
tee is  not  reported  upon,  any  member  may  recall  such 
matter  from  the  committee,  and  such  matter  shall  not 
again  be  committed  to  any  committee  other  than  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole.  A  majority  of  any  committee  may 
refer  all  or  part  of  any  matter  referred  to  it  to  another 
committee  of  the  council. 

After  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  year,  any  matter 
which  has  been  in  committee  longer  than  forty-two  days 
and  not  reported  on.  shall  be  placed  on  file  by  the  city 
clerk. 

Voting 
Rule  2 1 .  In  all  votes  the  form  of  expression  shall  be  '"Or- 
dered" for  everything  by  way  of  command,  and  the  form 
shall  be  "Resolved"  for  everything  expressing  opinions, 
principles,  facts,  or  purposes. 

Rule  22.  Upon  the  request  for  a  call  of  the  ayes  and  nays, 
the  president  shall  hold  the  calling  open  for  a  period  no 
longer  than  five  minutes,  during  which  time  the  city  mes- 
senger shall  summons  all  members  who  are  absent  from 
the  chamber.  The  clerk  shall  then  call  the  names  of  the 
members  in  alphabetical  order  without  interruption. 
Each  member  shall  respond  to  his  name  as  it  is  called  by 
the  clerk.  No  member  shall  be  recorded  after  the  name  of 
the  next  member  has  been  called  in  the  prescribed  man- 
ner, except  by  unanimous  consent  of  all  the  members 
present. 

Rule  23.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a 
question  is  put.  unless  he  is  excluded  by  interest,  shall 
give  his  vote  in  the  affirmative  or  negative  or  shall  re- 
spond "present"  unless  the  council  for  special  reason 
shall  excuse  that  member  from  voting. 
Rule  24.  In  the  event  that  the  sponsoring  member  of  any 
order,  resolution,  or  other  matter,  excepting  those  con- 
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tained  upon  the  consent  agenda,  is  not  present  when  the 
clerk  reads  said  matter,  the  presiding  officer  shall  instruct 
the  clerk  to  withdraw  said  matter  from  consideration  at 
that  meeting. 

Reconsideration 
Rule  25.  When  a  vote  has  been  taken  any  member  may 
move  reconsideration  thereof  only  at  the  same  meeting. 
Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  limited  to  thirty 
minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than  five 
minutes,  but  on  a  vote  upon  any  subsidiary  or  incidental 
question  debate  shall  be  limited  to  ten  minutes,  and  no 
member  shall  occupy  more  than  two  minutes. 
Rule  25A.  When  a  motion  to  reconsider  has  been  decided 
that  decision  shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and  no  question 
shall  be  twice  reconsidered  unless  it  has  been  amended 
after  the  reconsideration;  nor  shall  any  reconsideration 
be  had  upon  the  following  motions; 

1.  To  adjourn. 

2.  The  previous  question. 

3.  To  lay  on  the  table. 

4.  To  take  from  the  table. 

5.  To  close  debate  at  a. specified  time. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  may  be  laid  on  the  table  or  post- 
poned indefinitely,  and  the  effect  of  such  action  in  either 
case  shall  be  to  defeat  the  motion  to  reconsider. 

Readings 
Rule  26.  Except  for  matters  listed  on  the  consent  agenda, 
every  ordinance,  order  and  resolution,  unless  reported 
upon  by  a  committee  or  rejected,  shall  have  two  separate 
readings,  both  of  which  may  take  place  at  the  same  ses- 
sion unless  objection  is  made;  provided  that  all  orders  for 
the  expenditure  of  moneys,  unless  reported  upon  by  a 
committee  of  the  council,  shall  lie  over  for  one  week  be- 
fore final  action  thereon.  Whenever  the  second  reading 
immediately  follows  the  first  reading,  the  document  may 
be  read  on  the  second  occasion  by  its  title  only.  All  orders 
releasing  rights  or  easements  in  or  restrictions  on  land,  all 
orders  for  the  sale  of  land,  all  appropriations  for  the  pur- 
chase of  land,  and  all  loans  voted  by  the  council  shall  re- 
quire a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the 
council,  and  shall  be  passed  only  after  two  separate  read- 
ings and  by  two  separate  votes,  the  second  of  said  read- 
ings and  votes  to  be  had  not  less  than  fourteen  days  after 
the  first,  except  in  cases  in  which  a  shorter  period  is  au- 
thorized by  law.  Any  order  rescinding  an  order  for  any  of 
the  foregoing  purposes  shall  require  the  same  number  of 
readings  and  of  votes  as  was  required  for  the  passage  of 
the  original  order. 

Committee  Structure 
Rule  27.  No  meeting  of  any  committee  shall  be  called 
upon  less  than  forty-eight  hours  from  the  time  the  council 
staff  shall  have  mailed  the  notices  or  dispatched  them  by 
special  messenger;  provided  that  meetings  of  the  com- 
mittee of  the  whole  may  be  held  upon  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  council,  at  the  completion  of  regular  council  business 
and  prior  to  the  final  adjournment  of  any  meeting  of  the 
council  without  such  notice. 

At  the  start  of  any  committee  hearing  or  meeting  the 
committee  chairman  shall  state  the  procedure  by  which 
the  hearing  shall  be  governed.  Unless  changed  by  a  ma- 
jority of  the  committee  members,  the  chairman's  proce- 
dure shall  govern.  The  chairman  and  members  of  any 
committee  shall  speak  and  question  witnesses  for  not 
more  than  ten  minutes  at  a  time;  provided  that  the  sponsor 
or  sponsors  of  the  various  committee  proposals  shall  be 
given  the  opportunity  to  make  the  initial  presentation. 

No  committee,  unless  authorized  by  an  order  of  the 
council,  shall  incur  any  expense,  including,  but  not  lim- 
ited to  advertising  and  stenographic  costs.  No  committee 
meeting,  except  the  committee  of  the  whole,  shall  be  con- 
ducted on  the  day  of  any  regular  meeting  of  the  council . 
The  chairman  of  each  committee,  prior  to  scheduling  a 


committee  hearing,  shall  consult  with  each  member  of 
the  committee,  and  before  reporting  on  any  matter  pend- 
ing before  said  committee  shall  obtain  a  majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  committee  in  favor  of  the  said  report. 

The  staff  director  shall,  upon  the  scheduling  of  a  com- 
mittee meeting  or  hearing,  promptly  post  a  record  of 
time,  place,  and  subject  matter  of  such  meeting  or  hear- 
ing and  the  time  at  which  such  meeting  or  hearings  is 
scheduled  and  shall  cause  a  written  notice  thereof  to  be 
delivered  to  all  councillors. 

The  chairman  of  each  committee  shall,  within  one 
week  of  his  or  her  appointment,  establish  with  the  staff 
director  the  day  and  hour  for  weekly  meetings  of  his  com- 
mittee. The  day  so  established  for  weekly  meetings  for  a 
particular  committee  shall  also  be  the  day  on  which  said 
committee  would  schedule  an  evening  meeting. 

Committees 
Rule  28.  The  president  of  the  city  council  shall  appoint  all 
standing  committees,  all  special  committees,  shall  fill 
any  committee  vacancy  and  designate  the  rank  of  the 
members  of  each  committee  unless  specifically  directed 
otherwise  by  a  majority  of  the  council .  All  standing  com- 
mittees shall  consist  of  five  members,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  committee  of  the  whole  shall  consist  of  all 
council  members  and  the  committee  on  government  fi- 
nance shall  consist  of  seven  members.  All  special  com- 
mittees shall  consist  of  three  members,  unless  otherwise 
specified  by  the  president. 

The  role  of  the  city  council's  committees  shall  be  to 
provide  members  a  structure  for  in-depth  review  and 
analysis  of  all  city  departments,  agencies,  and  boards  and 
a  forum  for  corrective  measures  through  legislative  lead- 
ership. Committees  are  designed  to  focus  on  two  broad 
areas  of  study:  (1)  Public  Policy  and  (2)  Budget  Over- 
sight. In  order  to  adequately  address  these  two  issues,  it 
will  be  necessary  for  the  committee  to  identify  the  mis- 
sion of  the  city  office  or  program,  evaluate  the  office's 
performance  of  that  mission  or  success  of  the  program 
and  make  legislative  corrections,  deletions,  or  clarifica- 
tions as  necessary.  Each  committee  shall  perform  three 
basic  functions  (a)  data  collection;  (b)  analysis  and  evalu- 
ation of  programs,  projects  and  budgets;  and  (c)  legisla- 
tive oversight. 

There  shall  be  the  following  standing  committees. 

A)  A  "Committee  of  the  Whole,"  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  any  litigation  concerning  the  council  and  other 
matters  referred  to  it. 

B)  A  "Committee  on  City  and  Neighborhood  Services," 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  services  provided  to  resi- 
dents of  the  city  and  the  delivery  of  municipal  services  to 
the  neighborhoods  of  Boston.  The  committee  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  the  programs,  projects,  and  priorities  that 
affect  the  youth,  elderly,  infirmed  residents,  handi- 
capped, jobless,  and  veterans.  The  committee  shall  main- 
tain policy  oversight  with  respect  to  vocational  training, 
public  health,  substance  abuse  and  Cable  television.  This 
committee  shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight 
with  respect  to  the  Elderly  Affairs,  Handicapped  and 
Women's  Commissions,  Health  and  Hospitals,  Veterans' 
Graves  and  Veterans'  Services  Department,  Cable  televi- 
sion office.  Neighborhood  Services  and  Business  and 
Cultural  Affairs  and  the  Library  Departments,  and  the 
Community  School  Commission. 

C)  A  "Committee  on  Commerce  and  Transportation," 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  various  regulatory,  in- 
spectional  and  licensing  activities,  commerce  and  trade 
policy  and  transportation  policy  of  the  city,  including 
council-issued  licenses  and  permits.  The  committee  shall 
define  transportation  priorities  for  the  city,  including  is- 
sues relative  to  the  MBTA,  the  third  Harbor  Tunnel  and 
the  depression  of  the  Central  Artery.  This  committee 
shall  insure  by  legislation  oversight  that  commerce  and 
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trade  policies  allow  for  equal  access,  fair  practices  and 
consumer  protection.  This  committee  shall  exercise 
budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Li- 
censing Board,  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licensing  Divi- 
sion, the  Board  of  Appeals,  Zoning  Commission, 
Inspectional  Services,  Traffic  and  Parking  Departments 
and  the  Parking  Clerk. 

D)  A  "Committee  on  Council  Rules  and  Administra- 
tion," which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  city  council 
rules,  budget,  facilities,  equipment,  staff  and  supplies. 

E)  A  "Committee  on  Government  Finance,"  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  the  fiscal  policy  of  the  city,  city  debt, 
operating  budget  and  revenue  projection  of  the  city,  and 
which  shall  have  referred  to  it  all  loan  orders  of  a  general 
nature,  and  the  annual  operating  budget.  The  committee 
shall  refer  to  each  other  committee  for  study  and  report, 
those  portions  of  the  budget  which  concern  the  work  of 
such  committee,  and  shall  assemble  and  report  to  the 
council  the  recommendations  of  each  committee,  to- 
gether with  its  own  recommendations.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  re- 
spect to  the  entire  budget  and  particularly  with  respect  to 
the  Collecting,  Treasury,  and  Assessing  Departments, 
NDEA,  and  the  Finance  Commission. 

F)  A  "Committee  on  Government  Operations,"  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  organization  and  structure  of 
city  government  including  departmental  fees  and  and 
charges.  This  committee  shall  be  charged  with  analysis 
and  evaluation  of  the  effectiveness  of  the  city's  govern- 
ment organization  as  it  relates  to  the  delivery  of  services. 
The  committee  shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  over- 
sight with  respect  to  the  Administrative  Services.  Elec- 
tion and  Law  Departments,  the  Office  of  the  Mayor, 
except  those  components  specifically  assigned  to  other 
committees.  City  Clerk,  Registrar  and  Records,  Group 
Insurance,  Executions  of  Courts,  Workmen's  Compensa- 
tion, the  Retirement  Board,  and  pension  liabilities. 

G)  A  "Committee  on  Housing,"  which  shall  concern  it- 
self with  the  public  policy  relative  to  the  rehabilitation, 
preservation  and  increasing  the  supply  of  housing  in  the 
city.  The  committee  shall  be  charged  to  evaluate  the  poli- 
cies and  programs  of  the  city  and  legislatively  insure 
equal  access,  fair  practices,  and  consumer  protections  in 
the  residential  housing  market  and  industry.  The  commit- 
tee shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight  of  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority,  the  Mayor's  Ofice  of  Hous- 
ing, the  Institutional  Expansion  Board,  Rent  Equity 
Board,  and  Fair  Housing  Commission. 

H)  A  "Committee  on  Planning  and  Development,"  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  the  physical  and  economic  pres- 
ervation and  development  of  the  city,  the  relationship  of 
the  Metropolitan  Area  Planning  Council  and  the  city,  fed- 
eral, and  state  development  grants  and  incentives,  and. 
economic  and  industrial  development  undertakings.  The 
committee  shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight 
with  respect  to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  and  Industrial 
Development  Finance  Authorities  and  the  Public  Im- 
provement, and  Economic  Development  and  Industrial 
Commissions. 

I)  A  "Committee  on  Post-Audit  and  Oversight,"  which 
shall  concern  itself  with  evaluating  the  efficiency  of  city 
operations,  the  effectiveness  of  city  programs  and  the 
faithfulness  of  administration  compliance  with  the  intent 
of  legislation  and  administrative  regulations  affecting 
city  programs,  departments  and/or  agencies.  This  com- 
mittee shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight  of 
the  Auditing  Department,  the  Community  Development 
Block  Grant  program  (CDBG),  the  Jobs  Training  Part- 
nership Act  (JTPA),  and  General  Revenue  Sharing. 
J)  A  "Committee  on  Public  Lands  and  Real  Property," 
which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  care,  management, 
custody  and  oversight  of  public  buildings  and  lands,  ex- 


cluding park  lands  and  shall  have  referred  to  it  the  capital 
budget  of  the  city.  This  committee  shall  also  concern  it- 
self with  planning  and  development  for  city  buildings  and 
infrastructure  of  the  city.  The  committee  shall  exercise 
budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Real 
Property  and  Public  Facilities  Departments,  the  Capital 
Planning  Ofice  and  the  White  and  Browne  funds. 
K)  A  "Committee  on  Public  Safety,"  which  shall  concern 
itself  with  the  fair  and  equal  delivery  of  public  safety 
services  to  all  neighborhoods  of  the  city.  The  committee 
shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  re- 
spect to  the  Police,  Fire  and  Penal  Institutions  Depart- 
ments, the  Suffolk  County  Jail,  anti-crime  programs 
financed  by  the  state  of  federal  government  and  county 
matters.

There  shall  be  the  following  special  committees. 
M)  A  "Special  Committee  on  Arson,"  which  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  the  problem  of  arson  and  fire  prevention, 
including  all  federal  and  state  programs  and  legislation  in 
connection  therewith,  and  which  shall  exercise  budget- 
ary approval,  review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the 
Arson  Prevention  Commission  and  all  grants,  gifts  and 
appropriations  with  respect  to  arson  and  fire  prevention. 
N)  A  "Special  Committee  on  the  Homeless,"  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  the  problem  of  homeless  people  in 
Boston.  This  committee  shall  exercise  budgetary  review 
and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Commission  on  the 
Homeless  and  Emergency  Shelter  Commission. 
O)  A  "Special  Committee  on  Redistricting."  which  shall 
concern  itself  with  fulfilling  the  provisions  of  section  3. 
chapter  605  of  the  Acts  of  1982.  by  redrawing  the  dis- 
tricts for  the  purpose  of  the  city  council  and  school  com- 
mittee representation  on  or  before  August  first.  1986. 
P)  A  "Committee  on  School  Matters,"  which  shall  con- 
cern itself  with  educational  policy  and  the  Boston  School 
Department  and  which  shall  exercise  budgetary  review 
and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  school  budget. 

Conduct  in  City  Council 
MEMBERS: 

Rule  29.  Every  member  when  about  to  speak  shall  rise, 
address  the  chair,  and  wait  until  he  is  recognized.  No 
member  shall  be  recognized  when  seated  or  when  away 
from  his  desk.  In  speaking,  he  shall  refrain  from  men- 
tioning any  other  member  by  name,  shall  confine  himself 
to  the  question,  shall  not  use  unbecoming,  abusive,  or 
unparliamentary  language  and  shall  avoid  personalities. 
Any  member  who,  in  debate  or  otherwise,  indulges  in 
personalities  or  makes  charges  reflecting  upon  the  char- 
acter of  another  member,  shall  make  an  apology  in  open 
session  at  the  meeting  at  which  offense  is  committed  or  at 
the  next  succeeding  regular  meeting  and.  failing  to  do  so. 
shall  be  named  by  the  president  or  held  in  contempt  and 
suspended  from  further  participation  in  debate  until  said 
apology  is  made . 

Rule  30.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  a 
question  when  another  member  who  has  not  spoken 
claims  the  floor,  and  no  member  speaking  shall,  w  ithout 
his  consent,  be  interrupted  by  another,  except  upon  a 
point  of  order. 

A  member  may  speak  upon  a  matter  for  no  more  than 
ten  minutes  at  a  time.  A  member  who  has  not  spoken  on  a 
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matter  shall  have  priority  and  recognition  by  the  chair 
whenever  said  member  shall  rise.  The  assistant  city  clerk 
acting  as  assistant  clerk  of  the  council  shall  inform  the 
president  whenever  a  member  has  spoken  longer  than  ten 
minutes. 

Rule  31.  No  member  shall  engage  in  any  business  or 
transaction  or  shall  have  a  financial  or  other  private  inter- 
est, direct  or  indirect,  which  is  in  conflict  with  the  proper 
discharge  of  his  official  duties.  A  member  who  has  a  di- 
rect or  indirect  financial  or  other  private  interest,  distinct 
from  the  public  interest,  in  any  proposed  legislation  shall 
publicly  disclose,  on  the  official  record  of  the  council,  the 
nature  and  extent  of  such  interest ,  and  upon  doing  so  shall 
be  excused  from  voting  on  said  question. 
GUESTS: 

Rule  32 .  No  person  except  a  member  of  the  council  shall 
at  any  time  be  permitted  to  occupy  the  seat  in  the  council 
chamber  of  any  member  of  the  council .  The  city  messen- 
ger shall  enforce  this  rule. 

Rule  33.  No  person  excepting  officials  connected  with 
the  council  shall  be  allowed  in  the  anterooms  or  upon  the 
floor  of  the  council  chamber,  except  upon  invitation  of 
the  presiding  officer.  Seats  reserved  for  the  press,  both 
electronic  and  print  media,  shall  be  reserved  solely  for 
accredited  members  of  the  press,  or  upon  the  direction  of 
a  councillor,  a  member  of  his  or  her  staff  when  seats  are 
available.  Members  of  the  press  in  attendance  shall  re- 
frain from  discussion  within  the  council  chamber  and 
with  council  members  during  a  council  meeting. 

Guests  will  be  allowed  in  the  gallery  of  the  council 
chamber  when  the  council  is  in  session,  but  no  one  will  be 
admitted  to  said  gallery  after  all  the  seats  are  occupied. 
No  demonstrations  of  approval  or  disapproval  from 
guests  shall  be  permitted,  and  if  such  demonstrations  are 
made  the  gallery  will  be  cleared.  The  city  messenger  shall 
enforce  this  rule. 

Rule  34.  No  person,  who  for  compensation  or  reward 
acts  to  promote,  oppose,  or  influence  a  matter  pending 
before  the  city  council  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time  to  the 
council  chamber  or  anterooms  thereof  unless  said  person 
has  registered  with  the  city  clerk  stating  the  nature  of  his 
business. 

Further  Rules,  Amendment,  and  Suspension 
Rule  35.  Unless  inconsistent  with  any  provision  of  these 
rules,  the  proceedings  of  the  council  shall  be  governed  by 
Robert's  Rules  of  Order. 

Rule  36.  The  foregoing  rules  shall  not  be  altered, 
amended,  suspended,  or  repealed  at  any  time,  except  by 
the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  all  members  of  the  council .  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  Rule  1 1  may  be  suspended  only  in 
the  case  of  an  order,  ordinance,  vote,  committee  report, 
or  other  measure  submitted  by  the  mayor  or  by  a  council- 
lor calling  for  action  by  the  council,  that  is  of  an  emer- 
gency nature,  namely  that  which  involves  the  peace, 
health,  safety  or  convenience  of  the  people  or  their  prop- 
erty. In  which  case  a  preamble,  which  describes  said 
emergency  in  clear  ana  specific  terms  must  be  read  and 
offered  as  part  of  the  motion  to  suspend  said  rule.

and  related  businesses,  increases  the  property  tax  bur- 
den in  the  city,  reduces  state  tax  revenues,  requires  in- 
creased state  expenditures  for  individual  assistance  and 
other  services,  and  makes  it  exceptionally  difficult  for 
affected  individuals  to  secure  new  employment  and  for 
affected  communities  to  maintain  or  restore  their  levels 
of  employment;  c)  Adequate  notification  to  affected  in- 
dividuals and  the  city  is  essential  to  mitigate  the  severe 
economic  hardship  and  dislocation  resulting  from  such 
mass  separations  of  employees,  and  in  order  to  permit 
the  state  and  local  governments  to  effectively  discharge 
their  responsibilities  in  the  provision  of  unemployment 
compensation  and  other  individual  benefits  and  serv- 
ices, in  employment  placement  assistance,  in  eco- 
nomic and  technical  assistance  to  affected 
communities,  and  in  other  services  required  by  such 
hardship  and  dislocations. 

Section  802.  The  following  words  and  phrases, 
when  used  in  this  chapter  shall  have  the  following 
meanings,  unless  the  context  clearly  requires  other- 
wise: 1)  "City,"  shall  mean  the  City  of  Boston.  2)  "Em- 
ployer," and  person,  corporation,  business  or  other 
entity,  which  has  operated  withing  the  city  for  at  least 
the  five  preceding  years  either  directly  or  through  any 
related  corporation,  and  which  has  employed  at  least 
fifty  persons  at  one  time  during  at  least  six  of  the  pre- 
ceding twelve  months;  provided,  however,  that  "em- 
ployer" shall  not  include  the  state  or  any  of  its  political 
subdivisions  or  any  other  organization  which  is  exempt 
from  taxation  under  section  501  of  the  Internal  Reve- 
nue Code  of  the  United  States;  and  further  provided, 
that  a  corporation  which  acquires  the  business  of  an 
employer  shall  be  deemed  to  have  operated  within  the 
city  during  such  period  as  the  acquired  employer  oper- 
ated within  the  city.  3)  "Related  corporation,"  a  corpo- 
ration which  either  owns  more  than  50  percent  of  a 
subject  corporation,  is  more  than  50  percent  owned  by 
a  subject  corporation,  or  is  more  than  50  percent  owned 
by  a  corporation  which  also  owns  more  than  50  percent 
of  a  subject  corporation.  4)  "Employees,"  persons  em- 
ployed within  the  city  on  a  full-time  or  part-time  basis. 
5)  "Establishment,"  any  single  manufacturing,  me- 
chanical, or  mercantile  establishment,  factory,  work- 
shop, or  other  place  of  employment  of  an  employer, 
which  has  been  in  existence  for  more  than  three  years; 
provided,  however,  that  "establishment"  shall  not  in- 
clude a  temporary  construction  site.  6)  "Mass  separa- 
tion," the  termination  of  employment  by  an  employer 
within: 
a  single  period  for  50  to  90  employees 
a  three-month  period  for  100  to  249  employees 
a  six-month  period  for  250  to  999  employees 
a  twelve-month  period  for  1 ,000  and  more  employ- 
ees 
A  twelve-month  period  for  1 ,000  and  more  employ- 
ees; provided,  however,  that  "mass  separation"  shall 
not  include  any  temporary  or  seasonal  discharge  or  lay- 
off for  a  specified  period  of  not  more  than  four  months. 
Termination  of  employment  of  individuals  employed  at 
a  construction  site  or  other  temporary  work  site  not 
constituting  an  establishment,  shall  not  constitute  a 
mass  separation.  7)  "Affected  establishment,"  any  es- 
tablishment of  anemployer  at  which  any  of  the  employ- 
ees whose  employment  will  be  terminated  as  part  of  a 


mass  separation  are  employed.  8)  "Affected  munici- 
pality," the  City  of  Boston.  9)  "Affected  employee  or- 
ganization," any  labor  union,  association,  or  other 
employee  organization  which  represents  any  of  the  em- 
ployees of  an  affected  establishment  for  purposes  of 
collective  bargaining  or  other  labor-management  rela- 
tions. 10)  "Affected  employee,"  any  employee  whose 
employment  is  terminated  as  part  of  a  mass  separation. 
1 1)  "Average  weekly  wage,"  the  total  of  all  wages,  sal- 
aries, and  other  compensation,  inclusive  of  all  bene- 
fits, paid  to  or  on  behalf  of  an  employee  by  anemployer 
during  the  period  of  fifty -two  weeks  preceding  the  ter- 
mination of  employment  of  the  employee,  divided  by 
the  number  of  weeks  during  that  period  during  which 
the  employee  performed  work  for  the  employer.  12) 
"Mayor,"  shall  mean  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston 
or  his  designee  department  head. 

Section  803.  1)  Every  employer  shall  notify  in  writ- 
ing the  City  Clerk  of  Boston,  who  shall  forthwith  for- 
ward all  such  notifications  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council,  all  employees  of  each  affected  establishment, 
each  affected  municipality,  and  each  affected  employee 
organization: 

one  month  prior  to  the  separation  of  50  to  90  employ- 
ees three  months  prior  to  the  separation  of  100  to 
249  employees 

six  months  prior  to  the  separation  of  250  to  999  em- 
ployees 

twelve  months  prior  to  the  separation  of  1 ,000  and 
more  employees; 

provided,  however,  that  in  any  case  in  which  the  em- 
ployer establishes  that  the  mass  separation  of  employ- 
ees was  not  foreseen  by  the  employer  and  that  requiring 
the  employer  to  remain  open  for  the  full  period  of  no- 
tice would  result  in  an  operating  loss  to  the  employer 
attributable  to  the  affected  establishments,  the  Mayor 
may  approve  a  shorter  period  of  notification,  and  in 
such  case  such  notification  shall  be  deemed  to  consti- 
tute compliance  with  this  section.  Approval  of  such 
shorter  period  of  notification  shall  not  be  granted  un- 
less a  public  hearing  is  held  in  the  affected  neighbor- 
hood. (2)  Notification  shall  include  the  number  of 
employees  affected  by  the  mass  separation,  the  wages 
and  other  compensation  paid  during  the  preceding 
twelve  months  to  such  employees,  the  amount  of  state 
and  local  taxes  paid  by  the  employer  during  the  preced- 
ing year  and  the  anticipated  impact  of  the  mass  separa- 
tion on  such  tax  payments,  and  such  other  information 
as  the  Mayor  may  by  rule  require.  (3)  Upon  receipt  of 
such  notice  the  Mayor  shall  make  such  investigation 
and  take  such  action  as  may  assist  in  maintaining  or 
restoring  the  level  of  employment  affected  by  the  mass 
separation,  and  shall  conduct  a  public  hearing  in  the 
affected  neighborhood  upon  request  by  the  affected 
neighborhood,  any  affected  employee  organization,  or 
any  ten  affected  employees.  (4)  Provisions  of  any  col- 
lective bargaining  agreement  which  require  greater  ad- 
vance notification  than  provided  by  this  section  shall 
take  precedence  over  the  requirements  of  this  section. 
Any  portion  of  the  required  notice  may  be  waived  by 
agreement  with  not  less  than  90  percent  of  the  affected 
employees  and  with  each  affected  employee  organiza- 
tion. 

Section  804.  An  employer  who  violates  the  provi- 
sions of  section  803  of  this  chapter  shall  be  required  to 
pay  a  severence  benefit  to  each  such  employee  who  has 
been  employed  by  the  employer  for  at  least  one  year. 
The  severance  benefit  shall  be  equal  to  at  least  the  aver- 
age weekly  wage  of  the  employee  for  the  previous  year 
multiplied  by  the  number  of  weeks  notice  which  the 
employer  has  failed  to  give.  No  employee  who  receives 
any  benefit  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  denied  any 
other  benefit  or  compensation  authorized  under  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  or  any  seniority,  recall,  or 
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other  rights  granted  by  an  employer  or  employee  orga- 
nization, by  virtue  of  acceptance  of  a  benefit  under  this 
section.  Provisions  of  any  collective  bargaining  agree- 
ment which  require  greater  severance  benefits  for  any 
employ  ees  than  are  provided  by  this  section  shall  take 
precedence  over  the  requirements  of  this  section  with 
respect  to  such  employee. 

Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  sixty  days 
after  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council.

Whereas,  The  City  Council  meant  for  this  language  to 
be  interpreted  in  such  a  way  as  adjoining  meant  joined  by 
a  common  wall  or  passageway,  as  in  the  numerous  four-, 
five-  and  six-unit  dwellings  located  throughout  the  City 
of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  A  grievous  offense  against  the  people  of  this 
city  would  result  if  the  court's  decision  were  to  stand  as  a 
correct  interpretation  of  legislative  intent  inasmuch  as  a  a 
two-family,  owner-occupied  dwelling,  which  is  normally 
exempt,  could  be  interpreted  as  rent  controlled  if  the 
owner  owned  another  two-family  dwelling  four  blocks 
away,  and  this  is  clearly  not  the  intent  of  the  language  of 
the  ordinance:  be  it  therefore

any  such  right,  including  without  limitation  any  such 
conduct  tending  to  deprive  a  tenant  of  the  peace,  com- 
fort, or  enjoyment  of  a  housing  accommodation,  and 
any  such  conduct  intended  to  result  in  substantial  in- 
convenience, or  amounting  to  a  violation  of  privacy, 
harassment,  intimidation,  threat,  or  coercion,  shall  be 
liable  to  the  tenant  for  the  greater  of  (i)  liquidated  dam-

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What  must  the  city  expect  to  pay  at  the  time  of  the  tak- 
ing? Identify  the  source  of  said  sum. 

In  the  event  of  a  court  challenge  to  said  taking  what  cost 
might  the  city  expect  to  post  to  stay  in  the  suit?  Identify 
the  source  of  said  funds. 

List  any  precedent  for  such  taking  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  United  States  of 
America. 

As  a  part  of  such  taking,  has  the  city  ability  to  take  the 
name  and  goodwill  of  the  business,  especially  with  re- 
gard to  brand  names  and,  contracted  sales  and  licenses 
(including  the  right  to  use  trademarks  owned  by  others, 
such  as,  "Fenway  Franks,"  "Yankee  Franks,"  etc.)? 

Coun.  O'NEIL  requested  that  he  be  recorded  in  the 
negative  on  this  order. 

Whereas,  Thorne  Apple  Valley,  Inc.  of  Southfield,  MI,

Ordered,  That  the  Economic  Development  and  Indus- 
trial Corporation  of  the  City  of  Boston  begin  proceedings 
to  purchase  the  Colonial  Provision  Co.  pork  processing 
plant  at  1 100  Massachusetts  Avenue  by  using  its  eminent 
domain  powers;  and  further 

Ordered,  The  Economic  Development  and  Industrial 
Corporation  is  ordered  to  begin  this  process  by  holding  a 
public  hearing  on  an  Economic  Development  Plan  for  the 
New  Market  area.

OPINION  OF  CORPORATION  COUNSEL 
RE  COLONIAL  PROVISION  COMPANY 

The  following  was  received  by  the  City  Clerk:

Re:  Colonial  Provision  Co.  —  Eminent  Domain. 
Dear  Councillors: 

You  have  asked  for  my  opinion  as  to  whether  the  City  of 
Boston  and/or  the  Economic  Development  and  Industrial 
Corporation  ("EDIC")  have  the  authority  to  take  by  emi- 
nent domain  the  label  and  business  of  the  Colonial  Provi- 
sion Co.  ("Colonial").  If  the  answer  is  yes,  you  have 
asked  for  the  statutory  authority,  the  case  precedents  and 
the  criteria  for  such  a  taking. 

The  power  of  eminent  domain  is  an  inherent  attribute  of 
sovereignty. '  In  contrast  to  the  broad  powers  of  general 
government,  however,  a  municipal  corporation  has  no  in- 
herent power  of  eminent  domain  and  can  exercise  such 
power  only  when  expressly  authorized  by  law.:  In  addi- 
tion, both  the  federal  and  state  constitutions  place  limita- 
tions on  the  exercise  of  the  power. '  The  two  constitutional 
restraints  are  that  the  taking  be  for  a  "public  use"  and  that 
"just  compensation"  be  paid  therefor. 

EDIC  was  created  by  state  statute,  St.  1971,  c.  1097, 
section  5(k)  thereof  specifically  empowers  EDIC  to  ac- 
quire by  eminent  domain  "any  property,  either  real  or 
personal,  or  any  interest  therein"  for  any  of  its  objects 
and  purposes.4  The  statute  does  not  distinguish  between 
tangible  and  intangible  personal  property  and  thus  in- 
cludes property  of  every  kind  and  character,  including 
certain  incorporeal  rights  such  as  contract,  franchises 
and  patent  rights.5 

As  to  the  requirement  of  a  "public  use,"  there  is  no  one 
definition  of  that  term.  Rather,  the  concept  is  a  broad  one 
and  can  change  to  meet  public  needs.5  EDIC's  statute, 
however,  is  more  specific.  St.  1971.  c.  1097  sec.  2  states 
those  activities  which  are  public  uses  and  purposes  for 
which  public  money  may  be  expended  and  the  power  of 
eminent  domain  exercised.''  Where  a  legislature  has  de- 
termined that  a  particular  use  of  property  is  for  a  valid 
public  purpose,  the  courts  should  defer  to  that  determina- 
tion.7 

The  power  of  eminent  domain  cannot  be  used  for  pri- 
vate purposes.*  To  determine  if  a  taking  is  for  a  public  or 
private  purpose,  one  must  look  at  its  essential  character. 
If  the  main  purpose  of  the  taking  is  for  private  benefit  to 
individuals,  the  purpose  is  private  even  thought  there 
might  be  an  incidental  advantage  to  the  public.''  Con- 
versely, if  the  main  purpose  of  the  taking  is  for  public 
benefit,  the  purpose  is  public  even  though  only  a  few  indi- 
viduals directly  benefit. "'  Where  there  is  a  legitimate  pub- 
lic purpose  of  use,  EDIC's  prompt  transfer  to  a  private 
party  of  property  it  takes  by  eminent  domain  would  not 
necessarily  vitiate  the  purpose  or  use.   [emphasis 

added]" 

The  power  of  eminent  domain  has  traditionally  been 
exercised  for  such  public  purposes  as  highways,  public 
buildings  and  parks.  The  concept  of  public  purpose  has 
expanded,  however,  to  allow  the  taking  of  a  bus  system'2 
and  a  private  utility."  In  California,  the  City  of  Oakland 
has  contended  that  its  taking  of  the  Oakland  Raiders  foot- 
ball franchise  would  be  for  a  public  purpose.  '* 

Despite  the  expansion  of  the  concept  of  public  purpose, 
I  know  of  no  cases  specifically  allowing  a  taking  such  as 
that  proposed  in  regard  to  Colonial.  EDIC's  statute  de- 
fines public  uses  and  purposes.  The  proposed  taking  of 
Colonial's  property  is  one  ripe  with  possibilities  because 
of  the  evolution  of  the  concept  of  public  purpose.  It  is  also 
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one  fraught  with  uncertainties  because  of  the  present  sta- 
tus of  the  law  of  eminent  domain. 

I  conclude  that  EDIC  has  eminent  domain  authority 
and  is  not  generally  precluded  from  taking  the  real  and 
personal  property  of  Colonial.  It  is  conceivable  that,  un- 
der proper  circumstances,  a  valid  "public  purpose" 
could  even  be  shown  for  the  taking  of  the  "label  and  busi- 
ness." However,  the  taking  proposed  by  EDIC  in  this  in- 
stance, according  to  official  statements  made  during  a 
recent  City  Council  hearing  on  this  subject,  is  for  pur- 
poses of  selling  or  turning  the  property  over  to  another 
private  entity,  one  which  will  agree  to  maintain  the  label 
and  business  in  Boston.  However  worthy  these  intentions 
may  be  from  a  public  policy  perspective,  a  stated  inten- 
tion to  take  the  property  for  public  ownership  is  wholly 
lacking.  Therefore,  I  do  not  conclude  that  the  proposed 
taking  in  this  instance  would  be  for  a  valid  public  purpose 
under  EDIC's  statute,  and  therefore  it  is  not  permissible 
under  the  city/EDIC's  powers  of  eminent  domain. 

Since,  under  these  circumstances,  I  do  not  conclude 
that  the  city  and/or  EDIC  have  the  authority  to  take  by 
eminent  domain  the  "label  and  business"  of  Colonial.  I 
assume  you  do  not  require  me  to  answer  the  remaining 
questions  posed  to  me  unless  I  am  further  requested  to  do 
so.

Know  All  Men  and  Women  by  These  Presents  that  the 
Commissioner  of  Real  Property,  Ex  Officio,  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  the  Corporation  Counsel,  Ex  Officio  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  and  the  Captain-Commanding,  Ex  Offi- 
cio of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Co. ,  hereinaf- 
ter referred  to  as  "Trustees,"  acknowledge  that  they  have 
received  on  behalf  of  the  Faneuil  Hall  Historical  Restora- 
tion and  Preservation  Trust  Fund  and  pursuant  to  G .  L .  c . 
44,  s.  53A,  the  sum  of  $1  from  a  donor,  whose  name, 
together  with  the  names  of  all  other  donors  to  this  trust 
and  the  amounts  contributed  by  each,  shall  be  kept  by  the 
Trustees  in  a  permanent  record,  and  agree  and  declare  for 
themselves,  that  they  shall  hold  said  sum  and  all  other 
gifts  made  to  them  as  Trustees,  hereunder,  whether  by 
gift  inter  vivos,  by  bequest,  devise  or  otherwise,  for  the 
uses  and  purposes,  and  subject  to  the  duties  and  powers 
herein  set  forth. 

Article  I 
Name 

Section  1.1.  This  trust  shall  be  called  "The  Faneuil 
Hall  Historical  Restoration  and  Preservation  Trust 
Fund."  This  trust  shall  be  designated  and  known  as  "The 
Faneuil  Hall  Historical  Restoration  and  Preservation 
Trust  Fund." 

Article  II 
Acceptance  of  Gifts,  Bequests  and  Devises 

Section  2. 1 .  The  trustees  may  receive  and  accept  prop- 
erty, whether  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  by  way  of  gift, 
bequest,  or  devise,  from  any  person,  firm,  trust,  or  cor- 
poration, to  be  held,  administered,  and  disposed  of  in  ac- 
cordance with  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Declaration  of  Trust;  but  no  gift,  bequest  or  devise  of  any 
such  property  shall  be  received  and  accepted  if  it  is  condi- 
tioned or  limited  in  such  manner  as  to  require  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  income  or  its  principal  to  any  person  or 
organization  other  than  a  "charitable  organization"  or 
for  other  than  "charitable  purposes"  within  the  meaning 
of  such  terms  as  defined  in  Article  Third  of  this  Declara- 
tion of  Trust,  or  shall  in  the  opinion  of  the  trustee,  jeop- 
ardize the  federal  income  tax  exemption  of  this  trust 
pursuant  to  section  501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue 
Code,  or  corresponding  section  of  any  future  federal  tax 
code. 

Article  III 

Distribution  and  Use  of  Principal 

and  Income 

Section  3.1.  The  principal  and  income  of  all  property 
received  and  accepted  by  the  trustees  to  be  administered 
under  this  Declaration  of  Trust  shall  be  forever  held  in 
trust  by  them  and/or  their  successor(s),  and  the  trustees 
may  make  payments  or  distributions  from  income  or 
principal,  or  both,  to  or  for  the  use  of  such  charitable  or- 
ganizations, within  the  meaning  of  that  term  as  defined  in 
section  3.3  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  in  such  amounts 
and  for  such  charitable  purposes  as  the  trustees  shall  from 
time  to  time  select  and  determine;  and  the  trustees  may 
make  payments  or  distributions  from  income  or  princi- 
pal, or  both,  directly  for  such  charitable  purposes,  within 
the  meaning  of  that  term  as  defined  in  section  3.4  of  this 
Declaration  of  Trust,  in  such  amounts  as  the  trustees  shall 
from  time  to  time  select  and  determine  without  making 
use  of  any  such  charitable  organizations.  Where  any  do- 
nor has  expressed  the  desire  that  the  principal  be  kept  in- 
tact and  only  the  income  or  part  thereof  be  used,  if  such  a 
gift  is  accepted,  the  Trustee  shall  respect  such  expressed 
desire. 

The  trustees  may  also  make  payments  or  distributions 
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of  all  or  any  part  of  the  income  orprincipal  to  states,  terri- 
tories, or  possessions  of  the  United  States,  any  political 
subdivision  of  any  of  the  foregoing,  or  the  United  States 
or  the  District  of  Columbia  but  only  for  charitable  pur- 
poses within  the  meaning  of  that  term  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 3.4  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  income  or  principal 
derived  from  contributions  by  corporations  shall  be  dis- 
tributed by  the  trustees  for  use  solely  within  the  United 
States  or  its  possessions.  No  part  of  the  net  earnings  of 
this  trust  shall  inure  or  be  payable  to  or  for  the  benefit  of 
any  private  shareholder  or  individual,  and  no  substantial 
part  of  the  activities  of  this  trust  shall  be  for  the  purpose  of 
carrying  out  of  propaganda,  or  otherwise  attempting,  to 
influence  legislation.  No  part  of  the  activities  of  this  trust 
shall  be  the  participation  in,  or  intervention  in  (including 
the  publishing  or  distributing  of  statements),  any  political 
campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  public  office. 

Section  3.2.  The  trust  shall  continue  forever  unless  the 
trustees  and/or  their  successor(s)  terminate  it  and  distrib- 
ute all  of  the  principal  and  income,  which  action  may  be 
taken  by  the  trustees  in  their  discretion  at  any  time.  On 
such  termination,  assets  shall  be  distributed  for  one  or 
more  exempt  purposes  within  the  meaning  of  section 
501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  or  correspond- 
ing section  of  any  future  federal  tax  code,  or  shall  be  dis- 
tributed to  the  federal  government,  or  to  a  state  or  local 
government,  for  an  exempt  public  purpose  consistent 
with  section  501  (1)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  or  a 
corresponding  section  of  any  future  federal  tax  code.  The 
donor(s)  authorizes  and  empowers,  but  does  not  direct, 
the  trustees  to  form  and  organize  a  nonprofit  corporation 
limited  to  the  uses  and  purposes  provided  for  in  this  Dec- 
laration of  Trust,  such  corporation  to  be  organized  under 
the  laws  of  any  state  or  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
as  may  be  determined  by  the  trustees;  such  corporation 
when  organized  to  have  power  to  administer  and  control 
the  affairs  and  property  and  to  carry  out  the  uses,  objects, 
and  purposes  of  this  trust.  Upon  the  creation  and  organi- 
zation of  such  corporation,  the  trustees  are  authorized 
and  empowered  to  convey,  transfer,  and  deliver  to  such 
corporation  all  the  property  and  assets  to  which  this  trust 
may  be  or  become  entitled.  The  charter,  bylaws,  and 
other  provisions  for  the  organization  and  management  of 
such  corporation  and  its  affairs  and  property  shall  be  such 
as  the  trustees  shall  determine,  consistent  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  paragraph  and  section  501  (c)  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Code  or  a  corresponding  section  of  any  future 
federal  tax  code. 

Section  3.3.  In  this  Declaration  of  Trust  and  in  any 
amendments  to  it,  references  to  "charitable  organiza- 
tions" or  "charitable  organization"  mean  corporations, 
trusts,  funds,  foundations,  or  community  chests  created 
or  organized  in  the  United  States  or  in  any  of  its  posses- 
sions, whether  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  any 
state  or  territory,  the  District  of  Columbia,  or  any  posses- 
sion of  the  United  States,  organized  and  operated  exclu- 
sively for  charitable  purposes,  no  part  of  the  net  earnings 
of  which  inures  or  is  payable  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  any 
private  shareholder  or  individual ,  and  no  substantial  part 
of  the  activities  of  which  is  carrying  on  propaganda,  or 
otherwise  attempting  to  influence  legislation,  and  which 
do  not  participate  in  or  intervene  in  (including  the  pub- 
lishing or  distributing  of  statements),  any  political  cam- 
paign on  behalf  of  any  candidate  for  public  office.  It  is 
intended  that  any  organization  described  in  this  section 
3 . 3  shall  be  entitled  to  exemption  from  federal  income  tax 
under  section  501  (c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  or 
a  corresponding  section  of  any  future  federal  tax  code. 

Section  3.4.  In  this  Declaration  of  Trust  and  in  any 
amendments  to  it,  the  term  "charitable  purposes"  shall 
be  limited  to  and  shall  include  only  religious,  charitable, 
scientific,  literary,  or  educational  purposes  within  the 
meaning  of  those  terms  as  used  in  section  50 1  (c)(3)  of  the 
Internal  Revenue  Code,  or  a  corresponding  section  of  any 


future  federal  tax  code,  but  only  such  purpose  as  also  con- 
stitute public  charitable  purposes  under  the  law  of  trust  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
Article  IV 
Amendments 

Section  4 . 1 .  This  Declaration  of  Trust  may  be  amended 
at  any  time  or  times  by  written  instrument  or  instruments 
signed  and  sealed  by  the  trustees,  and  acknowledged  by 
any  trustees,  provided  that  no  amendment  shall  authorize 
the  trustees  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  trust  in  any  man- 
ner or  for  any  purpose  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 501(c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code,  or  any 
corresponding  section  of  any  future  federal  tax  code.  An 
amendment  of  the  provisions  of  this  Article  Fourth  (or 
any  amendment  to  it)  shall  be  valid  only  if  and  to  the  ex- 
tent that  such  amendment  further  restricts  the  trustees' 
amending  power.  All  instruments  amending  this  Declara- 
tion of  Trust  shall  be  noted  upon  or  kept  attached  to  the 
executed  original  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust  held  by  the 
trustees.  - 

Article  V 
Trustee  Provisions 

Section  5.1.  The  trustees  under  this  Declaration  of 
Trust  shall  be  the  Commissioner  of  Real  Property,  Ex  Of- 
ficio, of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
Ex  Officio,  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Captain-Com- 
manding, Ex  Officio  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artil- 
lery Co.,  then  currently  in  office  and  their  successors  in 
office  from  time  to  time .  Any  trustees  under  this  Declara- 
tion of  Trust  may,  by  written  instrument,  signed  and  ac- 
knowledged, deposited  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of 
Boston  and  his  successors  in  office  from  time  to  time, 
resign  his  office  as  trustees.  In  the  event  of  any  such  resig- 
nation, the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  appoint  a 
successor(s)  trustee  or  trustees  who  shall  serve  until  any 
successor  Commissioner  of  Real  Property,  Ex  Officio,  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Corporation  Counsel,  Ex  Offi- 
cio, of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the  Captain-Commanding, 
Ex  Officio  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Co., 
shall  assume  office  and  accept  appointment  as  trustees  by 
written  instrument,  signed  and  acknowledged,  and  de- 
posited with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  his  suc- 
cessors in  office  from  time  to  time.  Any  succeeding  or 
additional  trustees  shall,  upon  his  or  their  acceptance  of 
office  by  written  instrument(s),  signed  and  acknowl- 
edged, and  deposited  with  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton and  his  successors  in  office  from  time  to  time,  have 
the  same  powers,  rights  and  duties,  and  the  same  title  to 
the  trust  estate  jointly  with  the  surviving  or  remaining 
trustee  or  trustees  as  if  originally  appointed. 

No  trustees  shall  be  required  to  furnish  any  bond  or 
surety;  nor  shall  each  or  any  of  them  be  responsible  or 
liable  for  the  acts  of  omission  of  any  other  of  the  trustees; 
or  of  any  predecessor,  or  of  any  custodian,  agent,  deposi- 
tory or  counsel  retained  or  hired  by  the  trustees,  if  se- 
lected with  reasonable  care,  except  as  otherwise  required 
by  law. 

The  one  or  more  trustees,  whether  original  or  succes- 
sor, for  the  time  being  in  office,  shall  have  full  authority 
to  act  even  though  one  or  more  vacancies  may  exist.  A 
trustees  may,  by  appropriate  written  instrument,  signed, 
sealed  and  executed,  delegate  all  or  any  part  of  his  powers 
to  another  or  others  of  the  trustees  for  such  periods  and 
subject  to  such  conditions  as  such  delegating  trustees  may 
determine,  except  as  otherwise  required  by  law. 

Any  trustees  serving  under  this  Declaration  of  Trust  is 
authorized  to  pay  to  himself  or  themselves  amounts  for 
reasonable  expenses  incurred  and  reasonable  compensa- 
tion for  services  rendered  in  the  administration  of  this 

trust. 

Article  VI 
Powers  of  the  Trustee 
Section  6.1.  In  extension  and  not  in  limitation  of  the 
common  law  and  statutory  powers  of  trustees  and  other 
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powers  and  limitations  set  forth  in  this  Declaration  of 
Trust,  and  trustees  shall  have  the  following  discretionary 
powers: 

a)  To  invest  and  reinvest  the  principal  and  income  of 
the  trust  in  such  property,  real,  personal,  or  mixed,  and  in 
such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  and  from  time  to 
time  to  change  investments  as  they  shall  deem  advisable, 
to  invest  in  or  retain  any  stocks,  shares,  bonds,  notes, 
obligations,  or  personal  or  real  property  (including  with- 
out limitation  any  interests  in  or  obligations  of  any  corpo- 
ration, association,  business  trust,  investment  trust, 
common  trust  fund,  or  investment  company)  although 
some  or  all  of  the  property  so  acquired  or  retained  is  of  a 
kind  or  size  which  but  for  this  express  authority  would  not 
be  considered  legal  investments  for  a  trustees  and  al- 
though all  of  the  trust  funds  are  invested  in  the  securities 
of  one  company.  No  principal  or  income,  however,  shall 
be  loaned,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  any  trustees,  or  to 
anyone  else,  corporation  or  otherwise,  who  has  at  any 
time  made  a  contribution  to  this  trust,  not  to  anyone  ex- 
cept on  the  basis  of  an  adequate  interest  charge  and  with 
adequate  security. 

b)  To  sell,  lease  or  exchange  any  personal,  mixed,  or 
real  property,  at  public  auction  or  by  private  contract,  for 
such  consideration  and  on  such  terms  as  to  credit  or  other- 
wise, and  to  make  such  contracts  and  enter  into  such  un- 
dertakings relating  to  the  trust  property,  as  they  consider 
advisable,  whether  or  not  such  leases  or  contracts  may 
extend  beyond  the  duration  of  the  trust. 

c)  To  borrow  money  for  such  periods,  at  such  rates  of 
interest,  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  trustees  consider  ad- 
visable, and  as  security  for  such  loans  to  mortgage  or 
pledge  any  real  or  personal  property  with  or  without 
power  of  sale;  to  acquire  or  hold  any  real  or  personal 
property,  subject  to  any  mortgage  or  pledge  on  or  of  prop- 
erty acquired  or  held  by  this  trust. 

d)  To  execute  and  deliver  deeds,  assignments,  trans- 
fers, mortgages,  pledges,  leases,  covenants,  contracts, 
promissory  notes,  releases,  and  all  other  instruments, 
sealed  or  unsealed,  necessary,  proper  or  incident  to  any 
transaction  in  which  they  engage  for  the  accomplishment 
of  the  purposes  of  this  trust  or  of  any  of  the  powers  herein 
granted. 

e)  To  vote,  to  give  proxies,  to  participate  in  the  reor- 
ganization, merger  or  consolidation  of  any  concern,  or  in 
the  sale,  lease,  disposition,  or  distribution  of  its  assets;  to 
join  with  other  security  holders  in  acting  through  a  com- 
mittee, depository,  voting  trustee,  or  otherwise,  and  in 
this  connection  to  delegate  authority  to  such  committee, 
depository,  or  trustees  and  to  deposit  securities  with  them 
or  transfer  securities  to  them;  to  pay  assessments  levied 
on  securities  or  to  exercise  subscription  rights  in  respect 
of  securities. 

0  To  employ  a  bank  or  trust  company  as  custodian  of 
any  funds  or  securities  and  to  delegate  to  it  such  powers  as 
they  deem  appropriate;  to  hold  trust  property  without  in- 
dication of  fiduciary  capacity  but  only  in  the  name  of  a 
registered  nominee,  provided  the  trust  property  is  at  all 
times  identified  as  such  on  the  books  of  the  trust  and  to 
hold  any  securities  in  registered  or  in  bearer  form;  to  keep 
any  or  all  of  the  trust  property  or  funds  in  any  place  or 
places  in  the  United  States  of  America;  to  employ  clerks, 
accountants,  investment  counsel,  investment  agents,  and 
contract  for  any  special  trust-related  services,  and  to  pay 
the  reasonable  compensation  and  expenses  of  all  such 
services  in  addition  to  the  compensation  of  the  trustees. 

g)  To  determine  to  what  extent  money  and  other  prop- 
erty coming  into  their  possession,  in  order  to  do  justice 
and  equity,  shall  be  deemed  principal  or  income,  and  to 
apportion  the  same  between  principal  and  income  to  the 
extent  they  determine. 

h)  To  determine  in  the  mode  in  which  expenses  inci- 
dental to  the  administration  of  the  trust  shall  be  borne  as 


between  principal  and  income,  and  to  apportion  the  same 
between  principal  and  income. 

i)  To  establish  and  maintain  in  such  manner  and  to  such 
extent  as  he  deems  necessary  or  proper  a  sinking  fund  or 
sinking  funds  for  the  payment  or  reduction  of  any  mort- 
gage upon  any  real  estate  held  by  them  hereunder. 

j)  To  amortize  any  premium  on  any  bonds  held  as  a 
part  of  the  trust  property  or  to  refrain  from  doing  so  as 
they  shall  determine. 

k)  To  retain  and  hold  any  stock,  bond  or  other  security, 
any  real  estate  or  any  other  form  of  property  given  to 
them  for  as  long  a  period  as  they  deem  advisable  subject 
to  limitations  imposed  upon  the  gifts. 

1)  To  join  in  any  merger,  consolidation  or  reorganiza- 
tion of  any  corporation  or  association  whose  securities 
shall  be  held  as  part  of  the  trust  property;  to  pay  any  calls 
and  assessments  imposed  upon  the  owner  of  such  securi- 
ties as  a  condition  of  participating  therein;  and  to  consent 
to  any  contract,  lease,  mortgage,  purchase  or  sale  of 
property,  by  or  between  such  corporation  and  any  other 
corporation  or  person. 

m)  To  deposit  any  security  with  any  protective  or  reor- 
ganization committee  and  to  delegate  to  such  committee 
such  power  and  authority  with  relation  thereto  as  the 
Trustee  may  deem  proper,  and  to  agree  to  pay,  and  to  pay, 
out  of  the  property  of  this  trust,  such  portion  of  the  ex- 
penses and  compensation  of  such  committee  as  they  may 
deem  proper. 

n)  To  exercise  all  powers  and  rights  of  subscription  or 
otherwise  which  in  any  manner  arise  out  of  ownership  of 
securities  held  as  part  of  the  trust  property. 

o)  To  extend  the  time  of  payment  of  any  obligation . 

p)  To  compromise,  arbitrate,  defend,  enforce,  re- 
lease, settle  or  otherwise  adjust  claims  in  favor  of  or 
against  the  trust,  including  claims  for  taxes,  and  to  accept 
any  property,  either  in  total  or  partial  satisfaction  of  any 
indebtedness  or  other  obligation  and,  subject  to  the  provi- 
sions hereof,  to  continue  to  hold  the  same  for  such  period 
of  time  as  the  Trustees  may  deem  appropriate. 

q)  To  grant  such  terms  of  credit  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  with  or  without  security,  upon  the  occasion  of 
making  any  sale  or  disposition  of  any  asset  contained  in 
this  trust  and  to  give  and  receive  money  in  order  to  effect 
equality  in  price  upon  the  occasion  of  making  any  ex- 
change.

I  transmit  herewith,  and  recommend  that  you  adopt,  an 
order  for  a  home  rule  petition  which  would  increase  the 
amount  above  which  city  and  county  contracts  must  be 
formally  advertised. 

Three  months  ago.  I  commissioned  a  "Mayor's  Man- 
agement Review  Committee"  consisting  of  some  fifty 
professionals  from  a  broad  range  of  fields,  including 
business,  finance,  government,  accounting  and  com- 
munications firms,  as  well  as  prominent  members  of  the 
city's  academic  and  legal  communities.  I  charged  the 
Committee  with  assessing  the  City  of  Boston's  perform- 
ance evaluation  systems  and  reviewing  the  management 
of  eighteen  city  agencies  and  functions  and  reporting  its 
findings  and  recommendations  to  me  within  three 
months. 

My  administration  has  been  particularly  concerned 
about  the  city's  contracting  process  which  we  believe  re- 
quires modernization  and  streamlining.  The  Mayor's 
Management  Review  Committee  has  now  presented  me 
with  its  final  report  and  that  report  confirms  our  assess- 
ment that  reforms  in  the  contracting  process  are  neces- 
sary. 

The  Mayor's  Management  Review  Committee  focused 
upon  the  contract  bidding  limits.  The  City  Charter  pres- 
ently requires  formal  advertisement,  including  notice  in 
the  City  Record,  is  now  required  whenever  the  cost  of  a 
contract  amounts  to  or  exceeds  $2 .000.  "The  $2 .000  bid 
limit  is  archaic  and  should  be  replaced,"  the  Committee 
concludes.  "It  was  first  decreed  statutorily  in  the  1890s. 
Almost  100  years  later  it  is  grossly  inadequate."  The 
Committee  recommends  raising  the  limit  to  S  10.000. 
The  legislation  I  propose  would  achieve  this  result. ' 

The  current  advertising  and  bidding  procedure  in  the 
City  Charter  takes  approximately  six  weeks  and  entails 
unnecessary  costs  to  the  city  and  to  the  prospective  ven- 
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dor.  The  latter,  of  course,  are  added  by  the  prospective 
vendor  to  his  bid  and  therefore  are  paid  by  the  city.  These 
changes  will  reduce  paperwork  and  administrative  proc- 
essing time,  as  well  as  expedite  vendor  payments  to  the 
city. 

In  contrast,  the  city  for  some  time  has  used  a  non-pub- 
licly  advertised  bidding  procedure  in  connection  with 
contracts  below  $2,000.  This  less  cumbersome  proce- 
dure insures  that  the  city  obtains  a  competitive  price,  it 
avoids  the  additional  expenses  involved  in  the  formal 
procedure.  Contracts  under  $10,000  in  cost  would  now 
be  subject  to  a  similar  procedure,  and  the  city  can  expect 
to  enjoy  substantial  savings  by  eliminating  the  antiquated 
procedure.  As  the  Mayor's  Management  Review  Com- 
mittee concluded:  "Raising  the  limit  to  $10,000  would 
reduce  the  number  of  contracts  processed  annually  by  41 
percent  and  would  free  valuable  staff." 

I  urge  your  speedy  and  favorable  action  on  this  long- 
needed  reform.

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  is  a  party  to  consol- 
idated cases  currently  pending  before  the  Supreme  Judi- 
cial Court  for  Suffolk  County,  which  cases  have  been 
assigned  Civil  Action  Nos.  84-278  and  84-282  by  the 
court;  and 

Whereas,  The  parties  to  those  consolidated  cases, 
other  than  the  Boston  City  Council,  have  entered  into  and 
filed  with  the  court  an  agreement,  which  agreement  is  at- 
tached hereto  as  Exhibit  1 ;  and 

Whereas,  The  aforesaid  agreement  contemplates  that 
approximately  fifty  modular  units  will  be  installed  at  the 
existing  site  of  the  Charles  Street  Jail,  and  that  the  acqui- 
sition and  installation  of  those  units  will  be  subsidized  in 
whole  by  a  grant  from  the  Executive  Office  of  Human 
Services  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  The  installation  of  said  modular  units  is  nec- 
essary and  advisable  in  order  to  increase  the  existing  ca- 
pacity of  the  Charles  Street  Jail  pending  the  completion  of 
construction  of  a  replacement  jail  facility  of  greater  ca- 
pacity by  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  The  aforesaid  agreement  provides  that  the 
Sheriff  of  Suffolk  County  and  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of

Whereas,  The  Rent  Equity  Board,  on  January  23, 
1986,  passed  emergency  regulation  No.  14,  relating  to 
the  new  removal  permit  law;  and 

Whereas,  The  regulation  in  section  7,  A,  (2)  subtitled, 
"Calculation  of  a  Majority  of  Tenants,"  states  in  part: 
"For  purposes  of  section  7  (1)  (b)  and  (c),  the  board  shall 
calculate  a  majority  of  tenants  by  dividing  the  number  of 
units  containing  at  least  one  qualified  tenant  who  intends 
to  purchase  his/her  unit  by  the  total  number  of  units  in  the 
building,  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  the  applications,  in- 
cluding both  occupied  and  vacant  units";  and 

Whereas,  The  ordinance  provides  in  section  10A,  (D) 
(2)  that  "A  majority  of  tenants"  shall  be  necessary  to  ful- 
fill the  conditions  for  a  Mandatory  Granting  of  Removal 
Permit;  and 

Whereas,  "For  purposes  of  determining  a  'majority' 
under  this  subsection,  all  of  the  residents  residing  in  a 
rental  unit  shall  be  treated  as  one  tenant" ;  and 

Whereas,  Since  the  language  of  the  ordinance  explic- 
itly defines  the  terms  and  conditions  of  a  majority  of  ten- 
ants necessary  to  fulfill  the  obligations  for  the  mandatory

A.  In  1983,  there  were  nine  attempted  suicides  and  one 
suicide  of  persons  being  held  in  Boston  Police  custody. 

Eight  who  attempted  suicide  employed  the  method  of 
hanging  by  clothing.  In  this  manner,  the  prisoner  would 
remove  an  article  or  portion  of  his/her  clothing,  tie  one 
end  around  their  necks  and  the  other  end  to  the  bars  of  the 
cell.  One  of  the  eight  attempted  suicides  involved  a  self- 
inflicted  laceration  caused  by  the  prisoner  pulling  electri- 
cal wire  from  the  light  fixture  in  the  ceiling  of  the  cell. 

The  one  suicide  in  1983  occurred  when,  the  prisoner 
knotted  both  of  his  socks  together  and  tied  one  end  around 
his  neck  and  the  other  end  to  a  disconnected  light  fixture 
in  the  ceiling  of  the  cell. 

In  1983,  the  attempted  suicides  occurred  in  the  follow- 
ing Boston  Police  Department  facilities:  Area  A(4),  Area 
B(3),  Area  D(2).  The  one  suicide  occurred  at  Area  C  on 
January  14,  1983,  at  1:55  a.m.

B.  In  1984,  there  were  twenty  attempted  suicides  and 
one  suicide  of  prisoners  while  being  held  in  police  cus- 
tody.

E.  The  Police  Department  has  taken  numerous  steps  to 
prevent  suicide.  Presently,  we  provide  numerous  training 
programs  at  the  Academy  on  preventing  suicide  of  pris- 
oners. I  am  enclosing  training  materials.  I  also  met  with 
members  of  the  Special  Commission  to  Investigate  Sui- 
cide in  Municipal  Detention  facilities  and  have  asked  for 
their  assistance.  Finally,  the  department  in  conjunction 
with  the  Center  for  Disease  Control  in  Atlanta  and  the 
Harvard  School  of  Public  Health  is  embarking  on  a  pilot 
study  to  ascertain  risk  factors  of  detainees  who  have  at- 
tempted suicide.  This  study  should  be  helpful  in  provid- 
ing the  department  with  insight  on  screening  prisoners  in 
the  future.

Attached  is  an  outline  of  the  information  requested  in 
Councillor  Tierney's  City  Council  resolution  regarding 
MBTA  operating  deficits  for  the  past  few  years,  specifi- 
cally Fiscal  Year  1 986  and  questions  regarding  the  board- 
ing count  portion  of  the  assessment  formula.  Below,  I 
have  given  some  background  information  regarding  the 
assessment  formula,  provided  in  the  past  by  the  Advisory 
Board  staff,  so  as  to  appropriately  frame  Councillor  Tier- 
ney's  questions. 
MBTA  Assessment  Formula  Background  Information 

MBTA  assessments  are  a  major  expense  for  most  cities 
and  towns  within  the  MBTA  district.  The  cities  and  towns 
assessments  are  based  on  an  assessment  formula.  Assess- 
ments are  basically  broken  into  two  parts:  a  deficit  for 
Express  Service;  and  a  deficit  for  Local  Service.  Express 
service  is  any  service  on  a  fixed  guideway  (subway,  com- 
muter rail,  etc.).  Local  service  includes  bus  or  streetcar 
service  which  interfaces  with  public  thoroughfares.  All 
expenses  and  income  are  allocated  to  either  express  or 
local  service  in  order  to  get  a  deficit  for  each  type  of  serv- 
ice. Various  forms  of  Federal  and  State  assistance  are 
then  subtracted  from  the  deficit  to  obtain  the  cost  of  ex- 
press and  local  service  to  be  assessed  to  municipalities. 
The  bottom  line  for  express  and  for  local  is  then  assessed 
by  separate  formula  on  the  communities. 

The  express  formula  parcels  75  percent  of  its  deficit 
among  all  78  communities  based  on  the  number  of  com- 
muters (those  who  live  in  one  community  and  work  in 
another  regardless  of  means  of  transportation)  that  reside 
in  each  community.  Boston's  count  by  law  is  set  at  80  per- 
cent. Our  estimates  indicate  that  this  percentage  should 
be  between  9  and  12  percent.  The  remaining  25  percent  of 
the  net  cost  of  express  service  is  shared  only  by  those  cit- 
ies and  towns  that  have  one  or  more  express  service  sta- 
tions. This  part  of  the  assessment  is  proportional  to  the 
number  of  passengers  boarding  the  rapid  transit  lines  at 
stations  in  each  community.  At  least  every  two  years 
counts  are  taken  to  determine  the  number  of  passengers 
boarding  at  each  station  and  within  each  town.  Only  sta- 
tions opened  before  July  1973,  are  counted. 
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Fifty  percent  of  the  local  service  deficit  is  allocated  on 
the  basis  of  population  as  determined  by  the  most  recent 
federal  census.  The  other  50  percent  of  the  deficit  from 
local  service  operations  is  shared  by  those  cities  and 
towns  that  have  such  service,  and  is  based  on  the  portion 
of  losses  in  each  city  and  town. 

For  each  local  route ,  costs  and  revenue  are  determined . 
The  profit  or  loss  is  allocated  to  each  city  and  town  on  the 
basis  of  route  mileage  within  the  municipality.  If  the  town 
elects  to  have  no  local  service,  buses  make  no  stops  in  that 
town  and  the  profit  or  loss  from  the  routes  passing 
through  that  town  is  distributed  among  the  other  towns  on 
the  route. 

Though  the  MBTA  changed  to  a  fiscal  year  budget  in 
July  of  1983,  assessments  on  the  cities  and  towns  for  the 
net  cost  of  service  still  are  made  on  a  calendar  year  basis . 
A  direct  and  clear  link  between  a  budget  acted  upon  by  the 
Advisory  Board  and  an  eventual  assessment  has  been 
weakened  by  this  change.

Question  3:  The  basic  components  of  the  formulas  to  as- 
sess local  and  express  service  deficits  on  the  cities  and 
towns  in  the  MBTA  District  are  spelled  out  in  chapter 
16A,  sections  8  through  1 1  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws.  It  is  our  understanding  that  boarding  counts  at  all 
express  stations  (except  those  opened  after  July  1983) 
have  been  part  of  the  assessment  formula  since  its  incep- 
tion in  1965.  An  amendment  to  exclude  new  stations  from 
the  count  was  enacted  in  1973.  The  statute  mandates  that 
the  counts  be  taken  at  least  every  two  years;  the  statute  is 
silent  on  all  other  aspects  of  implementing  the  counts,  for 
example,  what  time  of  day  the  count  is  taken,  all  day  ver- 
sus peak  hours,  or  a.m.  peak  only.  The  MBTA  uses  an  all- 
day  count  which  many  feel  penalizes  Boston  as  we  are 
counted  for  all  commuters  who  board  in  the  downtown  in 
the  p.m. 

Question  4:  Many  of  the  municipalities  in  the  MBTA  dis- 
trict are  unsatisfied  with  the  assessment  formula,  feeling 
it  is  unfair  to  their  community  for  a  variety  of  reasons. 
The  Advisory  Board,  in  conjunction  with  the  MBTA,  is 
currently  working  on  a  two-year,  federally  funded  study 
to  examine  future  service  and  funding  alternatives  for  the 
MBTA.  As  part  of  that  study,  a  close  look  will  be  taken  at 
all  aspects  of  the  assessment  formula.  The  city  designee 
to  the  Advisory  Board  is  actively  participating  and  moni- 
toring this  study  as  a  member  of  the  study  review  commit- 
tee.

The  project  consists  of  120  units 
of  mixed-income  rental  housing,  9  sale  townhouses,  and 
16  condominium  units,  5,000  square  feet  of  neighbor- 
hood retail  space  and  106  parking  spaces.  The  site  is  Par- 
cel 16  in  Lower  Roxbury  in  Boston's  South  End  Urban 
Renewal  Area. 

Creating  new  housing,  both  rental  and  sale,  is  one  of 
this  city's  primary  goals  and  the  Douglass  Plaza  project 
helps  in  meeting  this  goal.  In  particular,  the  construction 
of  these  145  housing  units  with  accompanying  retail  and 
parking,  on  a  presently  blighted  vacant  lot,  will  have  a 
dramatic  impact  on  the  entire  Lower  Roxbury  commu- 
nity. This  project  represents  the  first  major  private  com- 
mitment to  this  area  for  some  time  and  will  undoubtedly 
stimulate  additional  new  construction  as  well  as  rehabili- 
tation on  other  public  and  private  parcels  in  the  area.  This 
investment  on  a  visible  site  in  the  Columbus/Tremont 
Corridor  will  serve  as  an  important  indicator  of  private 
and  public  confidence  in  the  Dudley/Lower  Roxbury 
community.  The  project  has  received  enthusiastic  sup- 
port from  community  organization  and  individuals  and 
numerous  elected  officials. 

The  development  team,  Douglass  Plaza  Associates

IANNELLA,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Government  Operations,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0176,  order  for  hearing  re  pro- 
posed move  of  Inspectional  Serv  ices  Department  to  1010 
Massachusetts  Avenue  —  (referred  January  15): 

Your  committee  held  a  public  hearing  with  respect  to 
the  docket  referred  during  day  hours  at  City  Hall,  and  at 
the  request  of  officials  of  the  affected  unions,  a  second, 
evening  puablic  hearing.  Despite  adequate  notice,  few, 
other  than  department  officials  and  the  union  leaders,  ap- 
peared, either  as  witnesses  or  as  observers.  The  failure  of 
employees  of  the  department  to  appear  may  be  based  on 
fear  of  reprisals,  given  the  current  low  morale  in  Inspec- 
tional Services. 


Your  committee  feels  that  the  proposed  move  must  be 
viewed  in  light  of  the  turmoil  the  department  has  found 
itself  in  of  late.  Consider: 

—The  department,  among  the  most  recently  created, 
has  had  five  commissioners  in  as  many  years; 
—The  volume  of  business  in  the  Building  and  Con- 
struction Division  has  doubled,  then  doubled  again, 
in  the  past  five  years; 

—While  some  employees  have  been  subject  to  inves- 
tigation, prosecution,  and  dismissal  for  cause,  many 
more  longterm  civil  servants,  faithful,  knowledge- 
able, and  reliable,  have  chosen  retirement  or  private 
sector  employment  to  escape  the  instability  of  the  de- 
partment; 

—The  department,  faced  with  high  volume  and  a  re- 
duced number  of  experienced  employees,  has  been 
forced  for  the  first  time  in  history  to  close  its  doors  to 
the  public  several  hours  each  week  to  allow  staff  time 
to  process  applications,  etc.; 
—According  to  the  Final  Report  of  the  Mayor's 
•  Management  Review  Committee,  96.2  percent  of  all 
Building  Division  violations  issued  since  December 
of  1979  are  still  pending; 

—A  recent  spot-check  by  the  department's  chroni- 
cally understaffed  Weights  and  Measures  Division 
found  30  percent  of  fuel  oil  delivery  trucks  operating 
in  the  city  to  be  in  violation  of  law: 
—This  Council  has  voted  to  reorganize  the  depart- 
ment, passed  over  the  Mayor's  veto  an  ordinance  to 
do  so,  and  is  pursuing  court  action  to  enforce  the  or- 
dinance. 
Against  this  backdrop,  the  desire  to  make  basic 
changes  in  the  department  is  not  surprising.  What  is  a 
surprise  to  your  committee  is  the  commitment  to  move 
the  department  to  an  obscure  location  for  some  unclear 
objective. 

The  current  commissioner  did  not  make  the  decision  to 
move,  but  supports  it  as  a  method  of  consolidating  the 
various  divisions  at  a  single  location. 

The  Management  Review  Committee  finds  the  pro- 
posed location  inconvenient  and  inaccessible,  but  sup- 
ports the  move  for  reasons  similar  to  the  commissioner's. 
By  a  narrow  margin,  those  polled  by  the  department 
favor  moving  the  department  to  a  place  with  better  park- 
ing, but  there  are  very  few  parking  spaces  in  the  new  loca- 
tion, not  enough  for  even  the  employees. 

The  poll  was  conducted  among  those  who  deal  with  the 
department  regularly.  Not  only  does  this  methodology 
virtually  ignore  the  general  public  the  department  serves, 
but  only  reinforces  the  charge  that  the  department  views 
the  building  trade  as  its  constituency,  rather  than  our  tax- 
payers. 

While  a  lack  of  sufficient  space  in  City  Hall  is  the  raison 
d'etre  for  the  move.  City  Hall  is  home  to  several  agencies 
that  are  not  line  departments,  are  not  regularly  visited  by 
the  public,  and  in  the  case  of  the  BRA  which  occupies 
much  more  space  than  Inspectional  Services  would  re- 
quire, may  not  even  be  a  department  of  the  city. 

Your  committee  would  suggest  that  the  planned  move  is 
an  attempt  to  visibly  separate  from  City  Hall  an  agency 
that  was  marked  by  scandal.  It  appears  that  the  adminis- 
tration would  cure  this  ill  by  administering  a  purgative 
rather  than  an  antidote  —  because  some  were  bad  —  all 
must  go! 

What  is  missing  from  the  decision-making  process  in 
this  instance  is  a  clear  connection  between  the  objective, 
that  is,  physical  consolidation  of  the  department,  and  the 
solution  offerred.  1010  Massachusetts  Avenue.  It  is  as  if 
because  everyone  agrees  on  eggs  for  breakfast,  no  one 
questions  buying  a  chicken  farm. 

The  administration,  in  pursuing  the  move,  ignores  the 
relationship  Inspectional  Services  has  with  other  depart- 
ments of  the  city.  In  the  process  of  issuing  permits,  the 
public  must  interface  with  the  Public  Works  Department 
and  its  Permit  Division,  with  the  Assessing  Department, 
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with  the  BRA,  with  the  Environment  Department  (Land- 
marks, Back  Bay,  South  End,  Beacon  Hill,  Bay  State 
Road,  etc. ,  Commissions),  and  the  Park  Department.  In- 
spectors pursuing  violations  appear  over  a  hundred  times 
a  week  in  the  Courthouse  across  the  street. 

Your  committee  obtained  a  copy  of  the  proposed  lease 
which  is  limited  to  sixty-two  months.  There  is  within  the 
lease  no  option  to  continue  tenancy.  This  exposes  the  city 
to  the  great  chance  that  five  years  hence,  we  will  be 
caught  between  demand  for  an  exorbitant  rent  and  the  dis- 
ruption that  another  forced  move  would  cause  the  depart- 
ment. This  situation  could  have  been  avoided  —  even  if 
the  need  to  move  was  conceded  —  either  by  a  long-term 
agreement,  or,  by  utilizing  city-owned  property.  As  we 
reach  out  to  place  this  department  in  tax-producing  space, 
we  have  empty  public  buildings  being  peddled  to  devel- 
I  opers.  In  the  case  ofschool  buildings,  occupancy  by  a  city 
1  agency  would  have  the  added  benefit  of  'stockpiling'  the 
structure  to  be  available  if  school  department  needs 
change. 

A  lease  for  five  years,  entered  into  without  Council  ap- 
proval, would  seem  to  violate  the  legal  principle  that  no 
municipal  officer  may  obligate  tax  monies  not  appropri- 
ated. This  requirement  is  an  obvious  protection  to  pre- 
vent current  officers  from  binding  their  successors 
without  legislative  sanction.  The  administration  has 
sought  to  avoid  this  conflict  by  the  device  of  making  the 
lease  "subject  to  appropriation." 

By  entering  into  the  lease  on  this  basis,  the  Public  Facil- 
ities Commission  seeks  to  skirt  direct  Council  action  by 
substituting  a  most  illusory  promise  that  the  Council  can 
be  heard  through  the  budget  process.  This  is  a  false  prom- 
ise for  two  reasons: 

1 .  As  the  budget  is  submitted  in  broad  class  amounts, 
the  Council  could  disapprove  the  funds  only  by  rejecting 
the  entire  amount  proposed  for  contractual  services  in 
that  year.  This,  of  course,  is  "meat  axe"  approach  which 
would  deny  the  department  needed  funds. 

2.  Even  if  the  Council  were  to  reduce  the  budget  item  to 
zero,  the  Corporation  Counsel  has  opined  that  under 
"Tregor,"  the  Mayor  has  the  power  to  transfer  up  to  $3 

i  million  a  year  "to  ensure  that  the  overall  city  and  county 

i  spending  program  remain(s)  in  balance";  if  the  Mayor 
judged  it  appropriate,  he  could  (according  to  this  opin- 

l  ion,)  frustrate  the  action  of  the  Council. 

While  your  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  move 
to  1010  Massachusetts  Avenue  has  not  been  justified  and 
would  greatly  inconvenience  the  public,  due  to  its  loca- 
tion and  poor  public  transportation,  your  Committee  un- 

i  derstands  that  the  administration  intends  to  pursue  this 

i  move  and  that  Council  approval  of  the  move  will  not  be 

!  sought. 

Accordingly,  your  Committee  respectfully  recom- 
mends that  this  report  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the 
Whole  for  such  further  consideration  as  the  body  deems 
meet. 
Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Commerce  and 

1  Transportation.

As  required  by  law  the  City  of  Boston  is  now  in  the  final 
stages  of  completing  the  mandated  triannual  revaluation 
of  all  property.  At  the  present  time,  the  Department  of 
Revenue  is  reviewing  the  revaluation  process  prior  to  its 
certification  for  the  sending  of  Assessment  Impact  No- 
tices and,  later,  tax  bills  for  fiscal  year  1986. 

The  General  Court  has  authorized  certain  classes  of 
taxpayers  to  be  deserving  of  special  consideration  for  ex- 
emptions from  a  portion  of  their  property  taxes,  includ- 
ing the  elderly,  blind,  widows,  disabled  and  veterans. 

Although  most  taxpayers  in  the  city  will  not  be  ad- 
versely affected  by  the  results  of  the  revaluation,  it  is  my 
opinion  that  special  legislation  is  needed  to  provide  addi- 
tional protection  for  certain  homeowners  who,  because 
of  age,  infirmity  or  their  status  as  disabled  veterans,  may 
not  be  able  to  afford  even  modest  increases  in  their  real 
estate  tax  bills. 

Because  of  the  potential  adverse  impact  for  certain 
classes  of  elderly,  handicapped  and  veterans  the  attached 
home  rule  petition  would  allow  the  city  to  protect  these 
Boston  residents  if  required.  This  home  rule  petition  will 
increase  the  value  of  existing  clause  exemption  which  are 
intended  to  help  defer  the  tax  burden  of  the  most  needy 
property  owners. 

I  therefore  respectfully  request  your  prompt  consider- 
ation and  passage  of  the  attached  home  rule  petition.

The  legal  counsel  shall  be  elected 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  City  Council  and  shall  re- 
ceive a  salary  equal  to  that  of  the  Corporation  Coun- 
sel of  the  City  of  Boston.

Whereas,  Blacks  in  these  camps  are  forced  to  sleep  on 
floors,  forced  to  go  without  medication,  blankets,  toilet 
paper,  sheets,  adequate  cleaning  and  toilet  facilities;  and 

Whereas,  The  extent  and  adequacy  of  the  mental  health 
care  they  receive  is  determined  by  the  color  of  the  pa- 
tient's skin;  and 

Whereas,  These  blacks  are  forced  to  work  for  local  in- 
dustries with  the  profits  from  their  work  going  to  parent 
companies,  some  owned  and  operated  by  citizens  of  the 
United  States;  and 

Whereas,  The  conditions  and  practices  which  exist  un- 
der the  guise  of  psychiatric  treatment  are  tantamount  to 
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the  operation  of  slave  labor  camps  which  is  contrary  to 
the  American  ideals  of  freedom,  human  rights,  and  equal 
treatment  for  all;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  fitting  that  on  this  date,  officially  de- 
clared "Free  South  Africa  Day"  in  the  City  of  Boston,  we 
should  take  special  note  of  the  intolerable  and  inhumane 
treatment  of  blacks  in  these  "mental  health"  camps  in 
addition  to  condemning  the  apartheid  system  as  a  whole; 
therefore,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  the  Boston  City  Council ,  in  meeting  as- 
sembled, urge  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  to  initiate  an  investigation  of 
these  conditions  and  practices,  and  in  particular,  Ameri- 
can support,  involvement,  or  profiting  which  is  resulting 
from  their  existence.

Section  155b.  No  city  agency  shall  contract  for  the  sup-

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  gen- 
eral or  special  law  or  rule  to  the  contrary,  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton is  hereby  authorized  to  impose  an  excise  tax  upon  any 
development  in  the  city  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a 
structure  or  structures  having  a  total  gross  floor  area  (ex- 
clusive of  all  accessory  parking  garage  space)  in  excess  of 
one  hundred  thousand  ( 1 00,000)  square  feet  or  to  enlarge 
or  extend  a  structure  or  structures  so  as  to  increase  its  (or 
their)  gross  floor  area  (exclusive  of  all  accessory  parking 
garage  space)  by  more  than  one  hundred  thousand 
(100,000)  square  feet  or  to  substantially  rehabilitate  a 
structure  or  structures  having,  or  to  have,  after  rehabilita- 
tion, a  gross  floor  area  (exclusive  of  all  accessory  parking 
garage  space)  of  more  than  one  hundred  thousand 
(100,000)  square  feet  for  use  as  retail  and  service  estab- 
lishments, institutional  and  educational  establishments 
and  hotels  or  motels,  but  not  including  apartment  hotels. 

Section  2.  The  excise  tax  imposed  by  this  act  shall  be 
six  dollars  for  each  square  foot  of  gross  floor  area  in  ex- 
cess of  one  hundred  thousand  (100,000)  square  feet,  as 
defined  above.  Said  excise  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the 
Col  lector- Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  who  shall  de- 
posit said  funds  as  follows: 

a.  One-sixth  (1/6)  of  said  excise  shall  be  deposited  in 
the  Neighborhood  Jobs  Trust,  a  Massachusetts  public 
charitable  trust  created  under  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth on  November  19,  1985,  and  administered  by 
the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  as  manag- 
ing trustee  or  another  trust ,  if  passed  by  the  Council  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor. 

b.  Five-sixths  (5/6)  of  said  excise  shall  be  deposited 
in  a  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  a  Massachusetts 
public  charitable  trust  created  under  the  laws  of  the 
Commonwealth  on  November  19,  1985.  and  adminis- 
tered by  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston 
as  managing  trustee  or  another  trust,  if  passed  by  the 
Council  and  approved  by  the  Mayor. 

Section  3.  The  excise  tax  imposed  by  this  act  shall  be  in 
the  custody  of  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  city  as  cus- 
todian, and  shall  be  expended  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  aforesaid  trusts.

I  hereby  transmit  and  recommend  that  you  adopt  an  or- 
der for  establishing  within  the  Mayor's  Office  an  Office 
of  the  Arts  and  Humanities  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

In  November,  I  commissioned  a  Mayor's  Management 
Review  Committee  and  empowered  them  to  assess  the 
performance  and  management  of  eighteen  city  depart- 
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ments.  The  Committee  consisted  of  fifty  professionals  in 
the  areas  of  management,  accounting,  communication, 
business,  finance,  law,  education,  and  the  arts.  The  Man- 
agement Review  Committee  submitted  a  report  to  me  on 
their  findings  at  the  end  of  February. 

Among  their  findings  was  a  recommendation  pertain- 
ing to  the  role  of  the  arts  and  humanities  in  Boston.  My 
administration  has  always  considered  the  arts  as  impor- 
tant to  the  quality  of  life  in  Boston.  We  are  proud  to  be  the 
home  of  many  visual  and  performing  artists  as  well  as 
many  artistic  institutions.  Their  presence  makes  Boston 
the  acknowledged  cultural  center  of  the  New  England  re- 
gion. 

The  arts  not  only  contribute  to  the  enrichment  of  the 
quality  of  life  in  Boston,  but  they  are  also  an  important 
economic  force.  A  recent  study  has  shown  that  the  arts 
were  responsible  for  generating  $169  million  into  the 
economy  of  the  city  in  1984. 

The  Management  Review  committee  recognized  the 
administration's  efforts  to  support  the  arts  through  the 
current  organizational  placement,  but  recommended  that 
a  separate  office  be  established.  The  benefits  of  the  new 
office  would  include  "heightened  visibility  of  the  city's 
programs  for  the  arts,"  and  an  increased  ability  to  take 
advantage  of  "funding  programs  through  corporate  do- 
nations and  grants  from  other  levels  of  government." 

The  support  of  the  arts  has  always  been  an  important 
goal  of  my  administration.  This  ordinance  creating  an 
Office  of  the  Arts  and  Humanities  will  enhance  the  role  of 
the  arts  in  Boston  thereby  aiding  the  15,000  residents  of 
Boston  who  create  and  produce  art  in  the  city,  as  well  as 
enriching  the  quality  of  life  for  all  residents. 

The  new  office  will  expand  the  influence  of  the  arts  and 
humanities  into  all  the  neighborhoods  of  Boston  and 
strengthen  Boston's  claim  as  the  "Athens  of  America." 

I  urge  your  speedy  and  favorable  action  on  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Office  of  the  Arts  and  Humanities.

There  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  established 
within  the  Mayor's  Office  a  division  known  as  the  office 
of  arts  and  humanities,  to  be  under  the  charge  of  an  offi- 
cer, known  as  the  executive  director,  to  be  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  for  a  term  expiring  the  first  Monday  in  January 
following  the  next  biennial  election  at  which  a  Mayor  is 
elected. 

Within  the  office  of  the  arts  and  humanities  there  shall 
be  a  board  known  as  the  arts  and  humanities  advisory 
commission,  consisting  of  thirteen  individuals  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  from  citywide,  neighborhood  or  commu- 
nity cultural  organizations  and  the  community  at  large. 
Each  member  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  two  years, 
ending  on  the  thirtieth  of  April;  provided,  however,  that 
the  Mayor  shall  designate  seven  of  the  initial  members  for 
terms  expiring  April  30,  1987  and  six  for  terms  expiring 
April  30,  1988.  All  members  of  the  arts  and  humanities 
advisory  commission  shall  be  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston.

tiveness; encourage  the  use  of  local  resources  for  the  de- 
velopment and  support  of  the  arts;  accept  offers  of  gifts  or 
grants  from  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  their  agencies  or  officers,  including  with- 
out limitation,  the  National  Endowment  of  the  Arts,  the

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  the  proposed  Fiscal  Year  1987  Op- 
erating Budget  for  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  municipal  budget  is  a  city  government's  statement 
of  fiscal  management  and  program  objectives  for  the 
coming  year.  As  you  read  this  budget  and  the  narrative 
that  serves  to  explain  its  objectives,  I  trust  you  will  see 
that  the  city  has  reached  an  important  milestone  in  the 
effort  to  reach  fiscal  stability.  In  both  FY  86  and  FY  87, 
we  project  a  balanced  budget. 

The  FY  87  budget  submission  reflects  this  new  health 
and  offers  what  I  believe  are  important  new  initiatives  in 
basic  neighborhood  services  and  management  account- 
ability. You  will  see  that  we  propose  important  new  activi- 
ties in  areas  including  public  safety,  internal 
investigation,  contract  management,  public  health,  street 
cleaning,  housing  production,  and  emergency  shelter. 
Even  with  these  important  advances,  proposed  total  ap- 
propriations will  have  increased  only  6.2  percent  over 
FY  86  expected  expenditures. 

Included  among  our  initiatives  you  will  find  several 
proposals  for  improved  management.  These  initiatives 
correspond  to  several  major  recommendations  made  to 
my  administration  by  the  Management  Review  Commit- 
tee that  I  empanelled  earlier  this  year.  I  believe  that  these 


new  management  practices,  most  of  them  directly  drawn 
from  the  MMRC  study  will  be  very  useful  in  the  drive  to 
deliver  effective  services  within  a  context  of  efficiency. 

The  Fiscal  Year  1987  holds  great  promise,  and,  yet, 
potential  problems  for  the  City  of  Boston.  Although  we 
are  approaching  balance  in  our  operating  budget,  mas- 
sive cuts  in  federl  programs  threaten  our  ability  to  pro- 
vide needed  services  to  meet  a  wide  spectrum  of  social 
and  economic  needs. 

These  cuts  are  expected  to  reach  into  the  $80  -  $100 
million  range  in  federal  Fiscal  Year  1987. 

Historically,  the  city  and  the  federal  government  built 
bridges  of  opportunity  for  poor  and  working  families, 
with  raw  materials  of  partnership  and  compassion.  To- 
day, however,  the  federal  government  is  dissolving  this 
partnership. 

Unfortunately,  our  federal  partners  are  walking  out, 
and  and  they  are  closing  the  door  to  opportunity  behind 
them.  Now ,  we  must  turn  to  another  of  our  partners  —  the 
Commonwealth  —  to  open  another  door.  We  are  looking 
for  this  assistance  so  that  we  can  take  advantage  of  an 
unprecedented  opportunity  to  reach  out  to  those  who  — 
for  lack  of  training  and  a  change  —  have  been  left  behind 
in  the  midst  of  rapid  economic  growth  in  Boston.  As  the 
enclosed  documents  will  indicate,  we  will  be  unable  to 
assume  these  obligations  within  the  constraints  of  city 
revenues.  Yet,  I  am  sure  I  can  speak  for  the  City  Council 
when  I  submit  that  we  are  very  willing  to  do  all  that  we 
can  to  create  a  productive  future  for  the  poor  and  working 
families  of  Boston. 

Without  sufficient  compensation  for  these  massive  fed- 
eral cutbacks,  I  am  concerned  about  our  ability  to  main- 
tain our  continued  progress  toward  fiscal  stability.  The 
issue  of  federal  cuts  must  be  a  central  consideration  in  the 
process  of  enacting  an  operating  budget  for  Boston.

ORDER  FOR  SPECIAL  PETITION  TO  AUTHORIZE 
THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON  TO  IMPOSE  EXCISE 
FEES  TO  CREATE  LOW/MODERATE  HOUSING 
AND  EXPENDITURE  THEREOF 
Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 


Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1 .  Preamble.  It  is  hereby  declared  that  there  is 
not  an  adequate  supply  of  housing  for  low-  and  moderate- 
income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston;  that  decent,  safe, 
and  sanitary  housing  for  low-  and  moderate-income  resi- 
dents cannot  be  provided  by  private  enterprise  at  a  cost 
suitable  to  their  needs  and  financial  situation;  that  the  de- 
velopment of  large-scale  real  estate  in  Boston  tends  to 
have  an  adverse  affect  on  the  quality  of  life  on  those  seg- 
ments of  the  population  financially  incapable  of  partici- 
pation in  the  development;  that  this  situation  cannot  be 
readily  remedied  by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private 
enterprise;  and  that  a  public  exigency  exists  for  the  provi- 
sion of  housing  for  persons  of  low  and  moderate  income, 
therefore  the  enactment  of  this  law  is  declared  to  be  a  pub- 
lic necessity. 

Section  2.  Statement  of  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this 
legislation  is  to  promote  the  public  health,  safety,  conven- 
ience and  welfare;  to  prevent  overcrowding  and  deterio- 
ration of  existing  housing;  to  preserve  and  increase  the 
city's  housing  amenities;  to  facilitate  the  adequate  provi- 
sion of  the  public  requirement  for  low-  and  moderate-in- 
come housing;  and  to  establish  a  balance  between  new, 
large-scale  real  estate  development  and  the  low-  and 
moderate-income  housing  needs  of  the  City  of  Boston,  by 
provisions  designed  to: 

1 .  Afford  review  and  to  regulate  large-scale  real  estate 
development  projects  which  create  new  jobs  and  at- 
tract new  workers  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

2.  Increase  the  availablilty  of  low-  and  moderate-in- 
come housing  by  requiring  developers,  as  a  condi- 
tion of  the  grant  of  deviations  from  the  Zoning  Code 
or  the  grant  of  an  amendment  to  the  Zoning  Map,  to 
make  a  development  impact  payment  to  the  Neigh- 
borhood Housing  Trust  or  to  contribute  to  the  crea- 
tion of  low-  and  moderate-income  housing. 

Section  3.  Definitions: 

1 .  "Development  Impact  Project,"  any  development  in 
the  City  of  Boston  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  build- 
ing or  structure  having  a  gross  floor  area  (exclusive  of  all 
accessory  parking  garage  space)  in  excess  of  100,000 
square  feet,  or  to  enlarge  or  extend  a  building  or  structure 
so  as  to  increase  its  gross  floor  area  (exclusive  of  all  ac- 
cessory parking  garage  space)  by  more  than  100,000 
square  feet  or  to  substantially  rehabilitate  a  building  or 
structure  having,  or  to  have,  after  rehabilitation,  a  gross 
floor  area  (exclusive  of  all  accessory  parking  garage 
space)  of  more  than  100,000  square  feet;  which  building 
or  structure  is  intended  for  a  use  for  which  the  use  item 
number  is  listed  in  Table  C,  section  4,  building  project 
will  directly  result  in  a  reduction  in  the  supply  of  low-  and 
moderate-income  dwelling  units;  and  which  develop- 
ment requires  a  variance,  conditional  use  permit,  excep- 
tion or  zoning  map  or  text  amendment. 

2.  "Development  Impact  Project  Plan."  a  plan  for  a 
development  which  qualifies  as  a  Development  Impact 
Project.  The  plan  shall  set  forth  the  proposed  location  and 
appearance  of  structures,  open  spaces  and  landscaping, 
proposed  use  of  the  building  or  buildings,  densities,  pro- 
jected number  of  employees,  proposed  traffic  circula- 
tion, parking  and  loading  facilities,  access  to  public 
transportation,  proposed  dimensions  of  structures,  and 
may  include  proposed  building  elevations,  schematic 
layout  drawings  and  exterior  building  materials,  and  such 
other  matters  as  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority 
deems  appropriate  to  its  consideration  of  the  proposed 
construction. 
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3.  "Development  Impact  Project  Excise,"  the  payment 
of  a  sum  of  money  by  the  project  applicant,  which  rate  of 
payment  is  set  forth  in  section  4,  below,  to  the  Neighbor- 
hood Housing  Trust. 

(a)  The  Housing  Payment  Excise  shall  be  made  to  the 
Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  in  ten  equal,  annual  in- 
stallments, the  first  installment  due  upon  the  issu- 
ance of  a  certificate  of  occupancy  for  the  project 
building  or  twenty-four  months  after  the  granting  of 
the  building  permit,  whichever  comes  first.  The  re- 
maining nine  payments  shall  be  due  and  payable  an- 
nually on  the  anniversary  of  the  first  payment. 

(b)  The  Housing  Creation  Exaction  requirement  shall 
be  met  by  contributing  to  the  creation  of  housing 
units,  for  occupancy  exclusively  by  low-  and  moder- 
ate-income residents  of  the  city,  at  a  cost  at  least 
equal  to  the  amount  of  the  appropriate  Housing  Pay- 
ment Exaction,  and  in  conformity  with  written  regu- 
lations to  be  adopted  by  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  and  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
City  Council,  after  public  notice  and  hearing.  The 
actual  Housing  Creation  Exaction  may  be  approved 
by  the  City  Council  only  after  public  notice  and  hear- 
ing. 

4.  "Substantially  rehabilitate,"  to  cause  alterations  or 
repairs  to  be  made,  to  a  building  or  structure,  within  any 
period  of  twelve  months,  costing  in  excess  of  50  percent 
of  the  physical  value  of  the  building  or  structure.  Physical 
value  of  a  building  or  structure  shall  be  based  on  the  as- 
sessed value  as  recorded  in  the  assessor's  office  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

5.  "Neighborhood  Housing  Trust,"  a  Massachusetts 
charitable  trust  to  be  created  pursuant  to  the  Special  Stat- 
utes and  Ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston.  The  trust  will 
administer  funds  received  by  means  of  the  Housing  Pay- 
ment Exaction  requirement  for  Development  Impact  Pro- 
jects. 

6.  "Public  Agency,"  a  department,  agency,  board, 
commission,  authority,  or  other  instrumentality  of  the 
Commonwealth,  or  of  one  or  more  political  subdivi- 
sion^) of  the  Commonwealth,  or  of  the  United  States. 

Section  4.  Development  Impact  Project  Requirements. 
No  variance,  conditional  use  permit,  exception  or  zoning 
map  or  text  amendment  for  a  Development  Impact  Pro- 
ject shall  be  granted,  allowed  or  adopted  unless  the  fol- 
lowing requirements  are  met: 

1 .  The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority,  after  a  public 
hearing,  shall  have  approved  a  Development  Impact 
Project  Plan,  provided,  however,  that  such  approval 
is  subject  to  the  approval  by  the  majority  of  the  City 
Council .  No  Plan  shall  be  approved  by  the  Authority 
unless  the  Authority  finds  that  the  Plan  conforms  to 
the  general  plan  for  the  City  as  a  whole  and  that  noth- 
ing in  such  Plan  will  be  injurious  to  the  neighborhood 
or  otherwise  detrimental  to  the  public  welfare  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City  Council. 

2.  The  person  or  persons  making  application  for  a  vari- 
ance, conditional  use  permit,  exception,  or  zoning 
map  or  text  amendment  to  erect,  substantially  reha- 
bilitate, enlarge,  or  extend  a  building  or  structure 
pursuant  to  a  Development  Impact  Project  Plan  shall 
also  have  entered  into  agreement  with  the  Boston  Re- 
development Authority  and  the  Neighborhood 
Housing  Trust  to  be  responsible  for  a  Development 
Impact  Project  Exaction,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  City  Council. 

(a)  For  each  use  listed  below,  in  Table  C,  a  Housing 
Payment  Excise  of  five  dollars  ($5)  for  each  square 
foot  of  gross  floor  area  in  excess  of  100,000  square 
feet,  shall  be  required.  Uses,  other  than  accessory 
parking,  that  are  ancillary  or  accessory  to  the  uses 
listed  in  Table  C  shall  also  be  subject  to  the  Housing 
Payment  Exaction.

(b)  For  mixed-use  buildings  or  structures  in  which  one  or 
more  of  the  above  uses  are  combined,  the  above  re- 
quirements shall  apply  if  the  gross  floor  area  devoted  to 
any  one  or  more  of  the  said  uses  shall  in  the  aggregate 
exceed  100,00  square  feet. 

(c)  The  Housing  Payment  Excise  rate  for  the  use  catego- 
ries listed  in  Table  C  shall  be  subject  to  recalculation 
five  (5)  years  after  the  effective  date  of  this  provision 
and  every  five  (5)  years  thereafter.  The  Boston  Rede- 
velopment Authority,  after  public  notice  and  hearing, 
shall  make  a  recommendation  to  the  Boston  City  Coun- 
cil for  the  amendment  of  the  Housing  Payment  Excise. 
Any  amendment  of  the  Housing  Payment  Excise  for- 
mula shall  be  made  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  City 
Council  and  based  on  a  consideration  of  the  following 
criteria: 

(i)  Economic  trends  measured  in  terms  of  development 
activity,  commercial  rents  per  square  foot,  employ- 
ment growth,  and  inflation  rates, 
(ii)  Housing  trends  measured  in  terms  of  vacancy  rates 
for  low-  and  moderate-income  housing,  and  produc- 
tion statistics  for  new  dwelling  units. 
The  resulting  analysis  will  determine  the  changes  in  the 
city's  low-  and  moderate-income  housing  needs  and  the 
continuing  ability  of  new,  large-scale  development  to  as- 
sist in  meeting  the  housing  needs  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

(d)  The  Building  Commissioner  shall  not  issue  any  build- 
ing or  use  permit  with  respect  to  any  building,  struc- 
ture, or  land  within  an  area  covered  by  a  Project  Plan, 
unless  the  Director  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority has  certified  on  the  application  therefor,  and  on 
each  and  every  plan,  drawing  or  specification  filed 
with  the  Building  Commissioner  in  connection  there- 
with, that  the  same  have  been  subject  to  design  review, 
and  that  the  same  are  consistent  with  the  City  Council- 
approved  Project  Plan  and  that  the  applicant  has  en- 
tered into  an  agreement  with  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Neighborhood 
Housing  Trust,  as  provided  in  this  section. 

3.  The  following  are  not  Development  Impact  Projects 
and  will  not  be  subject  to  the  Development  Impact  Pro- 
ject Requirements: 

(a)  Any  building  or  structure  for  which  a  building  or  use 
permit  is  lawfully  issued  before  notice  of  hearing  be- 
fore the  Zoning  Commission  has  first  been  given  re- 
specting adoption  of  the  Development  Impact  Project 
provision,  provided  that  construction  work  under  such 
a  permit  is  commenced  within  six  months  after  its  is- 
sue, and  the  work  proceeds  in  good  faith  continuously 
to  completion  so  far  as  is  reasonably  practicable  under 
the  circumstances; 

4.  Any  building  or  structure  which  is,  or  will  be,  wholly- 
owned  by  one  or  more  public  agencies  may  request  and 
be  granted  a  waiver  from  the  provisions  hereunder, 
provided  that  the  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  City 
Council  approve  such  a  waiver. 

Section  5.  Effective  December  31,  1986,  there  is 
hereby  imposed  an  excise  equal  to  one-half  of  one  percent 
(.05  %)  of  the  purchase  price  upon  the  transfer  of  any  real 
property  interest  in  any  real  property  situated  within  the 
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City  of  Boston,  provided,  however,  that  all  residential 
properties  and  interest  therein  are  exempt  hereunder,  and 
further  provided  that  the  fee  percentage  may  be  reduced 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  City  Council  and  the  approval 
of  the  Mayor  in  favor  of  such  reduction.  Said  fee  shall  be 
the  liability  of  the  purchaser  of  such  real  property  inter- 
est, and  any  agreement  between  the  purchaser  and  the 
seller  or  any  other  person  with  reference  to  the  allocation 
of  the  responsibility  for  bearing  said  fee  shall  not  affect 
such  liability  of  the  purchaser.  Such  fee  shall  be  paid  to 
the  collector/treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  copy  of  the  deed  or  other  instrument 
evidencing  such  transfer,  if  any,  and  an  affidavit  signed 
under  oath  or  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury  by 
the  purchaser  or  his  legal  representative,  attesting  to  the 
true  and  complete  purchase  price  and  the  basis,  if  any, 
upon  which  the  transfer  is  claimed  to  be  chase  price  and 
the  basis,  if  any,  upon  which  the  transfer  is  claimed  to  be 
exempt  in  whole  or  in  part  from  the  fee  imposed  hereby. 
The  collector/treasurer  shall  promptly  thereafter  execute 
and  issue  a  certificate  indicating  that  the  appropriate  fee 
has  been  paid  or  that  the  transfer  is  exempt  from  the  fee, 
stating  the  basis  for  the  exemption.  The  register  of  deeds 
for  Suffolk  County  and  the  assistant  recorder  for  the  reg- 
istry district  of  Suffolk  County  shall  not  record  or  regis- 
ter, or  receive  or  accept  for  recording  or  registration,  any 
deed,  except  a  mortgage  deed,  relative  to  a  real  property 
interest  in  land  situated  in  the  City  of  Boston.  Failure  to 
comply  with  this  requirement  shall  not  affect  the  validity 
of  any  instrument.  The  collector/treasurer  shall  deposit 
all  fees  received  hereunder  with  the  Neighborhood  Hous- 
ing Trust  as  part  of  the  fund  established  by  section  8.  The 
fee  imposed  hereunder  shall  be  due  simultaneously  with 
the  time  of  transfer  upon  which  it  is  imposed. 

Section  6.  At  any  time  within  seven  days  following  the 
issuance  of  the  certificate  of  payment  of  the  fee  imposed 
by  section  5,  the  purchaser  or  his  legal  representative 
may  return  said  certificate  to  the  land  bank  commission 
or  its  designee  for  cancellation,  together  with  an  affidavit 
signed  under  oath  or  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  per- 
jury that  the  transfer,  with  respect  to  which  such  certifi- 
cate was  issued,  has  not  been  consummated,  and 
thereupon  the  fee  paid  with  respect  to  such  transfer  shall 
be  forthwith  returned  to  the  purchaser  or  his  legal  repre- 
sentative. 

Section  7.  The  following  transfers  of  real  property  in- 
terests shall  be  exempt  from  the  fee  established  by  section 
5 .  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  the  purchaser  shall  have 
the  burden  of  proof  that  any  transfer  is  exempt  hereunder: 

(a)  transfers  to  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
the  commonwealth,  and  any  of  their  instrumentalities, 
agencies,  or  subdivisions; 

(b)  transfers  which,  without  additional  consider- 
ation, confirm,  correct,  modify  or  supplement  a  trans- 
fer previously  made; 

(c)  transfers  made  as  gifts  without  consideration;  in 
any  proceedings  to  determine  the  amount  of  any  fee  due 
hereunder,  it  shall  be  presumed  that  any  transfer  for 
condideration  of  less  than  fair  market  value  of  the  real 
property  interests  transferred  was  made  as  a  gift  with- 
out consideration  to  the  extent  of  the  difference  be- 
tween the  fair  market  value  of  the  real  property 
interests  transferred  and  the  amount  of  consideration 
claimed  by  the  purchaser  to  have  been  paid  or  transfer- 
red, if  the  purchaser  shall  have  been  at  the  time  of  trans- 
fer the  spouse,  the  lineal  descendant,  or  the  lineal 
ancestor  of  the  seller,  by  blood  or  adoption,  and  other- 
wise it  shall  be  presumed  that  consideration  was  paid  in 
an  amount  equal  to  the  fair  market  value  of  the  real 
property  interests  transferred,  at  the  time  of  transfer; 

(d)  transfer  to  the  trustees  of  a  trust  in  exchange  for  a 
beneficial  interest  received  by  the  seller  in  such  trust; 
distributions  by  the  trustees  of  a  trust  to  the  beneficia- 
ries of  such  trust; 


(e)  transfers  by  operation  of  law  without  actual  con- 
sideration, including  but  not  limited  to  transfers  occur- 
ring by  virtue  of  the  death  or  bankruptcy  of  the  owner 
of  a  real  property  interest; 

(f)  transfers  made  in  participation  of  land  and  im- 
provements thereto,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
241  of  the  General  Laws; 

(g)  transfers  to  a  mortgagee  in  foreclosure  of  the 
mortgage  held  by  such  mortgagee,  and  transfers  of  the 
property  subject  to  a  mortgage  to  the  mortgagee  in  con- 
sideration of  the  forbearance  of  the  mortgagee  from 
foreclosing  said  mortgage; 

(h)  transfers  made  to  a  corporation  or  partnertship  at 
the  time  of  its  formation,  pursuant  to  which  transfer  no 
gain  or  loss  is  recognized  under  the  provisions  of  sec- 
tion 351  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954; 

(i)  transfers  made  to  a  stockholder  of  a  corporation  in 
liquidation  of  the  corporation,  and  transfers  made  to  a 
partner  of  a  partnership  in  dissolution  of  the  partner- 
ship;' 

(j)  transfers  consisting  of  the  division  of  marital  as- 
sets under  the  provisions  of  section  34  of  chapter  208  of 
the  General  Laws  or  other  provisions  of  law; 
Section  8.  There  is  hereby  created  and  established  a 
Neighborhood  Housing  Trust  as  follows: 

Declaration  of  Trust 
The  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust 

The  collector-treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  hereby 
declares  that  he  has  received  on  behalf  of  the  Neighbor- 
hood Housing  Trust  ("Trust"),  one  dollar  ($1)  from  a  do- 
nor, whose  name  together  with  the  names  of  all  other 
donors  to  this  Trust  and  the  amounts  contirbuted  by  each, 
shall  be  kept  by  him  as  Trustee  as  part  of  the  Trust's  per- 
manent records,  and  that  he  shall  hold  said  contribution 
and  all  other  amounts  paid  to  him  hereunder,  for  the  uses 
and  purposes,  and  subject  to  the  duties  and  powers  herein 
set  forth. 

Article  I 
Name  and  Purpose 

Section  8.1.  Name. 

This  Trust  shall  be  known  as  the  Neighborhood  Hous- 
ing Trust,  Its  address  shall  be:  Office  of  the  Collector- 
Treasurer,  One  City  Hall  Plaza,  City  Hall,  Boston.  MA 
02201. 
Section  8.2.  Purpose. 

This  Trust  is  established  to  promote  the  public  health, 
safety,  convenience  and  welfare  by  mitigating  the  extent 
to  which  Boston's  low-  or  moderate-income  households 
are  unable  to  afford  decent,  safe  and  sanitary  housing 
within  the  City  of  Boston,  Towards  that  end  the  trust  shall 
help  to  create  and  retain  the  supply  of  housing  for  low-  or 
moderate-income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
shall,  without  limitation,  acquire  as  appropriate  real 
property  to  construct  such  housing  thereon;  provided, 
however,  that  this  language  shall  not  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent benefit  to  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  are  not 
of  low  or  moderate  income,  only  if  and  only  to  the  extent 
that  the  Trustees  deem  such  benefit  to  be  incidental  and 
necessary  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  primary  purpose. 

Any  housing  to  be  created  or  retained  may  be  a  part  of 
any  housing  development  or  rehabilitation  that  promotes 
the  safety,  health,  morals  or  welfare  of  the  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston  or  the  sound  growth  of  the  city  of  Boston, 
including  mixed-income  housing  developments;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  Trust  Funds  used  in  such  projects 
shall  be  restricted  to  low-or  moderate-income  units  of 
such  developments. 

All  Trust  property,  including  principal  and  income, 
shall  be  used  only  for  housing  development  or  rehabilita- 
tion for  low-  or  moderate-income  residents  and  as  re- 
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stricted  herein  within  the  City  of  Boston,  and  no  part  of 
the  Trust  property  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  any  private 
individual  except  as  herein  provided. 

This  Trust  shall  not  operate  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
on  a  trade  or  business  for  profit.  This  trust  shall  not  take 
part  in  any  political  campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate 
for  public  office,  and  no  portion  of  the  Trust  funds  shall 
be  expended  on  any  attempt  to  influence  legislation. 

As  used  in  this  instrument  "low-  or  moderate-income 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston"  shall  mean  households 
located  in  the  City  of  Boston  whose  total  annual  income  is 
not  more  than  eighty  percent  (80%)  of  the  median  income 
for  the  Boston  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated 
from  time  to  time  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  ("HUD")  pursuant  to 
the  Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974, 
as  amended.  In  the  event  that  HUD  ceases  to  promulgate 
such  regulations,  the  Trustees  (as  hereinafter  defined) 
shall  adopt  and  promulgate  a  comparable  and  substitute 
definition  of  "low-  or  moderate-income  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston." 

Article  II 
Distribution  and  Use  of  Principal  and  Income 

Section  8.3.  Methods. 

All  distributions  of  both  principal  and  income  shall  be 
made  upon  a  majority  vote  of  the  Trustees;  except  that  the 
incidental  and  necessary  use  of  funds  benefitting  non- 
low-  or  moderate-income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston 
as  authorized  by  section  8.2  shall  be  made  only  upon  a 
unanimous  vote  of  all  Trustees. 
Section  8.4.  Distributable  Amount. 

During  each  year,  the  Trustees  may  disburse  as  gifts, 
grants  or  secured  loans  an  amount  equal  to  the  net  annual 
income  of  the  Trust  plus  so  much  of  the  principal  as  the 
Trustees  in  their  discretion  may  deem  to  be  in  the  best 
interest  of  the  Trust. 
Section  8.5.  Purposes  of  Distributions. 

All  distributions  or  disbursements  of  this  trust  shall  be 
made  only  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Article  I  of  this 
Declaration  of  Trust. 
Section  8.6.  Methods  of  Disbursements. 

Funds  may  be  disbursed  to  individuals  and  private  or 
public,  profit  or  not-for-profit  development  entities,  in 
the  form  of  gifts,  grants,  secured  loans  or  in  such  other 
manner  as  the  Trustees  may  deem  necessary  and  appro- 
priate to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  this  Trust.  Prior  to 
accepting  any  request  for  funds,  the  Trustees  shall  estab- 
lish written  rules  and  regulations  for  evaluating  applica- 
tion to  the  Trust  for  funds,  and  for  insuring  that  the  funds 
shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  this  Trust 
and  for  no  other  purpose. 
Section  8.7.  Limitation. 

The  Trustees  shall  not  engage  in  any  activity  and  shall 
not  disburse  any  funds,  except  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1954,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  or  any  similar  provi- 
sions of  subsequent  revenue  acts  as  they  may  pertain  to 
entities  organized  and  operating  exclusively  for  charita- 
ble purposes,  and  in  a  manner  consistent  with  chapter  68 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

Article  III 
Board  of  Trustees 

Section  8.8.  Composition. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  (the  "Board")  shall  consist  of 
three  (3)  members  (the  "Trustees")  who  shall  serve  in  a 
fiduciary  capacity  without  compensation;  provided, 
however,  that  each  Trustee  may  be  reimbursed  by  the 
Trust  for  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by  him  or  her 
in  the  performance  of  his  or  her  duties.  The  board  shall 
consist  of  the  following  persons,  each  of  whom  shall  be 
and  remain  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston,  while  in  of- 


fice, and  may  remain  in  office  until  the  appointment  and 
qualification  of  his  or  her  successor: 

(a)  A  member  of  the  Boston  City  Council  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston; 

(b)  The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  ex 
officio;  and 

(c)  One  (1)  individual,  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  who  shall  be  experienced  in  law,  real 
estate,  housing,  finance,  or  neighborhood  develop- 
ment, and  who  shall  be  familiar  with  the  housing 
need  of  low-or  moderate-income  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Section  8.9.  Term. 

The  term  of  the  office  of  each  Trustee  not  serving  as  ex 
officio  shall  be  two  (2)  years  and  shall  expire  on  the  sec- 
ond Friday  in  January  in  each  even-numbered  year;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  term  in  office  of  the  initially 
appointed  Trustees  shall  expire  on  January  10,  1986. 
Should  any  non  ex  officio  Trustee  fail  to  attend  two  (2) 
consecutive  quarterly  meetings,  he  or  she  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  voluntarily  vacated  his  or  her  office  of 
Trustee.  In  the  event  that  any  non  ex  officio  Trustee  shall 
vacate  his  or  her  office,  withdraw,  resign,  die,  be  re- 
moved, become  incapacitated  or  cease  to  hold  such  posi- 
tion without  his  or  her  successor  assuming  office,  a 
substitute  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  accordance  with  the  applicable  subsec- 
tion of  section  3. 1  hereof  to  serve  for  the  unexpired  por- 
tion of  such  Trustee's  term. 
Section  8.9.1.  Fiduciary  Responsibility. 

The  Trustees'  powers  are  exerciseable  solely  in  their 
fiduciary  of  purposes  specified  in  section  1 .2  and  not  oth- 
erwise. 
Section  8. 10.  Managing  Trustee. 

The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  ex  offi- 
cio shall  serve  as  Managing  Trustee.  The  Managing 
Trustee  shall  be  responsible  for  maintaining  the  financial 
and  other  records  of  the  Trust  and  administering  the  Trust 
property  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  or  enhancing  the 
Trust  property,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  pertain- 
ing to  Trust  management  which  are  granted  to  a  trustee  by 
the  law  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  unless 
otherwise  restricted  by  the  terms  of  this  Trust. 
Section  8.10.1.  Trustee's  Powers. 

In  extension  and  not  in  limitation  of  the  common  law 
and  statutory  powers  of  trustees  and  other  powers  and 
limitations  set  forth  in  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  and 
Trustees  shall  have  the  following  discretionary  powers: 

(a)  To  receive  and  accept  property,  whether  real  or  per- 
sonal, by  gift,  grant,  devise,  appropriation  or  trans- 
fer from  any  person,  firm,  trust,  corporation  or  other 
public  or  private  entity,  including  without  limitation 
grants  of  funds  payable  in  connection  with  any  Hous- 
ing Payment  Exaction,  Housing  Contribution,  or 
Housing  Creation  Contribution  pursuant  to  the  Bos- 
ton Zoning  Code,  to  be  held,  administered  and  dis- 
posed of  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Trust;  provided,  however,  that  no  gift,  grant,  devise 
or  transfer  of  property  shall  be  received  and  accepted 
if  it  is  so  conditioned,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees, 
as  to  jeopardize  the  federal  income  tax  exemption  of 
this  Trust  under  section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Code,  as 
now  in  force  or  hereafter  amended. 

(b)  To  buy,  sell,  exchange,  transfer  or  convey  any  of  the 
Trust  property  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  and 
such  manner  and  form  as  he  or  she  shall  deem  best, 
and  to  execute,  acknowledge,  deliver  and  record  any 
contract  or  other  instrument  relating  to  the  Trust 
property  which  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate. 

(c)  For  accounting  purposes  only,  to  determine  to  what 
extent  money  and  other  property  coming  into  his  or 
her  possession  shall  be  deemed  principal  or  income, 
and  to  apportion  the  same  between  principal  and  in- 
come as  determined  by  him  or  her. 
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(d)  To  determine  whether  expenses  incidental  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Trust  should  be  borne  by  the  prin- 
cipal or  income  portions  of  Trust  property,  and  to 
apportion  the  same  between  principal  and  income. 

(e)  To  amortize  any  premium  on  any  bonds  held  as  part 
of  the  Trust  property  or  to  refrain  from  doing  so  as  he 
or  she  shall  detemine. 

(f)  To  retain  and  hold  any  stock,  bond  or  other  security 
given  to  the  trust  for  as  long  a  period  as  deems  advis- 
bale  subject  to  any  limitations  imposed  upon  such 
gift. 

(g)  To  join  in  any  merger,  consolidation  or  reorganiza- 
tion of  any  corporation  or  association  whose  securi- 
ties shall  be  held  as  part  of  Trust  property,  to  pay  any 
calls  and  assessments  imposed  upon  the  owner  of 
such  securities  as  a  condition  of  participating 
therein;  and  to  consent  to  any  contract,  lease,  mort- 
gage, purchase  or  sale  of  property,  by  or  between 
such  corporation  and  any  other  corporation  or  per- 
son. 

(h)  To  deposit  any  security  with  any  protective  or  reor- 
ganization committee  and  to  delegate  to  such  com- 
mittee such  power  and  authority  with  relation  thereto 
as  the  Managing  Trustee  may  deem  proper,  and  to 
agree  to  pay,  out  of  the  property  of  this  Trust,  such 
portion  of  the  expenses  and  compensation  of  such 
committee  as  he  or  she  may  deem  proper. 

(i)  To  vote  all  stock  and  to  execute  and  deliver  proxies 
or  powers  of  attorney  to  such  person  or  persons  as  the 
Managing  Trustee  may  deem  proper,  granting  to 
such  person  or  persons  such  power  and  authority 
with  relation  to  any  property  or  securities  at  any  time 
held  as  a  part  of  the  Trust  property  as  the  Managing 
Trustees  shall  deem  proper. 

(j)  To  exercise  all  powers  and  rights  of  subscription  or 
otherwise  which  in  any  manner  arise  out  of  owner- 
ship of  securities  held  as  part  of  the  Trust  property. 

(k)  To  compromise,  arbitrate,  defend,  enforce,  re- 
lease, settle  or  otherwise  adjust  claims  in  favor  of  or 
against  the  Trust,  including  claims  for  taxes,  and  to 
accept  any  property,  either  in  total  or  partial  satisfac- 
tion of  any  indebtedness  or  other  obligation  and,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  hereof,  to  continue  to  hold  the 
same  for  such  period  of  time  as  the  Trustees  may 
deem  appropriate. 

(1)  To  borrow  money  for  such  periods,  at  such  rates  of 
interest,  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  trustees  consider 
advisable,  and  as  security  for  such  loans  to  mortgage 
or  pledge  any  real  or  personal  property  with  or  with- 
out power  of  sale;  to  acquire  or  hold  any  real  or  per- 
sonal property,  subject  to  any  mortgage  or  pledge  on 
or  of  property  acquired  or  held  by  this  trust. 

(m)  To  execute  and  deliver  deeds,  assignments,  trans- 
fers, mortgages,  pledges,  leases,  covenants,  con- 
tracts, promissory  notes,  releases,  and  all  other 
instruments,  sealed  or  unsealed,  necessary,  proper 
or  incident  to  any  transaction  in  which  they  engage 
for  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  of  this  trust 
or  of  any  of  the  powers  herein  granted. 

(n)  To  employ  a  bank  or  trust  company  as  custodian  of 
any  funds  or  securities  and  to  delegate  to  it  such 
powers  as  they  deem  appropriate;  to  hold  trust  prop- 
erty without  indication  of  fiduciary  capacity  but  only 
in  the  name  of  a  registered  nominee,  provided  the 
trust  property  is  at  all  times  identified  as  such  on  the 
books  of  the  trust  and  to  hold  any  securities  in  regis- 
tered or  in  bearer  form;  to  keep  any  or  all  of  the  trust 
property  or  funds  in  any  place  or  places  in  the  United 
States  of  America;  to  employ  clerks,  accountants, 
investment  counsel,  investment  agents,  and  contract 
for  any  special  trust-related  services,  and  to  pay  the 
reasonable  compensation  and  expenses  of  all  such 
services  in  addition  to  the  compensation  of  the  trust- 
ees. 


(o)  To  sell,  lease  or  exchange  any  personal,  mixed,  or 
real  property,  at  public  auction  or  by  private  con- 
tract, for  such  consideration  and  on  such  terms  as  to 
credit  or  otherwise,  and  to  make  such  contracts  and 
enter  into  such  undertakings  relating  to  the  trust 
property,  as  they  consider  advisable,  whether  or  not 
such  leases  or  contracts  may  extend  beyond  the  dura- 
tion of  the  trust. 

(p)  To  make  distributions  in  cash  or  in  kind. 

(q)  To  hold  all  or  part  of  the  trust  fund  uninvested  for 
such  purposes  and  for  such  time  as  the  trustees  may 
deem  appropriate. 
Section  8.10.2.  Instructions  to  Managing  Trustee. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  if  the  board  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  shall  direct  the  Managing  Trustee  in  the  per- 
formance of  any  of  the  foregoing  powers,  the  Managing 
Trustee  shall  follow  such  instruction. 
Section  8.11.  Indemnification. 

Neither  the  Managing  Trustee  nor  any  other  Trustee 
shall  be  liable  for,  and,  to  the  extent  of  its  assets,  this  Trust 
shall  indemnify  such  person  against  any  liabilities,  in- 
cluding actual  and  reasonable  attorney's  fees  incurred  in 
defending  against  such  liabilities,  arising  out  of  his  or  her 
activities  on  behalf  of  and  forthe  Trust,  unless  such  liabil- 
ities are  the  result  of  the  willful  misconduct,  bad  faith  or 
gross  negligence  of  such  Trustee.  No  Trustee  shall  be  re- 
quired to  furnish  any  bond  or  surety  or  shall  be  liable  for 
the  act  or  omission  of  any  other  Trustee.  The  Trustee  may 
obtain  insurance  with  respect  to  Trust  activities  and  pay 
for  such  insurance  with  Trust  funds. 
Section  8.12.  Meetings. 

The  board  shall  meet  annually  on  the  Monday  follow- 
ing the  second  Friday  in  January  and  shall  hold  at  least 
three  additional  quarterly  meetings  each  year  at  intervals 
of  approximately  three  months  for  the  purpose  of  distrib- 
uting Trust  Funds,  if  any,  pursuant  to  Article  II  hereof 
among  eligible  applicants  for  such  funds  as  the  board  in 
its  sole  discretion  may  determine.  The  board  may  also 
meet  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  designated  for  special 
meetings  by  the  Managing  Trustee. 

Any  quarterly  or  special  meeting  shall  be  called  by 
written  notice  from  the  Managing  Trustee  received  by 
each  other  Trustee  at  least  seven  days  prior  to  the  date 
scheduled  for  such  meeting  or  without  notice  if  such  no- 
tice is  waived  in  writing  by  all  Trustees  and  such  waiver 
filed  with  the  records  of  the  board.  Such  notice  shall  set 
forth  the  date,  time  and  place  of  meeting  and  contain  an 
agenda  of  all  actions  to  be  brought  before  the  board. 
Section  8. 12.1.  Votes. 

Each  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  one  (1)  vote  on  each 
matter  brought  before  the  board.  Except  as  otherwise 
herein  provided,  the  board  shall  act  by  majority  vote  of 
the  Trustees. 
Section  8.12.1.  Quorum . 

A  quorum  shall  be  constituted  at  each  meeting  if  at  least 
two  (2)  of  the  Trustees  are  present  in  person. 
Section  8.12.3.  Actions  Taken  by  Written  Consent. 

Any  action  required  or  permitted  to  be  taken  by  the 
board  may  be  taken  without  a  meeting  if  all  Trustees  enti- 
tled to  vote  consent  in  writing  to  the  taking  of  such  action 
without  a  meeting.  Such  written  consents  shall  be  treated 
for  all  purposes  as  a  vote  at  a  meeting,  and  shall  become 
part  of  the  permanent  records  of  the  Board. 
Section  8.13.  Other  Matters  Affecting  the  Trust. 

From  time  to  time  by  majority  vote,  the  Trustees  may 
adopt  such  written  rules,  regulations  and  procedures,  not 
inconsistent  with  this  Trust,  for  the  conduct  of  their  meet- 
ings, the  carrying  out  of  their  duties  and  powers  hereun- 
der and  shall  in  any  event,  prior  to  the  approval  of  any 
distribution  pursuant  to  this  Trust,  adopt  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  their 
powers  hereunder  in  accordance  with  applicable  law. 
Such  written  rules,  regulations  and  procedures  shall  be 
published  and  recorded  pursuant  to  Article  VI.  section 
8.18  herein. 
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Article  IV 
Accounts 

Section  8.14.  Accounts 

The  Managing  Trustee  shall  submit  to  the  board  at  the 
annual  meeting  an  account  of  the  Trust  prepared  by  an 
independent  certified  public  account  and  shall  submit 
copies  thereof  to  the  Boston  City  Council,  Boston  City 
Clerk,  and  to  the  Division  of  Public  Charities  of  the  Of- 
fice of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  or  to  such  other  office  of  said  Common- 
wealth as  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  accounts  of  public 
charities.  Such  annual  account  shall  be  published  and 
available  to  the  public.  The  Trust  may  charge  the  public  a 
nominal  fee  for  copies  of  the  annual  account. 

Article  V 
Dissolution  and  Amendment 

Section  8.15.  Dissolution  and  Amendment  of  Trust. 

it  is  intended  that  thisTrust  shall  continue  in  perpetuity ; 
provided,  however,  if  for  any  reason  it  becomes  impos- 
sible to  do  so,  then  this  Trust  may  be  terminated  upon 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Trustees.  If  for  any  reason  this 
Trust  is  voluntarily  or  involuntarily  dissolved  or  wholly 
inoperative,  all  the  property  of  the  Trust  shall  be  distrib- 
uted to  the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  used  solely  for  the  pur- 
poses consistent  with  section  8.2  of  this  Trust. 

Amendments  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust  may  be  made 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Trustees;  provided,  however, 
that  such  amendments  do  not  violate  the  purpose  of  this 
Trust  pursuant  to  section  (8.2);  and  provided,  further, 
that  section  (8.2)  itself  shall  not  be  amended. 

No  amendment  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust  shall  autho- 
rize the  Trustees  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  Trust  in  any 
manner  or  for  any  purpose  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Code.  Any  amendment  made 
pursuant  to  this  article  shall  be  attached  to  each  original 
counterpart  of  this  instrument  and  shall  be  recorded  as 
provided  in  section  8.18  hereof. 

Article  VI 
Miscellaneous 

Section  8. 16.  Titles  and  Subtitles. 

Titles  of  the  articles  and  subtitles  for  the  sections  are 
placed  herein  for  reference  only,  and  in  case  of  any  con- 
flict, the  text  of  this  instrument,  other  that  such  titles  or 
subtitles,  shall  be  controlling. 
Section  8.17.  Governed  by  Massachusetts  Law. 

This  Trust  shall  at  all  times  be  governed  by,  construed, 
regulated  and  administered  in  all  respects  under  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
Section  8.18.  Counterpart  Copies. 

This  Declaration  of  Trust  may  be  printed  and  executed 
in  as  many  counterparts  as  deemed  desirable,  each  of 
which  shall  be  an  original  and  to  be  recorded  as  herein 
provided.  At  least  one  (1)  copy  shall  always  be  kept  on 
file  and  open  to  public  inspection  in  the  office  of  the  Bos- 
ton City  Clerk. 
Section  8.18.  Recording. 

Executed  counterparts  shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of 
the  Boston  City  Clerk,  the  Division  of  Public  Charities  of 
the  Office  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  and  the  office  of  the  Secretery  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts ,  Any  amendment  shall 
take  effect  only  when  so  recorded.

I  transmit  herewith  and  for  your  approval  an  ordinance 
to  establish  within  the  Mayor's  Office  an  Internal  Investi- 
gation Commission.  The  commission  is  to  be  composed 
of  three  commissioners,  a  full-time  executive  director 
and  support  staff. 

The  purpose  of  this  commission  is  to  investigate  allega- 
tions of  serious  misconduct  on  the  part  of  municipal  em- 
ployees. Prompt  investigation  of  such  allegations  will  go 
a  long  way  to  stopping  groundless  rumors  and  in  bringing 
to  light  actual  instances  of  misfeasance  and  malfeasance 
on  the  part  of  city  employees. 

Major  cities  throughout  the  country  such  as  New  York, 
Cincinnati  and  New  Orleans  have  agencies  similar  to  this 
and  investigations  in  those  places  have  proven  quite  ef- 
fective. I  urge  passage  of  the  ordinance  by  your  Honor- 
able Body.

An  Ordinance  Establishing 

the  Internal  Investigation  Commission. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  prompt  investigation  of  allegations  of 
misconduct  by  municipal  employees  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties  is  necessary  to  maintain  the  confidence  of 
the  people  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  their  city  government; 
and 

Whereas,  Alleged  misconduct  is  currently  dealt  with 
on  a  departmental  basis  with  no  central  office  to  receive 
complaints  on  such  alleged  incidents  and  no  city-wide 
agency  dealing  exclusively  with  investigating  such  inci- 
dents; and 

Whereas,  Access  to  all  city  departments  and  coopera- 
tion of  departments  as  needed  is  essential  to  the  prompt 
determination  of  whether  misconduct  occurred  in  a  given 
instance  and  to  the  efficient  disposition  of  all  allegations; 

Whereas,  The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Internal 
Investigation  Commission  of  Boston  include  the  investi- 
gation of  a  shots  fired,  without  interfering  with  any  crimi- 
nal investigation,  and  immediate  access  to  all  city 
records,  documents  and  employees  at  the  commence- 
ment of  its  investigation;  now,  therefore,  the  following  is 
declared  to  be  in  the  public  interest: 

Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  5  is 
hereby  amended  by  adding,  after  chapter  9,  section  45 1 , 
the  following  new  chapter: 

Chapter  10.  Internal  Investigation  Commission 

Section  500.  Internal  Investigation  Commission. 

There  is  hereby  established  within  the  Office  of  the 
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Mayor,  a  division  to  be  known  as  the  Boston  Internal  In- 
vestigation Commission  under  the  charge  of  three  com- 
missioners to  be  appointed  by  and  subject  to  the  control 
and  supervision  of  the  Mayor,  one  of  whom  shall  be  des- 
ignated "chair."  The  IIC  shall  be  administered  by  an  ex- 
ecutive director,  appointed  by  the  Mayor,  who,  in  close 
consultation  with  the  chair,  shall  manage  the  affairs  of  the 
commission  on  a  day-to-day  basis. 

The  IIC  shall  be  the  City  of  Boston  agency  responsible 
for  investigating  allegations  of  "serious  misconduct"  on 
the  part  of  city  officials,  employees,  or  agents  while  such 
officials,  employees,  or  agents  are  acting  on  behalf  of  the 
city.  The  IIC  function  is  to  investigate,  not  to  prosecute  or 
discipline.  The  IIC  shall  cooperate  with  and  not  know- 
ingly interfere  with  the  proper  conduct  of  law  enforce- 
ment officials;  including  without  limitation,  the  U.S. 
Attorney,  the  Massachusetts  Attorney  General,  and  the 
District  Attorney.  All  investigations  shall  be  conducted 
with  due  regard  for  civil  laws  and  collective  bargaining 
contracts. 

The  IIC  shall  have  the  authority  to  establish  written 
guidelines  not  inconsistent  with  this  order  for  the  carry- 
ing out  of  its  responsibilities. 

The  members  of  the  commission  shall  meet  on  a  regu- 
lar basis  and  the  executive  director  shall  report  to  them  on 
the  progress  of  investigations. 

Section  501 .  Definitions. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  section,  the  following  words 
and  terms  shall  have  the  meanings  as  defined  hereunder. 
Words  used  in  the  masculine  gender  include  the  feminine, 
and  the  feminine  the  masculine.  Where  any  word  or  term 
is  not  defined,  the  ordinarily  accepted  meaning  within  the 
proper  context  shall  apply. 

(a)  "Person"  means  any  natural  person,  proprietor- 
ship, corporation,  government,  partnership,  trust, 
joint  venture,  group,  association,  organization  or  other 
business  or  enterprise  of  any  kind  or  nature  and  any 
division,  department  or  other  suborganizational  unit. 

(b)  "Serious  misconduct": 

(1)  for  a  city  employee  means  bribery  or  extortion, 
theft  of  city  property,  improper  discharge  of  firearms, 
excessive  use  of  physical  force  in  the  conduct  of  offi- 
cial duties,  performance  of  a  lawful,  official  act  in  an 
illegal  or  improper  manner,  or  serious  violation  of  a 
law,  rule  or  regulation  which  may  be  considered  by  the 
IIC  as  reasonable  cause  for  investigation. 

(2)  for  a  person  who  contracts  in  writing  with  the  city 
means  bribery  of  a  city  officer,  agent  or  employee, 
theft  of  city  property,  defrauding  the  city  or  any  viola- 
tion of  a  law  involving  transactions  related  to  the  writ- 
ten contract  with  the  city  or  compliance  with  any  clause 
under  the  written  contract. 

(c)  "Shots  fired"  means  the  deliberate  and  inten- 
tional discharge  of  a  firearm  by  a  police  officer  at  or 
toward  another  individual  or  individuals. 

(d)  "Criminal  intelligence  information"  means  in- 
formation on  identifiable  individuals  compiled  in  an  ef- 
fort to  anticipate,  prevent  or  monitor  possible  criminal 
activity. 

Section  502.  Staff. 

The  Executive  Director  shall  hire  and  supervise  all 
staff  and  shall  have  such  other  official  duties  as  set  forth 
herein  and  shall  have  such  further  duties  and  powers  as 
delegated  by  the  Mayor.  The  executive  director  and  all 
investigative  staff  shall  be  bonded  by  the  city  and  shall  be 
unclassified,  full-time  employees  without  secondary  em- 
ployment which  conflicts  with  or  creates  a  conflict  of  in- 
terest with  their  duties  and  responsibilities.  The 
executive  director  must  receive  written  approval  from 
the  Mayor  before  accepting  or  engaging  in  any  secondary 
employment. 

Section  503.  Powers  and  Duties. 


(a)  The  IIC  shall  have  the  responsibility  and  power 
to  investigate  and  inquire  into  any  serious  misconduct 
by  any  city  employee  or  other  person  who  contracts  in 
writing  with  the  city  and  may  review  the  process  and 
decision  of  various  departmental  investigations  upon 
request  of  the  complainant.  The  IIC  shall  immediately 
commence  and  conduct  an  investigation  into  any  shots 
fired.  The  executive  director,  when  authorized  by  the 
Mayor  may  request  assistance  from  other  city  depart- 
ments and/or  outside  consultants  to  aid  such  investiga- 
tions. 

(b)  With  the  exception  of  shots  fired,  conduct  that  is 
not  considered  serious  by  the  commission  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  the  appropriate  department  head. 

(c)  All  IIC  personnel  shall  be  prepared  to  participate 
as  witnesses  and  to  present  testimony  and  evidence  to 
those  tribunals,  administrative  or  criminal,  that  retain 
jurisdiction  after  an  investigation  is  concluded. 

(d)  IIC  is  intended  to  supplement  other  city,  state  or 
federal  investigating  and  enforcement  bodies.  An  em- 
ployee may  be  the  subject  of  parallel  administrative  in- 
vestigations. The  commission  shall  take  all  measures 
necessary  to  insure  that  parallel  or  subsequent  criminal 
investigations  or  prosecutions  are  not  compromised  by 
its  operations. 

At  the  discretion  of  the  executive  director  in  consulta- 
tion with  the  commission,  the  IIC  may  determine  not  to 
investigate  an  allegation  of  serious  misconduct,  or  to  de- 
fer investigation,  if  another  law  enforcement  agency  is 
conducting  a  similar  investigation  and  if  the  commission 
determines  that  a  parallel  investigation  would  potentially 
be  detrimental  to  the  administration  of  justice;  provided, 
however,  that  if  a  commissioner  is  officially  connected 
with  a  city  department  he  shall  recuse  himself  from  any 
deliberation  or  vote  of  the  Commission  or  connection 
therewith. 

Section  504.  Complaint. 

Any  person  may  file  a  complaint  with  the  IIC.  Upon 
request  of  the  complainant,  the  identity  of  the  complain- 
ant may  remain  confidential. 

(a)  Investigations  shall  be  commenced  upon  the  re- 
ceipt of  a  complaint  of  or  knowledge  by  IIC  of  serious 
misconduct  or  shots  fired.  IIC  shall  be  placed  on  a  po- 
lice department  priority  list  for  notification  when  there 
are  any  shots  fired.  Upon  notification  of  shots  fired  in- 
cidents, IIC  shall  immediately  commence  its  investiga- 
tion at  the  scene  of  the  incident  including  having  access 
to  witnesses,  subjects,  and  evidence,  without  interfer- 
ing with  the  criminal  investigation. 

(b)  All  city  departments  shall  report  all  serious  mis- 
conduct to  and  refer  all  complaints  of  serious  miscon- 
duct or  other  complaints  specified  herein  to  the  IIC. 
Parallel  investigations  may  be  necessary  and  shall  be 
coordinated  with  IIC  upon  consultation  with  the  de- 
partments involved. 

Section  505.  Employee  Protection. 
All  city  supervisors  shall  refrain  from  any  coercion  or 
reprisal  toward  any  city  employee  who  files  a  complaint 
with  IIC.  A  violation  of  this  section  may  give  good  cause 
for  or  constitute  a  ground  for  reduction  in  pay,  suspen- 
sion, removal  or  any  other  administrative  disciplinary 
action.  Any  such  disciplinary  action  shall  be  taken  in  ac- 
cordance with  applicable  law,  city  personnel  policies,  or 
collective-bargaining  contract. 
Section  506.  Conduct  of  Investigation. 

(a)  At  the  commencement  of  its  investigation.  IIC 
shall  have  immediate  access  to  all  city  records,  docu- 
ments and  employees,  including  employee  personnel 
records,  departmental  investigation  tiles  and  reports 
and  Retirement  Board  records.  IIC  shall  not  have  ac- 
cess to  any  record,  document,  tile  or  report  which  con- 
tains    any     criminal     intelligence     information. 
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Confidentiality  of  records  shall  be  protected  according 
to  law.  The  power  to  summons  witnesses  or  records 
relevant  to  any  investigation  shall  be  limited  to  those 
powers  and  procedures  as  set  forth  in  M.G.L.  c.  233, 
s.8. 

(b)  Investigations  are  to  be  conducted  according  to 
law.  The  use  of  extraordinary  investigative  methods 
shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  law  and  subject  to  re- 
view by  the  Corporation  Counsel  prior  to  implementa- 
tion. 

Section  507.  Appearance. 

The  executive  director  of  IIC  shall  have  the  authority  to 
require  the  appearance  of  any  city  employee  during  his 
regular  assigned  working  hours,  whenever  possible,  and 
to  question  such  employee  regarding  matters  specifically 
relating  to  any  serious  misconduct.  Any  city  employee 
shall  be  permitted  to  have  union  or  legal  representation, 
at  his  own  expense,  during  all  questioning  by  the  IIC, 
provided  that  the  investigation  is  not  unreasonably  de- 
layed because  of  the  unavailability  of  union  or  legal  rep- 
resentation. An  employee's  refusal  to  answer  questions 
propounded  to  him  may  give  good  cause  for  or  constitute 
a  ground  for  reduction  in  pay,  suspension,  removal  or  any 
other  administrative  disciplinary  action  in  accordance 
with  applicable  laws,  city's  policies  and  procedures  relat- 
ing to  disciplinary  action,  and  collective-bargaining  con- 
tracts. No  disciplinary  action  for  failure  to  respond  to 
question  from  the  IIC  shall  be  taken  unless  the  employee 
was  warned  prior  to  the  questions  being  propounded  to 
him  that  the  failure  to  respond  may  be  the  basis  for  admin- 
istrative disciplinary  action,  including  dismissal.  The 
employee  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  from  such  disci- 
plinary action  as  provided  by  law,  the  rules  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Civil  Service  Commission  and  such  other  rights 
as  provided  by  the  city's  personnel  policies  and  proce- 
dures relating  to  disciplinary  action. 
Section  508.  Interference  with  Investigation. 

(a)  No  city  employee  or  any  person  contracting  in 
writing  with  the  city  shall  prevent,  obstruct  or  other- 
wise hinder  any  investigation  conducted  by  the  IIC. 
Any  violation  of  this  paragraph  may  give  good  cause 
for  or  constitute  a  ground  for  breach  of  contract,  reduc- 
tion in  pay,  suspension,  removal  or  any  other  adminis- 
trative disciplinary  action  in  accordance  with  law,  the 
rules  of  the  Massachusetts  Civil  Service  Commission 
and  the  city's  policies  and  procedures  relating  to  disci- 
plinary action  and  collective-bargaining  contracts.  The 
city  employee  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal  from  such 
disciplinary  action  as  provided  by  law,  the  rules  of  the 
Massachusetts  Civil  Service  Commission,  such  other 
rights  as  provided  by  the  city's  personnel  policies  and 
procedures  relating  to  disciplinary  action,  and  collec- 
tive-bargaining contracts. 

(b)  Every  city  official,  city  employee  or  office  and 
every  person  contracting  in  writing  with  the  city  shall 
cooperate  with  the  IIC.  The  IIC  shall  solicit  the  volun- 
tary cooperation  of  all  other  persons  with  its  investiga- 
tions. 

Section  509.  Report  and  Confidentiality  of  Investiga- 
tion. 

(a)  At  the  conclusion  of  the  investigation,  the  IIC 
shall  submit  to  the  Mayor  a  written  report  containing 
final  conclusions  and  pertinent  facts.  The  IIC  shall  pro- 
vide such  report  or  a  summary  thereof  to  the  complain- 
ant, to  the  accused  and  to  the  appropriate  department 
head  or  appointing  authority.  Upon  request,  the  IIC 
may  make  available  such  report  or  a  summary  thereof 
to  the  public,  and  with  regard  to  reports  on  shots  fired, 
the  IIC  shall  make  those  reports  public,  unless  and  ex- 
cept to  the  extent  that  the  Mayor  requests  the  IIC  to 
withhold  all  or  part  of  such  report.  Upon  written  re- 
quest, the  executive  director  may  make  available  such 


report  to  any  law  enforcement  agency  or  prosecuting 
attorney. 

(b)  Except  for  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the  IIC , 
the  Mayor,  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  any  law  en- 
forcement agency  conducting  a  parallel  current  inves- 
tigation into  the  suspected  serious  misconduct  of  a  city 
employee,  no  city  employee  or  any  other  person  shall 
have  access  to  the  investigatory  files  of  the  IIC. 
Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  July  1, 
1986.

In  accordance  with  the  City  Council  order  of  Decem- 
ber 11,  1985.  I  am  writing  this  brief  report  to  keep  you 
informed  of  the  activities  regarding  the  Boston  Latin 
School  and  Academy. 
Latin  Schools: 

The  Boston  Latin  School  project  is  currently  in  the  de- 
sign stage  with  the  architects.  Shepley.  Bullfinch,  Ri- 
chardson and  Abbott,  developing  preliminary  space 
plans  and  engineering  specifications.  As  you  know,  the 
design  is  based  upon  the  assumption  that  the  Boston  Latin 
School  alone  will  occupy  the  existing  site  and  that  the 
Boston  Latin  Academy  will  be  located  on  a  separate  site. 
There  is  general  agreement  between  all  parties  involved 
that  this  is  the  preferable  option. 
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The  architects  have  met  with  Latin  School  Headmaster 
Michael  Contampasis  in  order  to  get  his  input  into  accom- 
modating the  educational  program  of  the  school  into  the 
design  plans.  Meetings  will  continue  to  be  held  between 
the  architects,  Public  Facilities,  and  school  administra- 
tors as  the  preliminary  space  plans  are  developed  into  the 
final  schematics.  The  design  process  is  expected  to  be 
completed  in  winter,  1987. 
Latin  Academy: 

The  Boston  Latin  Academy  project  is  still  awaiting  the 
selection  of  a  suitable  site.  The  Flynn  administration  fa- 
vors locating  the  academy  at  the  former  Boston  State  Col- 
lege site  (now  Roxbury  Community  College)  on 
Huntington  Avenue.  Legislation  has  been  filed  which 
would  have  the  state  turn  the  two  buildings  (Kennedy  and 
Administration)  over  to  the  city  for  use  as  the  Latin  Acad- 
emy. The  city  has  testified  in  favor  of  such  legislation  at 
the  State  House. 

School  Superintendent  Laval  Wilson  has  recom- 
mended locating  the  latin  Academy  in  the  present  Ja- 
maica Plain  High  School.  However,  many  students, 
parents,  faculty,  and  several  School  Committee  members 
have  vocally  expressed  their  dislike  for  the  closing  of  J.  P. 
High.  The  School  Committee,  which  must  approve  all 
school  closings,  is  expected  to  take  action  of  Superintne- 
dent  Wilson's  proposals  by  the  end  of  April. 

Despite  all  of  the  activity  surrounding  the  Latin  School 
and  Academy  it  is  important  to  remember  that  when  final 
plans  are  in  place  for  both  schools  and  prior  to  the  ex- 
penditure of  funds  for  construction,  the  city,  in  collabora- 
tion with  the  School  Department  and  the  State  Board  of 
Education,  must  submit  these  final  plans  to  Judge  Garrity 
for  his  approval.  This  requirement,  one  of  Judge  Gar- 
rity's  final  orders  issued  on  September  3,  1985,  stems 
from  the  injunction  on  new  construction  without  court  ap- 
proval issued  in  1975.

Report  on  Docket  No.  0456,  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
ordinance  establishing  the  Office  of  Arts  and  Humanities 
and  reorganizing  the  Art  Commission  (referred  April  9) 
—  recommending  passage  of  the  ordinance  in  the  follow- 
ing new  draft: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-six 
Establishing  within  the  Mayor's  Office  a  Division 
Known  as  the  Office  of  the  Arts  and  Humanities,  and 
Reorganizing  the  Art  Commission. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  There  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  established 
within  the  Mayor's  Office  a  division  known  as  the  office 
of  the  arts  and  humanities,  to  be  under  the  charge  of  an 
officer,  known  as  the  executive  director,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  for  a  term  expiring  the  first  Monday  in  Jan- 
uary following  the  next  biennial  election  at  which  a 
Mayor  is  elected. 


Within  the  office  of  the  arts  and  humanities  there  shall 
be  a  board  known  as  the  arts  and  humanities  advisory 
commission,  consisting  of  thirteen  individuals  appointed 
by  the  Mayor  from  city  wide,  neighborhood  or  commu- 
nity cultural  organizations  and  the  community  at  large. 
Each  member  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  two  years, 
ending  on  the  30th  of  April,  provided,  however,  that  the 
Mayor  shall  designate  seven  of  the  initial  members  for 
terms  expiring  April  30, 1987,  and  six  for  terms  expiring 
April  30,  1988.  All  members  of  the  arts  and  humanities 
advisory  commission  shall  be  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  Mayor  shall  appoint  one  member  to  serve  as 
chair  at  his  pleasure.  No  member  of  the  commission  shall 
receive  compensation  other  than  reimbursement  for  rea- 
sonable expenses  in  connection  with  service  on  the  com- 
mission, Members  of  the  commission  shall  be  deemed 
"Special  Municipal  Employees"  in  accordance  with 
chapter  268  A  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  executive  director  shall:  administer  city  art  pro- 
grams; seek  and  apply  for  grants  in  the  area  of  arts  and 
humanities  from  any  source,  public  or  private;  do  re- 
search; conduct  educational  programs  and  disseminate 
information  to  the  public  regarding  the  fine  and  perform- 
ing arts;  administer  grants  to  benefit  the  arts  and  individ- 
ual artists;  coordinate  with  public  and  private  agencies 
the  development  of  the  arts  in  the  City  of  Boston;  serve  as 
liaison  with  all  other  local,  state  and  federal  departments 
and  public  and  private  agencies  connected  with  the  arts; 
coordinate  with  the  art  commission  the  promotion  of  new 
and  the  restoration  of  existing  public  art. 

The  advisory  commission  shall:  survey  and  assess  the 
needs  of  the  arts,  both  visual  and  performing  within  the 
City  of  Boston;  identify  existing  legislation,  policies  and 
programs  which  affect  the  arts  and  evaluate  their  effec- 
tiveness; encourage  the  use  of  local  resources  for  the  de- 
velopment and  support  of  the  arts;  accept  offers  of  gifts  or 
grants  from  the  United  States,  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  their  agencies  or  officers,  including  with- 
out limitation,  the  National  Endowment  of  the  Arts,  the 
Massachusetts  Arts  Lottery  Council  and  the  Massachu- 
setts Council  on  the  Arts  and  Humanities;  and  from  any 
person,  firm  or  corporation,  of  services,  equipment,  sup- 
plies, materials  or  funds;  and  may  make  grants  in  accord- 
ance with  the  law. 

The  executive  director,  in  consultation  with  the  chair  of 
the  commission,  shall  make  quarterly  reports  to  the 
Mayor  and  the  City  Council  concerning  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  funds  of  the  arts. 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  5, 
section  10  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  the  first  sen- 
tence and  substituting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
"There  shall  be  within  the  office  of  the  arts  and  hu- 
manities a  board,  known  as  the  art  commission,  con- 
sisting of  five  commissioners,  all  of  whom  shall  be 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
as  follows:  one  from  three  candidates  nominated  by  the 
Boston  Society  of  Architects;  one  from  three  candi- 
dates nominated  by  the  Copley  Society  of  Boston;  one 
from  three  candidates  nominated  by  the  Museum  of 
Fine  Arts;  one  from  three  candidates  nominated  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  Boston: 
and  the  executive  director  of  the  office  of  the  arts  and 
humanities  ex  officio  who  shall  serve  without  addi- 
tional compensation." 

The  second  paragraph  is  hereby  amended  by  striking 
the  words  "administrative  services  board"  in  lines  one 
and  four  and  substituted  in  place  thereof  the  words  "of- 
fice of  the  arts  and  humanities."  and  by  striking  the  words 
"director  of  administrative  services"  in  line  3  and  substi- 
tuting in  place  thereof  the  words  "executive  director  of 
the  office  of  the  arts  and  humanities." 
The  report  was  accepted. 
Coun.  TIERNEY  moved  to  strike  out  the  words  "ac- 
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cept  offers"  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  words  "make 
application  for"  in  section  1,  paragraph  4.

Report  on  Docket  No.  0301 ,  order  for  petition  for  spe- 
cial law  amending  City  Charter  to  allow  filling  of  vacan- 


cies in  office  of  City  Council  and  School  Committee  in 
City  of  Boston  (referred  February  26)  —  recommending 
passage  of  the  order  in  the  following  new  draft: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
Article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

Section  1 .  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1 948 ,  as  amended 
by  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951  and  as  further 
amended,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  section  15 
thereof,  and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following: 

"Section  15.  If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the 
office  of  city  councillor  at-large  for  any  cause,  the 
city  clerk  shall  forthwith  notify  the  city  council 
thereof.  If  at  a  municipal  election  there  is  a  failure  to 
elect  a  city  councillor  at-large  or  if  a  person  elected 
city  councillor  at-large  at  such  an  election  resigns  or 
dies  before  taking  office,  the  city  clerk  shall,  as  soon 
as  conveniently  may  be,  after  the  remaining  city 
councillors-elect  take  office,  notify  the  city  council 
of  such  failure  to  elect,  resignation  or  death.  In  the 
event  of  any  vacancy  occuring  as  specified  in  the  pre- 
ceding two  sentences,  within  fifteen  days  after  such 
notification,  the  remaining  city  councillors  shall 
elect  a  city  councillor  at-large  for  the  remainder  of 
the  term.  They  shall  elect  from  among  the  defeated 
candidates  for  the  office  of  city  councillor  at-large  at 
the  regular  municipal  election  for  the  term  in  which 
the  vacancy  occurs  that  person  who  received  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  who  is  eligible  and  willing 
to  serve.  If  there  is  no  such  defeated  candidate  eligi- 
ble and  willing  to  serve,  they  shall  elect  a  registered 
voter  of  the  city  duly  qualified  to  vote  for  the  office  of 
city  councillor  at-large.  If  the  city  council  fails  to 
elect  within  said  fifteen  days,  the  mayor,  or  if  there  is 
no  mayor,  the  city  councillor  senior  in  length  of  serv- 
ice, or  if  there  be  more  than  one  such,  the  city  coun- 
cillor senior  both  in  age  and  in  length  of  service,  shall 
forthwith  make  the  election.  An  election  made  under 
this  section  shall  be  deemed  a  vote  electing  an  offi- 
cial. 
Section  2 .  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1 948 ,  as  amended 
by  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951  and  as  further 
amended,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  1 5 
thereof  the  following: 

"Section  15A.  If  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of 
district  city  councillor  at  any  time  in  a  year  in  which 
no  municipal  election  is  to  be  held,  or  if  a  vacancy 
occurs  in  the  office  of  district  city  councillor  at  any 
time  prior  to  July  first  of  a  year  in  which  a  municipal 
election  is  to  be  held,  or  if  at  a  municipal  election 
there  is  a  failure  to  elect  a  councillor  from  any  dis- 
trict, or  if  the  person  elected  as  district  councillor 
dies  or  resigns  before  taking  office,  the  city  clerk 
shall  notify  the  city  councillors  thereof  forthwith, 
and  at  the  first  council  meeting  after  the  notice  is  dis- 
patched, the  city  council  shall  issue  a  call  for  a  spe- 
cial preliminary  election  for  the  purpose  of 
nominating  candidates  to  fill  the  unexpired  term  in 
the  district  in  which  said  vacancy  occurs,  such  pre- 
liminary election  to  be  held  on  a  Tuesday  not  less 
than  sixty-two  nor  more  than  seventy-six  days  after 
the  call.  The  two  candidates  receiving  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  (or  in  the  event  of  a  tie  in  the  number 
of  votes  cast  for  the  persons  receiving  the  second 
,  greatest  number  of  votes,  the  three  candidates)  shall 
be  deemed  nominated  and  their  names  shall  be 
placed  on  the  ballot  for  the  special  municipal  election 
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which  shall  be  held  twenty-eight  days  following  the 
special  preliminary  election.  If  such  vacancy  occurs 
after  July  first  in  the  year  of  a  municipal  election,  no 
special  election  shall  be  held;  provided,  however, 
that  the  person  elected  at  said  regular  municipal  elec- 
tion from  the  district  in  which  a  vacancy  exists  shall 
also  be  deemed  to  have  been  elected  to  serve  the  re- 
mainder of  the  unexpired  term.  In  the  event,  that  a 
redistricting  process  has  altered  the  metes  and 
bounds  of  the  district,  the  members  of  the  city  coun- 
cil shall  elect  the  district  city  councillor-elect  from 
the  district  most  similar  to  serve  the  remainder  of  the 
unexpired  term: 
Section  3.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  amended 
by  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951  and  as  further 
amended,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  section  19 
thereof,  and  inserting  in  its  place  the  following: 

"Section  19.  If  at  any  time  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the 
office  of  school  committeemember  at-large  for  any 
cause,  the  city  clerk  shall  forthwith  notify  the  re- 
maining school  committeemembers,  the  mayor  and 
the  president  of  the  city  council  thereof.  If  at  a  mu- 
nicipal election  there  is  a  failure  to  elect  a  school 
committeemember  at-large  or  if  a  person  elected 
school  committeemember  at-large  at  such  an  elec- 
tion resigns  or  dies  before  taking  office,  the  city 
clerk  shall,  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be,  after  the 
remaining  school  committeemembers-elect  take  of- 
fice, notify  the  remaining  school  committeemem- 
bers, the  mayor  and  the  president  of  the  city  council 
of  such  failure  to  elect,  resignation  or  death.

cial municipal  election  which  shall  be  held  twenty- 
eight  days   following   the   special   preliminary 


election .  If  such  vacancy  occurs  after  July  first  in  the 
year  of  a  municipal  election,  no  special  election  shall 
be  held;  provided,  however,  that  the  person  elected 
at  said  regular  municipal  election  from  the  district  in 
which  a  vacancy  exists  shall  also  be  deemed  to  have 
been  elected  to  serve  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired 
term.  In  the  event,  that  a  redistricting  process  has 
altered  the  metes  and  bounds  of  the  district,  the  mem- 
bers of  the  school  committee  shall  elect  the  district 
school  committeemember-elect  from  the  district 
most  similar  to  serve  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired 
term. 
Section5.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended 

by  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951  and  as  further 

amended,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section  64 

thereof,  the  following: 

"Section  64A.  A  call  for  a  special  preliminary 
election  under  the  provisions  of  sections  15A  or  19A 
hereof  shall  be  in  effect  upon  vote  of  the  city  council 
notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  17D  of  chapter 
452  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  and  certifica- 
tion thereof  to  the  Boston  Board  of  Election  Com- 
missioners. All  such  special  elections  shall  be 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act  except:  (a)  the 
subscription  required  by  section  55  shall  be  done 
within  ten  days  of  the  call;  (b)  no  nomination  petition 
shall  be  issued  before  the  seventh  day  following  the 
call;  (c)  the  number  of  signatures  required  shall  be 
the  same  number  as  for  a  regular  preliminary  elec- 
tion; (d)  nomination  petitions  shall  be  filed  before 
five  o'clock  p.m.  on  the  fifteenth  day  following  the 
call;  (e)  there  shall  be  no  withdrawal  of  candidates 
after  the  last  day  to  file  objections  to  nomination  peti- 
tions (f)  certification  of  signatures  shall  be  com- 
pleted within  two  weeks  of  the  last  day  of  filing  of 
nomination  petitions;  (g)  objections  to  nomination 
petitions  shall  be  filed  within  three  business  days  fol- 
lowing the  certification  of  signatures  on  said  nomi- 
nation petitions;  (h)  there  shall  be  no  substitutions  of 
candidates;  (i)  petitions  for  recount  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  the  provisions  of  section  135  of  chapter  54 
of  the  General  Laws ,  except,  with  respect  to  a  special 
preliminary  election,  petitions  therefor  shall  be  filed 
before  five  o'clock  p.m.  on  the  third  day  following 
the  certification  of  such  election. 
Section  6.  Chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948.  as  amended 

by  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  195 1  and  by  chapter  257  of 

the  Acts  of  1958  is  hereby  further  amended  in  section  57B 

by  striking  all  of  said  section  as  it  appears  after  the  first 

complete  sentence. 
Section  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  passage.

Such  staff  director  and 
subordinate  officers  shall  perform  such  duties  as  the 
council  may  provide  by  order  from  time  to  time,  and 
they  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  determined  by 
council  order  from  within  the  salary  range  as  set  be- 
low: 
staff  director,  $35,000  -  $45,000 
supervisor  of  finance,  $30,000  -  $38,000 
chief  of  research,  $28,000  -  $36,000 
assistant  supervior  of  finance,  $24,000  -  $32,000 
legislative  assistant,  $24,000  -  $32,000 
city  messenger,  $22,000  -  $30,000 
assistant  committee  liaison,  $22,000  -  $30,000 
research  assistant,  $18,000  -  24,000 
office  manager,  $17,000  -  $25,000 
legislative  secretary,  $16,000  -  $24,000 
administrative  secretary,  $16,000  -  $24,000 
secretary,  $15,000  -  $23,000 
receptionist,  $15,000  -  $20,000 
courier,  $12,000 -$15,000 
Such  salaries  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by 
ordinance,  be  in  full  for  all  services  rendered  to  the 
city  and  county,  shall  be  apportionable  in  the  event  of 
service  for  only  part  of  the  year,  and  shall  be  subject 
to  deduction  for  any  and  all  sums  due  to  the  city  or 
county  from  such  office  holder.  The  salary  ranges 
indicated  for  the  staff  director  and  other  subordinate 
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officers  shall  not  apply  to  current  office  holders  who 
are  being  compensated  at  a  rate  higher  than  the  indi- 
cated range. 

For  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the  city  council,  in 
addition  to  the  staff  director  and  subordinate  officers 
provided  for,  there  shall  be  administratve  assistants 
to  be  appointed  from  time  to  time  by  the  city  council 
and  secretaries  to  be  appointed  from  time  to  time  by 
the  city  council.

Whereas,  New  construction  involving  extension  of  the 
Red  Line  rapid  transit  platforms  has  already  broken 
ground  on  Dorchester  Avenue,  outside  the  Andrew 
Square  MBTA  Station;  and 

Whereas,  Jersey  barriers  restricting  flow  on  Dorches- 
ter Avenue  are  expected  to  be  in  place  for  an  extended 
period,  with  further  excavations  planned  for  the  MBTA 
project  in  Andrew  Square;  and 

Whereas,  The  Boston  Transportation  Department, 
overseeing  traffic  movement  in  the  area  is  planning  an 
imminent  change,  restricting  Boston  Street  to  a  one-w  a\ 
passage:  and 

Whereas,  Residents  in  the  area  are  entitled  to  informa- 
tion explaining  how  long  the  intersection  is  to  be  impeded 
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another  meeting  to  include  the  block  bounded  by  Balgden 
and  Exeter  Streets  and  Huntington  Avenue  in  the  new 
Boylston  Street  Interim  Planning  Overlay  District 
(IPOD)  approved  March  2 1 ,  1 986 ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  important  that  the  Boston  City  Council 
also  signify  its  support  for  "downscale  zoning"  for  this 
triangular  block  when  the  Zoning  Commission  holds  a 
special  public  hearing  this  Thursday,  May  8,  at  2  p.m. ,  in 
the  BRA  Board  Room  of  City  Hall ;  and 

Whereas,  IPOD  inclusion  would  protect  the  block 
from  a  contemplated  new  development  rising  up  to  240 
feet  in  height,  at  least  during  the  year's  period  of  study  to 
draft  permanent  new  zoning  standards  for  the  Boylston 
Street  Copley  Square  districts;  and 

Whereas,  Interim  controls  would  set  a  120-foot  build- 
ing height  limit  as  well  as  other  safeguards  relating  to 
traffic  congestion,  environment,  density,  etc;  and 

Whereas,  Unrestricted  development  favored  by  prop- 
erty owners  in  the  triangular  block  could  impose  unwel- 
come density  close  to  the  Prudential  Center  also  proposed 
for  high-impact,  new  development;  and 

Whereas,  Overdevelopment  of  the  Triangle  Block 
would  impact  adversely  in  dominating  the  neighborhood 
Boston  Public  Library's  building  across  narrow  Blagden 
Street;  and 

Whereas,  The  block  deserves  the  same—  if  not  more- 
attention  given  the  nine  other  subdistricts  created  by  the 
Zoning  Commission,  each  with  protective  standards  dur- 
ing the  study  period;  and 

Whereas,  The  one-year  temporary  designation  would 
still  permit  construction  or  exterior  work  if  an  owner 
qualifies  for  an  Interim  Planning  Permit  from  the  Boston 
Board  of  Appeal  after  public  hearing;  now,  therefore,  be

ORDINANCE  REQUIRING  STATEMENTS  OF  IN- 
TEREST BY  CERTAIN  OFFICIALS  AND  EM- 
PLOYEES OF  THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  fol- 
lows: 

Section  1 .  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  ordinance,  un- 
less the  context  requires  otherwise. 

(a)  "amount"  means  a  category  value,  rather  than  an 
exact  dollar  figure,  as  follows:  greater  than  $1,000  but 
not  more  than  $2,500  greater  than  $2,500  but  not  more 
than  $5,000;  greater  than  $5,000  but  not  more  than 
$10,000;  greater  than  $10,000  but  not  more  than 
$25,000;  greater  than  $25,000  but  not  more  than 
$50,000;  greater  than  $50,000  but  not  more  than 
$100,000;  greater  than  $100,000; 

(b)  "business"  means  any  corporation,  partnership, 
sole  proprietorship,  firm,  franchise,  association,  organi- 
zation, holding  company,  joint  stock  company,  receiver- 
ship, business  or  real  estate  trust,  or  any  other  legal  entity 
organized  for  profit,  nonprofit  or  charitable  purposes,  in- 
cluding any  federal,  state,  county,  district  or  municipal 
agency,  authority  or  other  governmental  entity; 

(c)  "business  with  which  he/she  is  associated"  means 
any  business  in  which  the  reporting  person  or  a  family 
member  is  an  employee,  an  elected  or  appointed  govern- 


mental official,  a  general  partner,  proprietor,  officer,  di- 
rector, trustee  or  serves  in  any  managerial  capacity;  and 
any  business  of  which  more  then  1  percent  of  any  class  of 
outstanding  equity  is  beneficially  owned  in  the  aggregate 
by  the  reporting  person  and/or  family  members; 

(d)  "candidate"  means  any  individual  who  seeks  nomi- 
nation or  election  to  municipal  office,  as  defined  in  this 
ordinance.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  an  individ- 
ual shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  candidate  upon  fulfilling  the 
nomination  certification  process  under  the  laws  or  ordi- 
nances of  the  Commonwealth  and  Election  Department 
of  the  City  of  Boston  to  qualify  himself/herself  for  nomi- 
nation or  election  to  such  office. 

(e)  "clerk"  means  the  City  Clerk  of  Boston; 

(f)"commission"  means  the  Boston  Financial  Disclo- 
sure Commission  established  by  section  4  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(g)  "equity"  means  any  stock  or  similar  ownership  in- 
terest in  a  business; 

(h)  "family  member"  means  a  spouse  or  any  depen- 
dent child  residing  in  the  reporting  person's  household; 

(i)  "gift"  means  a  payment,  entertainment,  subscrip- 
tion, advance  services  or  anything  of  value,  unless  con- 
sideration of  equal  or  greater  value  is  received.  If  items 
are  furnished  or  services  are  rendered  for  less  than  the 
fair  market  value,  the  difference  between  the  fair  market 
value  and  the  price  paid  shall  be  treated  as  a  gift.  "Gift" 
shall  not  include  a  political  contribution  reported  as  re- 
quired by  law,  a  commercially  reasonable  loan  made  in 
the  ordinary  course  of  business,  anything  of  value  re- 
ceived by  inheritance  or  a  gift  received  from  a  family 
member  or  from  a  relative  within  the  third  degree  of  con- 
sanguinity of  the  reporting  person,  or  of  the  reporting 
person's  spouse  or  from  the  spouse  of  any  such  relative; 

(j)  "legislative  agent"  means  any  person  who  for  com- 
pensation or  reward  does  any  act  to  promote,  oppose  or 
influence  legislation  or  disapproval  thereof  or  to  influ- 
ence the  mayor's  approval  or  disapproval  thereof  or  to 
influence  the  decision  of  any  member  of  the  city  adminis- 
tration where  such  decisions  concern  legislation  or  the 
adoption,  defeat  or  postponement  of  a  standard  rate,  rule 
or  regulation  pursuant  thereto.  The  term  shall  include 
persons  who  as  any  part  of  their  regular  and  usual  em- 
ployment and  not  simple  incidental  thereto,  attempt  to 
promote,  oppose  or  influence  legislation  or  the  mayor's 
approval  or  disapproval  thereof,  whether  or  not  any  com- 
pensation in  addition  to  the  salary  for  such  employment  is 
received  for  such  services. 

(k)  "mayor"  means  the  mayor  of  Boston; 

(1)  "municipal  body"  means  any  agency,  authority, 
board,  bureau,  commission,  council,  department,  divi- 
sion, school  department,  or  other  legal  entity  within  the 
government  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

(m)  "municipal  office"  means  any  one  of  the  following 
positions  within  the  government  of  the  City  of  Boston: 
mayor,  councillor,  school  committee  member; 

(n)  "municipal  official"  means  any  individual  holding 
a  municipal  office,  as  that  term  is  defined  in  this  ordi- 
nance, whether  by  election  or  appointment; 

(o)  "municipal  employee"  means  (1)  clerk,  collector- 
treasurer,  corporation  counsel,  or  (2)  the  executive  or  the 
administrative  head  or  heads,  whether  elected  or  ap- 
pointed, compensated  or  uncompensated,  of  a  municipal 
body  or  bodies  with  primary  executive  authority  for  any 
of  the  following:  general  purpose  administration;  plan- 
ning; development  and  land  use;  public  safety;  educa- 
tion; inspection  and  licensing;  public  works;  or 
assessment;  or  (3)  the  executive  or  administrative  head  or 
heads,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  compensated  or  un- 
compensated, of  a  municipal  body  or  bodies  which  the 
commission  may  designate;  or  (4)  any  employee  of  a  mu- 
nicipal body  whose  salary  equals  or  exceeds  that  of  a  city 
employee  in  job  level  or  $22,000  and  who  reports  di- 
rectly to  any  of  the  foregoing  or  who  is  a  head  of  a  major 
administrative  unit  within  a  municipal  body; 
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(p)  "person"  means  a  business,  indiviual,  corporation, 
union,  association,  firm,  partnership,  committee,  or 
other  organization  or  group  of  persons; 

(q)  "political  contribution"  means  a  contribution  of 
money  or  anything  of  value  to  an  individual,  candidate, 
political  committee,  or  person  acting  on  behalf  of  an  indi- 
vidual, candidate,  or  political  committee,  for  the  purpose 
of  influencing  the  nomination  or  election  of  said  individ- 
ual or  candidate,  or  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  or  op- 
posing charter  change,  referendum  question,  or  other 
question  submitted  to  the  voters,  and  shall  include  any: 
(1)  gift,  subscription,  loan,  advance,  deposit  of  money,  or 
thing  of  value,  except  a  loan  of  money  to  a  candidate  by  a 
national  or  state  bank  made  in  accordance  with  the  appli- 
cable banking  laws  and  regulations  and  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  business;  (2)  transfer  of  money  or  anything  of 
value  between  political  committees;  (3)  payment,  by  any 
person  other  than  a  candidate  or  political  committee,  of 
compensation  for  the  personal  services  of  another  person 
which  are  rendered  to  such  candidate  or  committee;  (4) 
purchase  from  an  individual,  candidate  or  political  com- 
mittee, through  the  device  of  tickets,  advertisements,  or 
otherwise,  for  fund-raising  activities,  including  testimo- 
nials, held  on  behalf  of  said  individual,  candidate,  or  po- 
litical committee,  to  the  extent  that  the  purchase  price 
exceeds  the  actual  cost  of  the  goods  sold  or  service  ren- 
dered; (5)  discount  or  rebate  not  available  to  other  candi- 
dates for  the  same  office  and  to  the  general  public;  and  (6) 
forgiveness  of  indebtedness  or  payment  of  indebtedness 
by  another  person  but  shall  not  include  the  rendering  of 
services  by  speakers,  editors,  writers,  poll  watchers,  poll 
checkers  or  others,  not  the  payment  by  those  rendering 
such  services  of  such  personal  expenses  as  may  be  inci- 
dental thereto,  nor  the  exercise  of  ordinary  hospitality; 

(r)  "reporting  person"  means  any  person  required  to 
file  a  statement  on  interests  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
section  3  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  2.  Administration. 

The  clerk  shall: 

(a)  on  or  before  March  first  of  each  year  request  from 
the  mayor  a  list  of  names  and  positions  of  all  municipal 
officials  and  municipal  employees,  certified  as  to  cor- 
rectness and  completeness,  and  the  mayor  shall  furnish 
said  list  within  sixty  days. 

(b)  on  or  before  May  first  of  each  year  make  forms  and 
instructions  for  statements  of  interest  available  to  persons 
required  to  file  the  statements  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance. 

(c)  upon  receipt  of  a  statement  of  interest  filed  pursuant 
to  this  ordinance,  issue  to  the  person  filing  such  statement 
a  receipt  verifying  the  fact  that  a  statement  of  interests  has 
been  filed  and  a  receipted  copy  of  such  statement. 

(d)  make  the  lists  of  municipal  officials  and  municipal 
employees  and  the  statements  of  interest  filed  with  the 
clerk  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  available,  upon  written 
request  of  any  individual,  for  public  inspection  and  copy- 
ing during  regular  office  hours  and  make  copying  facili- 
ties available  free  of  charge  or  at  a  charge  not  to  exceed 
actual  cost;  the  clerk  shall  forward  a  copy  of  said  request 
to  the  individual  whose  statement  has  been  examined; 
provided,  however,  that  such  requests  from  the  attorney 
general,  district  attorney  or  the  State  Ethics  Commission 
shall  be  confidential. 

(e)  compile  and  maintain  an  index  of  all  filed  state- 
ments of  interest  to  facilitate  public  access  to  the  state- 
ments. 

(f)  inspect  all  filed  statements  of  interest  in  order  to  as- 
certain whether  any  reporting  person  has  failed  to  file  a 
statement  as  required  by  law  or  has  filed  a  statement 
which  is  deficient  on  its  face.  After  inspection,  the  clerk 
shall  submit  a  report  to  the  commission  which  shall  list  all

The  clerk 
shall  also  submit  any  further  information  concerning  the 
statements  of  interest  upon  the  request  of  the  commis- 
sion.

Section  4.  Boston  Financial  Disclosure  Commission. 

(a)  There  is  established  a  Boston  Financial  Disclosure 
Commission  composed  of  three  members; 

(b)  Each  member  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  and 
approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  city  council; 

(c)  Members  shall  be  appointed  to  the  commission  on  a 
rotating  basis.  When  the  commission  is  first  established, 
three  members  shall  be  appointed  at  the  same  time,  but 
the  first  member  shall  serve  for  one  year;  the  second 
member,  for  three  years;  and  the  third  member,  for  five 
years.  Thereafter,  each  member  shall  serve  for  a  term  of 
five  years; 

(d)  No  member  shall  be  appointed  to  more  than  one  full 
five-year  term  on  the  commission; 

(e)  Not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  making  any  ap- 
pointment to  the  commission,  the  mayor  shall  instruct  the 
clerk  to  give  public  notice  that  a  vacancy  on  the  commis- 
sion exists; 

(f)  No  member  or  employee  of  the  commission  shall: 

(1)  hold  or  be  a  candidate  for  any  municipal  office 
while  a  member  or  employee  or  for  one  year  thereafter; 

(2)  hold  office  in  any  political  party  or  political  com- 
mittee; 

(3)  participate  in  or  contribute  to  a  municipal  political 
campaign  of  any  candidate  for  public  office; 
(4)  hold  a  position  as  a  municipal  official  or  a  munici- 
pal employee; 

(g)  Members  of  the  commission  may  be  removed  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  city  council  and  the  approval  of  the 
mayor  for  substantial  neglect  of  duty,  inability  to  dis- 
charge the  powers  and  duties  of  office,  violation  of  sub- 
section (f)  of  this  section,  gross  misconduct,  or 
conviction  of  a  felony.  The  city  council  may  overrule  the 
mayor  with  a  two-thirds  vote. 

(h)  Any  vacancy  occuring  on  the  commission  shall  be 
filled  within  ninety  days  by  the  original  appointing  au- 
thority. A  person  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy  occurring 
other  than  by  expiration  of  a  term  shall  be  appointed  for 
the  unexpired  term  of  the  member  he/she  succeeds  and 
shall  be  eligible  for  a  subsequent  appointment  to  one  full 
five-year  term; 

(i)  The  commission  shall  elect  a  chairman  and  a  vice- 
chairman.  The  vice-chairman  shall  act  as  a  chairman  in 
the  absence  of  the  chairman  or  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in 
that  position; 

(j)  Two  members  of  the  commission  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  and  two  affirmative  votes  shall  be  required  for 
any  action  or  recommendation  of  the  commission.  The 
chairman  and  two  members  of  the  commission  may  call  a 
meeting.  Advance  notice  of  all  meetings  shall  be  given  to 
each  member  of  the  commission  and  to  any  other  person 
who  requests  such  notice; 

(k)  The  members  shall  serve  without  compensation, 
but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  incurred  in  the 
course  of  their  duties; 

(1)  The  commission  may  hire  legal  counsel  and  staff,  as 
it  deems  necessary,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordi- 
nance; 

(m)  The  powers  and  duties  of  this  commission  shall  be 
to: 

(1)  prescribe  and  publish  rules  and  regulations  to 
carry  out  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  including 
rules  governing  the  conduct  of  proceeding  hereunder; 

(2)  review  the  report  of  the  clerk  concerning  whether 
any  reporting  person  has  failed  to  file  a  statement  of 
interest  or  has  failed  to  file  a  statement  of  interest  or  has 


a  deficient  statement .  If  a  reporting  person  has  failed  to 
file  a  statement  of  interest,  or  if  any  such  statement 
filed  with  the  clerk  fails  to  confomr  with  the  require- 
ments of  section  3(d)  of  this  ordinance,  then  the  com- 
mission shall  instruct  the  clerk  to  notify  the  delinquent 
in  writing.  Such  notice  shall  state  in  detail  each  defi- 
ciency and  the  penalties  for  failure  to  file  a  correct 
statement  of  interest  pursuant  to  this  ordinance. 

(3)  initiate  a  hearing  and  require  the  attendance  and 
testimony  of  the  delinquent  reporting  person,  if  that 
person  fails  to  file  or  correct  the  statement  of  interest 
within  thirty  days.  The  delinquent  person  may  forego  a 
hearing  before  the  commission  at  his/her  own  discre- 
tion, but  shall  be  subject  to  a  civil  penalty  pursuant  to 
subsection  (m)(4)  of  this  section. 

Any  member  of  the  commission  may  administer  oaths 
and  any  member  of  the  commission  may  hear  testimony 
or  receive  other  evidence  in  any  proceeding  before  the 
commission. 

All  testimony  in  commission  proceedings  shall  be  un- 
der oath.  All  parties  have  the  right  to  call  and  examine 
witnesses  and  to  be  represented  by  counsel.  Before  testi- 
fying, all  witnesses  shall  be  given  a  copy  of  the  regula- 
tions governing  commission  proceedings. 

All  proceedings  of  the  commission  carried  out  pursu- 
ant to  the  provisions  of  this  subsection  shall  be  public, 
unless  the  members  vote  to  go  into  executive  session. 

Within  thirty  days  after  the  end  of  the  proceeding  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  this  subsection,  the  commission 
shall  meet  in  executive  session  for  the  purpose  of  review- 
ing the  evidence  before  it.  Within  thirty  days  after  the 
completion  of  its  deliberation,  the  commission  shall  pub- 
lish its  findings. 

(4)  Issue  on  order  requiring  any  delinquent  reporting 
person  to  pay  a  civil  penalty  of  $200  for  each  violation 
by  such  person,  if  the  commission  establishesin  its 
findings  that  violations  of  this  ordinance  have  been 
committed,  or  if  the  delinquent  reporting  person  de- 
cides to  forego  a  hearing  before  the  commission.

An  Ordinance  to  Establish  an  Advisory  Board  on  Com- 
pensation of  the  May  or,  C  ity  Counci  1  and  Of  ficers  of 
the  City  of  Boston. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  an  advi- 
sory board  on  compensation  of  the  mayor,  members  of 
the  city  council  and  city  officers  whose  compensation  is 
set  by  ordinance,  consisting  of  five  members,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for  a  term  of  five 
years  and  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  city  council. 
One  such  member  shall  be  designated  by  the  mayor  as 
chairman. 

Members  shall  be  appointed  to  the  board  on  a  rotating 
basis.  When  the  board  is  first  established  the  member 


designated  by  the  mayor  as  board  chairman  shall  be  ap- 
pointed for  a  term  of  five  years.  The  remaining  members 
shall  be  appointed  to  an  initial  term  of  four  years,  three 
years,  two  years,  and  one  year,  respectively.  Thereafter, 
each  member  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  five  years. 
In  making  appointments  to  the  board  the  mayor  shall 
use  best  efforts  to  compose  the  membership  of  the  board 
with  individuals  with  the  following  backgrounds  and  ex- 
perience: 

(1)  A  lawyer; 

(2)  an  engineer,  contractor  or  other  individual 
deemed  to  be  familiar  with  salary  scales  particular  to 
the  engineering  and  contracting  fields; 

(3)  a  fiscal  manager,  auditor,  certified  public  ac- 
countant or  other  individual  deemed  to  be  familiar  with 
fiscal  management; 

(4)  a  personnel  manager;  and 

(5)  an  economist  or  other  individual  deemed  to  be 
familiar  with  the  analysis  and  projection  of  economic 
trends,  or  the  formulation  of  economic  policy. 

Said  board  shall  study  the  adequacy  of  the  salaries  and 
expenses  of  the  mayor,  members  of  the  city  council,  and 
city  officers  whose  compensation  is  set  by  ordinance;  and 
in  furtherance  of  said  study,  shall  meet  at  least  semi-annu- 
ally for  the  purposes  of  taking  testimony  and  taking  such 
other  evidence  as  it  shall  deem  appropriate  to  its  purpose 
from  representatives  of  private  industry  and  other  gov- 
ernment agencies,  as  well  as  private  individuals. 

The  board  shall,  annually,  report  its  recommendations 
to  the  mayor  and  the  city  council  on  or  before  the  first 
Monday  in  April  by  filing  the  same  with  the  city  clerk.

The  owner  shall 
have  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  notification  within 
which  to  pay  the  fine,  but  this  thirty-day  period  shall 
not  begin  to  elapse  before  a  hearing  is  held  if  one  is 
requested. 

Upon  failure  of  the  vehicle  owner  to  pay  the  fine,  the 
Traffic  and  Parking  Department  shall  inform  the  Reg- 
istrar of  Motor  Vehicles  and  request  that  the  license  and 
registration  of  the  individual  not  be  renewed  prior  to 
payment.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10, 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  following  new  sec- 
tions at  the  end  thereof: 

An  Ordinance  Establishing  a 
Neighborhood  Housing  Trust 

Whereas,  Decadent  or  substandard  areas  exist  in  the 
City  of  Boston  constituting  a  serious  and  growing  men- 
ace, injurious  and  inimical  to  the  safety,  health,  morals 
and  welfare  of  the  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  the 
sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  existence  of  each  of  such  areas  contrib- 
utes substantially  to  crime  necessitating  excessive  and 
disproportionate  expenditure  of  public  funds  for  the  pres- 
ervation of  the  public  health  and  safety,  for  crime  preven- 
tion, correction,  prosecution,  punishment,  and  the 
treatment  of  juvenile  delinquency  and  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  adequate  police,  fire  and  accident  protection  and 
other  public  services  and  facilities,  which  constitutes  an 
economic  and  social  liability,  substantially  impairs  or  ar- 
rests the  sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  retards 
the  provision  of  residential  buildings;  and 

Whereas,  The  existence  of  each  of  such  area  decreases 
the  value  of  private  investments  and  threatens  the  sources 
of  public  revenue  and  the  financial  stability  of  the  City  of 
Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Because  of  the  economic  and  social  interde- 
pendence of  different  areas  within  the  City  of  Boston,  the 
redevelopment  of  buildings  and  land  not  only  in  sub- 
standard areas  but  also  in  decadent  areas  to  promote  the 
sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston  is  necessary  in  order 
to  achieve  permanent  and  comprehensive  elimination  of 
existing  slums  and  substandard  and  decadent  conditions 
and  to  prevent  the  recurrence  of  such  substandard  or  dec- 
adent conditions  or  their  development  in  other  parts  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  The  menace  of  decadent  or  substandard  ar- 
eas is  beyond  remedy  and  control  solely  by  regulatory 
process  in  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  and  have  not 
been  dealt  with  effectively  by  the  ordinary  operations  of 
private  enterprise  in  a  regulated  market;  and 

Whereas,  Limited  public  resources  require  that  gov- 
ernment dollars  for  housing  programs  be  highly  levered 
by  private  investment;  and 

Whereas,  The  abandonment  of  residential  buildings  in 
such  areas  exacerbates  decadent  or  substandard  condi- 
tions; and 

Whereas,  The  development  of  property  for  the  purpose 
of  eliminating  decadent  or  substandard  conditions  in  the 
City  of  Boston  is  a  public  use  and  purpose  for  which  pub- 
lic money  may  be  expended;  and 

Whereas,  A  public  exigency  exists  which  makes  the 
use,  acquisition,  rehabilitation  or  rebuilding  of  such  dec- 


adent or  substandard  areas  for  residential  buildings  a 
public  use  and  benefit  and  a  necessity  in  the  public  inter- 
est; and 

Whereas,  In  many  areas  throughout  the  City  of  Boston 
there  is  a  shortage  of  decent,  safe  and  sanitary  buildings 
for  residential  purposes,  and  this  condition  is  most  ex- 
treme in  areas  where  decadent  or  substandard  areas  exist; 
and 

Whereas,  The  critical  shortage  of  housing,  private 
ownership  or  rental,  most  greatly  impacts  those  citizens 
with  the  least  ability  to  acquire  the  necessary  capital  to 
rectify  this  shortage;  and 

Whereas,  The  aforesaid  conditions  have  not  been  cor- 
rected by  the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise  in 
a  regulated  market;  it  is  hereby 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General  Laws  chap- 
ter 43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applicable  law,  as  fol- 
lows: 
The  Collector-Treasurer  shall  establish  the  "Neigh-

Declaration  of  Trust 
The  Neighborhood  Housing  Trust 
The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  hereby 
declares  that  he  has  received  on  behalf  of  the  Neighbor- 
hood Housing  Trust  ("Trust"),  $1  from  a  donor,  whose 
name,  together  with  the  names  of  all  other  donors  to  this 
Trust  and  the  amounts  contributed  by  each,  shall  be  kept 
by  him  as  Trustee  as  part  of  the  Trust's  permanent  re- 
cords, and  that  he  shall  hold  said  contribution  and  all 
other  amounts  paid  to  him  hereunder,  for  the  uses  and 
purposes,  and  subject  to  the  duties  and  powers  herein  set 
forth. 

Article  I 
Name  and  Purpose 
Section  1.1.  Name. 

This  Trust  shall  be  known  as  the  Neighborhood  Hous- 
ing Trust.  Its  address  shall  be:  Office  of  the  Collector- 
Treasurer,  One  City  Hall  Plaza,  City  Hall,  Boston,  MA 
02201. 
Section  1.2.  Purpose. 

This  Trust  is  established  to  promote  the  public  health, 
safety,  convenience  and  welfare  by  mitigating  the  extent 
to  which  Boston's  low-  to  moderate-income  households 
are  unable  to  afford  decent,  safe  and  sanitary  housing 
within  the  City  of  Boston.  Towards  that  end  the  Trust  shall 
help  to  create  and  retain  the  supply  of  housing  for  low-  or 
moderate-income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and 
shall,  without  limitation,  acquire  as  appropriate  real 
property  to  construct  such  housing  thereon;  provided, 
however,  that  this  language  shall  not  be  construed  to  pre- 
vent benefit  to  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  who  are  of 
moderate  to  middle  income,  only  if  and  only  to  the  extent 
that  the  Trustees  deem  such  benefit  to  be  incidental  and 
necessary  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  primary  purpose. 

Any  housing  to  be  created  or  retained  may  be  a  part  of 
any  housing  development  or  rehabilitation  that  promotes 
the  safety,  health,  morals  or  welfare  of  the  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston  or  the  sound  growth  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
including  mixed-income  housing  developments;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  trust  funds  used  in  such  develop- 
ments shall  be  utilized  for  the  primary  purpose  of 
benefiting  eligible  residents  of  units  restricted  for  occu- 
pancy by  low-  or  moderate-income  units  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 
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All  Trust  property,  including  principal  and  income, 
shall  be  used  only  for  housing  development  or  rehabilita- 
tion for  low-  or  moderate-income  residents  and  as  re- 
stricted herein  within  the  City  of  Boston,  and  no  part  of 
the  Trust  property  shall  inure  to  the  benefit  of  any  private 
individual  except  as  herein  provided. 

This  Trust  shall  not  operate  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
on  a  trade  or  business  for  profit.  This  Trust  shall  not  take 
part  in  any  political  campaign  on  behalf  of  any  candidate 
for  public  office,  and  no  portion  of  the  Trust  funds  shall 
be  expended  on  any  attempt  to  influence  legislation. 

As  used  in  this  instrument  "low-  or  moderate-income 
residents  of  the  City  of  Boston"  shall  mean  households 
located  in  the  City  of  Boston  whose  total  annual  income  is 
not  more  than  80  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the 
Boston  area  as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from 
time  to  time  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  ("HUD")  pursuant  to  the  Hous- 
ing and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974,  as 
amended.  "Moderate- to  middle-income  residents"  shall 
mean  households  located  in  the  City  of  Bosotn  whose  to- 
tal annual  income  is  greater  than  80  percent  but  does  not 
exceed  120  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the  Boston 
area  as  set  forth  in  regulations  promulgated  from  time  to 
time  by  HUD  pursuant  to  the  Housing  and  Community 
Development  Act  of  1974,  as  amended.  In  the  event  that 
HUD  ceases  to  promulgate  such  regulations,  the  Trustees 
(as  hereinafter  defined)  shall  adopt  and  promulgate  a 
comparable  and  substitute  definition  of  "low-  or  moder- 
ate-income residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,"  and  "moder- 
ate- to  middle-income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston." 

This  trust  shall  satisfy  the  definition  of  "Neighborhood 
Housing  Trust"  as  that  term  is  defined  in  Article  26A  of 
the  Boston  Zoning  Code  and,  subject  to  approval  by  the 
City  Council  and  the  Mayor,  this  trust  shall  be  authorized 
to  receive  and  accept  Development  Impact  Contributions 
made  pursuant  to  Article  26 A. 

Article  II 
Distribution  and  Use  of 
Principal  and  Income 
Section  2.1  Method. 

All  distributions  of  both  principal  and  income  shall  be 
made  upon  a  majority  vote  of  the  Trustees;  except  that  in 
order  to  benefit  low-  or  moderate-income  residents,  the 
incidental  and  necessary  use  of  funda  benefiting  moder- 
ate- to  middle-income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  as 
authorized  by  section  1 . 2  shall  be  made  upon  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  all  Trustees;  provided  that  under  no  circum- 
stances shall  more  than  30  prcent  of  the  annual  distribu- 
tion of  Trust  funds  be  allocated  for  the  benefit  of  such 
moderate-  to  middle-income  residents. 
Section  2.2.  Distributable  Amount. 

During  each  year,  the  Trustees  may  disburse  as  gifts, 
grants  or  secured  loans  an  amount  equal  to  the  net  annual 
income  of  the  Trust  plus  so  much  of  the  principal  as  the 
Trustees  in  their  discretion  may  deem  to  be  in  the  best 
intrest  of  the  Trust. 
Section  2.3  Purposes  of  Distributions. 

All  distributions  or  disbursements  of  this  trust  shall  be 
made  only  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  Article  I  of  this 
Declaration  of  Trust. 
Section  2.4.  Methods  of  Disbursements. 

Funds  may  be  disbursed  to  individuals  and  private  or 
public,  profit  or  not-for-profit  development  entities,  in 
the  form  of  gifts,  grants,  secured  loans  or  in  such  other 
manner  as  the  Trustees  may  deem  necessary  and  appro- 
priate to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  this  Trust.  Prior  to 
accepting  any  request  for  funds,  the  Trustees  shall  estab- 
lish written  rules  and  regulations  for  evaluating  applica- 
tion to  the  Trust  for  funds,  and  for  insuring  that  the  funds 
shall  be  used  exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  this  Trust 


and  for  no  other  purpose.  A  copy  of  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions shall  be  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. 
Section  2.5.  Limitation. 

The  Trustees  shall  not  engage  in  any  activity  and  shall 
not  distribute  any  funds,  except  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1954,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  or  any  similar  provi- 
sions of  subsequent  revenue  acts  as  they  may  pertain  to 
entities  organized  and  operating  exclusively  for  charita- 
ble purposes,  and  in  a  manner  consistent  with  chapter  68 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 


Article  in 
Board  of  Trustees 
Section  3.1.  Composition. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  (the  "Board")  shall  consist  of 
seven  members  (the  "Trustees")  who  shall  serve  in  a  fi- 
duciary capacity  without  compensation;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  each  Trustee  may  be  reimbursed  by  the  Trust 
for  all  expenses  reasonably  incurred  by  them  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties.  The  board  shall  consist  of  the 
following  persons,  each  of  whom  shall  be  and  remain  a 
resident  of  the  City  of  Boston,  while  in  office,  and  may 
remain  in  office  until  the  appointment  and  qualification  of 
their  successor: 

(a)  The  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council  ex  officio 
or  his  or  her  designee  who  shall  also  be  a  member  of 
the  Boston  City  Council;  and 

(b)  The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  ex 
officio;  and 

(c)  Five  individuals,  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  the 
City  of  Boston,  who  shall,  to  the  extent  possible,  be 
reflective  of  the  demographic  composition  of  the  city 
and  who  shall  have  expertise  and/or  experience  in 
law,  real  estate,  housing,  finance,  or  neighborhood 
development,  and  who  shall  be  familiar  with  the 
housing  needs  of  low-  or  moderate-income  residents 
of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  3.2.  Term. 

The  term  of  the  office  of  each  Trustee  not  serving  as  ex 
officio  shall  be  two  years  and  shall  expire  on  the  second 
Friday  in  January  in  each  even-numbered  year;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  the  term  in  office  of  the  initially  ap- 
pointed Trustees  shall  expire  on  January  10,  1988. 
Should  any  non  ex  officio  Trustee  fail  to  attend  two  con- 
secutive quarterly  meetings,  he  or  she  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  voluntarily  vacated  his  or  her  office  as  Trustee.  In 
the  event  that  any  non  ex  officio  Trustee  shall  vacate  his 
or  her  office,  withdraw,  resign,  die,  be  removed,  become 
incapacitated  or  cease  to  hold  such  position  without  his  or 
her  successor  assuming  office,  a  substitute  Trustee  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  applicable  subsection  of  section  3.1 
hereof  to  serve  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  such  Trust- 
ee's term. 
Section  3.2. 1 .  Fiduciary  Responsibility. 

The  Trustees'  powers  are  exercisable  solely  in  their  fi- 
duciary capacity  consistent  with  and  in  furtherance  of 
purposes  specified  in  section  1.2  and  not  otherwise. 
Section  3.3.  Managing  Trustee. 

The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  ex  offi- 
cio, shall  serve  as  Managing  Trustee.  The  Managing 
Trustee  shall  be  responsible  for  maintaining  the  financial 
and  other  records  of  the  Trust  and  administering  the  Trust 
property  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  or  enhancing  the 
Trust  property,  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  pertain- 
ing to  Trust  management  which  are  granted  to  a  trustee  by 
the  law  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  unless 
otherwise  restricted  by  the  terms  of  this  Trust. 
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Section  3.3. 1 .  Secretary  and  Employees. 

The  Trustees  shall  appoint  a  secretary,  who  shall  not  be 
a  Trustee,  and  such  other  employees  as  they  shall  deem 
necessary,  who  shall  work  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Managing  Trustee;  provided,  however,  the  Trustees  shall 
not  expend  in  excess  of  $100,000  annually  for  salaries 
and  administrative  expenses,  including  the  cost  of  an  in- 
dependent audit  as  provided  for  in  section  4. 1  herein,  ad- 
justed with  the  approval  of  the  Boston  City  Council  and 
the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Boston  periodically  to  reflect 
inflation.  The  secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  meetings  of  the  Trustees  and  shall  be  the  cus- 
todian of  books,  documents,  and  papers  filed  with  the 
Trustees. 
Section  3.3.2.  Trustee's  Powers. 

In  extension  and  not  in  limitation  of  the  common  law 
and  statutory  powers  of  trustees  and  other  powers  and 
limitations  set  forth  in  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  and 
Trustees  shall  have  the  following  discretionary  powers: 

(a)  To  receive  and  accept  property,  whether  real  or  per- 
sonal, by  gift,  grant,  devise,  appropriation  or  trans- 
fer from  any  person,  firm,  trust,  corporation  or  other 
public  or  private  entity,  including  without  limitation 
grants  of  funds  payable  in  connection  with  any  Hous- 
ing Payment  Exaction,  Housing  Contribution,  or 
Housing  Creation  Contribution  pursuant  to  the  Bos- 
ton Zoning  Code,  to  be  held,  administered  and  dis- 
posed of  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this 
Trust;  provided,  however,  that  no  gift,  grant,  devise 
or  transfer  of  property  shall  be  received  and  accepted 
if  it  is  so  conditioned,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Trustees, 
as  to  jeopardize  the  federal  income  tax  exemption  of 
this  Trust  under  section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Code,  as 
now  in  force  or  hereafter  amended. 

(b)  To  buy,  sell ,  exchange,  transfer  or  convey  any  of  the 
Trust  property  upon  such  terms  and  conditions,  and 
such  manner  and  form  as  he  or  she  shall  deem  best, 
and  to  execute,  acknowledge,  deliver  and  record  any 
contract  or  other  instrument  relating  to  the  Trust 
property  which  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary  or  ap- 
propriate. 

(c)  For  accounting  purposes  only,  to  determine  to  what 
extent  money  and  other  property  coming  into  his  or 
her  possession  shall  be  deemed  principal  or  income, 
and  to  apportion  the  same  between  principal  and  in- 
come as  determined  by  him  or  her. 

(d)  To  determine  whether  expenses  incidental  to  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Trust  should  be  borne  by  the  prin- 
cipal or  income  portions  of  Trust  property,  and  to 
apportion  the  same  between  principal  and  income 

(e)  To  amortize  any  premium  on  any  bonds  held  as  part 
of  the  Trust  property  or  to  refrain  from  doing  so  as  he 
or  she  shall  determine. 

(f)  To  retain  and  hold  any  stock,  bond  or  other  security 
given  to  the  Trust  for  as  long  a  period  as  deems  advis- 
able subject  to  any  limitations  imposed  upon  such 
gift. 

(g)  To  join  in  any  merger,  consolidation  or  reorganiza- 
tion of  any  corporation  or  association  whose  securi- 
ties shall  be  held  as  part  of  Trust  property;  to  pay  any 
calls  and  assessments  imposed  upon  the  owner  of 
such  securities  as  a  condition  of  participating 
therein;  and  to  consent  to  any  contract,  lease,  mort- 
gage, purchase  or  sale  of  property,  by  or  between 
such  corporation  and  any  other  corporation  of  per- 
son. 

(h)  To  deposit  any  security  with  any  protective  or  reor- 
ganization committee  and  to  delegate  to  such  com- 
mittee such  power  and  aucthority  with  relation 
thereto  as  the  Managing  Trustee  may  deem  proper, 
and  to  agree  to  pay,  and  to  pay,  out  of  the  property  of 
this  trust,  such  portion  of  the  expenses  and  compen- 


sation of  such  committee  as  he  or  she  may  deem 
proper. 

(i)  To  vote  all  stock  and  to  execute  and  deliver  proxies 
or  powers  of  attorney  to  such  person  or  persons  as  the 
Managing  Trustee  may  deem  proper,  granting  to 
such  person  or  persons  such  power  and  authority 
with  relation  to  any  property  or  securities  at  any  time 
held  as  a  part  of  the  Trust  property  as  the  Managing 
Trustee  shall  deem  proper. 

(j)  To  exercise  all  powers  and  rights  of  subscription  or 
otherwise  which  in  any  manner  arise  out  of  owner- 
ship of  securities  held  as  part  of  ther  Trust  property. 

(k)  To  compromise,  arbitrate,  defend,  enforce,  re- 
lease, settle  or  otherwise  adjust  claims  in  favor  of  or 
against  the  Trust,  including  claims  for' taxes,  and  to 
accept  any  property,  either  in  total  or  partial  satisfac- 
tion of  any  indebtedness  or  other  obligation  and,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  hereof,  to  continue  to  hold  the 
same  for  such  period  of  time  as  the  Trustees  may 
deem  appropriate. 

(1)  To  borrow  money  for  such  periods,  at  such  rates  of 
interest,  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  trustees  consider 
advisable,  and  as  security  for  such  loans  to  mortgage 
or  pledge  any  real  or  personal  property  with  or  with- 
out power  of  sale;  to  acquire  or  hold  any  real  or  per- 
sonal property,  subject  to  any  mortgage  or  pledge  on 
or  of  property  acquired  or  held  by  this  trust. 

(m)  To  execute  and  deliver  deeds,  assignments,  trans- 
fers, mortgages,  pledges,  leases,  covenants,  con- 
tracts, promissory  notes,  releases,  and  all  other 
instruments,  sealed  or  unsealed,  necessary,  proper 
or  incident  to  any  transaction  in  which  they  engage 
for  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  of  this  trust 
or  of  any  of  the  powers  herein  granted. 

(n)  To  employ  a  bank  or  trust  company  as  custodian  of 
any  funds  or  securities  and  to  delegate  to  it  such 
powers  as  they  deem  appropriate;  to  hold  trust  prop- 
erty without  indication  of  fiduciary  capacity  but  only 
in  the  name  of  a  registered  nominee,  provided  the 
trust  property  is  at  all  times  identified  as  such  on  the 
books  of  the  trust  and  to  hold  any  securities  in  regis- 
tered or  in  bearer  form;  to  keep  any  or  all  of  the  trust 
property  or  funds  in  any  place  or  places  in  the  United 
States  of  America;  to  employ  clerks,  accountants, 
investment  counsel,  investment  agents,  and  Contract 
for  any  special  trust-related  services,  and  to  pay  the 
reasonable  compensation  and  expenses  of  all  such 
services  in  addition  to  the  compensation  of  the  trust- 
ees. 

(o)  To  sell,  lease  or  exchange  any  personal,  mixed,  or 
real  property,  at  public  auction  or  by  private  con- 
tract, for  such  consideration  and  on  such  terms  as  to 
credit  or  otherwise,  and  to  make  such  contracts  and 
enter  into  such  undertakings  relating  to  the  trust 
property,  as  they  consider  advisable,  whether  or  not 
such  leases  or  contracts  may  extend  beyond  the  dura- 
tion of  the  trust. 

(p)  To  make  distributions  in  cash  or  in  kind. 

(q)  To  hold  all  or  part  of  the  trust  fund  uninvested  for 
such  purposes  and  for  such  time  as  the  trustees  may 
deem  appropriate. 

(r)  To  extend  the  time  for  payment  of  any  obligation  to 
the  Trust. 
Section  3.3.2.  Instructions  to  Managing  Trustees. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  if  the  board  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  shall  direct  the  Managing  Trustee  in  the  per- 
formance of  any  of  the  foregoing  powers,  the  Managing 
Trustee  shall  follow  such  instruction. 
Section  3.4.  Indemnification. 

Neither  the  Managing  Trustee  nor  any  other  Trustee 
shall  be  liable  for,  and,  to  the  extent  of  its  assets,  this  Trust 
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shall  indemnify  such  person  against  any  liabilities,  in- 
cluding actual  and  reasonable  attorney's  fees  incurred  in 
defending  against  such  liabilities,  arising  out  of  his  or  her 
activities  on  behalf  of  and  for  the  Trust,  unless  such  liabil- 
ities are  the  result  of  the  willful  misconduct,  bad  faith  or 
gross  negligence  of  such  Trustee.  No  Trustee  shall  be  re- 
quired to  furnish  any  bond  or  surety  or  shall  be  liable  for 
the  act  or  ommission  of  any  other  Trustee.  The  Trustee 
may  obtain  insurance  with  respect  to  Trust  activities  and 
pay  for  such  insurance  with  Trust  funds. 
Section  3.5.  Meetings. 

The  board  shall  meet  annually  on  the  Monday  follow- 
ing the  second  Friday  in  Janauary  and  shall  hold  at  least 
three  additional  quarterly  meetings  each  year  at  intervals 
of  approximately  three  months  for  the  purpose  of  distrib- 
uting Trust  funds,  if  any,  pursuant  to  Article  II  hereof 
among  eligible  applicants  for  such  funds  as  the  board  in 
its  sole  discretion  may  determine.  The  board  may  also 
meet  at  such  other  times  as  may  be  designated  for  special 
meetings  by  the  Managing  Trustee.

Except  as  otherwise  herein 
provided,  the  board  shall  act  by  majority  vote  of  the 
Trustees. 

Section  3. 5. 2.  Quorum. 

A  quorum  shall  be  constituted  at  each  meeting  ifat  least 
four  of  the  Trustees  are  present  in  person-. 
Section  3.5.3.  Actions  Taken  By  Written  Consent. 

Any  action  required  or  permitted  to  be  taken  by  the 
board  may  be  taken  without  a  meeting  if  all  Trustees  enti- 
tled to  vote  consent  in  writing  to  the  taking  of  such  action 
without  a  meeting.  Such  written  consents  shall  be  treated 
for  all  purposes  as  a  vote  at  a  meeting,  and  shall  become 
part  of  the  permanent  records  of  the  board. 
Section  3.6.  Other  Matters  Affecting  the  Trust. 

From  time  to  time  by  majority  vote,  the  Trustees  may 
adopt  such  written  rules,  regulations  and  procedures,  not 
inconsistent  with  this  Trust,  for  the  conduct  of  their  meet- 
ings, the  carrying  out  of  their  duties  and  powers  hereun- 
der and  shall  in  any  event,  prior  to  the  approval  of  any 
distribution  pursuant  to  this  Trust,  adopt  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  their 
powers  hereunder  in  accordance  with  applicable  law. 
Such  written  rules,  regulations  and  procedures  shall  be 
published  and  recorded  pursuant  to  Article  VI,  section 
6.4  herein. 

Article  IV 
Accounts 
Section  4. 1  Accounts. 

The  Managing  Trustee  shall  submit  to  the  Board  at  the 
annual  meeting  an  account  of  the  Trust  prepared  by  an 
independent  certified  public  account  and  shall  submit 
copies  thereof  to  the  Boston  City  Council,  Boston  City 
Clerk,  and  to  the  Division  of  Public  Charities  of  the  Of- 
fice of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts,  or  to  such  other  office  of  said  Common- 
wealth as  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  accounts  of  public 
charities.  Said  account  shall  be  the  result  of  an  indepen- 
dent audit.  Such  annual  account  shall  be  published  and 
available  to  the  public.  The  Trust  may  charge  the  public  a 
nominal  fee  for  copies  of  the  annual  account. 


Article  V 
Dissolution  and  Amendment 
Section  5.1.  Dissolution  and  Amendment  of  Trust. 

It  is  intended  that  this  Trust  shall  continue  in  perpetuity ; 
provided,  however,  if  for  any  reason  it  becomes  impos- 
sible to  do  so,  then  this  Trust  may  be  terminated  upon 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Trustees.  If  for  any  reason  this 
Trust  is  voluntarily  or  involuntarily  dissolved  or  wholly 
inoperative,  all  the  property  of  the  Trust  shall  be  distrib- 
uted to  the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  used  solely  for  the  pur- 
poses consistent  with  section  1 .2  of  this  Trust. 

Amendments  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust  may  be  made 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Trustees;  provided,  however, 
that  such  amendments  do  not  violate  the  purpose  of  this 
Trust  pursuant  to  section  (1.2);  and  provided,  further, 
that  section  (1.2)  itself  shall  not  be  amended. 

No  amendment  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust  shall  autho- 
rize the  Trustees  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  Trust  in  any 
manner  or  for  any  purpose  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
section  501  (c)  (3)  of  the  Code.  Any  amendment  made 
pursuant  to  this  article  shall  be  attached  to  each  original 
counterpart  of  this  instrument  and  shall  be  recorded  as 
provided  in  section  6.5  hereof. 

Article  VI 
Miscellaneous 
Section  6. 1 .  Titles  and  Subtitles. 

Titles  of  the  articles  and  subtitles  for  the  sections  are 
placed  herein  for  reference  only,  and  in  case  of  any  con- 
flict, the  text  of  this  instrument,  other  that  such  titles  or 
subtitles,  shall  be  controlling. 
Section  6.2.  Governed  by  Massachusetts  Law. 

This  Trust  shall  at  all  times  be  governed  by,  construed, 
regulated  and  administered  in  all  respects  under  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
Section  6.3.  Counterpart  Copies. 

This  Declaration  of  Trust  may  be  printed  and  executed 
in  as  many  counterparts  as  deemed  desirable,  each  of 
which  shall  be  an  original  and  to  be  recorded  as  herein 
provided.  At  least  one  copy  shall  always  be  kept  on  file 
and  open  to  public  inspection  in  the  Office  of  the  Boston 
City  Clerk. 

Section  6.4.  Recording. 

Executed  counterparts  shall  be  record  in  the  Office  of 
the  Boston  City  Clerk,  the  Division  of  Public  Charities  of 
the  Office  of  the  Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  and  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  Any  amendment  shall 
take  effect  only  when  so  recorded.

ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING  THE 
BOSTON  EMPLOYMENT  COMMISSION 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston, 
Officer  of  the  Mayor, 

May  21,  1986. 
To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  hereby  transmit  for  your  consideration  and  approval 
an  ordinance  that  would  establish  the  Boston  Employ- 
ment Commission. 

As  you  know,  Boston  is  experiencing  unprecedented 
growth  in  our  downtown  economy.  The  billions  of  dollars 
invested  in  new  and  ongoing  commercial  enterprises  are 
creating  a  vast  array  of  potential  opportunities  for  the 
people  of  Boston.  Too  frequently,  the  people  of  this  city 
are  prohibited  from  participating  in  the  vitality  of  the 
downtown  area,  kept  away  by  wide  gaps  in  access  and 
skills.  Through  our  expanded  Boston  Jobs  for  Boston 
Residents  policy,  we  have  created  a  bridge  over  these 
gaps  in  income  and  opportunity  that  separates  downtown 
from  many  neighborhoods.  Now,  we  need  a  mechanism 
to  maintain  and  strengthen  that  bridge;  to  widen  it  and 
ensure  speedy  passage  for  increasing  numbers  of  neigh- 
borhood residents.  The  five-member  Boston  Employ- 
ment Commission  will  be  a  critical  part  of  this 
mechanism. 

We  are  making  important  progress  in  Boston.  Within 
City  Hall,  for  example,  the  municipal  workforce  every 
quarter  grows  more  and  more  representative  of  the  di- 
verse municipal  population  it  serves.  Yet,  much  more  re- 
mains to  be  done.  Too  many  residents  in  too  many  areas 
are  still  being  left  behind  in  an  era  of  unprecedented  eco- 
nomic expansion.  In  my  discussions  with  business  lead- 
ers and  neighborhood  residents  alike,  it  was  made  clear  to 
me  that  we  need  institutionalized  measures  to  help  ensure 
—  in  a  way  that  is  fair,  consistent,  and  predictable  —  that 
neighborhood  residents  share  in  the  benefits  of  the  eco- 
nomic growth  in  their  city. 


Together  we  can  build  enduring  bridges  of  opportunity 
in  our  city,  linking  downtown  with  the  neighborhoods  and 
linking  one  neighborhood  to  the  next. 

In  this  spirit,  I  urge  your  speedy  consideration  of  the 
enclosed  ordinance.

Preamble:  Policy  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Whereas,  There  is  a  need  to  ensure  that  Boston  resi- 
dents receive  maximum  benefits  from  the  growing  pri- 
vate economy  of  their  city  and  the  economic  resurgence 
of  office,  hotel,  retail,  institutional,  and  unsubsidized 
residential  development,  including  the  permanent  jobs 
which  emanate  from  this  economic  expansion; 

Whereas,  There  is  unemployment  and  underemploy- 
ment in  the  City  of  Boston,  both  among  majority  and  mi- 
nority residents; 

Whereas,  Black,  Hispanic,  Asian  and  Native  Ameri- 
can residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  as  well  as  female  resi- 
dents, have  historically  been  underrepresented  in  the 
construction  trades  and  unions  in  the  City  of  Boston  and 
such  exclusion  can  and  does  exacerbate  racial  tensions  as 
a  result  of  the  competition  for  employment  opportunities; 

Whereas,  The  effect  of  high  levels  of  unemployment 
and  underemployment  has  a  serious,  substantial  and  dele- 
terious effect  upon  all  the  neighborhoods  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  resulting  in  the  physical  deterioration  of  neigh- 
borhoods, vandalism,  and  crime; 

Whereas,  An  ordinance  establishing  the  Boston  Resi- 
dents Jobs  Policy,  Ordinances  of  1983,  chapter  30,  was 
promulgated  and  was  extended  by  the  Mayor's  Executive 
Order  extending  the  Boston  Residents  Job  Policy,  dated 
July  12,  1985,  which  established  Resident  Construction 
Employment  Standards  to  ensure  employment  for  Boston 
residents,  minorities,  and  women; 

Whereas,  It  is  the  policy  of  the  city  to  promote  the  em- 
ployment of  Boston  residents,  minorities,  and  women  in 
permanent  jobs  with  both  major  employers  and  city  gov- 
ernment; 

Whereas,  It  is  essential  to  the  fulfillment  of  the  Boston 
Residents  Jobs  Policy  that  projects  and  employment 
plans  be  monitored,  that  findings  be  made  with  respect  to 
compliance,  and  that  recommendations  for  sanctions  be 
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determined,  and  that  this  be  done  in  a  manner  that  pro- 
tects the  due  process  rights  of  all  parites  involved: 

Whereas,  Such  findings  and  recommendations  should 
be  made  by  an  independent  body  composed  of  persons 
with  an  established  commitment  to  equal  employment 
opportunity; 

Whereas,  The  following  is  declared  to  be  in  the  public 
interest;  therefore,  be  it  ordained  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Definitions. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  following  defi- 
nitions shall  apply,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 

(1)  "Best  Efforts."  The  developer  and  contractors  may 
rely  on  traditional  referral  methods  in  the  hiring  of  jour- 
neymen, apprentices,  advanced  trainees,  and  helpers.  In 
addition,  whenever  those  traditional  referral  methods 
prove  insufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Boston 
Residents  Construction  Employment  Standards,  the  de- 
veloper and  contractors  shall  implement  affirmative 
action  steps  which  include  at  a  minimum  the  following: 

(i)  Establish  and  maintain  a  current  list  of  Boston  resi- 
dent, minority  and  female  recruitment  sources  (e.g. , 
community  organizations)  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and  Community  Serv- 
ices. 

(ii)  Whenever  the  developer  and  contractors  have  em- 
ployment opportunities  available,  and  their  tradi- 
tional referral  sources  cannot  supply  employees 
equal  to  the  Boston  Resident  Construction  Employ- 
ment Standards,  maintain  a  record  of  written  re- 
quests to  these  and  other  recruitment  sources, 
including  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and  Commu- 
nity Services.  A  written  record  of  responses  to  all 
requests  for  referrals  must  also  be  maintained. 

(iii)  Maintain  a  site  application  log  on  individuals  inter- 
ested in  applying  for  jobs  on  the  project.  Maintain  a 
current  file  of  the  names,  addresses,  and  telephone 
numbers  of  each  Boston  resident,  minority,  and  fe- 
male referred  to  a  developer  or  contractor  by  any 
community  organization,  including  the  Mayor's  Of- 
fice of  Jobs  and  Community  Services.  Maintain  a  re- 
cord of  what  action  was  taken  regarding  each 
individual  who  was  referred  to  a  union  hiring  hall 
and/or  contractor,  but  was  not  hired.  The  developer 
and/or  contractor  shall  document  the  reasons  for 
such  failure  to  hire. 

(iv)  Provide  information  upon  request  to  the  Compli- 
ance Division  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and 
Community  Services  regarding  the  above  proce- 
dures. 

(2)  "Boston  Employment  Commission,"  hereinafter 
"Commission."  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board  known 
as  the  Boston  Employment  Commission,  consisting  of 
five  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  The  commission 
shall  have  the  powers  and  duties  set  forth  in  section  4 
herein.  The  members  of  the  commission  shall  be  deemed 
special  municipal  employees  for  purposes  of  chapter 
268 A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

(3)  "Boston  Resident."  Any  person  for  whom  the  prin- 
cipal place  where  that  person  normally  eats  and  sleeps 
and  maintains  his  or  her  normal  personal  and  household 
effects  is  within  the  city  limits  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

(4)  "Boston  Resident  Construction  Employment 
Standards."  The  standards  as  contained  below: 

(i)  Fifty  percent  of  all  worker  hours  on  a  craft-by-craft 
basis  in  Covered  Projects  shall  be  worked  by  Boston 
Residents; 

(ii)  Twenty-five  percent  of  all  worker  hours  on  a  craft- 
by-craft  basis  in  covered  projects  shall  be  worked  by 
Minority  Persons; 

(iii)  Ten  percent  of  all  worker  hours  on  a  craft-by- 
craft  basis  in  covered  projects  shall  be  worked  by  fe- 
males. 


(5)  "Boston  Resident  Permanent  Employment  Stand- 
ards." The  standards  as  contained  below: 

(i)  Fifty  percent  of  all  permanent  jobs  in  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  filled  by  Boston  residents; 

(ii)  Thirty  percent  of  all  permanent  jobs  in  the  City  of 
Boston  shall  be  filled  by  minority  persons; 

(iii)  Fifty  percent  of  all  permanent  jobs  in  the  City  of 
Boston  shaall  be  filled  by  females. 

(6)  "Covered  Projects."  All  projects,  contracts,  or 
agreements  within  the  jurisdiction  of: 

(i)  the  Boston  Residents  Jobs  Policy,  Ordinances  of 
1983,  chapter  30  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Jobs 
Ordinance"); 

(ii)  the  Mayor's  Executive  Order  Extending  the  Boston 
Residents  Job  Policy,  datedJuly  12, 1985,  (hereinaf- 
ter referred  to  as  "Jobs  Order");  or 

(iii)  any  subsequent  ordinance  or  executive  order,  re- 
lating to  Boston  jobs  policies,  which  specifically  em- 
powers the  Boston  Employment  Commission  and 
which  may  be  hereafter  duly  adopted;  but 

(iv)  Covered  Projects  shall  not  include  projects,  con- 
tracts, or  agreements  where:  (1)  the  work  will  be  ei- 
ther construction  of  or  renovations  to  an  area  of 
40,000  square  feet  or  less  and  the  building  involving 
such  construction  or  renovations  is  intended  for  in- 
dustrial use;  or  (2)  the  work  will  be  either  construc- 
tion of  or  renovations  to  an  area  of  10,000  square  feet 
or  less  and  the  building  involving  such  construction 
or  renovations  is  intended  for  commercial  use;  or  (3) 
the  project  is  intended  to  employ  less  than  six  con- 
struction workers. 

(7)  "Major  Private  Employer,"  Any  private  firm  which 
employs  at  any  one  time  more  than  500  people  to  work 
within  the  City  of  Boston. 

(8)  "Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and  Community  Serv- 
ices," hereinafter  "OJCS."  The  agency  within  the  City  of 
Boston  government  responsible  for  compiling  compli- 
ance information  in  accordance  with  the  Boston  Resi- 
dents Construction  Employment  Standards,  as  defined  in 
section  1(4)  herein,  and  the  Minority  Business  Enterpri- 
se/Women's Business  Enterprise  Programs. 

(9)  "Minority  Business  Enterprise/ Women's  Business 
Enterprise  (MBE/WBE)."  Any  firm  or  business  enter- 
prise in  which: 

(i)  The  principals  are  members  of  a  minority  group 
or  are  females;  and 

(ii)  Minorities  or  females  own  at  least  51  percent;  and 

(iii)  Minorities  or  females  possess  and  demonstrate 
dominant  control  over  management  of  such  firm  or 
business  enterprise;  and 

(iv)  Such  firm  or  business  enterprise  is  an  ongoing  con- 
cern; and 

(v)  Minorities  or  females  are  substantial  investors  in 
such  firms  and  business  enterprise. 

(10)  "Minority  Person"  or  "Minority."  Any  person 
who  is  Black,  Hispanic,  Asian,  or  Native  American,  as 
these  terms  may  be  defined  by  the  United  States  Census 
Bureau,  or,  if  not  defined  thereby,  as  these  terms  are  de- 
fined by  the  Boston  Equal  Employment  Opportunity 
Commission  in  its  duly  promulgated  regulations. 

(11)  "Permanent  Job."  Any  full-time  position,  or  its 
equivalent,  that  an  employer  would  fill  year-round  and 
continue  to  fill  inddefinitely  in  a  particular  location. 

(12)  "Voluntary  Employment  Agreement."  Any  plan 
to  promote  hiring  of  Boston  residents,  minorities,  and/or 
women  developed  by  private  employers  which  ad- 
dresses, at  a  minimum,  plans  to  achieve  hiring  goals  for 
new  hires  and  vacancies. 

(13)  "Worker  Hours."  The  sum  total  of  all  hours 
worked  by  all  persons  performing  construction  work. 
Section  2.  Scope  of  Jurisdiction. 

The  Commission's  jurisdiction  shall  extend  to:  (1)  cov- 
ered projects,  as  defined  in  section  1  (6)  herein;  (2)  volun- 
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tary  employment  agreements,  as  defined  in  section  1(12) 
herein,  developed  by  major  private  employers  or  other 
employers  within  the  City  of  Boston;  and  (3)  matters  un- 
der the  jurisdiction  of  any  subsequent  ordinance  or  exec- 
utive order,  relating  to  Boston  jobs  policies,  which 
specifically  empowers  the  Boston  Employment  Commis- 
sion and  which  may  be  hereafter  duly  adopted. 
Section  3.  Powers  and  Duties. 

(1)  The  Commission  shall  be  charged  with  bringing 
Covered  Projects  into  compliance  with  Boston  Residents 
Construction  Employment  Standards,  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 1(4)  herein.  The  commission  shall  receive  compli- 
ance informatiion  form  OJCS,  investigate 
noncompliance  complaints,  make  compliance  determi- 
nations, and  where  appropriate,  issue  sanctions  as  out- 
lined in  section  9  herein.  Compliance  informatioin  may 
be  gathered  at  any  time  by  the  commission,  and  compli- 
ance determinations  shall  be  made  by  phase  for  each  cov- 
ered project  in  accordance  with  sections  5,  6,  and  7 
herein.  For  projects  under  construction  upon  the  adop- 
tion of  this  ordinance,  the  commission,  in  conjunction 
with  the  appropriate  city  agency,  may  also  pursue  reme- 
dies for  noncompliance  that  arise  through  existing  con- 
tracts and  agreements  or  that  exist  pursuant  to  the  Jobs 
Ordinance  or  Jobs  Order. 

(2)  The  commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  require 
developers  of  covered  projects  to  submit:  (i)  detailed 
plans  that  show  how  the  developer  intends  to  meet  the 
Boston  Resident  Construction  Jobs  Standards;  (ii)  de- 
tailed plans  that  show  how  the  developer  intends  to  meet 
the  Boston  Resident  Permanent  Employment  Standards; 
and  (iii)  detailed  plans  that  show  how  the  developer  in- 
tends to  meet  MBE/WBE  goals  contained  in  city  con- 
tracts or  that  arise  from  city,  state,  or  federal  laws, 
regulations,  or  policies. 

(3)  The  commission  shall  be  charged  with  monitoring 
MBE/WBE  goals  contained  in  city  contracts  or  that  arise 
from  city,  state,  or  federal  laws,  regulations,  or  policies. 
The  commission  shall  receive  compliance  information 
from  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and  Community  Serv- 
ices, and  shall  pursue  appropriate  remedies  for  noncom- 
pliance or  recommend  that  the  awarding  authority  or 
agency  pursue  such  remedies. 

(4)  The  commission  shall  meet  with  representatives  of 
major  private  employers  in  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  re- 
viewing voluntary,  aggregate  hiring  goals  set  by  said  em- 
ployers which  promote  job  opportunities  for  minorities 
and  city  residents. 

The  commission  shall  gather  information  on  whether 
the  aggregate  goals  are  being  met  and  shall  encourage 
major  private  employers  to  join  in  this  collaborative  ef- 
fort. 

The  commission  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  have  a 
group  representing  the  participating  major  private  em- 
ployers issue  a  public  report  each  year  on  the  success  of 
this  effort  and  such  voluntary  business  programs  as  sum- 
mer jobs  for  youth,  the  Boston  Compact  and  Bos- 
ton Works. 

At  least  twice  annually,  the  commission  shall  invite  ma- 
jor private  employers  or  a  subcommittee  of  major  private 
employers  to  make  presentations  to  the  commission. 

(5)  The  commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  promul- 
gate regulations,  as  to  matters  within  the  commission's 
purview,  after  public  notice,  comment,  and  hearing  and 
upon  a  majority  vote  of  all  members. 

Section  4.  Composition. 

There  shall  be  five  members  of  the  commission,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  Members  of  the 
commission  shall  have  a  demonstrated  commitment  to 
equal  employment  opportunity.  There  shall  be  female  and 
minority  representation  on  the  commission .  All  members 


of  the  commission  shall  be  Boston  residents  or  shall 
maintain  their  principal  place  of  business  in  Boston. 

(1)  Nominations.  The  Mayor  shall  seek  nominations 
for  membership  from  a  wide  range  of  individuals  and  or- 
ganizations. 

(2)  Term  of  Office.  Commission  members  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  two-year  terms,  and  members  shall  serve  until 
their  successors  are  duly  appointed.  Vacancies,  other 
than  by  reason  of  expiration  of  terms,  shall  be  filled  by 
appointment  by  the  Mayor  for  the  balance  of  the  unex- 
pired term. 

(3)  Removal.  The  Mayor  may  remove  a  member  for 
just  cause  by  filing  a  written  statement  to  such  effect  with 
the  city  clerk.  Reasons  for  just  cause  shall  include  but  not 
be  limited  to  a  pattern  of  nonattendance,  noncompliance 
with  procedures  established  under  section  10  herein,  fail- 
ure to  disclose  conflicts  of  interest,  incapacity  due  to  ill- 
ness, or  conviction  of  a  crime.  The  Mayor's 
determination  that  just  cause  for  removal  exists  shall  be 
conclusive. 

(4)  Chair.  The  chairperson  of  the  commission  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  and  shall  serve  a  term  of  two 
years. 

(5)  Quorum.  In  no  event  shall  a  quorum  be  fewer  than 
three  members  of  the  commission. 

Section  5.  Procedures. 

No  actions  or  determinations  under  sections  7,  8,  9,  or 
10  shall  be  taken  or  made  without  adherence  to  the  fol- 
lowing administrative  procedures: 

(1)  Notice  to  Parties.  Any  party  subject  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion and  recommendation  power  of  the  commission  shall 
be  given  at  least  fourteen  calendar  days  notice  of  any 
hearing  affecting  its  interests,  such  notice  to  be  provided 
in  writing  and  sent  by  mail ,  postage  prepaid  first  class,  to 
the  party  at  its  usual  place  of  business. 

(2)  Method.  Decisions  to  sanction  shall  require  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  membership  of  the  commission.  The 
commission  shall  adopt  procedures,  voted  by  a  majority 
of  all  members,  to  establish  the  time,  place,  and  manner 
for  its  members  to  meet  and  vote.  Such  procedures  and 
revisions  to  such  procedures  shall  be  submitted  in  writing 
to  the  Mayor  and  OJCS  within  twenty-one  calendar  days 
of  their  scheduled  adoption. 

(3)  Public  Meetings.  A  public  meeting  subject  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  open  meetings  law 
(M.G.L.  ch.  39,  s.  23)  shall  be  held  before  the  commis- 
sion conducts  its  final  vote  on  any  matter  within  its  juris- 
diction. All  such  public  shall  require  reasonable  notice 
under  the  circumstances  to  the  general  public  in  a  news- 
paper of  general  circulation.  At  least  seven  days  notice 
shall  be  the  goal  to  be  achieved  when  possible. 

(4)  Records.  The  commission  shall  record  no  less  than: 
the  time  and  place  of  each  meeting;  the  topic(s)  discussed 
in  each  meeting;  members  in  attendance  at  each  meeting; 
whether  the  meeting  was  open  to  the  public;  what  non- 
members  were  in  attendance;  any  votes  taken;  and  any 
disclosures  by  members  of  conflicts  of  interest.  Such  re- 
cord shall  be  maintained  in  good  and  legible  condition  by 
the  chairperson,  or  his  or  her  designee,  and  be  available 
for  inspection  by  any  member  of  the  public  upon  reason- 
able notice. 

Section  6.  Standards  for  Compliance. 

The  commission  shall  use  the  Boston  Residence  Con- 
struction Employment  Standards  to  monitor  compliance 
of  covered  projects  with  this  ordinance.  A  covered  pro- 
ject shall  be  deemed  in  compliance  if  1)  the  statistical 
monitoring  data  by  phase  shows  compliance  with  the 
Boston  Resident  Construction  Employment  Standards; 
or  2)  if  the  commission  determines  that  best  efforts  as 
defined  in  section  1  ( 1 )  herein ,  have  been  made  to  comply 
with  the  Boston  Resident  Construction  Employment 
Standards. 
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Section  7.  Determination  of  Compliance. 

The  Commission,  by  vote  of  its  membership,  shall 
make  determinations  that  covered  projects  comply  with 
the  Boston  Resident  Construction  Employment  Stand- 
ards at  four  phases  of  the  development  process  as  fol- 
lows: 

Phase  I.  25  percent  complete; 

Phase  II.  50  percent  complete; 

Phase  III.  75  percent  complete; 

Phase  IV.  100  percent  complete. 
"Percent  Complete"  shall  be  measured  by  the  percentage 
of  the  total  worker  hours  expected  to  be  worked  on  the 
project.  Said  percentage  shall  be  monitored  by  the  com- 
mission and  included  in  monitoring  reports. 
Section  8.  Establishment  of  Escrow  Fund. 

For  each  covered  project,  an  escrow  fund  shall  be  es- 
tablished. The  developer  shall  pay  into  the  escrow  fund 
an  amount  equal  to  1/10  of  1  percent  of  the  the  total  con- 
struction cost  of  the  project  as  determined  by  the  commis- 
sion. The  escrow  fund  shall  be  held  by  an  escrow  agent 
selected  by  the  commission.  All  interest  accrued  by  the 
fund  shall  remain  in  and  become  a  part  of  the  escrow 
fund.  The  escrow  fund  shall  be  held  for  the  purpose  of 
satisfying  fines  levied  by  the  commission  in  relation  to 
the  covered  project.  Subject  to  appropriation  by  the 
Mayor  and  approval  by  the  City  Council ,  any  and  all  fines 
shall  be  collected  for  the  benefit  of  the  Neighborhood 
Jobs  Trust,  as  established  in  article  26B  of  the  Boston 
Zoning  Code,  or  similar  entity  if  the  Neighborhood  Jobs 
Trust  should  cease  to  exist  to  be  used  for  jobs  training. 
Upon  the  completion  of  the  covered  project  and  a  final 
compliance  finding  by  the  commission,  all  monies  in  the 
escrow  fund  shall  be  released  and  returned  to  the  person 
or  entity  designated  by  the  developer  of  the  covered  pro- 
ject. 

Section  9.  Sanctions. 

The  commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  sanction  the 
developers  of  covered  projects  for  noncompliance  with 
the  Boston  Resident  Construction  Employment  Stand- 
ards .  The  commission  shall  invoke  any  or  all  lour  catego- 
ries of  sanctions: 

(1)  Fines  to  a  maximum  of  $300  per  violation  to  be  lev- 
ied against  the  escrow  fund  as  established  herein,  pro- 
vided that  each  day  of  noncompliance  shall  be  considered 
a  separate  violation; 

(2)  Preclusions  from  the  award  of  all  municipal  con- 
tracts, and  competitions  for  public  development  rights 
for  a  period  of  time  determined  by  the  Commission; 

(3)  Sanctions  as  authorized  by  the  Jobs  Ordinance  and 
incorporated  in  contracts; 

(4)  Certifications  of  noncompliance  which  shall  be  for- 
warded to  any  or  all  local,  state,  and  federal  agencies  and 
authorities. 

The  commission  may  employ  the  sanctions  contained  in 
sections  9(2)  and  9(4)  against  any  party  who  fails  to  meet 
Boston  jobs  policy  provisions  contained  in  any  contract 
or  agreement  between  such  party  and  the  city.  The  impo- 
sition of  sanctions  under  this  section  shall  not  preclude 
and  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  exercise  of  any  action  or 
sanction  as  authorized  through  contract  or  agreement. 
Section  10.  Certificate  of  Compliance. 

The  commission  shall  issue  certificates  of  compliance 
and  merit  to  all  concerned  municipal,  state,  and  federal 
agencies  and  authorities  for  all  individuals,  organiza- 
tions, partnerships,  or  corporations  which  have  equalled 
or  exceeded  their  compliance  requirements.  The  holder 
of  a  certificate  of  compliance  and  merit  shall  be  given 
favorable  consideration  in  the  award  of  municipal  con- 
tracts and  development  rights. 
Section  11.  Staffing. 

The  commission  shall  have  staff  consistent  with  the 
commission's  mission  and  purpose.  The  director  of 


OJCS  shall  be  the  executive  director  of  the  commission. 
Section  12.  Conflicts  of  Interest. 

No  member  shall  appear  before  or  represent  any  per- 
son ,  firm ,  corporation ,  or  other  entity  in  any  matter  pend- 
ing before  the  commission.  Members  shall  not 
participate  in  a  meeting  or  a  decision  of  the  commission 
on  any  matter  in  which  they  are  directly  or  indirectly  in- 
terested in  a  personal  or  financial  sense.  Any  disqualifi- 
cation or  disclosure  of  conflict  of  interest  shall  be  entered 
into  the  records  of  the  commission. 
Section  13.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if 
any  provision  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by 
a  decision  of  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such 
decision  shall  not  impair,  or  otherwise  affect,  any  other 
provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  14.  Effective  Date.  This  ordinance  shall  take  ef- 
fect on  July  1,  1986.

Couns.  TIERNEY,  MENINO,  and  O'NEIL  offered 
the  following: 

Whereas,  Wooded  areas  in,  as  well  as  near,  the  Stony 
Brook  Reservation  in  Hyde  Park  are  among  Boston's  nat- 
ural treasures;  and 

Whereas,  Large  tracts  that  have  long  been  in  private 
ownership  rightfully  should  be  added  to  the  reservation 
for  protection  forever  from  indiscriminate  development; 
and 

Whereas,  It  is  proper,  as  pressures  grow  to  convert 
available  virgin  land,  that  such  areas  be  brought  under 
public  domain  in  care  of  the  Metropolitan  District  Com- 
mission which  is  guardian  of  the  reservation;  and 

Whereas,  The  spectre  of  development  intrusion  on  this 
area  was  focused  this  month  when  plans  of  a  New  Hamp- 
shire firm  surfaced  for  construction  of  162  units  of  con- 
dominium cluster  zone  housing  units  on  a  17-acre  tract 
off  Hale  Street,  Hyde  Park,  near  the  George  Wright  Golf 
Course;  and 

Whereas,  These  taxpayers  should  not  be  subjected  to 
prolonged  uncertainty  on  the  future  of  their  area;  and 

Whereas,  This  tract  and  several  others  lying  in  wooded 
areas  between  East  Boundary  Road  and  the  golf  course 
are  in  various  ownerships,  including  city-foreclosed 
land,  those  in  the  name  of  a  youth  institution,  those  in 
names  of  individuals  or  trusts;  and 

Whereas,  The  MDC  now  owns  the  land  generally  be- 
tween East  Boundary  Road  westward  to  Enneking  or  Tur- 
tle Pond  Parkways;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  appropriate  that  all  the  parcels  in  the  area 
be  acquired  and  added  to  the  Stony  Brook  Reservation; 
now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  changes  of  form 
only: 

The  Metropolitan  District  Commission  is  hereby  au- 
thorized, with  the  approval  of  the  Division  of  Capital 
Planning  and  Operations,  to  acquire  by  eminent  domain 
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or  to  acquire  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  certain  parcels  of 
wooded  land  to  be  kept  in  their  natural  state  as  addition  to 
the  Stony  Brook  Reservation  in  the  Hyde  Park  section  of 
the  City  of  Boston,  the  tracts  designated  on  City  of  Boston 
assessing  records  as  follows:

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-six 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  for  a  Limited  Time  a  Special 
Commission  to  Be  Known  as  the  Allston/Brighton 
Commonwealth  Avenue  Commission. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  There  shall  be  within  the  city  a  commission 
to  be  known  as  the  Allston/Brighton  Commonwealth  Av- 


enue Commission.  The  said  Commission  shall  consist  of 
the  Commissioner  of  Traffic  and  Parking,  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Parks  and  Recreation,  that  member  of  the  City 
Council  for  the  time  being  elected  from  the  district  which 
includes  the  greatest  portion  of  wards  twenty-one  and 
twenty-two,  and  the  General  Manager  of  the  Massachu- 
setts Bay  Transportation  Authority,  or  their  respective 
designees,  all  ex  officio,  and,  one  person  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  from  two  nominees  of  the  Brighton  Historical 
Society,  one  person  appointed  by  the  Mayor  from  two 
nominees  of  the  Allston  Civic  Association,  one  person 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  from  two  nominees  of  the  Brigh- 
ton-Allston  Improvement  Association,  one  person  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  from  two  nominees  of  the  South 
Allston  Neighborhood  Association,  one  person  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  from  two  nominees  of  the  Cir- 
cle/Reservoir Association,  one  person  appointed  by  the 
Mayor  from  two  nominees  of  the  Allston-Brighton  Com- 
munity Beautification  Council,  one  person  appointed  by 
the  Mayor  from  two  nominees  of  the  Corey  Hill  Neigh- 
borhood Association,  one  person  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
from  two  nominees  of  the  Washington  Heights  Citizens 
Association,  and  one  person  appointed  by  the  Mayor 
from  two  nominees  of  the  Boston  Society  of  Landscape 
Architects .  Those  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor  shall 
be  classified  as  special  municipal  employees  for  the  pur- 
poses of  chapter  268  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  2.  The  said  commission  shall  organize  and 
choose  from  among  its  membership  a  chairman  and  sec- 
retary, to  serve  as  such  at  the  pleasure  of  the  commission. 
Members  shall  serve  without  compensation  but  may  be 
reimbursed  for  expenses  necessarily  incurred.  The  com- 
mission shall  meet  at  least  monthly,  the  time  and  place  of 
such  meetings  to  be  set  so  as  to  maximize  the  ability  of 
persons  living  and  working  in  Allston  and  Brighton  to 
participate  in  commission  deliberations. 

Section  3.  The  said  commission  shall  make  investiga- 
tions, inquiries  and  studies  relative  to  the  preservation 
and  improvement  of  that  part  of  Commonwealth  Avenue 
lying  west  of  Babcock  Street  and  within  the  city,  includ- 
ing amenities  pertaining  to  the  buildings  abutting  the  said 
avenue  and  the  first  two  blocks  of  intersecting  streets. 
The  said  avenue  and  buildings  are  hereinafter  referred  to 
as  the  "study  area."  In  their  work  the  said  commission 
shall  be  mindful  of  the  original  plan  of  Frederick  Law 
Olmsted  for  the  avenue. 

Section  4.  The  commission  shall  examine  sources  of 
funding,  private,  public,  and  charitable,  for,  improve- 
ments to  the  study  area,  and  shall  develop  a  plan  for  the 
area  and  a  strategy  for  execution  of  the  same,  which  may 
include  changes  in  zoning,  use  patterns,  height  restric- 
tions, traffic  patterns,  installation  of  trees,  plantings, 
benches,  historical  markers,  lighting  fixtures  and  all 
manner  of  street  furniture,  but  this  listing  shall  not  be  ex- 
clusive. In  so  doing,  the  commission  shall  consult  with, 
and  coordinate  its  efforts  with,  all  public  agencies  in- 
volved with  planning,  zoning,  transportation,  traffic,  and 
similar  activities  within  the  study  area. 

Section  5.  All  departments,  boards  and  agencies  of  the 
city  shall  cooperate  with  the  commission  in  its  activities. 
No  department,  board  or  agency  of  the  city  shall  take  any 
action,  except  those  immediately  necessary  to  preserve 
the  public  health,  safety,  or  order,  within  the  study  area 
until  it  has  given  notice  thereof  to  the  commission  and 
allowed  reasonable  time  and  opportunity  for  the  commis- 
sion to  comment  thereupon.  Action  as  used  herein  shall 
mean  any  physical  change  and  any  so-called  "sign-off 
allowing  another  public  body  to  make  such  a  change. 

Section  6.  The  said  commission  shall,  at  least  annually 
and  upon  its  dissolution,  make  a  report  to  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  with  respect  to  its  activities  and  the  study 
area.

GROUND  WATER  TRUST 

Coun.  SCONDRAS  offered  the  following: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-six 
An  Ordinance  Creating  the  Boston 
Ground  Water  Trust. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title 
16,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  following 
new  chapter  at  the  end  thereof: 

"Chapter  1 1 .  Boston  Ground  Water  Trust." 
Section  400.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  by  the  Collector-Treasurer,  the  "Boston 
Ground  Water  Trust,"  which  trust  shall  be  established 
in  the  form,  and  manner  of  the  attached  Declaration  of 
Trust;  and  that,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City 
Council  and  Mayor,  the  Boston  Ground  Water  Trust  be, 
and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  accept  and  expend  any  and 
all  funds  contributed  to  it  consistent  with  the  purposes 
of  the  Declaration  of  Trust  attached  hereto  and  filed 
herewith. 


Declaration  of  Trust 
the  Boston  Ground  Water  Trust 

Know  All  Men  by  These  Presents  that  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  "Custodian,"  hereby  declares  that  he  has  received  on 
behalf  of  the  Boston  Ground  Water  Trust  ten  dollars  ($10) 
from  a  donor,  whose  name,  together  with  the  names  of  all 
other  donors  to  this  Trust  and  the  amounts  contributed  by 
each,  shall  be  kept  by  the  Custodian  as  part  of  the  Trust's 
permanent  records,  and  that  he  shall  hold  said  contribu- 
tion and  all  other  amounts  paid  to  him  hereunder,  for  the 
uses  and  purposes,  and  subject  to  the  duties  and  powers 
herein  set  forth 

Article  I 
Name  and  Purpose 
Section  1 . 1  Name 

This  Trust  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston  Ground  Water 
Trust  (Trust). 
Section  1 .2  Purpose 

The  Trust  is  established  to  promote  the  public  health, 
safety,  convenience,  and  welfare  by  decreasing  the  dam- 
ages caused  to  building  foundations  by  a  low,  ground- 
water table.  For  that  purpose,  the  Trust  shall  engage 
engineers,  contractors  and  other  professionals  the  Trust- 
ees deem  necessary  in  order  to  reactivate  existing  wells 
and  to  sink  new  wells  in  a  section  of  the  City  of  Boston 
defined  as  the  Back  Bay,  parts  of  Beacon  Hill,  Bay  Vil- 
lage, and  parts  of  the  Fenway,  in  order  that  the  ground- 
water levels  may  be  monitored  by  the  Inspectional 
Services  Department,  or  by  any  future  agency  of  the  City 
of  Boston  responsible  for  building  safety  and  inspection. 
The  Trust  shall  also  engage  engineers,  contractors,  and 
other  professionals  to  analyze  the  data  from  said  monitor- 
ing, conduct  studies  with  regard  thereto  and  make  recom- 
mendations regarding  short-term  and  long-term 
corrective  measures  in  connection  therewith  and  to  pro- 
vide the  results  of  such  monitoring,  studies,  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  City  of  Boston. 

No  funds,  however,  shall  be  utilized  by  the  Trustees  to 
engage  or  employ  any  person  who  is  an  employee  of  the 
City  of  Boston  or  any  entity  in  which  such  an  employee 
has  an  interest. 

Article  II 
Distribution  and  Use  of  Principal  Income 
Section  2.1  Method. 

All  distributions  and  payments  of  both  principal  and 
income  shall  be  made  by  a  majority  of  Trustees  then  in 
office.  No  one  dealing  with  the  Trustees  need  see  to  the 
application  of  anything  paid  or  transferred  to  or  upon  the 
order  of  the  Trustees. 

Section  2.2  Distribution  Amount. 

During  each  year,  the  Trustees  may  disburse  as  gifts, 
grants,  secured  or  unsecured  loans  an  amount  equal  to  the 
net  annual  income  of  the  Trust  plus  so  much  of  the  princi- 
pal as  the  Trustees  in  their  discretion  may  deem  to  be  in 
the  best  interest  of  the  Trust. 
Section  2.3  Purpose  of  Distributions 

All  distributions  or  disbursements  of  this  Trust  shall  be 
made  only  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  Article  I,  section 
1 .2  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust. 
Section  2.4  Methods  of  Disbursements 

Funds  may  be  disbursed  to  individuals  and  private  or 
public  profit  or  not-for-profit  developments  entities,  in 
the  forms  of  gifts,  grants,  secured  loans,  or  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  Trustees  may  deem  necessary  and  appropriate 
to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  this  Trust.  Prior  to  accept- 
ing any  request  for  funds,  the  Trustees  shall  establish 
written  rules  and  regulations  for  evaluating  application  to 
the  Trust  for  funds,  and  for  insuring  that  the  funds  shall  be 
used  exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  this  Trust  and  for  no 
other  purpose;  a  copy  of  such  rules  and  regulations  shall 
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be  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  of  the  City  of  Boston. 
Section2.5  Limitation. 

The  Trustees  shall  not  engage  in  any  activity  and  shall 
not  disburse  any  funds,  except  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1954,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  or  any  similar  provi- 
sions of  subsequent  revenue  acts  as  they  may  pertain  to 
entities  organized  and  operating  exclusively  for  charita- 
ble purposes,  and  in  a  manner  consistent  with  chapter  68 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 
Article  III 
Board  of  Trustees 
Section  3.1  Composition. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  (the  "Board")  shall  consist  of 
nine  (9)  individuals  (the  "Trustees")  who  shall  serve  in  a 
fiduciary  capacity  without  compensation  for  services 
rendered  hereunder;  provided,  however,  that  each 
Trustee  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  Trust  for  all  reason- 
able expenses  incurred  in  connection  with  the  administra- 
tion of  this  Trust  and  approved  by  the  Trustees. 

The  Board  shall  consist  of  the  following  persons,  each 
of  whom  shall  be  and  remain  a  resident  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  while  in  office,  and  may  remain  in  office  until  the 
appointment  and  qualification  of  their  successor: 

a)  The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  ex 
officio;  and 

b)  The  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  or 
his/her  designee  member  of  the  City  Council,  ex  of- 
ficio; and 

c)  One  Trustee  shall  be  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional  Services  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston 
ex  officio;  and 

d)  One  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of 
the  Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board;  and 

e)  One  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of 
the  Fenway  Community  Development  Corporation; 
and 

f)  One  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of 
the  Neighborhood  Association  of  the  Back  Bay;  and 

g)  One  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman  of 
the  Coordinating  Committee;  and 

h)  One  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of 
the  Beacon  Hill  Civic  Association;  and 
i)  One  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of 
the  Back  Bay  Association. 
One  of  the  above  Trustees  shall  also  be  a  civil  engineer. 
Section  3.2  Term 

The  term  for  each  Trustee  not  serving  as  ex  officio  shall 
be  two  (2)  years  and  shall  expire  on  the  second  Friday  in 
January  in  each  evened-numbered  year;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  term  in  office  of  the  initially  appointed 
Trustees  shall  expire  on  January  10,  1988.  In  the  event 
that  any  non  ex  officio  Trustee  shall  vacate  his  or  her  of- 
fice, withdraw,  resign,  die,  be  removed,  become  inca- 
pacitated or  cease  to  hold  such  position  without  his  or  her 
successor  assuming  office,  a  substitute  Trustee  shall  be 
appointed  in  accordance  with  section  3.2  hereof  to  serve 
for  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term. 

Any  Trustee  hereunder  may,  by  written  instrument, 
signed,  acknowledged  and  mailed  to  the  other  Trustees, 
resign  his  office.  Any  Trustee  may  be  removed,  with  or 
without  cause,  by  written  instrument,  signed,  acknowl- 
edged and  mailed  to  the  other  Trustees,  by  the  President 
of  the  organization  or  the  Mayor,  as  the  case  may  be,  enti- 
tled to  appoint  such  Trustee.  Upon  the  vacancy  in  the  of- 
fice of  any  Trustee,  the  President  of  the  organization  or 
the  Mayor,  as  the  case  may  be,  entitled  to  appoint  such 
Trustee  may  fill  such  vacancy  upon  a  written  designation 
setting  forth  the  name  and  address  of  the  appointee, 
signed,  acknowledged  and  mailed  to  the  other  Trustees, 
and  accepted  by  the  appointee  in  writing,  signed  and  ac- 
knowledged. 


Section  3.3  Custodian. 

The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  ex  offi- 
cio shall  serve  as  Custodian.  The  Custodian  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  maintaining  the  financial  and  other  records 
of  the  Trust  and  administering  the  Trust  property  for  the 
purpose  of  preserving  or  enhancing  the  Trust  property,  v 
with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  pertaining  to  trust  man- 
agement which  are  granted  to  a  Trustee  by  the  law  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  unless  otherwise  re- 
stricted by  the  terms  of  the  Trust. 
Section  3.4  Secretary. 

The  Commissioner  of  the  Inspectional  Services  Divi- 
sion of  the  City  of  Boston  ex  officio  shall  serve  as  secre- 
tary for  the  Trust.  The  duties  of  the  secretary  shall  be 
recording  the  minutes  of  all  Trust  meetings,  sending  out 
meeting  notices,  and  all  other  such  written  communica- 
tions the  Trustees  deem  necessary.  No  additional  com- 
pensation shall  be  rendered  for  fulfilling  of  the 
responsibilities  set  forth  herein. 
Section  3.5  Trustees  Powers. 

In  extension  and  not  in  limitation  of  the  common  law 
and  statutory  powers  of  trustees  and  other  powers  and 
limitations  set  forth  in  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  the 
Trustees  shall  have  the  following  discretionary  powers: 

(a)  To  receive  and  accept  property,  whether  real  or 
personal,  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  appropriation  or 
transfer  from  any  person,  firm,  trust,  corporation  or 
other  public  or  private  entity,  to  be  held,  adminis- 
tered and  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Trust;  provided,  however,  that  no  gift, 
grant,  devise  or  transfer  of  property  shall  be  received 
and  accepted  if  it  is  so  conditioned,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Trustees,  as  to  jeopardize  the  federal  income  tax 
exemption  of  this  Trust  under  section  501  (c)  (3)  of 
the  Code,  as  now  in  force  or  hereafter  amended;  and 

(b)  To  buy,  sell,  exchange,  transfer  or  convey  any  of 
the  Trust  property  upon  such  terms  and  conditions, 
and  such  manner  and  form  as  he  or  she  shall  deem 
best,  and  to  execute,  acknowledge,  deliver  and  re- 
cord any  contract  or  other  instrument  relating  to  the 
Trust  property  which  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary 
or  appropriate;  and 

(c)  For  accounting  purposes  only,  to  determine  to 
what  extent  money  and  other  property  coming  into 
his  or  her  possession  shall  be  deemed  principal  or 
income,  and  to  apportion  the  same  between  principal 
and  income  as  determined  by  him  or  her. 

(d)  To  determine  whether  expenses  incidental  to  the 
administration  of  the  Trust  should  be  borne  by  the 
principal  or  income  portions  of  Trust  property,  and  to 
apportion  the  same  between  principal  and  income; 
and 

(e)  To  amortize  any  premium  on  any  bond  held  as 
part  of  the  Trust  property  or  to  refrain  from  doing  so 
as  he  or  she  shall  determine;  and 

(0  To  invest  and  reinvest  the  principal  and  income  of 
the  Trust  in  such  property,  real,  personal,  or  mixed, 
and  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  and 
from  time  to  time  to  change  investments  as  they  shall  > 
deem  advisable;  to  invest  in  or  retain  any  stocks, 
shares,  bonds,  notes,  obligations,  or  personal  or  real 
property  (including  without  limitation  any  interests 
in  or  obligations  of  any  corporation,  association, 
business  trust,  investment  trust,  common  trust  fund, 
or  investment  company)  although  some  or  all  of  the  I 
property  so  acquired  or  retained  is  of  a  kind  or  size 
which  but  for  this  express  authority  would  be  consid- 
ered proper  and  although  all  of  the  trust  funds  are  J 
invested  in  the  securities  of  one  company.  No  princi- 
pal or  income,  however,  shall  be  loaned,  directly  orl 
indirectly,  to  any  Trustee  or  to  anyone  else.  corporateJ 
or  otherwise,  who  has  at  any  time  made  a  contribu-l 
tion  to  this  Trust. 
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(g)  To  vote,  to  give  proxies,  to  participate  in  the  reor- 
ganization, merger  or  consolidation  of  any  concern, 
or  in  the  sale,  lease,  disposition,  or  distribution  of  its 
assets;  to  join  with  other  security  holders  in  acting 
through  a  committee,  depository,  voting  trustees,  or 
otherwise,  and  in  that  connection  to  delegate  author- 
ity to  such  committee,  depository,  or  trustees  and  to 
deposit  securities  with  them  or  transfer  securities  to 
them;  to  pay  assessments  levied  on  securities  or  to 
exercise  all  powers  and  rights  of  subsciption  or  oth- 
erwise which  in  any  manner  arise  out  of  ownership 
of  securities  held  as  part  of  the  trust  properties, 
(h)  To  compromise,  arbitrate,  defend,  enforce,  re- 
lease, settle,  or  otherwise  adjust  claims  in  favorof  or 
against  the  Trust,  including  claims  for  taxes,  and  to 
accept  any  property,  either  in  total  or  partial  satisfac- 
tion of  any  indebtedness  or  other  obligation  and,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  hereof,  to  continue  to  hold  the 
same  for  such  period  of  time  as  the  Trustees  may 
deem  appropriate. 

(i)  To  make  distributions  in  cash  or  in  kind, 
(j)  To  hold  all  or  part  of  the  Trust  Fund  uninvested  for 
such  purposes  and  for  such  time  as  the  Trustees  may 
deem  appropriate. 

(k)  To  extend  the  time  for  payment  of  any  obligation 
to  the  Trust. 

(1)  To  employ  a  bank  or  trust  company  as  custodian  of 
any  funds  or  securities  and  to  delegate  to  it  such 
powers  as  they  deem  appropriate;  to  hold  trust  prop- 
erty without  indication  of  fiduciary  capacity  but  only 
in  the  name  of  a  registered  nominee,  provided  the 
trust  property  is  at  all  times  identified  as  such  on  the 
books  of  the  Trust;  to  keep  any  or  all  of  the  Trust 
property  or  funds  in  any  place  or  places  in  the  United 
States  of  America;  to  engage  accountants,  legal 
counsel,  investment  counsel,  investment  agents,  and 
any  special  services,  and  to  pay  the  reasonable  com- 
pensation and  expenses  of  all  such  services  in  addi- 
tion to  the  compensation  of  the  Trustees. 
Section  3.5. 1  Instructions  to  the  Custodian. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  if  the  Board  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  shall  direct  the  Custodian  in  the  performance 
of  any  of  the  foregoing  powers,  the  Custodian  shall  fol- 
low such  instruction. 
Section  3.5.2  Fiduciary  Responsibility. 

The  Trustees'  powers  are  exercisable  solely  in  their  fi- 
duciary capacity  consistent  with  and  in  furtherance  of 
purposes  specified  in  section  1.2  and  not  otherwise. 
Section  3.6  Indemnification. 

Neither  the  Custodian  nor  any  other  Trustee  shall  be 
liable  for,  and,  to  the  extent  of  its  assets,  this  Trust  shall 
indemnify  such  person  against  any  liabilities,  including 
actual  and  reasonable  attorney's  fees  incurred  in  defend- 
ing against  such  liabilities,  arising  out  of  his  or  her  activi- 
ties on  behalf  of  and  for  the  Trust,  unless  such  liabilities 
are  the  result  of  the  willful  misconduct,  bad  faith  or  gross 
negligence  of  such  Trustee.  No  Trustee,  whether  original 
or  successor,  shall  be  required  to  furnish  any  bond  or  sur- 
ety. Except  as  otherwise  required  by  law,  no  Trustee  shall 
be  responsible  or  liable  for  the  acts  or  omissions  of  any  of 
the  other  Trustees  or  any  predecessor  or  of  any  person  or 
firm  retained  by  the  Trustees.  The  Trustee  may  obtain  in- 
surance with  respect  to  Trust  activities  and  pay  for  such 
insurance  with  Trust  funds. 
Section  3.7  Meetings. 

Meetings  may  be  scheduled  as  deemed  necessary  by 
the  Trustees;  provided,  however,  that  the  Board  shall 
meet  at  least  four  (4)  times  each  year. 
Section  3.7.1  Votes. 
Each  Trustee  shall  be  entitled  to  one  (1)  vote  on  each 
j  matter  brought  before  the  Board.  Except  as  otherwise 
!  herein  provided,  the  Board  shall  act  by  majority  vote  of 
'  the  Trustees. 


Section  3.7.2  Quorum. 

A  quorum  shall  be  constituted  at  each  meeting  if  at  least 
five  (5)  of  the  Trustees  are  present  in  person. 
Section  3.7.3  Actions  Taken  by  Written  Consent. 

Any  action  required  or  permitted  to  be  taken  by  the 
Board  may  be  taken  without  a  meeting  if  all  the  Trustees 
entitled  to  vote  consent  in  writing  to  the  taking  of  such 
action  without  a  meeting.  Such  written  consents  shall  be 
treated  for  all  purposes  as  a  vote  at  a  meeting,  and  shall 
become  part  of  the  permanent  records  of  the  Board. 
Section  3.8  Other  Matters  Affecting  the  Trust. 

From  time  to  time  by  a  majority  vote,  the  Trustees  may 
adopt  such  written  rules,  regulations  and  procedures,  not 
consistent  with  this  trust,  for  the  conduct  of  their  meet- 
ings, the  carrying  out  of  their  duties  and  powers  hereun- 
der and  shall  in  any  event,  prior  to  the  approval  of  any 
distribution  pursuant  to  this  trust,  adopt  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  they  may  deem  necesary  to  carry  out  their 
powers  hereunder  in  accordance  with  applicable  law. 
Such  written  rules,  regulations  and  procedures  shall  be 
published  and  recorded  pursuant  to  Article  VI,  section

Article  IV 
Accounts 
Section  4. 1  Accounts. 

The  Custodian  shall  submit  to  the  Board  at  the  annual 
meeting  an  account  of  the  Trust  prepared  by  an  indepen- 
dent certified  public  accountant  and  shall  submit  copies 
thereof  to  the  Boston  City  Council,  Boston  City  Clerk, 
and  to  the  Division  of  Public  Charities  of  the  Office  of  the 
Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, or  to  such  other  office  of  said  Commonwealth  as 
shall  be  authorized  to  receive  accounts  of  public  chari- 
ties. Said  account  shall  be  the  result  of  an  independent 
audit.  Such  annual  account  shall  be  published  and  availa- 
ble to  the  public.  The  Trust  may  charge  the  public  a  nomi- 
nal fee  for  copies  of  the  annual  account. 
Article  V 
Dissolution  and  Amendment 
Section  5.1  Dissolution  and  Amendment  of  Trust. 

It  is  intended  that  this  Trust  shall  continue  in  perpetuity; 
provided,  however,  if  for  any  reason  it  becomes  impos- 
sible to  do  so,  then  this  Trust  may  be  terminated  upon 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Trustees.  If  for  any  reason  this 
Trust  is  voluntarily  or  involuntarily  dissolved  or  wholly 
inoperative,  all  the  property  of  the  Trust  shall  be  distrib- 
uted to  the  City  of  Boston,  to  be  used  solely  for  the  pur- 
poses consistent  with  section  1 .2  of  this  Trust. 

Amendments  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust  may  be  made 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Trustees;  provided,  however, 
that  such  amendments  do  not  violate  the  purpose  of  this 
Trust  pursuant  to  section  1 .2;  and  provided,  further,  that 
section  1 .2  shall  not  be  amended. 

No  amendment  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust  shall  autho- 
rize the  Trustees  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  Trust  in  any 
manner  or  for  any  purpose  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
section  501  (3)  (c)  of  the  Code.

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ORDINANCE  AMENDING  CBC  TITLE  6 
ORDINANCES,  CHAPTER  3,  SECTION  100

An  Ordinance  Amending  CBC  Title  6, 
Chapter  3,  Section  100. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  6, 
chapter  3,  section  100  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the 
following  new  section  which  shall  be  renumbered  and  in- 
serted at  the  appropriate  location  in  said  chapter  by  the 
City  Clerk: 

Section  2.  Owners  of  property  assessed  within  the  City 
of  Boston  shall  be  required  to  register  with  the  Assessing 
Department  their  principal  address,  which  shall  be  the 
address  at  which  they  actually  reside,  for  each  parcel  of 
non-owner  occupied  property  they  own  within  the  City  of 
Boston. 

Section  3.  In  the  event  a  parcel  of  property  is  under  the 
legal  holding  or  guardianship  or  any  other  form  of  care  or 
management  of  a  private  or  public  company  or  corpora- 
tion, or  trust,  or  private  or  public  charitable  organization, 
or  real  estate  firm  or  agency,  or  any  other  organization  or 
entity  other  than  an  individual  owner,  said  organization 
or  entity  shall  be  required  to  list  with  the  Assessing  De- 
partment its  principal  and  legal  address  for  each  parcel  it 
owns  or  manages. 

Section  4.  Where  an  owner  or  organization,  or  entity 
described  above  fails  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  and  after  due  notice  is  given  as  described 
in  section  6  below,  said  owner  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of 
not  more  than  $200  for  each  year  or  part  thereof  thereaf- 
ter in  which  the  owner  fails  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance. 

Section  5.  Where  a  parcel  of  property  is  transferred  or 
sold,  after  the  initial  notification  period  described  in  sec- 
tion 6  below  is  given,  the  new  owner  shall  be  required  to 
obtain  from  the  Assessing  Department  an  Affidavit  of 
Principal  Occupancy  form  and  shall  state  on  that  affidavit 
the  principal  address  of  the  new  owner  or  owners. 

Section  6.  The  Assessing  Department  shall  notify  all 
property  owners  of  the  requirements  of  this  ordinance 
and  shall  make  such  initial  notice  in  two  consecutive  bill- 
ing periods  in  one  tax  year,  and  shall  thereafter  provide 
Affidavit  of  Principal  Occupancy  forms  to  owners  who 
shall  be  required  to  list  their  principal  address  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  this  ordinance  or  duly  prescribed  regu- 
lations which  may  be  drafted  by  the  Commissioner 
pursuant  to  this  ordinance. 

Section  7.  Upon  the  failure  of  a  property  owner  to 
properly  register  his  or  her  or  its  principal  address  as  de- 
scribed above,  the  Commissioner  may  order  that  the 
property  be  declared  in  "non  compliance"  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance,  and  that  the  information  about 
such  non  compliance  be  turned  over  to  the  appropriate 
city  department  for  foreclosure  and/or  taking  by  the  city;

In  the  event  a  parcel  of  property  is  under  the 
legal  holding  or  guardianship  or  any  other  form  of  care  or 
management  of  a  private  or  public  company  or  corpora- 
tion, or  trust,  or  private  or  public  charitable  organization, 
or  real  estate  firm  or  agency,  or  any  other  organization  or 
entity  other  than  an  individual  owner,  said  organization 
or  entity  shall  be  required  to  list  with  the  Assessing  De- 
partment its  principal  and  legal  address  for  each  parcel  it 
owns  or  manages.

While  I  agree  with  the  intent  and  commend  Councillor 
Iannella  for  his  leadership  on  this  issue,  my  reason  for 
disapproval  is  that  the  ordinance  is  overly  broad  in  its 
terms.  For  example,  the  ordinance  would  place  restric- 
tions on  the  sale  of  permanent  ink  markers  with  writing 
surfaces  in  excess  of  one-quarter  inch  (Section  2) ,  restric- 
tions that  would  apply  to  such  commonly  used  markers  as 
Paper  Mate  and  El  Marko  permanent  ink  markers,  both 
manufactured  by  the  local  Gillette  Company.  Other  cities 
adopting  similar  ordinances  have  used  a  standard  of  a  sur- 
face in  excess  of  one-half  inch. 

While  I  am,  therefore,  compelled  to  veto  the  ordinance 
in  its  present  form,  I  look  forward  to  working  with  your 
Honorable  Body  towards  the  enactment  of  appropriate 
legislation  to  address  this  issue.

258  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  the  same  and  inserting  in  its  place,  the  follow- 
ing new  caption  and  section: 

"[258]  Prohibiting  Defacement  of  Property,  and 
Possession  of  Certain  Items.  No  person  shall,  in  or 
upon  any  way,  street,  alley  or  other  public  place 
within  the  city,  nor  in  or  upon  any  estate  within  the 
city,  without  the  permission  of  the  owner  or  person  in 
charge  thereof  having  first  been  obtained,  nor  in  any 
way  or  manner  otherwise  prohibited,  write,  paint  or 
draw  any  inscription,  figure  or  mark,  of  any  type  on 
any  property,  real  or  personal,  nor,  in  or  upon  any 
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such  place,  without  such  permission,  shall  any  per- 
son under  eighteen  years  of  age  have,  carry  or  use 
any  paint  of  whatever  type,  or,  any  marker  contain- 
ing a  fluid  which  is  not  watersoluble  and  which  has  a 
point,  brush,  applicator  or  other  writing  surface  in 
excess  of  one-half  inch." 
Section  2.  C.B.C.  Ord.  T.  14  is  hereby  amended  by 

(a)  inserting  after  section  277  thereof,  the  following 
new  caption  and  section: 

"[277A]  Sale  of  Certain  Paints  and  Markers.  No 
person  shall  within  the  city  sell,  display,  expose  or 
keep  for  sale  any  aerosol  spray  paint  can,  nor  any 
marker  containing  a  fluid  which  is  not  watersoluble 
and  which  has  a  point,  brush,  applicator  or  other 
writing  surface  in  excess  of  one-half  inch,  unless  at 
the  point  of  display  or  sale  there  is  posted  a  sign  with 
letters  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  inches  in  height 
bearing  the  following  words: 
"  Sale  of  spray  paint  and  broad  indelible  markers  to 
persons  under  eighteen  and  the  unlawful  purchase 
or  possession  of  paints  and  such  markers  by  perons 
under  eighteen  is  punishable  by  a  three  hundred 
dollar  fine."; 
nor  shall  any  person  sell  or  deliver  any  aerosol  spray 
paint,  nor  any  marker  containing  a  fluid  which  is  not 
watersoluble  and  which  has  a  point,  brush,  applica- 
tor or  other  writing  surface  in  excess  of  one-helf  inch 
to  any  person  under  eighteen  years  of  age  or  to  any 
person  of  whatever  age  who  refuses  to  submit  for  in-

The  enclosed  ordinance  would  permit  the  Boston  Po- 
lice Department  to  arrest  any  person  operating  a  vehicle 
as  a  taxicab  when  said  vehicle  is  not  licensed  as  a  hackney 
carriage  by  the  Boston  Police  Commissioner  or  if  the  op- 
erator of  said  vehicle  is  not  licensed  by  the  Boston  Police 
Commissioner  to  operate  a  hackney  carriage.  The  ordi- 
nance would  allow  the  arresting  officer  to  seize  any  evi- 
dence of  such  a  violation  to  be  used  at  any  trial  or  other 
court  proceeding. 

This  legislation  would  strengthen  the  Police  Depart- 
ment's ability  to  control  the  taxicabs  operating  in  the  City 
of  Boston.

Amendment  to  City  of  Boston  Code  Ordinance  14,  Chap- 
ter 1 1 ,  Section  324  an  Ordinance  Further  Regulating 
the  Operation  of  Hackney  Carriages  Within  the  City 
of  Boston 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  13,  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance  14,  chapter 
1 1 ,  section  324  is  hereby  amended  by  deleting  the  present 
section  324  and  substituting  the  following  paragraphs  in 
its  stead: 

Section  2.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  no  person,  firm  or 
corporation  driving  or  having  charge  of  a  taxicab  or  other 
private  vehicle  shall  offer  the  vehicle  for  hire  for  the  pur- 
pose of  transporting,  soliciting  and/or  picking  up  a  pas- 
senger or  passengers  unless  said  person  is  licensed  as  a 
hackney  driver  and  said  vehicle  is  licensed  as  a  hackney 
carriage  by  the  Police  Commissioner  of  said  city. 

Section  3.  Any  police  officer  witnessing  a  violation  of 
section  2  of  this  ordinance  may  arrest  the  driver  of  the 
vehicle  and  seize  evidence  of  said  violation.  Such  evi- 
dence shall  include  but  is  not  limited  to,  meters,  whether 
mechanical  or  electrical,  for  the  computation  of  fares 
based  on  mileage  or  pre-determined  periods  of  time.  Any 
officer  who  seizes  such  items  as  evidence  of  a  violation  of 
section  2  of  this  ordinance  shall  take  them  to  a  place  of 
safety  until  they  are  produced  or  used  as  evidence  in-any 
trial  or  other  court  proceedings.  All  such  property  seized 
shall  be  disposed  of  as  the  court  orders,  and  may  be  for- 
feited, sold  or  destroyed  in  the  discretion  of  the  court. 

Section  4.  No  owner  or  association  of  owners,  whose 
principal  place  of  business  is  located  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, and  who  owns  a  taxicab  or  taxicabs  licensed  by  the 
City  of  Boston,  shall  be  allowed  to  dispatch  taxicabs 
within  in  the  City  of  Boston  unless  said  taxicabs  are  li- 
censed by  the  Boston  Police  Commissioner  and  the  oper- 
ators of  said  taxicabs  possess  valid  hackney  carriage 
driver  licenses  issued  by  the  Boston  Police  Department. 
However,  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as 
prohibiting  a  driver  of  a  taxicab  licensed  outside  the  City 
of  Boston  from  driving  through  said  city,  or  from  accept- 
ing within  the  City  of  Boston,  a  passenger,  passengers, 
packages  or  other  merchandise  if  summoned  by  or  at  the 
request  of  said  passenger  or  client  by  telephone,  or  by 
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radio  dispatch  from  the  owner  or  operator's  principle 
place  of  business  outside  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  5.  Anyone  found  in  violation  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  fifty  dollars 
for  each  violation.

GRANT  OF  $19,300,000 
IN  CDBG  FUNDS  FROM  HUD

I  enclose  herewith  an  order  authorizing  the  City  to  ex- 
pend a  grant  of  $19,300,000,  in  the  form  of  Community 
Development  Block  Grant  funds  from  the  United  States 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  under 
the  Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974, 
as  amended  (P.  L.  93-383) . 

This  figure  represents  the  amount  the  city  is  entitled  to. 
President  Reagan  has  indicated  to  Congress  to  defer 
spending  a  portion  of  these  funds.  As  a  result,  HUD  has 
directed  the  city  to  apply  for  only  $15,500,000.  How- 
ever, a  movement  is  under  way  in  Congress  to  overturn 
the  deferral.  Therefore,  I  am  requesting  authority  to  ex- 
pend the  full  amount,  subject  of  course,  to  successful 
congressional  action.

•  personnel  information  including  names,  titles,  sala- 
ries, and  addresses  of  all  CDBG-funded  personnel 

•  status  of  all  Year  XI  programs  including  budget  com-

Attached  is  a  proposed  City  Council  order  permitting 
the  city  to  apply  for  approximately  $3,600,000  in  Hous- 
ing Development  Grant  (HODAG)  funds  to  assist  with 
the  development  of  rental  housing  in  the  Douglass  Plaza 
project.  The  project  consists  of  121  units  of  mixed-in- 
come rental  housing,  25  ownership  units,  5,000  square 
feet  of  neighborhood  retail  space  and  106  parking  spaces. 


The  site  is  Parcel  16  in  Lower  Roxbury  in  Boston's  South 
End  Urban  Renewal  Area. 

The  HODAG  funds  will  be  used  to  make  feasible  the 
121  units  of  rental  housing,  thirty-two  of  which  are  to  be 
low-income  units.  Creating  new  housing,  particularly 
rental  housing,  is  one  of  this  city's  primary  goals  as  it 
faces  a  very  low  vacancy  rate  in  rental  housing,  particu- 
larly for  low-income  units  in  this  area.  The  development 
of  these  rental  units  as  part  of  a  larger  project  with  sales 
housing,  accompanying  retail  and  parking,  onapresently 
blighted  vacant  lot,  will  have  a  dramatic  impact  on  the 
entire  Lower  Roxbury  community.  This  project  repre- 
sents the  first  major  private  commitment  to  this  area  for 
some  time  and  will  undoubtedly  stimulate  additional  new 
housing  construction  as  well  as  rehabilitation  on  other 
public  and  private  parcels  in  the  area.  The  project  has 
received  enthusiastic  support  from  community  organiza- 
tions and  individuals  and  numerous  elected  officials. 

The  development  team,  Douglass  Plaza  Associates 
(DPA),  has  been  tentatively  designated  by  the  BRA  as  re- 
developer  of  the  eastern  portion  of  Parcel  1 6  for  the  larger 
project  including  the  rental  units.  DPA  has  indentified  a 
gap  between  the  projected  development  costs  for  the 
rental  units  and  the  mortgage  attainable  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts Housing  Finance  Agency  based  on  projected 
area  rents.  To  fill  this  gap,  additional  funds  will  be  re- 
quired in  the  form  of  a  HODAG,  not  to  exceed 
$3,600,000,  from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development. 

The  award  of  the  requested  HODAG  funds  is  critical  to 
the  feasibility  of  the  project's  rental  units  which  will  pro- 
vide much  needed  housing  for  121  families  and  individ- 
uals, thirty-two  of  these  low-income.  These  funds  will 
insure  the  feasibility  of  the  largest  element  of  the 
Douglass  Plaza  project.  This  project  will  dramatically 
improve  a  blighted  site  in  a  visible  location  in  Lower  Rox- 
bury/South  End  and  will  certainly  encourage  other  pri- 
vate investment  and  thus  additional  development  in  the 
neighborhood. 

I  therefore  urge  the  approval  of  the  attached  Council 
order  to  make  possible  the  development  of  this  important 
project.

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  for  your  approval 
the  attached  orders  which  authorize  the  city  to  enter  into  a 
settlement  agreement  with  the  Post  Office  Square  Rede- 
velopment Corporation.  This  agreement  gives  the  rede- 
veloper  the  site  control  necessary  and  establishes  the  city 
benefits  which  shall  be  required  for  the  redeveloper  to 
proceed  with  its  plans  to  demolish  the  existing  garage  and 
to  construct  a  new  underground  garage  and  grade-level 


park,  as  set  out  in  certain  approvals  granted  by  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority  under  the  provisions  of  G.L. 
C.  121A.  The  settlement  agreement  is  attached. 

The  settlement  agreement  allows  the  Post  Office 
Square  Redevelopment  Corporation  to  take  by  eminent 
domain  the  City  of  Boston  parking  garage  located  in  Post 
Office  Square,  and  in  turn  requires  the  redevelopment 
corporation  to  pay  the  city  a  settlement  award,  to  con- 
struct the  project,  to  transfer  all  net  revenues  from  garage 
operations  to  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  city,  to  immedi- 
ately transfer  the  air  rights  over  the  site  to  the  city,  and  to 
agree  that  the  entire  site  will  revert  to  city  ownership  at 
the  expiration  of  the  period  necessary  to  finance  the  pro- 
ject, but  in  no  case  exceeding  forty  years. 

The  attached  orders  further  authorize  the  city  to  trans- 
fer the  air  rights  above  this  site  to  the  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Commission  for  conservation  purposes,  thereby 
ensuring  that  the  site  will  remain  an  open  park  in  perpetu- 
ity. 

This  project  makes  possible  the  creation  of  one  and 
one-half  acres  of  parkland,  providing  much-needed  open 
space  for  residents,  workers,  and  visitors  to  Boston's 
downtown.  The  new  underground  garage  will  provide 
more  public  parking  in  a  modern  structure  with  access 
ramps  designed  to  eliminate  the  on-street  queuing  which 
now  causes  rush-hour  traffic  jams  at  nearby  intersec- 
tions.

On  August  8,  1985,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority tentatively  designated  Opportunities  Industrial- 
ization Centers  of  Greater  Boston,  Inc.  (OIC),  as 
redeveloper  of  several  parcels  in  the  Dudley  Square  area 
for  the  development  of  sixty  rental  housing  units.  OIC 
plans  to  construct  thirty  new  units  and  to  rehabilitate  two 
deteriorated  buildings  into  thirty  additional  units.  The 
goal  of  the  project  is  to  provide  much-needed  rental  hous- 
ing affordable  to  low-  and  moderate-income  residents  of 
Boston. 

The  development  includes  two  buildings  presently 
owned  by  OIC  and  the  following  publicly  owned  parcels: 

224,  228,  230  Dudley  Street,  Parcels  2510,  2509, 
2508;  200-204,  206  Dudley  Street,  Parcels  2514,  2513; 
87  Zeigler  Street,  Parcel  2487;  41,  48,  50-52  Winslow 
Street,  Parcels  2487,  2514,  2516. 

OIC  has  studied  the  housing  market  and  has  determind 
that  a  gap  exists  between  the  rents  required  to  sustain  the 
full  cost  of  development  and  the  market  rents  attainable  in 
the  Dudley  Square  area.  Cost-based  rents  would  range 
from  $800  to  $1,000  while  attainable  market  rents  are 
estimated  to  be  only  $500  to  $650. 

Special  financing  will  be  required  to  fdl  the  gap  be- 
tween the  income  necessary  to  cover  development  costs 
and  the  income  attainable  through  the  market  rents.  OIC 
has  already  obtained  preliminary  approval  from  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Housing  Finance  Agency  (MHFA)  for  tax-ex- 
empt financing  through  the  State  Housing  Assistance  for 
Rental  Production  program  (SHARP).  However,  these 
funds  alone  are  not  enough  to  fill  the  gap.  Additional 
funding  will  be  required  in  the  form  of  a  Housing  Devel- 
opment Grant  (HODAG)  of  up  to  $1 .2  million  from  the 
Federal  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment. 

This  development,  located  on  one  of  the  most  visible 
and  strategic  sites  in  Roxbury,  will  serve  as  an  important 
indicator  of  confidence  in  the  viability  of  the  Dudley 
Square  area.  The  project  has  received  enthusiastic  sup- 
port from  a  wide  range  of  community  organizations  and 
elected  officials.  This  rental  housing  will  compliment  the 
twenty-four,  new ,  owner-occupied  townhouses  being  de- 
veloped by  OIC  a  block  away  on  Dudley  Street. 

The  HODAG  grant  will  allow  the  city  to  reach  several 
important  goals: 

1 .  It  will  improve  an  underutilized,  blighted  site  in  the 
heart  of  Dudley  Square. 

2.  It  will  provide  sixty  units  of  much-needed  rental 
housing,  25  percent  affordable  to  low-income  residents 
and  75  percent  at  moderately  priced  market  rate  rents,  in 
a  neighborhood  that  lacks  decent  and  safe  housing  oppor- 
tunities. 

3.  It  will  provide  sixty  construction  jobs,  at  least  half  of 
which  will  be  for  city  residents,  25  percent  for  minorities, 
and  10  percent  for  women. 

4.  It  will  be  an  important  sign  of  the  area's  ability  to 
attract  private  investment  and  thus  spur  additional  devel- 
opment in  the  neighborhood. 

I,  therefore,  urge  you  to  approve  the  attached  Council 
order  to  make  possible  the  construction  of  the  aforemen- 
tioned housing  on  these  sites.

Response  to  the  May  14,  1986 
Order  of  the  City  Council  Requesting 
Information  Pursuant  to  Section  17F 

Question  1 .  Did  the  Mayor  sign  a  home  rule  petition 
entitled  chapter  42  of  the  Acts  of  1985? 

Response:  Yes.  The  Mayor  signed  this  petition  on  No- 
vember 28,  1984. 

Question  2 .  Does  the  Mayor  or  the  corporation  counsel 
question  the  legality  of  the  above? 

Response:  Yes,  the  Corporation  Counsel  considers  the 
above  petition  to  be  illegal. 

Question  2A.  If  the  answer  is  yes,  set  forth  in  detail  the 
reasons. 

Response:  The  Corporation  Counsel  has  previously 
ruled  that  chapter  42  of  the  Acts  of  1985  is  invalid.  Opin- 
ion of  the  Corporation  Counsel,  June  5,  1985.  (Copy 
attached  hereto). 

The  opinion  notes  that  Lt.  Edward  F.  Connolly  was 
duly  retired  for  superannuation  pursuant  to  M.G.L.  c. 
32,  s.  5.  The  effective  date  of  his  retirement  was  Novem- 
ber 30,  1984.  Chapter  42  of  the  Acts  of  1985,  (chapter 
42),  purporting  to  direct  the  Commissioner  of  Police  to 
confer  "tenure"  on  Lt.  Connolly  at  his  "present  civil 
service  rank,"  was  not  made  effective  until  May  15, 
1985. 

The  corporation  counsel  opinion  reasons  that  chapter 
42,  enacted  subsequently  to  Lt.  Connolly's  retirement, 
cannot  alter  his  retirement  status  because  it  directs  "con- 
ferral of  tenure  upon  him  at  his  present  civil  service 
rank."  Since  Lt.  Connolly  maintained  no  civil  service 
rank  after  his  retirement  became  effective,  the  act  is  in- 
valid and  without  legal  effect. 

The  corporation  counsel  opinion  did  not  need  to  reach 
any  further  discussion  of  the  issue  since  inclusion  of  the 
phrase  "present  civil  service  rank"  was  alone  fatal  to  the 
act's  validity.  However,  even  without  the  limitation  of 
that  phrase,  chapter  42  would  nevertheless  be  invalid 
since  it  presupposes  not  only  a  present  civil  service  rank, 
but,  more  basically,  an  active  employment  status  and  ac- 
tive membership  in  the  contributory  retirement  system. 

Section  91(a)  contains  a  general  prohibition  against  re- 
employment of  pensioners  in  a  governmental  unit,  with 
certain  named  exceptions  not  applicable  here.  Section 
91(b),  however,  allows  re-employment  of  retirees  with 
two  limitations.  First,  employment  is  strictly  limited  to 
120  days  or  960  hours  in  the  aggregate  per  year.  Second, 
the  retiree's  earnings,  when  added  to  the  pension  he  con- 
tinues to  receive,  may  not  exceed  the  salary  being  paid  for 
the  position  from  which  he  was  retired. 

Although  the  17F  request  states  that  Lt.  Connolly  re- 
ceived an  extension  of  his  employment  until  July  25, 
1985,  this  statement  is  erroneous.  Lt.  Connolly  was  re- 
tired on  November  8, 1984,  but  was  re-employed  for  120 
days  under  the  provisions  of  section  91.  As  discussed 
above,  this  employment  neither  continued  or  re-estab- 
lished active  employment  status  in  his  former  position 
nor  did  it  re-establish  active  membership  status  in  the  re- 
tirement system. 

The  only  other  posssible  exception  to  the  prohibition 
contained  in  section  91  is  a  waiver  of  pension  payments 
under  the  provisions  of  M.G.L. ,  c.  32,  s.  90B.  Accord- 
ing to  a  1972  Attorney  General  Opinion,  the  prohibition 
against  re-employment  of  a  retiree  is  not  applicable  if  he 
waives  receipt  of  all  pension  benefits  for  the  duration  of 
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re-employment.  1972,  Op.  Atty.  Gen.,  No.  15  (Jan.  10, 
1972).  But  see,  1959  Op.  Atty.  Gen.  p.  44,  contra. 

However,  this  exception  is  not  available  to  employees 
beyond  mandatory  retirement  age.  As  a  subsequent  At- 
torney General  Opinion  makes  clear,  this  section  90B 
waiver"  . . .  only  permits  a  retired  employee  to  waive  his 
pension  and  thereby  render  himself  eligible  for  re-em- 
ployment by  the  Commonwealth  up  to,  but  not  beyond, 
the  mandatory  retirement  age. "  1976  Op.  Att.  Gen. ,  No. 
14,  (Dec.  22,  1976) (emphasis  supplied).  Since  Lt.  Con- 
nolly was  retired  upon  reaching  his  mandatory  age,  this 
last  exception  is  not  available  to  him. 

For  the  reasons  stated  above,  the  provisions  of  chapter 
42,  enacted  after  Lt.  Connolly  had  retired  by  reason  of 
reaching  maximum  age,  are  without  legal  effect. 

Question  3.  If  the  law  is  legal  and  has  been  signed  by 
the  Mayor,  set  forth  in  detail  the  reasons  why  Lt.  Edward 
F.  Connolly  has  not  received  tenure  from  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton as  set  forth  in  chapter  42  of  the  Acts  of  1 985 . 

Response.  Since  the  law  is  not  legal,  Lt.  Edward  F. 
Connelly  cannot  receive  tenure  from  the  City  of  Boston 
under  its  provisions. 

First,  the  very  use  of  the  word  "tenure"  presupposes 
current,  active  employment  status.  The  plain  meaning  of 
the  word  "tenure"  is  a  holding  of  a  position  of  employ- 
ment. Once  retired,  Lt.  Connolly  no  longer  held  any  posi- 
tion for  which  tenure  could  be  granted. 

Second,  reinstatement  to  active  employment  status  is  a 
legal  impossibility  in  the  circumstances  of  this  case.  Un- 
der the  provisions  of  M.G.L. ,  c.  32,  s.  5,  any  member  in 
service  must  be  retired  for  superannuation  upon  attaining 
"maximum  age"  for  his  or  her  "group."  Police  officers 
are  classified  under  M.G.L. ,  c.  32,  s.  3,  as  "group  4" 
employees  whose  maximum  age  is  sixty-five.  M.G.L. ,  c. 
32,  s.  1.  Since  Lt.  Connolly,  a  group  4  police  officer, 
reached  age  sixty-five  on  November  23,  1984,  his  retire- 
ment in  that  month  was  mandatory. 

Once  retired,  there  is  no  applicable  provision  in  c.  32 
for  re-establishment  of  membership  in  the  retirement  sys- 
tem. See,  1959  Op.  Atty.  Gen. ,  p.  41, 43^14.  With  limited 
exceptions,  retirement  is  a  final  termination  of  public  em- 
ployment. Id.  at  44.  These  exceptions  are  found  in 
M.G.L.,  c.  32,  s.  91.

Re:  Chapter  42  of  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  1985 
Dear  Mr.  O'Donnell: 

You  have  requested  my  opinion  as  to  the  effect  of  chap- 
ter 42  of  the  Acts  and  Resolves  of  1985.  In  relevant  part 
that  statute  reads  as  follows:  "Notwithstanding  the  provi- 
sions of  any  law  to  the  contrary  .  .  . ,  the  police  commis- 
sioner of  the  city  of  Boston  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor 
shall  provide  tenure  to  Lieutenant  Edward  F.  Connolly  at 
his  present  civil  service  rank  in  said  city  .  .  ."  For  the 
reasons  set  forth  below,  I  conclude  that  said  statute  can- 
not be  effectuated. 

You  have  informed  me  that  Boston  Police  Lieutenant 
Edward  F.  Connolly  has  been  duly  retired  for  superannu- 
ation pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  M.G.L.  c.  32,  s.  5. 
The  effective  date  of  his  retirement  was  November  30, 
1984.  As  referenced  in  your  request,  absent  extenuating 
circumstances,  Lt.  Connolly  would  be  entitled,  pursuant 
toM.G.L.  c.  32,  s.  91(b),  to  ongoing  employment  by  the 
city,  subject  to  the  following  limitations: 

1.  The  duration  of  his  employment  is  limited  to  120 
days/960  hours  per  year. 

2.  The  aggregate  of  his  salary  and  pension  payments 
cannot  exceed  the  salary  paid  for  the  position  from  which 
he  was  retired. 


However,  on  May  1 ,  1985 ,  chapter  42  of  the  Acts  and 
Resolves  of  1985  was  enacted,  effective  as  of  that  date. 
By  its  explicit  provisions  and  "[notwithstanding  the  pro- 
visions of  any  law  to  the  contrary  .  .  .",  the  police  com- 
missioner of  the  City  of  Boston  is  directed  to  provide 
tenure  to  Lt.  Connolly  until  the  age  of  seventy,  if  the 
Mayor  approves. 

However,  having  previously  been  retired  for  superan- 
nuation, Lt.  Connolly  did  not,  at  the  time  of  the  statute's 
enactment,  maintain  a  "civil  service  rank."  Therefore, 
the  enactment  of  the  statute  subsequent  to  his  retirement 
precludes  compliance  therewith,  insofar  as  its  mandate 
incorrectly  presupposes  active  employment  status  on  the 
part  of  Lt.  Connolly. 

In  summary,  it  is  my  opinion  that  chapter  42  of  the  Acts 
and  Resolves  of  1985  cannot  alter  the  retirement  status  of 
Lt.  Connolly,  since  it  directs  conferral  of  tenure  upon  him 
"at  his  present  civil  service  rank,"  when,  if  fact,  he  pres- 
ently maintains  no  such  active  rank.

REPORT  ON  ORDER  THAT  COMMITTEE  ON 
PLANNING  AND  DEVELOPMENT  HOLD

Coun.  McCORMACK,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Planning  and  Development,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0302,  order  that  the  Committee 
on  Planning  and  Development  conduct  a  hearing  re  pro- 
posed new  construction  and/or  renovation  of  a  major 
sports  facility  in  Boston  (referred  February  26)  —  recom- 
mending making  certain  recommendations  and  recom- 
mends that  the  order  be  placed  on  file. 


Introduction 

On  April  28, 1986,  the  Committee  on  Planning  and  De- 
velopment conducted  a  hearing  designed  to  provide 
members  of  the  City  Council  and  the  public  with  updated 
information  about  the  proposals  of  H.N.  Gorin  Associ- 
ates and  Lincoln  Property /Delaware  North  for  mixed-use 
developments  in  the  North  Station  area.  These  proposals 
were  submitted  in  response  to  the  Public  Facilities  Com- 
mission's Request  for  Proposals  for  the  city-owned 
Nashua  Street  Parking  Lot,  issued  in  August,  1985. 

The  Committee  also  reviewed  the  proposal  of  Boston 
Planning  Partners,  Inc.  for  the  Palladium,  a  sports  and 
entertainment  center  on  the  city's  Southampton  Street  in- 
cinerator site.  The  Committee  found  the  Boston  Planning 
Partners'  proposal  to  be  extremely  innovative,  but  in 
light  of  recently  announced  city  and  state  plans  for  the 
site,  will  not  give  the  Palladium  plan  further  consider- 
ation at  this  time. 

The  two  proposals  for  development  of  the  North  Sta- 
tion Nashua  Street  site  are  briefly  summarized  as  fol- 
lows:* 

H.N.  Gorin  Associates  has  proposed  the  Gateway  Cen- 
ter, a  complex  of  buildings  including  a  twenty -eight-story 
hotel/residential  tower  and  a  new  arena  on  the  city-owned 
parcel,  two  thirty-five-story  office  towers  on  the  site  of 
the  Boston  Garden,  and  a  2,500-car  parking  garage  to  be 
built  over  the  MBTA  rail  tracks  to  the  north  of  the  ex- 
pressway ramp. 

Lincoln  Property  and  the  New  Boston  Garden  Corpo- 
ration (Delaware  North)  have  proposed  the  Boston  Gar- 
den Center  which  would  include  a  renovated  Boston 
Garden,  an  atrium/retail  complex,  a  hotel/housing  com- 
plex, two,  thirty-five-story  office  towers  and  a  1 ,600-car 
parking  garage. 
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*Detailed  summaries  and  analyses  of  the  two  proposals 
can  be  found  in  the  "Nashua  Street  Parking  Lot  North 
Station,  Status  Report"  issued  by  the  Mayor's  office  on 
May  2 1,1986. 

The  technical  aspects  of  these  proposals  have  been  the 
subject  of  extensive  and  ongoing  review  by  the  Mayor's 
staff,  the  Public  Facilities  Commission  and  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority.  It  is  not  the  intention  of  the 
Committee  to  interfere  with  that  necessarily  painstaking 
process  of  review. 

The  Committee's  findings  and  recommendations  do, 
however,  attempt  to  address  one  of  the  city's  overriding 
responsibilities  in  this  process:  to  determine  whether  the 
Nashua  Street  parcel  should  be  leased  or  sold  to  a  devel- 
oper who  will  renovate  the  existing  Boston  Garden  or 
whether  the  parcel  should  be  reserved  for  disposition 
only  as  part  of  a  development  plan  designed  to  produce  a 
new  sports  and  entertainment  facility  for  Boston. 
Findings 

1.  The  City  of  Boston  deserves  a  new,  modern,  state- 
of-the  art  arena  to  meet  its  sports  and  entertainment  needs 
into  the  next  century. 

The  Boston  Garden  has  been  an  integral  part  of  Bos- 
ton's sports  and  entertainment  industry  for  fifty-eight 
years.  Conceivably,  with  major  repair  and  renovation, 
the  garden  could  continue  to  adequately  host  Boston's 
major  sporting  and  entertainment  events  in  the  immediate 
future. 

In  the  years  to  come,  however,  Boston's  professional 
sports  teams  and  their  fans  along  with  patrons  of  amateur 
sporting  events,  concerts  and  family  shows  such  as  the 
circus  and  the  Ice  Capades  will  increasingly  demand,  and 
deserve  a  modern,  attractive,  comfortable,  convenient 
and  safe  arena  facility.  Additionally,  as  Boston's  conven- 
tion industry  continues  to  expand  and  grow,  the  need  for  a 
modern  and  attractive  facility  capable  of  accommodating 
large  events  is  bound  to  increase. 

The  Boston  Garden,  however,  completed  in  1928,  with 
its  long  and  narrow  proportions,  its  confusing  vertical 
circulation  scheme,  its  narrow  and  uncomfortable  seats 
and  its  steep  balconies  obstructing  the  view  from  up  to 
1,000  seats  could  never  meet  contemporary  industry 
standards  for  a  multi-purpose  arena.  Similarly,  the  are- 
na's capacity  to  meet  current  life  safety  codes  for  newer 
facilities  and  now  standard  handicapped  access  expecta- 
tions will  always  be  extremely  limited. 

The  Boston  Garden  has  served  the  city  well,  but  even 
after  costly  repair  and  renovation,  it  is  unlikely  that  the 
garden  could  ever  become  the  modern,  quality  facility 
that  a  city  like  Boston  deserves  for  its  future. 

2.  Boston's  opportunity  to  gain  a  new  downtown  arena 
would  be  seriously  jeopardized  if  the  city -owned  Nashua 
Street  parcel  was  developed  for  hotel  or  office  use  as  part 
of  a  project  that  did  not  include  a  new  arena. 

As  development  in  Boston's  downtown  continues  to 
proceed  at  a  rapid  pace,  sites  appropriate  for  the  con- 
struction of  a  new  sports  and  entertainment  facility,  in  or 
near  the  optimal  North  Station  area,  are  dwindling.  If  the 
city -owned  3.2-acre  Nashua  Street  parking  lot  is  sold  or 
leased  as  part  of  a  development  project  that  does  not  in- 
clude a  new  arena,  the  city's  future  opportunities  for  a 
downtown  arena  would  be  seriously  jeopardized. 

If  an  appropriate  North  Station  site  is  not  available  for 
new  arena  construction,  the  Committee  fears  that  the  de- 
mand for  a  new  facility  by  Boston's  sports  teams  and 
arena  patrons  could  create  pressure  for  the  construction 
of  a  facility  outside  of  the  city. 

Boston  sports  fans  in  recent  years  have  weathered  sev- 
eral threats  of  losing  the  Celtics  or  the  Bruins  to  suburban 
or  even  out-of-state  locations.  The  city  would  make  such 
future  relocations  less  likely  by  preserving  this  prime 
Nashua  Street  parcel  for  sale  or  lease  as  part  of  a  new 
arena  development. 


3.  The  current  real  estate  development  climate  in  Bos- 
ton makes  this  an  ideal  time  for  Boston  to  get  behind  a 
new  North  Station  arena. 

The  committee  recognizes  that  the  two  development 
teams  currently  competing  for  the  Nashua  Street  parcel 
are  not  primarily  interested  in  arena  construction  or  reno- 
vation, but  have  proposed  arena  plans  as  a  part  of  larger 
and  more  profitable  office,  retail,  hotel,  residential,  and 
garage  developments. 

Because  of  the  current  desirability  of  the  North  Station 
area  for  development,  the  city  is  in  an  excellent  position 
to  lever  its  ownership  of  the  Nashua  Street  site  to  achieve 
a  new  privately  constructed  sports  arena  as  part  of  a  well- 
designed  and  firmly-controlled,  mixed-use  develop- 
ment. 
Recommendations 

The  Committee,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  3.2- 
acre  Nashua  Street  Parking  Lot  in  North  Station  be  sold 
or  leased  by  the  city  only  to  accommodate  the  construc- 
tion of  a  new  arena. 

A  renovated  Boston  Garden,  although  preferable  to  the 
current  facility  in  the  short-run,  will  not  meet  Boston's 
sports  and  entertainment  needs  into  the  next  century.  The 
city  cannot  afford  to  forfeit  its  opportunity  for  a  new 
North  Station  arena  in  exchange  for  renovations  to  a  facil- 
ity that  cannot  meet  its  future  needs. 

Boston  should  get  behind  a  plan  for  a  new  arena  as  other 
cities  with  state-of-art  facilities  have  done. 

The  Committee  recognizes,  however,  that  H.N.  Gorin 
Associates,  whose  plan  for  the  Gateway  Center  includes 
the  construction  of  a  new  arena,  cannot  receive  designa- 
tion as  developer  of  the  city-owned  parcel,  or  an  endorse- 
ment by  the  Committee,  until  some  of  the  weaknesses  and 
uncertainties  in  its  plan  are  addressed.  Specifically  the 
Committee  recommends  the  following: 

The  Gateway  Center  project  relies  on  a  nonconven- 
tional  financing  scheme,  particularly  as  it  relates  to  the 
arena  component  of  the  project.  Gorin  Associates  must 
clearly  demonstrate  the  financial  feasibility  of  the  plan 
and  confirm  the  existence  of  interested  financial  institu- 
tions. 

Gorin  Associates  and  the  Massachusetts  Convention 
Center  Authority  must  further  clarify  their  proposed  rela- 
tionship for  the  operation  of  a  new  arena.  They  must 
present  a  proposal  that  significantly  reduces  any  potential 
for  public  obligation  and  develop  a  plan  for  achieving  the 
necessary  legislative  authorizations. 

Gorin  Associates  must  be  prepared  to  enter  into  a  land 
disposition  agreement  for  the  Nashua  Street  lot  that  in- 
cludes: 

a  fair  disposition  price  or  long-term  lease  payments* 
a  commitment  to  pay  full  real  estate  taxes  on  every 
component  of  the  project. 

a  commitment  by  Gorin  Associates  to  make  full 
housing  and  job  training  linkage  payments  to  the  city, 
an  agreement  to  comply  with  the  Boston  Residents 
Jobs  Ordinance  and  city  policies  concerning  con- 
struction and  permanent  jobs. 
*In  the  August  2,  1986  "Arena  Report"  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Planning  and  Development  chaired  by  Council- 
lor Menino  made  a  compelling  argument  for  the  lease 
rather  than  sale  of  the  Nashua  Street  lot.  Those  recom- 
mendations should  be  given  full  consideration  in  any  dis- 
position of  the  site. 

Gorin  Associates  must  make  a  commitment  to  negoti- 
ate in  good  faith  for  the  acquisition  of  other  parcels  re- 
quired for  its  project.  The  developer  must  also  agree  to 
folly  indemnify  the  city  if  eminent  domain  proceedings 
become  necessary. 

Designs  for  the  Gateway  Project  must  be  made  compat- 
ible with  transportation  plans  for  North  Station  including 
rapid  transit,  commuter  rail  and  Central  Artery  improve- 
ments. 
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Gorin  Associates  must  develop  a  plan  to  include  ade- 
quately financed,  low-income  housing  within  the  resi- 
dential component  of  its  project. 

The  Gateway  Center,  although  scaled  down  from  its 
original  cost  and  dimension,  remains  a  very  large  and 
ambitious  proposal.  Although  the  arena  aspects  of  the 
plan  have  generated  more  interest  and  debate,  the  office, 
hotel  and  residential  components  of  the  Gateway  Center 
have  the  capacity  to  completely  transform  the  North  Sta- 
tion area,  perhaps  with  a  significant  impact  on  surround- 
ing neighborhoods. 

The  Committee  therefore  further  recommends  that  a 
Community  Advisory  Committee  be  appointed  to  repre- 
sent the  interests  of  these  neighborhoods  and  to  work  with 
the  administration  and  the  developer  as  they  proceed  with 
design  review,  including  recommendations  con- 
cerning the  height  and  density  of  the  project; 
environmental  review,  including  wind  and  shadow 
studies.

Section  2.  A  traffic  enforcement  agent  in  Boston  shall 
be  any  person,  appointed  by  the  police  commissioner  of 
the  city,  empowered  to  issue  citations  for  violations  of 
motor  vehicle  traffic  laws  or  parking  violations.  Further- 
more, traffic  enforcement  agents  shall  be  empowered  by 
the  police  commissioner  of  Boston,  for  the  purposes  of 
alleviating  traffic  congestion  in  the  city,  to  direct  drivers 
of  motor  vehicles  and  pedestrians  as  provided  for  police 
officers  under  chapter  89,  section  8  of  the  Massachusetts 
General  Laws. 

Section  3.  The  police  commissioner  shall  provide  for, 
arrange,  regulate,  and  oversee  the  training  of  all  traffic 
enforcement  agents.  Said  training  course  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  commissioner  of  traffic  and  parking  and 
the  police  commissioner.  The  police  commissioner  shall 
promulgate  rules  and  regulations  governing  operations 
and  procedures  for  traffic  enforcement  agents  as  a  unit  of 
the  police  department,  including  but  not  limited  to  direct- 
ing traffic  at  special  events. 

Section  4.  Traffic  enforcement  agents  are  hereby  given 
the  same  authority  as  police  officers  for  the  purposes  of 
chapter  90,  section  25  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances.  Title  5.  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  following  new  chapter 
and  caption: 
"Chapter  10:  Office  of  Management  and  Budget" 
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"Section  500.  There  is  hereby  established  in  the  City 
of  Boston  a  department  known  as  the  Office  of  Man- 
agement and  Budget.  The  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  budget  director. 
The  budget  director  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor  for 
a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  the  January  fol- 
lowing the  next  biennial  municipal  election  at  which  a 
mayor  is  elected,  and  shall  devote  his  full  time  to  the 
duties  of  his  office.  The  duties  of  the  Office  of  Manage- 
ment and  Budget  and  the  budget  director  are  enumer- 
ated in  Ordinances,  Title  5,  chapter  1 ,  section  5. 

Generally,  the  Office  of  Management  and  Budget 
shall  have  the  responsibility  to  prepare  the  annual 
budget  and  all  supplementary  budgets  to  be  submitted 
by  the  mayor  to  the  city  council.  Additionally,  the  Of- 
fice of  Management  and  Budget  shall  prepare  all  trans- 
fer orders  to  be  submitted  by  the  mayor  to  the  city 
council.  The  office  shall  also  prepare  and  authorize  the 
form  of  estimate  sheets  to  be  used  by  each  department, 
board  and  commission  in  the  preparation  of  annual 
budget  requests  and  revenue  receipts."

"Section  5:  The  budget  director  shall,  under  the  di- 
rection of  the  mayor,  prepare  in  segregated  form  a  line 
item,  with  position  control,  annual  budget  and  all  sup- 
plementary budgets  to  be  submitted  by  the  mayor  to  the 
city  council,  and  shall  report  to  the  mayor  on  all  subse- 
quent revisions  of  the  line  items  in  any  budget.  The 
budget  director  shall  also  prepare,  under  the  direction 
of  the  mayor,  all  transfer  orders  to  be  submitted  by  the 
mayor  to  the  city  council  under  section  3B  of  chapter 
486  of  the  Acts  of  1909.  The  budget  director  shall  fur- 
ther prepare,  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor,  the  form 
of  estimate  sheets  to  be  used  by  each  officer,  board,  and 
department,  and  each  division  of  a  department,  for 
which  the  city  appropriates  money,  and  the  form  of 
monthly  report  of  such  officer,  board,  and  department, 
and  each  division  thereof,  showing  expenditures  to 
date  of  all  appropriations  by  line  item.  The  budget  di- 
rector shall,  in  addition,  have  the  power  and  perform 
the  duties  conferred  or  imposed  on  the  budget  commis- 
sioner by  any  statute  other  than  section  56  of  chapter  35 
of  the  General  Laws.  The  budget  director  shall  coordi- 
nate all  budgetary  activity  of  the  city  from  the  budget 
office,  and  consult  with  the  Administrative  Services 
Board  on  matters  of  policy." 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  5, 
chapter  1  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  all  references, 
throughout  this  title  and  chapter,  to  the  "Supervisor  of 
Budgets"  and  insert  in  place  thereof  throughout  this  title 
and  chapter  "Budget  Director."

PERSONS  WITH  AIDS

Whereas,  The  United  States  Centers  for  Disease  Con- 
trol and  the  Massachusetts  State  Department  of  Health 
have  established  rational  guidelines  for  employers  re- 
garding employees  with  AIDS  and  those  perceived  at 
risk;  and 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Justice  Department  ruling 
that  allows  the  "fear  of  contagion  —  whether  reasonable 
or  not"  to  prevent  persons  fired  because  of  AIDS-related 
discrimination  from  seeking  redress,  under  section  504 
of  the  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973,  is  contrary  to  estab- 
lished federal  and  state  guidelines  and  is  directly  antithet- 
ical to  policies  promoting  public  health  and  social  justice; 
and 

Whereas,  The  Justice  Department  ruling  will  only 
serve  to  exacerbate  irrational  fear  and  foster  a  sense  of 
distrust  among  groups  whose  voluntary  cooperation  with 
public  health  officials  is  crucial  in  the  battle  against  AIDS 
and  will  damage  medical  research  efforts  by  jeopardizing 
the  employment  of  potential  volunteers  thereby  restrict- 
ing the  pool  of  possible  volunteers;  and 

Whereas,  Employers  who  have  worked  to  create  ra- 
tional policies  based  on  fact,  not  fear,  will  be  damaged  by 
the  confusion  and  irrational  bias  introduced  by  the  ruling; 
and 

Whereas,  Discrimination  against  people  with  AIDS 
and  those  perceived  at  risk  is  against  the  public  policy  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  the  State  of  Massachusetts  and  ille- 
gal in  both  jurisdictions;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Boston  City  Council ,  in  meeting  as- 
sembled, does  remind  employers  in  the  City  of  Boston 
that  all  employees  with  AIDS  or  perceived  at  risk  are  pro- 
tected from  discrimination  under  city  and  state  law  and 
advises  employers  to  adhere  to  guidelines  established  by 
the  city,  the  State  Department  of  Health,  and  the  Centers 
for  Disease  Control  regarding  employment;  and  be  it  fur- 
ther 
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Resolved,  That,  until  the  Justice  Department  clarifies 
its  ruling  so  as  to  indicate  that  people  with  AIDS  and  those 
perceived  at  risk  are  protected  from  discrimination,  those 
who  undergo  AIDS-related  diagnostic  procedures  should 
seriously  consider  their  need  for  absolute  anonymity.

DISAPPROVING  ORDER  AUTHORIZING  CONDI- 
TIONAL EXPENDITURE  OF  GRANT  OF 
$4,005,835  IN  YEAR  XII  CDBG  FUNDS  FROM 
HUD

Dear  Councillors: 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  order  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on  June 
25,  1986,  which  purports  to  authorize,  conditionally,  the 
expenditure  of  $4,005,835  in  the  form  of  Community 
Development  Block  Grants  (CDBG),  funds  received 
from  the  U.S.  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Devel- 
opment. My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  explained  be- 
low. 
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I  have  submitted  an  appropriation  order  to  the  Council 
which  would  authorize  the  city  to  expend  the  full  CDBG 
grant  promptly  and  efficiently  on  programs  of  critical  im- 
portance to  the  residents  of  Boston.  The  Council  has  di- 
vided that  appropriation  and  voted  to  allow  the  city  to 
expend  only  a  small  portion  of  funds  and  then  only  if  the 
funds  are  spent  on  specifically  named  programs. 

The  Council  does  not  have  authority  to  initiate  appro- 
priation orders ,  or  amend  or  condition  an  order  submitted 
to  it  by  the  Mayor.  G.L.  c.  44,  s.  53A;  See  Opinion  of 
Acting  Corporation  Counsel  Joseph  d.  Alviani,  May  8, 
1978,  attached.1  Because  the  Council's  approval  of  the 
order  submitted  to  me  is  in  an  amount  substantially  differ- 
ent than  that  which  I  submitted  and,  further,  is  specifi- 
cally conditioned  upon  the  expenditure  of  the  grant  funds 
in  designated  amounts  for  the  benefit  of  specific  organi- 
zations, the  order  is  tantamount  to  an  appropriation  or- 
der. Under  the  City  Charter  appropriation  orders  may  be 
initiated  only  by  the  Mayor.  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  3,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  St.  1982,  c.  190,  s.  15. 

The  order,  as  passed,  also  impermissably  intrudes 
upon  the  Mayor's  executive  powers  contained  in  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Constitution  and  City  Charter.  The  Charter 
provides  that:  "...  neither  the  city  council  nor  any  mem- 
ber .  .  .  shall  directly  or  indirectly  .  . .  take  part ...  in  the 
conduct  of  the  executive  or  administrative  business  of  the 
city.  .  ."St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  17G.  By  specifying  the  pre- 
cise sums  to  be  awarded  to  the  organizations  listed  in  the 
order,  the  Council  seeks  to  usurp  the  executive  preroga- 
tive to  approve  departmental  budgets.  Budgetary  author- 
ity responses  exclusively  with  the  executive  branch  of 
city  government  and  the  Council's  power  in  this  area  is 
clearly  proscribed  by  law.  "The  city  council  may  reduce 
or  reject  any  item  but,  except  upon  the  recommendation 
of  the  Mayor,  shall  not  increase  any  item  in,  nor  the  total 
of,  a  budget,  nor  add  any  item  thereto,  nor  shall  it  origi- 
nate a  budget."  St.  1909,  c.  486,  s.  3,  as  most  recently 
amended  by  St.  1982,  c.  190,  s.  15.  (emphasis  added.) 

Finally,  by  requiring  the  award  of  contracts  to  specific 
organizations,  the  order  not  only  involves  the  Council  in 
the  making  of  contracts  and  the  conduct  of  the  executive 
functions  of  the  city,  again  in  direct  violation  of  the  City 
Charter  (See,  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G,  as  amended  by  St. 
195 1 ,  c.  376,  s.  1),  it  also  contravenes  applicable  federal 
regulations  and  various  City  Charter  provisions  which 
govern  the  making,  advertisement,  and  approval  of  con- 
tracts. See,  St.  1885,  c.  266,  s.  6;  St.  1890,  c.  418,  s.  4,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  St.  1976,  c.  159,  s.  2;  St. 
1890,  c.  418,  s.  6,  as  most  recently  amended  by  St.  1955, 
c.60,  s.  1. 

The  City  Council  has  acted  in  contravention  to  the  City 
Charter,  as  well  as  state  and  federal  law.  If  the  Council's 
order  was  signed  in  the  form  submitted  to  me,  the  city's 
Year  XI  CDBG  program  might  be  seriously  jeopardized. 

I  will  be  submitting  to  the  Council,  prior  to  its  next 
meeting,  the  appropriate  legislation  to  enable  the  city  to 
fulfill  the  objectives  of  the  Community  Development 
Block  Program.  This  program  is  so  critical  to  the  needs  of 
city  residents,  that  immediate,  constructive  action  is  es- 
sential. I  urge  your  cooperation  in  this  vital  matter.

The  Assessing  Department  has  reported  to  me  that  they 
have  worked  diligently  and  cooperatively  with  the  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  of  Public  Lands  and  Real  Property 
to  overcome  the  technical  and  administrative  flaws  of  this 
measure  as  filed  last  year.  However,  at  this  time,  a  few 
concerns  remain  in  relation  to  the  administrative  possibil- 
ities of  the  Collector/Treasurer's  Office.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  the  Collector/Treasurer  at  this  time  that  the  proposed 
ordinance  does  not  yet  have  sufficient  clarity  as  to  allow 
for  it  to  be  enforceable  against  the  real  abusers. 

Yet  the  Treasurer  is  in  support  of  the  goals  and  aims  of 
this  measure,  as  am  I,  and  we  are  committed  to  working 
with  the  Council  in  correcting  the  few  remaining  techni- 
calities.

Whereas.  The  principal  aspect  of  a  strong  and  vibrant

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Whereas,  Black,  Hispanic,  Asian,  and  Native  Ameri- 
can residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  as  well  as  female  resi-

Whereas,  Under  the  Boston  Residents  Jobs  policy, 
Boston  residents  are  enjoying  greatly  improved  access  to 
jobs  in  the  downtown  construction  industry;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  policy  of  this  government  to  ensure 
that  all  people  enjoy  fair  and  open  access  to  employment 
in  permanent  jobs  in  the  private  sector;  and 

Whereas,  It  can  be  shown  that  deeper  and  broader  co- 
operation from  the  private  sector  can  produce  meaningful 
employment  opportunities  for  Boston  residents  who  want 
and  need  them;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  essential  to  the  success  of  these  endeav- 
ors that  projects  and  employment  plans  be  monitored, 
that  findings  be  made  with  respect  to  compliance,  and 
that  recommendations  for  sanctions  be  determined,  and 
that  all  this  be  done  in  a  manner  that  protects  the  due  proc- 
ess rights  of  all  parties;  and 

Whereas,  Such  findings  and  recommendations  should 
be  made  by  an  independent  body  composed  of  persons 
with  an  established  commitment  to  employment  opportu- 
nity for  Boston  residents;  and 

Whereas,  The  following  is  declared  to  be  in  the  public 
interest;  therefore,  be  it  ordained  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Definitions. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  following  defi- 
nitions shall  apply,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 

(1)  "Best  Efforts."  Developers  and  contractors  may 
rely  on  traditional  referral  methods  in  the  hiring  of  jour- 
neymen, apprentices,  advanced  trainees  and  helpers.  De- 
velopers and  contractors  also  shall  implement 
affirmative  action  steps  which  include  at  a  minimum  the 
following: 

(i)  If  developers  and  contractors  have  employment  op- 
portunities available  and  are  unable  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Boston  Residents  Construction 
Employment  Standards,  they  shall  notify  the  Skills 
Bank,  as  defined  in  section  1(12)  herein  for  referrals . 

(ii)  Developers  and  contractors  shall  maintain  a  re- 
cord of  their  requests  to  all  recruitment  sources  and 
the  responses  to  such  requests. 

(iii)  Developers  and  contractors  shall  maintain  a  cur- 
rent file  of  the  names ,  addresses,  and  telephone  num- 
bers of  each  Boston  resident,  minority  and  female, 
who  has  sought  employment  with  respect  to  a  Cov- 
ered Project,  or  were  referred  to  a  developer  or  con- 
tractor by  any  community  organization,  including 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and  Community  Serv- 
ices. They  shall  also  maintain  a  record  of  what  action 
was  taken  regarding  each  individual  who  was  re- 
ferred to  a  union  hiring  hall  and/or  contractor,  but 
was  not  hired.  The  developer  and/or  contractor  shall 
document  the  reasons  for  such  failure  to  hire. 

(iv)  Provide  information  upon  request  to  the  Compli- 
ance Division  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and 
Community  Services  regarding  the  above  proce- 
dures. 

(2)  "Boston  Employment  Commission,"  hereinafter 
"Commission."  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  board  known 
as  the  Boston  Employment  Commission,  consisting  of 
five  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor;  the  Commission 
shall  have  the  powers  and  duties  set  forth  in  section  3 
herein.  The  members  of  the  Commission  shall  be  deemed 
special  municipal  employees  for  purposes  of  chapter 
268 A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 


(3)  "Boston  Resident."  Any  person  for  whom  the 
principal  place  where  that  person  normally  eats  and 
sleeps  and  maintains  his  or  her  normal  personal  and 
household  effects  is  within  the  city  limits  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

(4)  "Boston  Resident  Construction  Employment 
Standards."  The  standards  as  contained  below: 

(i)  Fifty  percent  (50%)  of  all  worker-hours  on  a  craft- 
by-craft  basis  in  Covered  Projects  shall  be  worked  by 
Boston  Residents. 

(ii)  Twenty-five  percent  (25  % )  of  all  worker-hours  on 
a  craft-by-craft  basis  in  Covered  Projects  shall  be 
worked  by  minority  persons; 

(iii)  Ten  percent  (10%)  of  all  worker-hours  on  a  craft- 
by-craft  basis  in  Covered  Projects  shall  be  worked  by 
females. 

(5)  "Boston  Resident,  Minorities  and  Women  New 
Hire  Plan."  The  Commission  will  establish  baseline  hir- 
ing data  for  Boston  residents,  minorities  and  women  by 
surveying  recent  hires  in  new  developments  and  will  set 
annual  goals  which  will  represent  an  increase  in  perma- 
nent, full-time  equivalent  new  hires  from  the  previous 
calendar  year  in  each  of  the  above  categories. 

(6)  "Covered  Projects."  All  projects,  contracts,  or 
agreements  within  the  jurisdiction  of: 

(i)  The  Boston  Residents  Jobs  Policy,  Ordinances  of 
1983,  chapter  30  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Jobs 
Ordinance"); 

(ii)  The  Mayor's  Executive  Order  Extending  the  Bos- 
ton Residents  Job  Policy,  dated  July  12,  1985  (here- 
inafter referred  to  as  "Jobs  Order");  or 

(iii)  any  subsequent  ordinance  or  executive  order,  re- 
lating to  Boston  jobs  policies,  which  specifically  em- 
powers the  Boston  Employment  Commission  and 
which  may  hereafter  be  duly  adopted. 

(7)  "Major  Private  Employer."  Any  private  firm 
which  employs  at  any  one  time  more  than  500  people  to 
work  within  the  City  of  Boston. 

(8)  "Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and  Community  Serv- 
ices," hereinafter  "OJCS."  The  agency  within  the  City  of 
Boston  government  responsible  for  compiling  compli- 
ance information  in  accordance  with  the  Boston  Resident 
Construction  Employment  Standards,  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 1(4)  herein,  and  the  Minority  Business  Enterprise/ 
Women's  Business  Enterprise  Programs. 

(9)  "Minority  Business  Enterprise/Women's  Business 
Enterprise  (MBE/WBE)."  Any  firm  or  business  enter- 
prise in  which: 

(i)  The  principals  are  members  of  a  minority  group  or 
are  females;  and 

(ii)  Minorities  or  females  own  at  least  fifty-one  per- 
cent (51%);  and 

(iii)  Minorities  or  females  possess  and  demonstrate 
dominant  control  over  management  of  such  firm  or 
business  enterprise;  and 

(iv)  Such  firm  or  business  enterprise  is  an  ongoing 
concern;  and 

(v)  Minorities  or  females  are  substantial  investors  in 
such  firm  or  business  enterprise. 

(10)  "Minority  Person"  or  "Minority."  Any  person 
who  is  Black,  Hispanic,  Asian,  or  Native  American,  as 
these  terms  may  be  defined  by  the  United  States  Census 
Bureau,  or,  if  not  defined  thereby,  as  these  terms  are  de- 
fined by  the  Boston  Equal  Employment  Opportunity 
Commission  in  its  duly  promulgated  regulations. 

(11)  "Permanent  Job."  Any  full-time  position,  or  its 
equivalent,  that  an  employer  would  fill  year-round  and 
continue  to  fill  indefinitely  in  a  particular  location. 

(12)  "Skills  Rank."  A  job  screening  and  referral  bank 
maintained  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and  Commu- 
nity Services. 
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(13)  "Voluntary  Employment  Agreement."  Any  plan 
to  promote  hiring  of  Boston  residents,  minorities,  and/or 
women  developed  by  private  employers  which  ad- 
dresses, at  a  minimum,  plans  to  achieve  hiring  goals  for 
new  hires  and  vacancies. 

(14)  "Worker  Hours."  The  sum  total  of  all  hours 
worked  by  all  persons  performing  construction  work. 
Section  2.  Scope  of  Jurisdiction. 

The  Commission's  jurisdiction  shall  extend  to:  (1) 
Covered  Projects,  as  defined  in  section  1(6)  herein;  (2) 
Voluntary  Employment  Agreements,  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 1  ( 1 3 )  herein ,  developed  by  major  private  employers 
or  other  employers  within  the  City  of  Boston;  and  (3) 
matters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  any  subsequent  ordi- 
nance or  executive  order,  relating  to  Boston  jobs  policies, 
which  specifically  empowers  the  Boston  Employment 
Commission  and  which  may  be  hereafter  duly  adopted. 
Section  3.  Powers  and  Duties. 

(1)  The  Commission  shall  be  charged  with  bringing 
Covered  Projects  into  compliance  with  Boston  Resident 
Construction  Employment  Standards,  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 1(4)  herein.  The  Commission  shall  receive  compli- 
ance information  from  OJCS,  investigate  noncompliance 
complaints,  make  compliance  determinations,  and  where 
appropriate,  issue  sanctions  as  outlined  in  section  9 
herein.  Compliance  information  may  be  gathered  at  any 
time  by  the  Commission,  and  compliance  determinations 
shall  be  made  by  phase  for  each  Covered  Project  in  ac- 
cordance with  sections  5,  6,  and  7  herein.  For  projects 
under  construction  upon  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance, 
the  Commission,  in  conjunction  with  the  appropriate  city 
agency,  may  also  pursue  remedies  for  noncompliance 
that  arise  through  existing  contracts  and  agreements  or 
that  exist  pursuant  to  the  Jobs  Ordinance  or  Jobs  Order. 

(2)  The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  re- 
quire developers  of  Covered  Projects  to  submit:  (i)  de- 
tailed plans  that  show  how  the  developer  intends  to  meet 
the  Boston  Resident  Construction  Jobs  Standards;  and  (ii) 
detailed  plans  that  show  how  the  developer  intends  to 
meet  MBE/WBE  goals  contained  in  city  contracts  or  that 
arise  from  city,  state,  or  federal  laws,  regulations,  or  pol- 
icies. 

(3)  The  Commission  shall  be  charged  with  monitoring 
MBE/WBE  goals  contained  in  city  contracts  or  that  arise 
from  city,  state,  or  federal  laws,  regulations,  or  policies. 
The  Commission  shall  receive  compliance  information 
from  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and  Community  Serv- 
ices, and  shall  pursue  appropriate  remedies  for  non-com- 
pliance or  recommend  that  the  awarding  authority  or 
agency  pursue  such  remedies. 

(4)  The  Commission  shall  meet  with  representatives 
of  major  private  employers  in  the  city  for  the  purpose  of 
reviewing  voluntary,  aggregate  hiring  goals  set  by  said 
employers  which  promote  job  opportunities  for  minori- 
ties and  city  residents. 

The  Commission  shall  gather  information  on  whether 
the  employers  are  achieving  said  aggregate  goals  and 
shall  encourage  major  private  employers  to  join  in  this 
collaborative  effort. 

The  Commission  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  have  a 
group  representing  the  participating  major  private  em- 
ployers issue  a  public  report  each  year  on  the  success  of 
this  effort  and  such  voluntary  business  programs  as  sum- 
mer jobs  for  youth,  the  Boston  Compact  and  Bos- 
ton Works. 

At  least  twice  annually  the  Commission  shall  invite 
major  private  employers  or  a  subcommittee  of  major  pri- 
vate employers  to  make  presentations  to  the  Commis- 
sion. 

(5)  To  promote  a  collaboration  between  the  public  and 
private  sectors  for  the  purpose  of  expanding  permanent 
employment  opportunities  in  Boston's  economy  for  Bos- 


ton residents,  minorities,  and  women,  the  Commission 
shall  encourage  private  employers  to  submit  voluntary 
employment  plans.  The  plans  may  establish  new  hire 
goals  and  may  address  the  amount  of  the  assistance  re- 
quired from  the  city  to  meet  these  goals;  such  assistance 
may  involve  job  training  and  referral  funds  and  services. 
To  understand  progress  made  toward  hiring  goals,  the 
Commission  is  authorized  to  undertake  a  Boston  resi- 
dent, minority,  and  women  employment  survey  annually. 
Progress  may  be  determined  in  terms  of  improvement 
above  benchmark  data  discovered  through  the  survey. 

(6)  The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to 
promulgate  regulations,  as  to  matters  within  the  Com- 
mission's purview,  after  public  notice,  comment,  and 
hearing  and  upon  a  majority  vote  of  all  members. 
Section  4.  Composition. 

There  shall  be  five  members  of  the  Commission,  all  of 
whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  The  Commis- 
sion,  at  a  minimum ,  shall  be  representative  of  minorities , 
women,  organized  labor  and  the  Mayor's  Jobs  Liaison 
Committee.  Members  of  the  Commission  shall  have  a 
demonstrated  commitment  to  equal  employment  oppor- 
tunity. All  members  of  the  Commission  shall  be  Boston 
Residents  or  shall  maintain  their  principal  place  of  busi- 
ness in  Boston. 

(1)  Nominations 

The  Mayor  shall  seek  nominations  for  membership 
from  a  wide  range  of  individuals  and  organizations. 

(2)  Term  of  Office 

Commission  members  shall  be  appointed  to  two-year 
terms,  and  members  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are 
duly  appointed.  Vacancies,  other  than  by  reason  of  ex- 
piration of  terms,  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
Mayor  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired  term. 

(3)  Removal 

The  Mayor  may  remove  a  member  for  just  cause  by 
filing  a  written  statement  to  such  effect  with  the  City 
Clerk.  Reasons  for  just  cause  shall  include  but  not  be  lim- 
ited to  a  pattern  of  nonattendance,  noncompliance  with 
procedures  established  under  section  5  herein,  failure  to 
disclose  conflicts  of  interest,  incapacity  due  to  illness,  or 
conviction  of  a  crime.  The  Mayor's  determination  that 
just  cause  for  removal  exists  shall  be  conclusive. 

(4)  Chair 

The  Chairperson  of  the  Commission  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor,  and  shall  serve  a  term  of  two  years. 

(5)  Quorum 

In  no  event  shall  a  quorum  be  fewer  than  three  mem- 
bers of  the  Commission. 
Section  5.  Procedures. 

No  actions  or  determinations  under  sections  7,  8,  9,  or 
10  shall  be  taken  or  made  without  adherence  to  the  fol- 
lowing administrative  procedures: 

(1)  Notice  to  Parties.  Any  party  subject  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion and  recommendation  power  of  the  Commission 
shall  be  given  at  least  fourteen  (14)  calendar  days  no- 
tice of  any  hearing  affecting  its  interests,  such  notice 
to  be  provided  in  writing  and  sent  by  mail,  postage 
prepaid  first  class,  to  the  party  at  its  usual  place  of 
business. 

(2)  Method.  Decisions  to  sanction  shall  require  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  membership  of  the  Commission. 
The  Commission  shall  adopt  procedures,  voted  by  a 
majority  of  all  members,  to  establish  the  time,  place, 
and  manner  for  its  members  to  meet  and  vote.  Such 
procedures  and  revisions  to  such  procedures  shall  be 
submitted  in  writing  to  the  Mayor  or  OJCS  within 
twenty -one  (21)  calendar  days  of  their  scheduled 
adoption. 

(3)  Public  Meetings.  A  public  meeting  subject  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  open  meetings 
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law  (M.G.L.  ch.  39,  s.23)  shall  be  held  before  the 
Commission  conducts  its  final  vote  on  any  matter 
within  its  jurisdiction.  All  such  public  meetings  shall 
require  reasonable  notice  under  the  circumstances  to 
the  general  public  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circula- 
tion. At  least  seven  days  notice  shall  be  the  goal  to  be 
achieved  when  possible. 
(4)  Records.  The  Commission  shall  record  no  less 
than:  the  time  and  place  of  each  meeting;  the  topic(s) 
discussed  in  each  meeting;  members  in  attendance  at 
each  meeting;  whether  the  meeting  was  open  to  the 
public;  what  nonmembers  were  in  attendance;  any 
votes  taken;  and  any  disclosures  by  members  of  con- 
flicts of  interest.  Such  record  shall  be  maintained  in 
good  and  legible  condition  by  the  chairperson,  or  his 
or  her  designee,  and  be  available  for  inspection  by 
any  member  of  the  public  upon  reasonable  notice. 

Section  6.  Standards  of  Compliance. 

The  Commission  shall  use  the  Boston  Resident  Con- 
struction Employment  Standards  to  monitor  compliance 
of  Covered  Projects  with  this  ordinance.  A  Covered  Proj- 
ect shall  be  deemed  in  compliance  if  1)  the  statistical 
monitoring  data  by  phase  shows  compliance  with  the 
Boston  Resident  Construction  Employment  Standards; 
or  2)  if  the  Commission  determines  that  best  efforts  as 
defined  in  section  1(1)  herein,  have  been  made  to  comply 
with  the  Boston  Resident  Construction  Employment 
Standards. 

Section  7.  Determination  of  Compliance. 

The  Commission,  by  vote  of  its  membership,  shall 
make  determinations  that  Covered  Projects  comply  with 
the  Boston  Resident  Construction  Employment  Stand- 
ards at  time  intervals  as  set  out  in  one  of  the  following  two 
schedules,  whichever  allows  for  more  frequent  determi- 
nations as  to  a  particular  project: 

(1)  When  the  Covered  Project  is  25,  50,  75,  and  100 
percent  complete;  or 

(2)  Three,  six,  and  nine  months  after  construction 
commences  at  the  Covered  Project  and  every  three 
months  thereafter  until  the  completion  of  the  project. 

"Percent  complete"  shall  be  measured  by  the  percent- 
age of  the  total  worker  hours  expected  to  be  worked  on 
the  project.  The  Commission  shall  monitor  said  percent- 
age and  shall  include  it  in  its  monitoring  reports. 

Section  8.  Establishment  of  Escrow  Fund. 

For  each  Covered  Project,  an  escrow  fund  shall  be  es- 
tablished. The  developer  shall  pay  into  the  escrow  fund 
an  amount  equal  to  one-tenth  of  one  percent  (.  1  %)  of  the 
total  construction  cost  of  the  project  as  determined  by  the 
Commission.  The  Commission  shall  choose  an  escrow 
agent  who  shall  hold  said  fund  for  the  purpose  of  satisfy- 
ing fines  levied  by  the  Commission  in  relation  to  a  Cov- 
ered Project.  Subject  to  appropriation  by  the  Mayor  and 
approval  by  the  City  Council,  any  fines  shall  be  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Neighborhood  Jobs  Trust,  as  established  in 
Article  26B  of  the  Boston  Zoning  Code  or  similar  entity  if 
the  Neighborhood  Jobs  Trust  should  cease  to  be  used  for 
jobs  training.  Interest,  if  any,  accrued  by  the  fund,  shall 
remain  in  and  become  a  part  of  the  escrow  fund  until  such 
time  as  the  fund  shall  be  released.  Upon  the  completion  of 
the  Covered  Project  and  a  finding  of  compliance  by  the 
Commission,  all  monies  in  the  escrow  fund,  including 
accrued  interest,  if  any,  shall  be  released  and  returned  to 
the  person  or  entity  whom  the  developer  of  the  Covered 
Project  designates. 

Section  9.  Sanctions. 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  sanction 
the  developers  of  Covered  Projects  for  noncompliance 


with  the  Boston  Resident  Construction  Employment 
Standards.  The  Commission  shall  invoke  any  or  all  four 
categories  of  sanctions: 

(1)  Fines  to  a  minimum  of  three  hundred  dollars 
($300)  per  violation  to  be  levied  against  the  escrow 
fund  as  established  herein,  provided  that  each  day  of 
noncompliance  shall  be  considered  a  separate  viola- 
tion; 

(2)  Preclusions  from  the  award  of  all  municipal  con- 
tracts, and  competitions  for  public  development 
rights  for  a  period  of  time  determined  by  the  Com- 
mission; 

(3)  Sanctions  as  authorized  by  the  Jobs  Ordinance  and 
incorporated  in  contracts; 

(4)  Certifications  of  Noncompliance  which  shall  be 
forwarded  to  any  or  all  local ,  state ,  and  federal  agen- 
cies and  authorities. 

The  Commission  may  employ  the  sanctions  contained 
in  sections  9(2)  and  9(4)  against  any  party  who  fails  to 
meet  Boston  jobs  policy  provisions  contained  in  any  con- 
tract or  agreement  between  such  party  and  the  city.  The 
imposition  of  sanctions  under  this  section  shall  not  pre- 
clude and  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  exercise  of  any  action 
or  sanction  as  authorized  through  contract  or  agreement. 
Section  10.  Certificate  of  Compliance. 

The  Commission  shall  issue  certificates  of  compliance 
and  merit  to  all  concerned  municipal,  state,  and  federal 
agencies  and  authorities  for  all  individuals,  organiza- 
tions, partnerships,  or  corporations  which  have  equalled 
or  exceeded  their  compliance  requirements.  The  holder 
of  a  certificate  of  compliance  and  merit  shall  be  given 
favorable  consideration  in  the  award  of  municipal  con- 
tracts and  development  rights. 
Section  11.  Staffing. 

The  Commission  shall  have  staff  consistent  with  the 
Commission's  mission  and  purpose.  The  director  of 
OJCS  shall  be  the  executive  director  of  the  Commission. 
Section  12.  Conflicts  of  Interest. 

No  member  shall  appear  before  or  represent  any  per- 
son, firm,  corporation,  or  other  entity  in  any  other  matter 
pending  before  the  Commission.  Members  shall  not  par- 
ticipate in  a  meeting  or  a  decision  of  the  Commission  on 
any  matter  in  which  they  are  directly  or  indirectly  inter- 
ested in  a  personal  or  financial  sense.  Any  disqualifica- 
tion or  disclosure  of  conflict  of  interest  shall  be  entered 
into  the  records  of  the  Commission. 
Section  13.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if 
any  provision  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by 
a  decision  of  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  such 
decision  shall  not  impair,  or  otherwise  affect,  any  other 
provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  14.  Effective  Date. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  enactment.

Creating  the  Boston  Ground  Water  Trust. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  16, 
is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  following  new  chapter 
at  the  end  thereof: 

"Chapter  1 1 .  Boston  Ground  Water  Trust." 
Section  400.  There  shall  be  established  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  by  the  Collector-Treasurer,  the  "Boston 
Ground  Water  Trust,"  which  trust  shall  be  established 
in  the  form,  and  manner  of  the  attached  Declaration  of 
Trust;  and  that,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  City 
Council  and  Mayor,  the  Boston  Ground  Water  Trust  be, 
and  hereby  is,  authorized  to  accept  and  expend  any  and 
all  funds  contributed  to  it  consistent  with  the  purposes 
of  the  Declaration  of  Trust  attached  hereto  and  filed 
herewith. 

Declaration  of  Trust 
The  Boston  Groundwater  Trust 
Know  All  Men  by  These  Presents  that  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  hereinafter  referred  to  as 
the  "Custodian,"  hereby  declares  that  he  has  received  on 
behalf  of  The  Boston  Groundwater  Trust  ($10)  from  a 
donor,  whose  name,  together  with  the  names  of  all  other 
donors  to  this  Trust  and  the  amounts  contributed  by  each, 
shall  be  kept  by  the  Custodian  as  part  of  the  Trust's  per- 
manent records,  and  that  he  shall  hold  said  contribution 
and  all  other  amounts  paid  to  him  hereunder,  for  the  uses 
and  purposes,  and  subject  to  the  duties  and  powers  herein 
set  forth. 

Article  I 
Name  and  Purpose 
Section  1 . 1  Name. 

This  Trust  shall  be  known  as  The  Boston  Groundwater 
Trust  (Trust). 
Section  1.2  Purpose. 

The  Trust  is  established  to  promote  the  public  health, 
safety,  convenience,  and  welfare  by  monitoring  ground- 
water levels  and  making  recommendations  to  raise  the 
water  table  in  areas  where  it  is  low  to  protect  wood  pile 
foundations  of  buildings.  For  that  purpose,  the  Trust  shall 
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engage  engineers ,  contractors  and  other  professionals  the 
Trustees  deem  necessary  in  order  to  reactivate  existing 
observation  wells  and  to  install  new  observation  wells  in  a 
section  of  the  City  of  Boston  defined  as  the  Back  Bay, 
parts  of  Beacon  Hill,  Bay  Village,  and  parts  of  the  Fen- 
way, in  order  that  the  ground  water  levels  may  be  moni- 
tored by  the  Inspectional  Services  Department  of  the  City 
of  Boston,  or  by  any  future  agency  of  the  City  of  Boston 
responsible  for  building  safety  and  inspection.  The  Trust 
shall  also  engage  engineers,  contractors,  and  other  pro- 
fessionals to  analyze  the  data  from  said  monitoring,  con- 
duct studies  with  regard  thereto  and  make  recom- 
mendations regarding  short-term  and  long-term  correc- 
tive measures  in  connection  therewith  and  to  file  a  sum- 
mary report  on  the  results  of  such  monitoring,  studies, 
and  recommendations  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

No  funds,  however,  shall  be  utilized  by  the  Trustees  to 
engage  or  employ  any  person  who  is  an  employee  of  the 
City  of  Boston  or  any  entity  in  which  such  an  employee 
has  an  interest. 

Article  II 
Distribution  and  Use  of  Principal  Income 
Section  2.1  Method. 

All  distributions  and  payments  of  both  principal  and 
income  shall  be  made  by  a  majority  of  Trustees  then  in 
office.  No  one  dealing  with  the  Trustees  need  see  to  the 
application  of  anything  paid  or  transferred  to  or  upon  the 
order  of  the  Trustees . 
Section  2.2  Distribution  Amount. 

During  each  year,  the  Trustees  may  disburse  as  gifts, 
grants,  secured  or  unsecured  loans  an  amount  equal  to  the 
net  annual  income  of  the  Trust  plus  so  much  of  the  princi- 
pal as  the  Trustees  in  their  discretion  may  deem  to  be  in 
the  best  interest  of  the  Trust. 
Section  2.3  Purpose  of  Ditributions. 

All  distributions  or  disbursements  of  this  Trust  shall  be 
made  only  for  the  purpose  set  forth  in  Article  I,  section 
1 .2  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust. 
Section  2.4  Methods  of  Disbursements. 

Funds  may  be  disbursed  to  individuals  and  private  or 
public,  profit  or  not-for-profit  development  entities,  in 
the  forms  of  gifts,  grants,  secured  loans  or  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  Trustees  may  deem  necessary  and  appropriate 
to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  this  Trust.  Prior  to  accept- 
ing any  request  for  funds,  the  Trustees  shall  establish 
written  rules  and  regulations  for  evaluating  application  to 
the  Trust  for  funds,  and  for  insuring  that  the  funds  shall  be 
used  exclusively  for  the  purposes  of  this  Trust  and  for  no 
other  purpose;  a  copy  of  such  rules  and  regulations  shall 
be  published  and  recorded  pursuant  to  Article  VI,  section 
6.4  herein. 
Section  2.5  Limitation. 

The  Trustees  shall  not  engage  in  any  activity  and  shall 
not  disburse  any  funds,  except  in  a  manner  consistent 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of 
1954,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  or  any  similar  provi- 
sions of  subsequent  revenue  acts  as  they  may  pertain  to 
entities  organized  and  operating  exclusively  for  charita- 
ble purposes,  and  in  a  manner  consistent  with  chapter  68 
of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 
Article  III 
Board  of  Trustees 
Section  3 . 1  Composition. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  (the  "Board")  shall  consist  of 
ten  individuals  (the  "Trustees")  who  shall  serve  in  a  fidu- 
ciary capacity  without  compensation  for  services  ren- 
dered hereunder;  provided,  however,  that  each  Trustee 
shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  Trust  for  all  reasonable  ex- 
penses incurred  in  connection  with  the  administration  of 
this  Trust  and  approved  by  the  Trustees. 

The  Board  shall  consist  of  the  following  persons,  each 
of  whom  shall  be  and  remain  a  resident  of  the  City  of 


Boston,  while  in  office,  and  may  remain  in  office  until  the 
appointment  and  qualification  of  their  successors: 

a)  The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  or 
his/her  designee,  ex  officio;  and 

b)  The  President  of  the  Boston  City  Council,  or 
his/her  designee  member  of  the  City  Council  or  staff 
person,  ex  officio;  and 

c)  One  Trustee  shall  be  the  Commissioner  of  the  In- 
spectional Services  Department  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
or  his/her  designee,  ex  officio;  and 

d)  The  Mayor  of  Boston  shall  appoint  an  employee 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  who  shall  also  be  a 
registered,  practising  civil  engineer;  and 

e)  One  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  upon  recommendation  of  the  president  of  the 
Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board;  and 

f)  One  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  upon  recommendation  of  the  president  of  the 
Fenway  Community  Development  Corporation;  and 

g)  One  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of 
Boston  upon  recommendation  of  the  president  of  the 
Neighborhood  Association  of  the  Back  Bay,  Inc. ;  and 

h)  One  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of 

Boston  upon  recommendation  of  the  chairman  of  the 

Coordinating  Committee;  and 
i)  One  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of 

Boston  upon  recommendation  of  the  president  of  the 

Beacon  Hill  Civic  Association,  Inc.;  and 
j)  One  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  of 

Boston  upon  recommendation  of  the  president  of  the 

Back  Bay  Association. 
Section  3.2  Term. 

The  term  for  each  Trustee  not  serving  as  ex  officio  shall 
be  two  years  and  shall  expire  on  the  second  Friday  in  Jan- 
uary in  each  even-numbered  year;  provided,  however, 
that  the  term  in  office  of  the  initially  appointed  Trustees 
shall  expire  on  January  10,  1988.  In  the  event  that  any 
non  ex  officio  Trustee  shall  vacate  his  or  her  office,  with- 
draw, resign,  die,  be  removed,  become  incapacitated  or 
cease  to  hold  such  position  without  his  or  her  successor 
assuming  office,  a  substitute  Trustee  shall  be  appointed  in 
accordance  with  section  3.2  hereof  to  serve  for  the  unex- 
pired portion  of  the  term. 

Any  Trustee  hereunder  may,  by  written  instrument, 
signed,  acknowledged  and  mailed  to  the  other  Trustees, 
resign  his  office.  Any  Trustee  may  be  removed,  with  or 
without  cause,  by  written  instrument,  signed,  acknowl- 
edged and  mailed  to  the  other  Trustees,  by  the  President 
of  the  organization  or  the  Mayor,  as  the  case  may  be,  enti- 
tled to  appoint  such  Trustee.  Upon  the  vacancy  in  the  of- 
fice of  any  Trustee,  the  President  of  the  organization  or 
the  Mayor,  as  the  case  may  be,  entitled  to  appoint  such 
Trustee  may  fill  such  vacancy  upon  a  written  designation 
setting  forth  the  name  and  address  of  the  appointee, 
signed,  and  mailed  to  the  other  Trustees,  and  accepted  by 
the  appointee  in  writing,  and  signed. 
Section  3.3  Custodian. 

The  Collector-Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  ex  offi- 
cio shall  serve  as  Custodian.  The  Custodian  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  maintaining  the  financial  and  other  records 
of  the  Trust  and  administering  the  Trust  property  for  the 
purpose  of  preserving  or  enhancing  the  Trust  property, 
with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  pertaining  to  Trust  man- 
agement which  are  granted  to  a  Trustee  by  the  law  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  unless  otherwise  re- 
stricted by  the  terms  of  this  Trust. 
Section  3.4  Officers. 

The  Mayor  of  Boston  shall  appoint  a  Chairperson  of  the 
Board  and  any  other  officers  deemed  necessary  to  the 
functioning  of  the  Trust. 
Section  3.5  Secretary. 

The  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Trust  Office  of  the  City 
of  Boston  shall  serve  as  secretary  for  the  Trust,  but  shall 
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not  be  a  voting  member  of  the  Trust.  The  duties  of  the 
secretary  shall  be  recording  the  minutes  of  all  Trust  meet- 
ings, sending  out  meeting  notices,  and  all  other  such  writ- 
ten communications  the  Trustees  deem  necessary.  The 
minutes  shall  be  published  and  available  to  the  Mayor  and 
the  City  Council  and  other  parties  for  review.  No  addi- 
tional compensation  shall  be  rendered  for  fulfilling  of  the 
responsibilities  set  forth  herein. 
Section  3.6  Trustee's  Powers. 

In  extension  and  not  in  limitation  of  the  common  law 
and  statutory  powers  of  trustees  and  other  powers  and 
limitations  set  forth  in  this  Declaration  of  Trust,  the 
Trustees  shall  have  the  following  discretionary  powers: 

(a)  To  receive  and  accept  property,  whether  real  or 
personal,  by  gift,  grant,  devise,  appropriation  or 
transfer  from  any  person,  firm,  trust,  corporation  or 
other  public  or  private  entity,  to  be  held,  adminis- 
tered and  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Trust;  provided,  however,  that  no  gift, 
grant,  devise  or  transfer  of  property  shall  be  received 
and  accepted  if  it  is  so  conditioned,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Trustees,  as  to  jeopardize  the  federal  income  tax 
exemption  of  this  Trust  under  section  501  (c)  (3)  of 
the  Code,  as  now  in  force  or  hereafter  amended;  and 

(b)  To  buy,  sell,  exchange,  transfer  or  convey  any  of 
the  Trust  property  upon  such  terms  and  conditions, 
and  such  manner  and  form  as  he  or  she  shall  deem 
best,  and  to  execute,  acknowledge,  deliver  and  re- 
cord any  contract  or  other  instrument  relating  to  the 
Trust  property  which  he  or  she  may  deem  necessary 
or  appropriate;  and 

(c)  For  accounting  purposes  only,  to  determine  to 
what  extent  money  and  other  property  coming  into 
his  or  her  possession  shall  be  deemed  principal  or 
income,  and  to  apportion  the  same  between  principal 
and  income  as  determined  by  him  or  her. 

(d)  To  determine  whether  expenses  incidental  to  the 
administration  of  the  Trust  should  be  borne  by  the 
principal  or  income  portions  of  Trust  property,  and  to 
apportion  the  same  between  principal  and  income; 
and 

(e)  To  amortize  any  premium  on  any  bonds  held  as 
part  of  the  Trust  property  or  to  refrain  from  doing  so 
as  he  or  she  shall  determine;  and 

(f)  To  invest  and  reinvest  the  principal  and  income 
of  the  Trust  in  such  property,  real,  personal,  or 
mixed,  and  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  deem 
proper,  and  from  time  to  time  change  investments  as 
they  shall  deem  advisable;  to  invest  in  or  retain  any 
stocks,  shares,  bonds,  notes,  obligations,  or  per- 
sonal or  real  property  (including  without  limitation 
any  interests  in  or  obligations  of  any  corporation,  as- 
sociations-business trust,  investment  trust,  common 
trust  fund,  or  investment  company)  although  some 
or  all  of  the  property  so  acquired  or  retained  is  of  a 
kind  or  size  which  but  for  this  express  authority 
would  be  considered  proper  and  although  all  of  the 
trust  funds  are  invested  in  the  securities  of  one  com- 
pany. No  principal  or  income,  however,  shall  be 
loaned,  directly  or  indirectly,  to  any  Trustee  or  to 
anyone  else,  corporate  or  otherwise,  who  has  at  any 
time  made  a  contribution  to  this  Trust. 

(g)  To  vote,  to  give  proxies,  to  participate  in  the  re- 
organization, merger  or  consolidation  of  any  con- 
cern, or  in  the  sale,  lease,  disposition,  or  distribution 
of  its  assets;  to  join  with  other  security  holders  in 
acting  through  a  committee,  depositary,  voting  trust- 
ees, or  otherwise,  and  in  that  connection  to  delegate 
authority  to  such  committee,  depositary,  or  trustees 
and  to  deposit  securities  with  them  or  transfer  securi- 
ties to  them;  to  pay  assessments  levied  on  securities 
or  to  exercise  all  powers  and  rights  of  subscription  or 


otherwise  which  in  any  manner  arise  out  of  owner- 
ship of  securities  held  as  part  of  the  trust  properties, 
(h)  To  compromise,  arbitrate,  defend,  enforce,  re- 
lease, settle  or  otherwise  adjust  claims  in  favor  of  or 
against  the  Trust,  including  claims  for  taxes,  and  to 
accept  any  property,  either  in  total  or  partial  satisfac- 
tion of  any  indebtedness  or  other  obligation  and,  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  hereof,  to  continue  to  hold  the 
same  for  such  period  of  time  as  the  Trustees  may 
deem  appropriate. 

(i)  To  make  distributions  in  cash  or  in  kind, 
(j)  To  hold  all  or  part  of  the  trust  fund  uninvested  for 
such  purposes  and  for  such  time  as  the  trustees  may 
deem  appropriate. 

(k)  To  extend  the  time  for  payment  of  any  obligation 
to  the  Trust. 

(1)  To  employ  a  bank  or  trust  company  as  custodian 
of  any  funds  or  securities  and  to  delegate  to  it  such 
powers  as  they  deem  appropriate;  to  hold  trust  prop- 
erty without  indication  of  fiduciary  capacity  but  only 
in  the  name  of  a  registered  nominee,  provided  the 
trust  property  is  at  all  times  identified  as  such  on  the 
books  of  the  Trust;  to  keep  any  or  all  of  the  Trust 
property  or  funds  in  any  place  or  places  in  the  United 
States  of  America;  to  engage  accountants,  legal 
counsel,  investment  counsel,  investment  agents,  and 
any  special  services,  and  to  pay  the  reasonable  com- 
pensation and  expenses  of  all  such  services  in  addi- 
tion to  the  compensation  of  the  Trustees. 
Section  3.6. 1  Instructions  to  the  Custodian. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  if  the  Board  by  a  ma- 
jority vote  shall  direct  the  Custodian  in  the  performance 
of  any  of  the  foregoing  powers,  the  Custodian  shall  fol- 
low such  instruction. 
Section  3.6.2  Fiduciary  Responsibility. 

The  Trustees'  powers  are  exercisable  solely  in  their  fi- 
duciary capacity  consistent  with  and  in  furtherance  of 
purposes  specified  in  section  1 .2  and  not  otherwise. 
Section  3.7  Indemnification. 

Neither  the  Custodian  nor  any  other  Trustee  shall  be

Section  3.9  Other  Matters  Affecting  the  Trust.

Accounts 
Section  4. 1  Accounts. 

The  Custodian  shall  submit  to  the  Board  at  the  annual 
meeting  an  account  of  the  Trust  prepared  by  an  indepen- 
dent certified  public  accountant  and  shall  submit  copies 
thereof  to  the  Boston  City  Council,  Boston  City  Clerk, 
and  to  the  Division  of  Public  Charities  of  the  Office  of  the 
Attorney  General  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, or  to  such  other  office  of  said  Commonwealth  as 
shall  be  authorized  to  receive  accounts  of  public  chari- 
ties.

Dissolution  and  Amendment 
Section  5.1  Dissolution  and  Amendment  of  Trust.

sible to  do  so,  then  this  Trust  may  be  terminated  upon 
unanimous  vote  of  the  Trustees  and  approval  of  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council.

No  amendment  of  this  Declaration  of  Trust  shall  autho- 
rize the  Trustees  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  this  Trust  in  any 
manner  or  for  any  purpose  contrary  to  the  provisions  of 
section  501  (3)  (c)  of  the  Code.  Any  amendment  made 
pursuant  to  this  article  shall  be  attached  to  each  original 
counterpart  of  this  instrument  and  shall  be  recorded  as 
provided  in  section  6.4  hereof.

Section  6. 1  Titles  and  Subtitles. 

Titles  of  the  articles  and  subtitles  for  the  sections  are 
placed  herein  for  reference  only,  and  in  case  of  any  con- 
flict, the  text  of  this  instrument,  other  than  such  titles  or 
subtitles,  shall  be  controlling. 
Section  6.2  Governed  by  Massachusetts  Law. 

This  Trust  shall  at  all  times  be  governed  by,  construed, 
regulated  and  administered  in  all  respects  under  the  laws 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 
Section  6.3  Counterpart  Copies. 

This  Declaration  of  Trust  may  be  printed  and  executed 
in  as  many  counterparts  as  deemed  desirable,  each  of 
which  shall  be  an  original  and  to  be  recorded  as  herein 
provided.

Whereas,  These  free  blacks  were  instrumental  in  the 
formulation  of  educational,  spiritual,  and  anti-slavery 
sentiment  for  Afro-Americans  throughout  the  United 
States;  and 

Whereas,  The  legacy  of  these  individuals  is  preserved 
through  the  historic  sites  located  throughout  the  Beacon 
Hill  section  of  Boston,  containing  the  largest  assemblage 
of  antebellum  Afro- American  historic  sites  in  any  urban 
area  in  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  One  of  the  most  significant  of  these  sites  is 
the  African  Meeting  House:  the  first  black  church  in  New 
England  and  the  oldest  standing  black  religious  structure 
in  the  United  States;  and 

Whereas,  The  Meeting  House,  declared  a  national 
landmark  in  1980,  was  an  instrumental  place  where 
blacks  formulated  political,  ideological  and  abolitionist 
strategy;  in  addition,  it  served  as  the  first  permanent 
home  of  the  "colored  school";  and 

Whereas,  Congress  has  appropriated  $1,000,000  for 
the  restoration  of  the  African  Meeting  House,  which  has 
been  owned  by  the  Museum  of  Afro-American  History

Whereas,  The  historic  Abel  Smith  School,  built  in 
1834  as  an  early  segregated  school  for  black  children, 
played  an  important  role  in  the  struggle  for  equal  educa-

chusetts including  the  right  to  use  parking  spaces 
designated  as  reserved  for  disabled  veterans  or 
handicapped  persons  in  the  following  circum- 
stances: disabled  veterans  or  handicapped  persons 
who  have  applied  for  but  not  yet  received  the  dis- 
tinguishing license  plate,  or  special  parking  identi- 
fication plate  authorized  by  section  2  of  chapter  90 
of  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth;  dis- 
abled veterans  or  handicapped  persons  whose  mo- 
tor vehicle  is  out  of  service  and  who  are  using  a 
motor  vehicle  not  bearing  said  distinguishing  li- 
cense plate;  and  individuals  who  have  acquired  a 
temporary  disability  of  a  severe  nature  and  who 
can  provide  medical  documentation  of  same. 
The  commission  may,  in  its  discretion,  issue  serv-

Recent  developments  in  Washington,  D.C.,  with  re- 
spect to  proposed  changes  in  federal  tax  laws  now  being 
drafted  by  the  U.S.  House-Senate  Conference  Commit- 
tee on  Tax  Legislation,  could  adversely  impact  on  Bos- 
ton's annual  short-term  revenue  anticipation  note 
(RANs)  borrowing.  Our  original  schedule  planned  for  an 
August  sale  of  the  fiscal  1987  series  A  Notes,  but  the  con- 
ference committee's  proposals  would  significantly  raise 
the  cost  of  this  borrowing  and  might  even  undertake  its 
feasibility.  Therefore,  prompt  action  on  the  part  of  the 
city's  finance  officials  is  required  in  order  to  ensure  the 
closing  of  this  borrowing  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  the 
new  legislation. 

The  RANs  are  to  be  secured  by  a  letter  of  credit  by  the 
Sanwa  Bank,  Limited.  The  city  must  enter  into  a  Trust 
and  Reimbursement  Agreement  with  the  Sanwa  Bank  and 
the  Trustee  Bank,  Shawmut  Bank  of  Boston,  to  procure 
the  letter  of  credit.  Boston  has  used  letters  of  credit  to 
secure  its  RANs  for  the  last  two  fiscal  years.  The  order 
for  a  Trust  and  Reimbursement  Agreement  requires  only 
one  vote  of  the  Council,  which  can  be  accomplished  at 
your  regularly  scheduled  July  23rd  meeting.

Ordered,  That  the  existing  program  of  tagging  vehicles 
reported  as  abandoned  be  expanded  to  all  sections  of  the 
City  of  Boston.

REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE  ESTABLISHING 
THE  BOSTON  EMPLOYMENT  COMMISSION 

Coun.  MENINO,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Neighborhood  and  City  Services,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0820,  message  of  the  Mayor  and 
ordinance  establishing  the  Boston  Employment  Commis- 
sion (referred  July  2)  —  recommending  passage  of  the 
ordinance  in  the  following  new  draft: 
City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-six 
An  Ordinance  Establishing 
the  Boston  Employment  Commission. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Preamble:  Policy  of  the  City  of  Boston 

Whereas,  There  is  a  need  to  ensure  that  Boston  resi- 
dents receive  maximum  benefits  from  the  growing  pri- 
vate economy  of  their  city  and  the  economic  resurgence 
of  office,  hotel,  retail,  institutional,  and  unsubsidized 
residential  development,  including  the  permanent  jobs 
which  emanate  from  this  economic  expansion;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  unemployment  and  underemploy- 
ment in  the  City  of  Boston,  both  among  majority  and  mi- 
nority residents;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  is  experiencing  a  resurgence  in  its 
economy  that  is  creating  the  potential  for  unprecedented 
economic  opportunity;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  has  fully  established  itself  as  the  eco- 
nomic center  for  the  entire  New  England  region  and  is 
generating  wealth  and  revenues  for  people  throughout  the 
region;  and 

Whereas,  The  principal  aspect  of  a  strong  and  vibrant 
city  is  the  ability  of  its  breadwinners  to  gain  access  to  se- 
cure jobs  that  pay  a  living  wage;  and 

Whereas,  Black,  Hispanic,  Asian,  and  Native  Ameri- 
can residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  as  well  as  female  resi- 
dents, have  historically  been  underrepresented  in  the 
workforce;  and 

Whereas,  An  ordinance  establishing  the  Boston  Resi- 
dents Jobs  Policy,  Ordinances  of  1983.  chapter  30,  was 
promulgated  to  insure  that  Boston  residents,  minorities, 
and  women  received  job  preference  in  projects  that  had 
city,  state  or  federal  funds  or  administered  funds; 
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Whereas,  The  Mayor  issued  an  Executive  Order  relat- 
ing to  the  Boston  Residents  Job  Policy,  dated  July  12, 
1985,  which  established  Resident  Construction  Employ- 
ment Standards  to  further  ensure  employment  for  Boston 
residents,  minorities,  and  women;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  Boston  Resident  Jobs  policy,  Bos- 
ton residents  are  enjoying  greatly  improved  access  to  jobs 
in  the  downtown  construction  industry ;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  policy  of  this  city  government  to  en- 
sure that  all  people  enjoy  fair  and  open  access  to  employ- 
ment in  permanent  jobs  in  the  private  sector;  and 

Whereas,  It  can  be  shown  that  broader  cooperation 
from  the  private  sector  can  produce  meaningful  employ- 
ment opportunities  for  Boston  residents  who  want  and 
need  them;  and 

Whereas,  Job  placement  is  contingent  upon  proper  job 
training  and  without  necessary  skills  Boston  residents 
cannot  secure  permanent  jobs; 

Whereas,  It  is  essential  to  the  success  of  the  1983  Bos- 
ton Residents  Jobs  Policy  Ordinance  and  the  1985  May- 
or's Executive  Order  that  projects  and  employment  plans 
be  monitored,  that  findings  be  made  with  respect  to  com- 
pliance, and  that  recommendations  for  sanctions  be  de- 
termined, and  that  all  this  be  done  in  a  manner  that 
protects  the  due  process  rights  of  all  parties;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  essential  to  engender  an  atmosphere  of 
cooperation  between  the  public  and  private  sectors  with 
respect  to  permanent  jobs  for  Boston  residents,  minori- 
ties, and  women;  and 

Whereas,  The  following  is  declared  to  be  in  the  public 
interest;  therefore,  be  it  ordained  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Definitions. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  following  defi- 
nitions shall  apply,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 
(1)  "Best  Efforts."  Developers  and  contractors  may 
rely  on  traditional  referral  methods  in  the  hiring  of  jour- 
neymen, apprentices,  advanced  trainees  and  helpers.  De- 
velopers and  contractors  also  shall  implement 
affirmative  action  steps  which  include  the  following  to 
the  extent  that  such  steps  do  not  conflict  with  any  applica- 
ble collective  bargaining  agreements: 
As  to  contractors: 

(i)  The  contractor  shall  designate  and  shall  require 
each  subcontractor  to  designate  an  individual  to 
serve  as  a  compliance  officer  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
suing the  Boston  Resident  Construction  Employ- 
ment Standards, 
(ii)  Prior  to  the  start  of  construction,  the  contractor 
and  each  subcontractor  then  selected  shall  meet  with 
appropriate  representatives  of  the  construction  trade 
unions,  representatives  from  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Jobs  and  Community  Service,  and  from  any  other 
city  agency  or  authority  having  jurisdiction  over 
compliance  with  the  Boston  Resident  Construction 
Employment  Standards  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing 
the  Boston  Resident  Construction  Employment 
Standards  and  the  manning  requirements  for  con- 
struction activity  over  the  construction  period  of  the 
Covered  Project, 
(iii)  Each  request  for  qualified  construction  workers 
made  by  any  person  involved  in  the  construction  of 
the  Covered  Project  to  a  union  hiring  hall,  business 
agent,  or  contractor's  association  shall  contain  a  rec- 
itation of  the  Boston  Resident  Construction  Employ- 
ment Standards  and  a  request  that  qualified 
references  for  construction  positions  be  selected  in 
the  same  proportion  as  such  standards,  provided, 
however,  that  if  at  the  time  of  any  such  manning  re- 
quest the  requesting  party's  workforce  composition 
falls  short  of  any  one  or  more  of  such  standards,  such 
manning  request  shall  seek  qualified  referees  in  such 
proportion  among  such  standards  as  would  be  neces- 
sary to  more  fully  achieve  such  standards.  In  the 


event  that  the  union  hiring  hall  or  business  agent  to 
which  or  whom  such  a  manning  request  has  been 
submitted  fails  to  comply  with  such  request,  the 
compliance  officer  of  such  requesting  party  shall 
seek  to  verify  that  insufficient  workers  in  the  catego- 
ries specified  in  such  request  are  then  shown  on  the 
unemployed  list  maintained  by  such  union  hiring  hall 
or  business  agent  by  seeking  to  obtain  written  confir- 
mation from  the  union  hiring  hall  representative  or 
business  agent  to  such  effect.  Copies  of  any  confir- 
mation so  obtained  shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Com- 
mission. Copies  of  any  manning  requests  made  at  a 
time  that  the  requesting  party's  workforce  composi- 
tion falls  short  of  any  one  or  more  of  such  standards 
shall  be  forwarded  contemporaneously  to  the  Skills 
Bank, 
(iv)  All  persons  applying  directly  to  the  contractor  or 
any  subcontractor  for  employment  in  construction 
on  the  Covered  Project  who  are  not  employed  by  the 
party  to  whom  application  is  made  will  be  referred  to 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and  Community  Services 
and  a  written  record  of  such  referral  shall  be  made,  a 
copy  of  which  shall  be  sent  to  such  Office  of  Jobs  and 
Community  Services, 
(v)  Contractors  shall  maintain  a  current  file  of  the 
names,  addresses,  and  telephone  numbers  of  each 
Boston  resident,  minority,  and  female  who  has 
sought  employment  with  respect  to  a  Covered  Proj- 
ect, or  was  referred  to  the  contractor  by  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Jobs  and  Community  Services  but  was  not 
hired.  The  contractor  shall  maintain  a  record  of  the 
reason  any  such  person  was  not  hired.  If  the  con- 
struction of  the  Covered  Project  is  subject  to  any  un- 
ion collective  bargaining  agreements,  it  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  reason  for  failure  to  hire  that  the 
applicant  for  employment  was  not  a  union  member, 
(vi)  The  contractor  shall  complete  and  submit  to  the 
Commission  a  projection  of  workforce  needs  over 
the  course  of  the  construction  of  the  Covered  Proj- 
ect. Such  a  submission  shall  reflect  the  needs  by 
trade  for  each  month  of  the  construction  process, 
(vii)  The  contractor  will  obtain  from  each  worker  em- 
ployed in  the  construction  of  the  Covered  Project  a 
sworn  statement  containing  the  worker's  name  and 
place  of  residence, 
(viii)  One  week  following  the  commencement  of  con- 
struction of  the  project,  and  each  week  thereafter, 
until  such  work  is  completed,  the  contractor  shall 
complete  and  submit  to  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs 
and  Community  Services  for  the  week  just  ended  a 
report  which  reflects  the  name,  place  of  residence, 
trade  and  worker  hours  of  its  total  workforce, 
(ix)  The  contractor  and  each  subcontractor  shall  main- 
tain records  reasonably  necessary  to  ascertain  com- 
pliance with  the  steps  detailed  in  clauses  (i)  through 
(viii)  hereof  for  at  least  one  year  after  the  issuance  of 
a  Certificate  of  Occupancy  for  the  Covered  Project. 
In  its  review  of  records  of  a  construction  project  submit- 
ted to  demonstrate  compliance  with  these  steps,  the  Com- 
mission shall  take  into  consideration  any  affirmative 
action  outreach  programs  and  affirmative  action  job 
training  programs  of  the  particular  trades  participating  in 
the  Covered  Project. 

As  to  developers: 

(x)  Developers  of  Covered  Projects  shall  incorporate 
in  every  general  construction  contract  or  construc- 
tion management  agreement  an  enumeration  of  the 
Boston  Resident  Construction  Employment  Stand- 
ards and  shall  impose  a  responsibility  upon  any  such 
general  contractor  or  construction  manager  to  take 
all  steps  enumerated  in  clauses  (i)-(ix)  in  section  1 
and  to  incorporate  such  standards  in  all  subcontracts

and  impose  upon  all  subcontractors  the  obligation  to 
take  such  steps. 

(xi)  The  developer  shall  meet  with  the  contractor  no 
less  frequently  than  weekly  throughout  the  period  of 
construction  of  the  Covered  Project  to  review  the 
contractor's  compliance  with  such  steps.  The  devel- 
oper shall  maintain  minutes  of  such  meetings  and 
shall  forward  a  copy  of  such  minutes  to  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Jobs  and  Community  Services. 

(xii)  The  developer  shall  comply  with  the  escrow  de- 
posit requirements  of  Section  Eight  hereof. 

(2)  "Boston  Employment  Commission,"  hereinafter 
"Commission."  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  commission 
known  as  the  Boston  Employment  Commission,  consist- 
ing of  seven  members  appointed  by  the  Mayor;  the  Com- 
mission shall  have  the  powers  and  duties  set  forth  in 
section  3  herein.  The  members  of  the  Commission  shall 
be  deemed  special  municipal  employees  for  purposes  of 
chapter  268 A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

(3)  "Boston  Resident."  Any  person  for  whom  the 
principal  place  where  that  person  normally  eats  and 
sleeps  and  maintains  his  or  her  normal  personal  and 
household  effects  is  within  the  city  limits  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

(4)  "Boston  Resident  Construction  Employment 
Standards."  The  standards  as  contained  below: 

(i)  Fifty  percent  of  all  worker-hours  on  a  craft-by-craft 
basis  in  Covered  Projects  shall  be  worked  by  Boston 
Residents. 

(ii)  Twenty-five  percent  of  all  worker-hours  on  a  craft- 
by-craft  basis  in  Covered  Projects  shall  be  worked  by 
minority  persons; 

(iii)  Ten  percent  of  all  worker-hours  on  a  craft-by- 
craft  basis  in  Covered  Projects  shall  be  worked  by 
females. 

(5)  "Boston  Resident  New  Hire  Goals."  The  Commis- 
sion will  determine  baseline  hiring  goals  for  Boston  resi- 
dents, minorities  and  women,  such  determination  to  be 
based  upon  a  consideration  of: 

(i)  current  workforce  composition; 
(ii)  the  composition  of  the  workforce  that  is  unem- 
ployed; 
(iii)  numbers  and  categories  of  new  job  opportunities 

being  created  in  Boston; 
(iv)  an  examination  of  employment  trends  in  Boston 
over  the  last  five  years. 
The  Commission  shall  reevaluate,  and  modify  if  appro- 
priate, such  annual  goals  based  upon  the  number  of  per- 
manent full-time  equivalent  new  hires  of  Boston 
residents,  minorities  and  women  during  the  previous  cal- 
endar year. 

(6)  "Covered  Projects."  All  projects,  contracts,  or 
agreements  within  the  jurisdiction  of: 

(i)  the  Boston  Residents  Jobs  Policy,  Ordinances  of 
1983,  chapter  30  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Jobs 
Ordinance"),  and  for  which  the  contract  or  agree- 
ment is  executed  after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(ii)  any  new  construction  or  substantial  rehabilitation 
project  in  the  city  dedicated  to  any  one  or  more  of 
office,  hotel,  retail,  restaurant,  or  institutional  use  as 
defined  in  the  Boston  Zoning  Code  as  in  effect  on  the 
effective  date  of  this  ordinance  in  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  erect  a  structure  or  structures  having  a  total 
gross  floor  area  (exclusive  of  all  accessory  parking 
garage  space)  in  excess  of  100,000  square  feet  or  to 
enlarge  or  extend  a  structure  or  structures  so  as  to 
increase  its  (or  their)  gross  floor  area  (exclusive  of 
all  accessory  parking  garage  space)  by  more  than 
100,000  square  feet  or  to  substantially  rehabilitate  a 
structure  or  structures  having,  or  to  have,  after  reha- 
bilitation, a  gross  floor  area  (exclusive  of  accessory 
parking  garage  space)  or  more  than  100,000  square 


feet  and  to  which  any  partial  or  full  Building  Permit 
has  not  already  been  issued. 

(7)  "Major  Employer."  Any  corporation,  partner- 
ship, individual,  or  institution  which  employs  at  any  one 
time  more  than  500  people  to  work  within  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton. 

(8)  "Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and  Community  Serv- 
ices," hereinafter  "OJCS."  The  agency  within  the  City  of 
Boston  government  responsible  for  compiling  compli- 
ance information  in  accordance  with  the  Boston  Resident 
Construction  Employment  Standards  and  the  Minority 
Business  Enterprise  /Women's  Business  Enterprise  Pro- 
grams. 

(9)  "Minority  Business  Enterprise"  ("MBE").  A 
business  organization  in  which  fifty-one  percent  of  the 
beneficial  ownership  is  held  by  one  or  more  minority  per- 
sons., 

(10)  "Women's  Business  Enterprise"  ("WBE").  A 
business  organization  in  which  fifty-one  percent  of  the 
beneficial  ownership  is  held  by  one  or  more  women. 

(11)  "Minority  Person"  or  "Minority."  Any  person 
who  is  Black,  Hispanic,  Asian,  or  Native  American. 

(12)  "Permanent  Job."  Any  full-time  position,  or  its 
equivalent,  that  an  employer  would  fill  year-round  and 
continue  to  fill  indefinitely  in  a  particular  location. 

(13)  "Skills  Rank."  A  job  screening  and  referral  bank 
maintained  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and  Commu- 
nity Services,  which  shall  refer  residents  to  appropriate 
training  programs,  including  but  not  limited  to,  programs 
offered  at  the  Hubert  Humphrey  Occupational  Resource 
Center,  in  addition  to  referring  persons  to  available  jobs. 

(14)  "Voluntary  Employment  Agreement."  Any  plan 
to  promote  hiring  of  Boston  residents,  minorities,  and/or 
women  developed  by  a  major  employer  or  a  group  of  ma- 
jor employers. 

(15)  "Worker  Hours."  The  sum  total  of  all  hours 
worked  by  all  persons  performing  construction  work. 
Section  2.  Scope  of  Jurisdiction. 

The  Commission's  jurisdiction  shall  extend  to:  (1) 
Covered  Projects  and  (2)  assistance  in  the  formulation 
and  monitoring  of  voluntary  employment  plans. 
Section  3.  Powers  and  Duties. 

A.  Covered  Projects 

(1)  The  Commission  shall  make  determinations  as 
to  compliance  by  developers  and  contractors  with 
the  Boston  Residents  Construction  Employment 
Standards.  The  Commission  shall  gather  and  receive 
compliance  information  from  OJCS,  investigate 
noncompliance  complaints,  make,  compliance  de- 
terminations, and  where  appropriate,  shall  recom- 
mend sanctions.  The  Commission  may  gather 
compliance  information  at  any  time  and  shall  make 
compliance  determinations  in  phases  for  each  Cov- 
ered Project  in  accordance  with  sections  5.  6,  and  7 
herein.  For  projects  under  construction  upon  the 
adoption  of  this  ordinance,  all  existing  contracts  and 
agreements  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  and 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply. 

(2)  The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  re- 
quire developers  of  Covered  Projects  to  submit: 

(i)  detailed  plans  that  show  how  the  developer  in- 
tends to  meet  the  Boston  Resident  Construction  Em- 
ployment Standards;  (ii)  detailed  plans  which  show 
how  the  developer  intends  to  meet  MBE/WBE  goals 
contained  in  city  contracts. 

(3)  In  the  review  of  such  detailed  plans,  the  Com- 
mission shall  consider  any  affirmative  action  out- 
reach programs  and  affirmative  action  job  training 
programs  of  the  particular  trades  participating  in  the 
Covered  Project  and  participation  if  any  of  the  devel- 
oper or  the  contractor  in  any  such  program. 

(4)  The  Commission  shall  monitor  MBE'WBE 
goals  contained  in  or  applicable  to  city  contracts. 
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The  Commission  shall  receive  compliance  informa- 
tion from  OJCS  and  shall  recommend  appropriate 
remedies  for  noncompliance. 

(5)  The  Commission  shall  monitor  Davis-Bacon 
Act  requirements  contained  in  city  agency  or  author- 
ity contracts.  The  commission  shall  receive  compli- 
ance information  and  shall  forward  any  information 
concerning  apparent  noncompliance  to  appropriate 
federal  agencies. 
B.  Voluntary  Employment  Plans. 

( 1 )  The  Commission  shall  meet  with  representatives 
of  major  employers  to  review  their  voluntary  em- 
ployment plans. 

(2)  The  Commission  shall  receive  information  con- 
cerning the  success  of  voluntary  employment  plans. 
The  Commission  shall  encourage  major  employers 
to  issue  an  annual  public  report  on  the  success  of  vol- 
untary employment  plans  and  of  voluntary  business 
programs  such  as  Summer  Jobs  for  Youth,  the  Bos- 
ton Compact  and  BostonWorks. 

(3)  The  Commission  shall  encourage  major  em- 
ployers to  adopt  voluntary  employment  plans,  which 
promote  a  collaboration  between  the  public  and  pri- 
vate sectors  to  expand  employment  opportunities  for 
Boston  residents,  minorities  and  women.  The  Com- 
mission shall  encourage  major  employers  to  incor- 
porate the  Boston  Resident  New  Hire  Goals  in  their 
voluntary  employment  plans.  The  Commission  shall 
advise  OJCS  and  other  city  agencies  of  the  amounts 
and  types  of  assistance  identified  by  major  employ- 
ers as  being  necessary  to  achieve  the  goals  included 
in  their  voluntary  employment  plans.  Such  assist- 
ance may  include,  but  is  not  limited  to,  job  training, 
adult  literacy  and  referral  services.  The  Commission 
may  conduct  surveys  to  assess  the  progress  made  to- 
ward hiring  goals  as  to  Boston  residents,  minorities 
and  women. 

(4)  The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to 
promulgate  regulations  as  to  matters  within  the 
Commission's  purview  after  public  notice  and  hear- 
ing and  upon  a  majority  vote  of  all  members. 

(5)  The  Commission  shall  cause  to  be  created,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and 
Community  Services,  a  job  training  program.  Said 
job  training  program  shall  be  conducted  at  the  Hu- 
bert Humphrey  Occupational  Resource  Center,  or  its 
successor,  or  other  appropriate  skills  training  facil- 
ity. The  purpose  of  said  training  program  is  to  pro- 
vide skills  training  to  any  Boston  Resident  in  order  to 
be  fully  qualified  for  entry  into  existing  apprentice- 
ship programs  or  jobs.  Subject  to  appropriation  by 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council,  any  fines  levied 
against  the  escrow  fund  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  this 
jobs  training  program  and  no  other. 

Section  4.  Composition. 

The  Commission  shall  be  composed  of  seven  mem- 
bers, all  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  The 
I  Commission  shall  be  representative  of  the  interests  of 
business  minorities,  women,  organized  labor,  Boston 
I  Building  Trades  Council,  and  the  Mayor's  Jobs  Liaison 
;  Committee.  Members  of  the  Commission  shall  have 
demonstrated  commitment  to  equal  employment  oppor- 
i  tunity.  All  members  of  the  Commission  shall  be  Boston 
I  residents  or  shall  maintain  their  principal  place  of  busi- 
I  ness  in  Boston. 

(1)  Term  of  Office. 

Commission  members  shall  be  appointed  to  two-year 
terms,  and  members  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are 
duly  appointed.  If  a  vacancy  on  the  Commission  occurs 
before  a  term  expires,  that  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  ap- 
pointment by  the  Mayor  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired 
term. 

(2)  Removal. 


The  Mayor  may  remove  a  member  for  just  cause  by 
filing  a  written  statement  to  that  effect  with  the  City 
Clerk.  Reasons  for  just  cause  shall  include  but  not  limited 
to  a  pattern  of  nonattendance,  noncompliance  with  the 
procedures  established  under  section  5  herein,  failure  to 
disclose  conflicts  of  interest,  incapacity  due  to  illness,  or 
conviction  of  a  crime.  The  Mayor's  determination  that 
just  cause  for  removal  exists  shall  be  conclusive. 

(3)  Chair 

The  Chairperson  of  the  Commission  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Mayor,  and  shall  serve  in  that  capacity  for  a 
term  of  two  years. 

(4)  Quorum 

In  no  event  shall  a  quorum  be  fewer  than  four  members 
of  the  Commission. 

(5)  Voting. 

Every  vote  of  the  Commission  shall  require  an  affirma- 
tive vote  of  no  fewer  than  four  members  of  the  Commis- 
sion. 
Section  5.  Procedures. 

Actions  or  determinations  under  sections  7,  8,  9,  or  10 
herein  shall  be  taken  or  made  without  adherence  to  the 
following  administrative  procedures: 

(1)  Notice  to  Parties.  Any  party  subject  to  the  jurisdic- 
tion and  recommendation  power  of  the  Commission 
shall  be  given  at  least  fourteen  (14)  calendar  days  no- 
tice of  any  hearing  affecting  its  interests,  such  notice 
to  be  in  writing  to  the  party  and  sent  by  mail,  postage 
prepaid,  first  class,  to  the  party  at  its  usual  place  of 
business. 

(2)  Method.  Decisions  to  recommend  sanctioning  a 
party  shall  require  a  majority  vote  of  the  Commis- 
sion. The  Commission  shall  adopt  procedures,  voted 
by  a  majority  of  all  members,  to  establish  the  time, 
place,  and  manner  for  its  members  to  meet  and  vote 
and  shall  adopt  administrative  proceedings  for  mak- 
ing determinations  of  compliance  and  recommenda- 
tions to  awarding  authorities  or  agencies.  All 
protections  necessary  to  fulfill  due  process  require- 
ments shall  be  incorporated  in  the  aforementioned 
proceeding.  Such  procedures  and  revisions  to  such 
procedures  shall  be  submitted  in  writing  to  the 
Mayor  or  OJCS  within  twenty-one  calendar  days  of 
their  scheduled  adoption. 

(3)  Public  Meetings.  A  public  meeting  subject  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  Open  Meetings 
Law  (G.L.  ch.  39,  s.  23)  shall  be  held  before  the 
Commission  conducts  its  final  vote  on  any  matter 
within  its  jurisdiction.  Such  public  meetings  shall  re- 
quire reasonable  notice  under  the  circumstances  to 
the  general  public  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circula- 
tion .  At  least  seven  days  notice  shall  be  the  goal  to  be 
achieved  when  possible. 

(4)  Records .  The  Commission  shall  keep  records  of  its 
meetings  and  shall  record  no  less  than  the  following: 
the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting;  the  topic(s)  dis- 
cussed at  the  meeting;  members  in  attendance  at  the 
meeting;  any  votes  taken;  and  any  disclosure  by 
members  of  conflicts  of  interest.  The  chairperson  or 
his  or  her  designee,  shall  maintain  such  records  in  a 
good  and  legible  condition.  The  records  shall  be 
available  for  inspection  by  any  member  of  the  public 
upon  reasonable  notice. 

Section  6.  Standards  for  Compliance. 

The  Commission  shall  use  the  Boston  Residents  Con- 
struction Employment  Standards  to  monitor  compliance 
of  Covered  Projects  with  this  ordinance.  A  Covered  Proj- 
ect shall  be  deemed  in  compliance  if  1)  the  statistical 
monitoring  data  at  the  relevant  determination  date,  as  set 
forth  in  section  7  hereof  shows  compliance  with  the  Bos- 
ton Residents  Construction  Employ  ment  Standards ;  or  2 ) 
if  the  Commission  determines  that  best  efforts  have  been 
made  to  comply  with  the  Boston  Residents  Construction 
Employment  Standards. 
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Section  7.  Determination  of  Compliance. 

The  Commission  shall  make  determinations  as  to  com- 
pliance by  developers  and  contractors  of  Covered  Proj- 
ects with  the  Boston  Resident  Construction  Employment 
Standards  at  time  intervals  as  set  out  in  one  of  the  follow- 
ing two  schedules,  whichever  allows  for  more  frequent 
determinations: 

(1)  When  the  Covered  Project  is  25,  50,  75,  and  100 
percent  complete;  or 

(2)  Every  three  months  from  the  date  of  commence- 
ment of  Covered  Project. 

"Percent  complete"  shall  be  measured  by  the  percent- 
age of  the  total  worker  hours  expected  to  be  worked  on 
the  project.  The  Commission  shall  monitor  said  percent- 
age and  shall  include  it  in  its  monitoring  reports. 
Section  8.  Establishment  of  Escrow  Fund. 

An  escrow  fund  shall  be  established  for  each  project 
which  is  a  Covered  Project,  as  defined  in  section  1(6) 
herein.  The  developer  shall  pay  into  the  escrow  fund  an 
amount  equal  to  .  1  %  of  the  total  construction  cost  of  the 
project  as  stated  in  the  building  permit  application  for  the 
Covered  Project;  provided,  however,  that  if  either  the  de- 
veloper or  contractor  has  been  subject  to  a  determination 
of  noncompliance  at  more  than  two  determination  dates 
in  any  prior  Covered  Project  in  which  they  have  partici- 
pated in  the  preceding  twenty-four  months,  the  amount  of 
the  escrow  fund  required  for  the  Covered  Project  shall  be 
.2  %  of  such  construction  cost.  The  Commission  shall  de- 
posit these  funds  with  an  escrow  agent  agreed  upon  by  the 
parties  pursuant  to  an  escrow  agreement  to  which  the 
Commission  and  the  developer  are  parties,  who  shall 
hold  said  fund  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  any  fines  lev- 
ied in  relation  to  a  project.  Interest,  if  any,  accrued  by  the 
fund,  shall  remain  in  and  become  a  part  of  the  escrow 
fund  until  such  time  as  the  fund  shall  be  released.  Upon 
the  completion  of  the  project  and  a  finding  of  compliance 
by  the  Commission,  all  monies  in  the  escrow  fund,  in- 
cluding any  accrued  interest,  shall  be  released  and  re- 
turned to  the  person  or  entity  whom  the  developer  of  the 
project  designates. 
Section  9.  Sanctions. 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  recom- 
mend sanctions  against  the  developers  and  contractors  of 
Covered  Projects  for  noncompliance  with  the  Boston 
Residents  Construction  Employment  Standards.  The 
Commission  shall  recommend  the  imposition  of  any  or 
all  three  of  the  following  sanctions: 

(1)  Fines  to  a  minimum  of  ($300)  for  each  day  the 
Commission  determines  that  such  developer  or  con- 
tractor was  not  in  compliance,  as  defined  in  section 
6,  to  be  levied  against  the  escrow  fund  as  established 
by  section  8  herein; 

(2)  Preclusions  from  the  award  of  all  municipal  con- 
tracts, and  competitions  for  public  development 
rights  for  a  period  of  up  to  three  year,  provided  that 
this  sanction  may  only  be  recommended  at  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Covered  Project;  and 

(3)  Sanctions  as  authorized  by  the  Jobs  Ordinance  or 
incorporated  in  contracts; 

The  recommendation  of  sanctions  under  this  section 
shall  not  preclude  and  shall  be  addition  to  any  action  or 
sanction  authorized  by  contract  or  agreement. 
Section  10.  Staffing. 

The  Commission  shall  have  staff  consistent  with  the 
Commission's  purpose.  The  director  of  OJCS  shall  be  the 
executive  director  of  the  Commission,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  said  director  shall  receive  total  compensation 
from  the  budget  of  the  Mayor's  OJCS. 
Section  1 1 .  Conflicts  of  Interest. 

No  member  shall  appear  before  or  represent  any  per- 
son, firm,  corporation,  or  other  entity  in  any  matter  pend- 
ing before  the  Commission.  Members  shall  not 
participate  in  a  meeting  or  a  decision  of  the  Commission 


on  any  matter  in  which  they  are  directly  or  indirectly  in- 
terested in  a  personal  or  financial  sense.  Any  disclosure 
of  conflict  of  interest  shall  be  entered  into  the  records  of 
the  Commission. 
Section  12.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if 
any  provision  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by 
a  decision  of  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  such  de- 
cision shall  not  impair,  or  otherwise  affect,  any  other  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance. 
Section  1*.  Effective  Date. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  thirty  days  after  enact- 
ment.      >

MENINO  moved  that  the  following  ordinance 
be  substituted  for  the  ordinance  in  the  new  draft: 


City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-six 
An  Ordinance  Establishing 
the  Boston  Employment  Commission. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Preamble:  Policy  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Whereas,  There  is  a  need  to  ensure  that  Boston  resi- 
dents receive  maximum  benefits  from  the  growing  pri- 
vate economy  of  their  city  and  the  economic  resurgence 
of  office,  hotel,  retail,  institutional,  and  unsubsidized 
residential  development,  including  the  permanent  jobs 
which  emanate  from  this  economic  expansion;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  unemployment  and  underemploy- 
ment in  the  City  of  Boston,  both  among  majority  and  mi- 
nority residents;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  is  experiencing  a  resurgence  in  its 
economy  that  is  creating  the  potential  for  unprecedented 
economic  opportunity;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  has  fully  established  itself  as  the  eco- 
nomic center  for  the  entire  New  England  region  and  is 
generating  wealth  and  revenues  for  people  throughout  the 
region;  and 

Whereas,  One  principal  aspect  of  a  strong  and  vibrant 
city  is  the  ability  of  its  breadwinners  to  gain  access  to  se- 
cure jobs  that  pay  a  living  wage;  and 

Whereas,  Black,  Hispanic,  Asian,  and  Native  Ameri- 
can residents  of  the  City  of  Boston,  as  well  as  women 
residents,  have  historically  been  underrepresented  in  the 
workforce;  and 

Whereas,  An  ordinance  establishing  the  Boston  Resi- 
dents Jobs  Policy,  Ordinances  of  1983.  chapter  30.  was 
promulgated  to  insure  that  Boston  residents,  minorities, 
and  women  received  job  preference  in  projects  that  have 
city  funds  or  state  or  federal  funds  administered  by  the 
city;  and 

Whereas.  The  Mayor  issued  an  Executive  Order  relat- 
ing to  the  Boston  Residents  Jobs  Policy,  dated  Jul\  1 2 . 
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1985,  which  established  Resident  Construction  Employ- 
ment Standards  to  further  ensure  employment  for  Boston 
residents,  minorities,  and  women;  and 

Whereas,  Under  the  Boston  Residents  Jobs  Policy, 
Boston  residents  are  enjoying  greatly  improved  access  to 
jobs  in  the  downtown  construction  industry;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  the  policy  of  this  city  government  to  en- 
sure that  all  people  enjoy  fair  and  open  access  to  employ- 
ment in  permanent  jobs  in  the  private  sector;  and 

Whereas,  It  can  be  shown  that  broader  cooperation 
from  the  private  sector  can  produce  meaningful  employ- 
ment opportunities  for  Boston  residents  who  want  and 
need  them;  and 

Whereas,  Job  placement  is  contingent  upon  proper  job 
training  and  without  necessary  skills  Boston  residents 
cannot  secure  permanent  jobs;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  essential  to  the  success  of  the  1983  Bos- 
ton Residents  Jobs  Policy  Ordinance  and  the  1985  May- 
or's Executive  Order  that  projects  and  employment  plans 
be  monitored,  that  findings  be  made  with  respect  to  com- 
pliance, and  that  recommendations  for  sanctions  be  de- 
termined, and  that  all  this  be  done  in  a  manner  that 
provides  for  the  due  process  rights  of  all  parties;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  essential  to  engender  an  atmosphere  of 
cooperation  between  the  public  and  private  sectors  with 
respect  to  permanent  jobs  for  Boston  residents,  minori- 
ties, and  women;  and 

Whereas,  The  following  is  declared  to  be  in  the  public 
interest;  now  therefore,  be  it  ordained  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Definitions. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  following  defi- 
nitions shall  apply,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires: 
(1)  "Best  Efforts."  Developers  and  contractors  may 
rely  on  traditional  referral  methods  in  the  hiring  of  jour- 
neymen, apprentices,  advanced  trainees  and  helpers.  De- 
velopers and  contractors  also  shall  implement 
affirmative  action  steps  which  include  the  following  to 
the  extent  that  such  steps  do  not  conflict  with  any  applica- 
ble collective  bargaining  agreements: 
As  to  contractors: 

(i)  The  contractor  shall  designate  and  shall  require 
each  subcontractor  to  designate  an  individual  to 
serve  as  a  compliance  officer  for  the  purpose  of  pur- 
suing the  Boston  Residents  Construction  Employ- 
ment Standards  ("Standards"), 
(ii)  Prior  to  the  start  of  construction,  the  contractor 
and  each  subcontractor  then  selected  shall  meet  with 
appropriate  representatives  of  the  construction  trade 
unions,  representatives  from  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Jobs  and  Community  Services,  and  the  awarding  or 
contracting  authority  for  the  purpose  of  reviewing 
the  standards  and  the  estimated  employment  require- 
ments for  construction  activity  over  the  construction 
period  of  the  Covered  Project, 
(iii)  Whenever  any  person  involved  in  the  construc- 
tion of  a  Covered  Project  makes  a  request  to  a  union 
hiring  hall,  business  agent,  or  contractor's  associa- 
tion for  qualified  construction  workers,  the  request 
shall  ask  that  those  qualified  applicants  referred  for 
construction  positions  be  referred  in  the  proportions 
specified  in  the  Boston  Resident  Construction  Em- 
ployment Standards  and  shall ,  further,  contain  a  reci- 
tation of  such  standards.  However,  if  the  requesting 
party 's  workforce  composition  at  any  one  or  more  of 
the  proportions  specified  in  the  standards,  the  re- 
questing party  shall  adjust  his  or  her  request  so  as  to 
seek  to  more  fully  achieve  the  proportions  specified 
in  the  standards.  If  the  union  hiring  hall,  business 
agent  or  contractor's  association  to  whom  a  request 
for  qualified  employees  has  been  made  fails  to  fully 
comply  with  such  request,  the  requesting  party's 
compliance  officer  shall  seek  written  confirmation 
from  the  hall,  agent  or  association  that  there  are  in- 
sufficient employees  in  the  categories  specified  in 


the  request  and  that  such  insufficiency  is  documented 
on  the  unemployed  list  maintained  by  the  hall,  agent 
or  association.  Copies  of  any  confirmation  so  ob- 
tained shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Commission.  Copies 
of  any  requests  for  qualified  employees  made  at  a 
time  that  the  requesting  party's  workforce  composi- 
tion falls  short  of  any  one  or  more  of  such  standards 
shall  be  forwarded  contemporaneously  to  the  Skills 
Bank. 

(iv)  All  persons  applying  directly  to  the  contractor  or 
any  subcontractor  for  employment  in  construction 
on  the  Covered  Project  who  are  not  employed  by  the 
party  to  whom  application  is  made  shall  be  referred 
to  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and  Community  Serv- 
ices and  a  written  record  of  such  referral  shall  be 
made  by  said  party,  a  copy  of  which  shall  be  sent  to 
such  Office  of  Jobs  and  Community  Services. 

(v)  Contractors  shall  maintain  a  current  file  of  the 
names,  addresses,  and  telephone  numbers  of  each 
Boston  resident,  minority,  and  woman  who  has 
sought  employment  with  respect  to  a  Covered  Proj- 
ect, or  was  referred  to  the  contractor  by  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Jobs  and  Community  Services  but  was  not 
hired.  The  contractor  shall  maintain  a  record  of  the 
reason  any  such  person  was  not  hired.  If  the  con- 
struction of  the  Covered  Project  is  subject  to  any  un- 
ion collective  bargaining  agreements,  it  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  reason  for  failure  to  hire  that  the 
applicant  for  employment  was  not  a  union  member. 

(vi)  The  contractor  shall  in  a  timely  manner  complete 
and  submit  to  the  Commission  a  projection  of 
workforce  needs  over  the  course  of  the  construction 
of  the  Covered  Project.  Such  a  submission  shall  re- 
flect the  needs  by  trade  for  each  month  of  the  con- 
struction process. 

(vii)  The  contractor  will  obtain  from  each  worker  em- 
ployed in  the  construction  of  the  Covered  Project  a 
sworn  statement  containing  the  worker's  name  and 
place  of  residence. 

(viii)  One  week  following  the  commencement  of  con- 
struction of  the  project,  and  each  week  thereafter, 
until  such  work  is  completed,  the  contractor  shall 
complete  and  submit  to  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs 
and  Community  Services  for  the  week  just  ended  a 
report  which  reflects  (a)  for  each  employee,  the  em- 
ployee's name,  place  of  residence,  race,  gender, 
trade  and  the  total  number  of  worker  hours  he  or  she 
worked;  and  (b)  the  total  hours  of  its  total  workforce. 

(ix)  The  contractor  and  each  subcontractor  shall  main- 
tain records  reasonably  necessary  to  ascertain  com- 
pliance with  the  steps  detailed  in  clauses  (i)  through 
(viii)  hereof  for  at  least  one  year  after  the  issuance  of 
a  Certificate  of  Occupancy  for  the  Covered  Project. 
In  its  review  of  records  of  a  construction  project  sub- 
mitted to  demonstrate  compliance  with  these  steps, 
the  Commission  shall  take  into  consideration  any  af- 
firmative action  outreach  programs  and  affirmative 
action  job  training  programs  of  the  particular  trades 
participating  in  the  Covered  Project. 

As  to  developers: 

(x)  Developers  of  Covered  Projects  shall  incorporate 
in  every  general  construction  contract  or  construc- 
tion management  agreement  an  enumeration  of  the 
standards  and  shall  impose  a  responsibility  upon  any 
such  general  contractor  or  construction  manager  to 
take  all  steps  enumerated  in  clauses  (i)  to  (ix)  in  sec- 
tion 1  and  to  incorporate  such  standards  in  all  sub- 
contracts and  impose  upon  all  subcontractors  the 
obligation  to  take  such  steps. 

(xi)  The  developer  shall  meet  with  the  contractor  no 
less  frequently  than  weekly  throughout  the  period  of 
construction  of  the  Covered  Project  to  review  the 
contractor's  compliance  with  such  standards  and 
steps.  The  developer  shall  maintain  minutes  of  such 
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meetings  and  shall  forward  a  copy  of  such  minutes  to 
the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and  Community  Services 
within  ten  days  of  each  such  meeting, 
(xii)  The  developer  shall  comply  with  the  escrow  de- 
posit requirements  of  section  8  hereof. 

(2)  "Boston  Employment  Commission,"  hereinafter 
"Commission."  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  commission 
known  as  the  Boston  Employment  Commission,  consist- 
ing of  seven  members,  all  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  The 
Commission  shall  have  the  powers  and  duties  set  forth  in 
section  3  herein.  The  members  of  the  Commission  shall 
be  deemed  special  municipal  employees  for  purposes  of 
chapter  268 A  of  the  Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

(3)  "Boston  Resident."  Any  person  for  whom  the 
principal  place  where  that  person  normally  eats  and 
sleeps  and  maintains  his  or  her  normal  personal  and 
household  effects  is  within  the  city  limits  of  the  City  of 
Boston. 

(4)  "Boston  Residents  Construction  Employment 
Standards."  The  standards  as  contained  below: 

(i)  At  least  50  percent  of  all  worker-hours  on  a  craft- 
by-craft  basis  in  Covered  Projects  shall  be  worked  by 
Boston  Residents. 

(ii)  At  least  25  percent  of  all  worker-hours  on  a  craft- 
by-craft  basis  in  Covered  Projects  shall  be  worked  by 
minority  persons; 

(iii)  At  least  10  percent  of  all  worker-hours  on  a  craft- 
by-craft  basis  in  Covered  Projects  shall  be  worked  by 
women. 

(5)  "Boston  Resident  New  Hire  Goals."  The  Commis- 
sion will  determine  baseline  hiring  goals  for  Boston  resi- 
dents, minorities  and  women,  such  determination  to  be 
based  upon  a  consideration  of: 

(i)  current  workforce  composition; 
(ii)  the  composition  of  the  workforce  that  is  unem- 
ployed; 
(iii)  numbers  and  categories  of  new  job  opportunities 

being  created  in  Boston;  and 
(iv)  an  examination  of  employment  trends  in  Boston 
over  the  last  five  years. 
The  Commission  shall  reevaluate  annually,  and  modify  if 
appropriate,  such  annual  goals  based  upon  the  number  of 
permanent  full-time  equivalent  new  hires  of  Boston  resi- 
dents, minorities  and  women  during  the  previous  calen- 
dar year. 

(6)  "Covered  Projects."  All  projects,  contracts,  or 
agreements  within  the  jurisdiction  of: 

(i)  the  Boston  Residents  Jobs  Policy,  Ordinances  of 
1983,  chapter  30  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "Jobs 
Ordinance"),  and  for  which  the  contract  or  agree- 
ment is  executed  after  the  effective  date  of  this  ordi- 
nance. 

(ii)  any  new  construction  or  substantial  rehabilitation 
project  in  the  city  to  which  any  partial  or  full  building 
permit  has  not  already  been  issued  for  this  specific 
construction  or  rehabilitation,  dedicated  to  a  retail, 
restaurant,  and/or  institutional  use  as  defined  in  the 
Boston  Zoning  Code,  which  requires  approval  of  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  and  in  which  it  is  proposed 
to  erect  a  structure  or  structures  having  a  total  gross 
floor  area  (exclusive  of  all  accessory  parking  garage 
space)  in  excess  of  100,000  square  feet  or  to  enlarge 
or  extend  a  structure  or  structures  so  as  to  increase  its 
(or  their)  gross  floor  area  (exclusive  of  all  accessory 
parking  garage  space)  by  more  than  100,000  square 
feet  or  to  substantially  rehabilitate  a  structure  or 
structures  having,  or  to  have,  after  rehabilitation,  a 
gross  floor  area  (exclusive  of  accessory  parking  ga- 
rage space)  or  more  than  100,000  square  feet. 

(7)  "Major  Employer."  Any  corporation,  partner- 
ship, individual,  or  institution  which  employes  more  than 
500  people  to  work  within  the  City  of  Boston. 

(8)  "Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and  Community  Serv- 


ices," hereinafter  "OJCS."  The  agency  within  the  City  of 
Boston  government  responsible  for  compiling  compli- 
ance information  in  accordance  with  the  Boston  Resident 
Construction  Employment  Standards  and  the  Minority 
Business  Enterprise/ Women's  Business  Enterprise  Pro- 
grams. 

(9)  "Minority  Business  Enterprise"  ("MBE").  A 
business  organization  in  which  fifty-one  percent  of  the 
beneficial  ownership  is  held  by  one  or  more  minority  per- 
sons. 

(10)  "Women's  Business  Enterprise"  ("WBE").  A 
business  organization  in  which  fifty-one  percent  of  the 
beneficial  ownership  is  held  by  one  or  more  women. 

(11)  "Minority  Person"  or  "Minority."  Any  person 
who  is  Black,  Hispanic,  Asian,  or  Native  American,  as 
these  terms  are  defined  by  the  United  States  Census  Bu- 
reau. 

(12)  "Permanent  Job."  Any  full-time  position,  or  its 
equivalent,  that  an  employer  would  fill  year-round  and 
continue  to  fill  indefinitely  in  a  particular  location. 

(13)  "Skills  Bank."  A  job  screening  and  referral  bank 
maintained  by  the  OJCS,  which  shall  refer  residents  to 
available  jobs  and/or  appropriate  training  programs,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to,  programs  offered  at  the  Hubert 
Humphrey  Occupational  Resource  Center. 

(14)  "Voluntary  Employment  Plan."  Any  plan  to  pro- 
mote hiring  for  jobs  in  Boston  of  Boston  residents,  minor- 
ities, and/or  women  developed  by  a  major  employer  or  a 
group  of  major  employers. 

(15)  "Worker  Hours"  The  sum  total  of  all  hours 
worked  by  all  persons  performing  construction  work. 
Section  2.  Scope  of  Jurisdiction. 

The  Commission's  jurisdiction  shall  extend  to:  (1) 
Covered  Projects  and  (2)  assistance  in  the  formulation 
and  monitoring  of  Voluntary  Employment  Plans. 
Section  3.  Powers  and  Duties. 

A.  Covered  Projects 

(1)  The  Commission  shall  make  determinations  as 
to  compliance  by  developers  and  contractors  with 
the  Boston  Residents  Construction  Employment 
Standards.  The  Commission  shall  gather  and  receive 
compliance  information  from  OJCS,  investigate 
noncompliance  complaints,  make  compliance  deter- 
minations, and  where  appropriate,  shall  recommend 
sanctions  to  the  awarding  or  contracting  authority. 
The  Commission  may  gather  compliance  informa- 
tion at  any  time  and  shall  make  compliance  determi- 
nations in  phases  for  each  Covered  Project  in 
accordance  with  sections  5,  6,  and  7  herein.  For 
projects  under  construction  upon  the  adoption  of  this 
ordinance,  all  existing  contracts  and  agreements 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  and  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance  shall  not  otherwise  apply. 

(2)  The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  re- 
quire developers  of  Covered  Projects  to  submit:  (i) 
detailed  plans  that  show  how  the  developer  intends  to 
meet  the  Boston  Residents  Construction  Employ- 
ment Standards;  (ii)  detailed  plans  which  show  how 
the  developer  intends  to  meet  MBE/WBE  goals  con- 
tained in  city  contracts. 

(3)  In  the  review  of  such  detailed  plans,  the  Com- 
mission shall  consider  any  affirmative  action  out- 
reach programs  and  affirmative  action  job  training 
programs  of  the  particular  trades  participating  in  the 
Covered  Project  and  participation,  if  any,  of  the  de- 
veloper or  the  contractor  in  any  such  program. 

(4)  The  Commission  shall  monitor  MBE/WBE 
goals  contained  in  or  applicable  to  city  contracts. 
The  Commission  shall  receive  compliance  informa- 
tion from  OJCS  and  shall  to  the  awarding  authority 
appropriate  remedies  for  noncompliance. 

(5)  The  Commission  shall  monitor.  Davis-Bacon 
Act  requirements  contained  in  city  agency  or  author- 
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ity  contracts.  The  commission  shall  receive  compli- 
ance information  and  shall  forward  any  information 
concerning  apparent  noncompliance  to  appropriate 
federal  agencies. 

B.  Voluntary  Employment  Plans. 

(1)  The  Commission  shall  meet  with  a  group  repre- 
sentatives of  major  employers  to  review  voluntary 
aggregate  hiring  goals  set  by  said  employers. 

(2)  The  Commission  shall  receive  information  con- 
cerning the  success  of  voluntary  aggregate  hiring 
goals. 

The  Commission  shall  encourage  a  group  represent- 
ing the  major  employers  to  issue  an  annual  public 
report  on  the  success  of  voluntary  business  programs 
such  as  Boston  Summer  Jobs  Program,  the  Boston 
Compact  and  Boston  Works. 

(3)  The  Commission  shall  encourage  major  em- 
ployers to  adopt  voluntary  employment  plans ,  which 
promote  a  collaboration  between  the  public  and  pri- 
vate sectors  to  expand  employment  opportunities  for 
Boston  residents,  minorities  and  women.  The  Com- 
mission shall  encourage  major  employers  to  incor- 
porate the  Boston  Resident  New  Hire  Goals  in  their 
voluntary  employment  plans.  The  Commission  shall 
advise  OJCS  and  other  city  agencies  of  the  amounts 
and  types  of  assistance  identified  by  major  employ- 
ers as  being  necessary  to  achieve  the  goals  included 
in  their  voluntary  employment  plans.  Such  assist- 
ance may  include,  but  is  not  limited  to,  job  training, 
adult  literacy  and  referral  services.  The  Commission 
may  conduct  surveys  to  assess  the  progress  made  to- 
ward hiring  goals  as  to  Boston  residents,  minorities 
and  women. 

C.  General. 

(1)  The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to 
promulgate  regulations  as  to  matters  within  the 
Commission's  purview  after  public  notice  and  hear- 
ing and  upon  a  majority  vote  of  all  members. 

(2)  The  Commission  shall  cause  to  be  created,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and 
Community  Services,  a  job  training  program.  Said 
job  training  program  shall  be  conducted  at  the  appro- 
priate sites  which  may  include  the  Hubert  Humphrey 
Occupational  Resource  Center,  or  its  successor,  or 
other  appropriate  skills  training  facilities.  The  pur- 
pose of  said  training  program  is  to  provide  skills 
training  to  any  Boston  Resident  in  order  to  be  fully 
qualified  for  entry  into  existing  apprenticeship  pro- 
grams or  jobs.  Subject  to  appropriation  by  the  Mayor 
and  the  City  Council,  any  fines  levied  against  the  es- 
crow fund  set  our  in  section  8  shall  be  for  the  benefit 
of  this  jobs  training  program  and  no  other. 

Section  4.  Composition. 

The  Commission  shall  be  composed  of  seven  mem- 
bers, all  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor.  The 
Commission  shall  be  representative  of  the  interests  of 
business,  minorities,  women,  organized  labor,  Boston 
Building  Trades  Council,  and  the  Mayor's  Jobs  Liaison 
Committee.  Members  of  the  Commission  shall  have 
demonstrated  commitment  to  equal  employment  oppor- 
tunity. All  members  of  the  Commission  shall  be  Boston 
residents  or  shall  maintain  their  principal  place  of  busi- 
ness in  Boston. 

(1)  Term  of  Office. 

Commission  members  shall  be  appointed  to  two-year 
terms,  and  members  shall  serve  until  their  successors  are 
duly  appointed.  If  a  vacancy  on  the  Commission  occurs 
before  a  term  expires,  that  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  ap- 
pointment by  the  Mayor  for  the  balance  of  the  unexpired 
term. 

(2)  Removal. 

The  Mayor  may  remove  a  member  for  just  cause  by 
filing  a  written  statement  to  that  effect  with  the  City 


Clerk.  Reasons  for  just  cause  shall  include  but  not  limited 
to  a  pattern  of  nonattendance,  lack  of  residency  or  em- 
ployment in  the  City  of  Boston,  noncompliance  with  the 
procedures  established  under  section  5  herein,  failure  to 
disclose  conflicts  of  interest,  incapacity  due  to  illness,  or 
conviction  of  a  crime.  The  Mayor's  determination  that 
just  cause  for  removal  exists  shall  be  conclusive. 

(3)  Chair 

The  Chairperson  of  the  Commission  shall  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Mayor,  and  shall  serve  in  that  capacity  for  a 
term  of  two  years. 

(4)  Quorum 

In  no  event  shall  a  quorum  be  fewer  than  four  members 
of  the  Commission. 

(5)  Voting. 

Every  vote  of  the  Commission  shall  require  an  affirma- 
tive vote  of  no  fewer  than  four  members  of  the  Commis- 
sion. 
Section  5.  Procedures. 

Actions  or  determinations  under  sections  7,  8,  or  9 
herein  shall  be  taken  or  made  in  accordance  with  the  fol- 
lowing administrative  procedures: 

(1)  Hearings  and  Notice  to  Parties.  Any  party  subject 
to  the  jurisdiction  and  recommendation  power  of  the 
Commission  shall  be  entitled  to  a  hearing  and  shall 
be  given  at  least  fourteen  calendar  days  notice  of  any 
hearing  affecting  his  or  her  interests,  such  notice  to 
be  in  writing  to  the  party  and  sent  by  mail,  postage 
prepaid,  first  class,  to  the  party's  usual  place  of  busi- 
ness. 

(2)  Method.  Decisions  to  recommend  sanctioning  a 
party  shall  require  a  majority  vote  of  the  Commis- 
sion. The  Commission  shall  adopt  procedures,  voted 
by  a  majority  of  all  members,  to  establish  the  time, 
place,  and  manner  for  its  members  to  meet  and  vote 
and  for  making  determinations  of  compliance  and 
recommendations  to  awarding  authorities  or  agen- 
cies. All  protections  necessary  to  fulfill  due  process 
requirements  shall  be  incorporated  in  the  aforemen- 
tioned procedures.  Such  procedures  and  any  revi- 
sions to  such  procedures  shall  be  submitted  in 
writing  to  the  Mayor  or  OJCS  within  twenty -one  cal- 
endar days  of  their  scheduled  adoption. 

(3)  Public  Meetings.  The  Commission  shall  be  subject 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  Open 
Meetings  Law  G.L.  ch.  39,  s.  23A-C). 

(4)  Records.  The  Commission  shall  records  of  its 
meetings  and  shall  record  no  less  than  the  following: 
the  time  and  place  of  the  meeting;  the  topic(s)  dis- 
cussed at  the  meeting;  members  in  attendance  at  the 
meeting;  any  votes  taken;  and  any  disclosure  by 
members  of  conflicts  of  interest.  The  chairperson  or 
his  or  her  designee,  shall  maintain  such  records  in  a 
good  and  legible  condition.  The  records  shall  be 
available  for  inspection  by  any  member  of  the  public 
upon  reasonable  notice. 

Section  6.  Standards  for  Compliance. 

The  Commission  shall  use  the  Boston  Residents  Con- 
struction Employment  Standards  to  monitor  compliance 
of  Covered  Projects  with  this  ordinance.  A  Covered  Proj- 
ect shall  be  deemed  in  compliance  if  (1)  the  statistical 
monitoring  data  at  the  relevant  determination  date,  as  set 
forth  in  section  7  hereof  shows  compliance  with  the  Bos- 
ton Residents  Construction  Employment  Standards;  or 
(2)  if  the  Commission  determines  that  best  efforts  have 
been  made  to  comply  with  the  Boston  Residents  Con- 
struction Employment  Standards. 
Section  7.  Determination  of  Compliance. 

The  Commission  shall  make  determinations  as  to  com- 
pliance by  developers  and  contractors  of  Covered  Proj- 
ects comply  with  the  Boston  Resident  Construction  Em- 
ployment Standards  at  time  intervals  as  set  out  in  one  of 
the  following  two  schedules,  whichever  allows  for  more 
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frequent  determinations: 

(1)  When  the  Covered  Project  is  25,  50,  75,  and  100 
percent  complete;  or 

(2)  Every  three  months  from  the  date  of  commence- 
ment of  the  Covered  Project. 

"Percent  complete"  shall  be  measured  by  the  percent- 
age of  the  total  worker  hours  expected  to  be  worked  on 
the  project.  The  Commission  shall  monitor  that  percent- 
age and  shall  include  it  in  its  monitoring  reports. 
Section  8.  Establishment  of  Escrow  Fund. 

An  escrow  fund  shall  be  established  for  each  project 
which  is  a  Covered  Project,  as  defined  in  section  l(6)(ii) 
herein.  Payment  into  the  escrow  fund  shall  be  made  by 
the  developer  when  the  developer  secures  permanent  fi- 
nancing for  the  Covered  Project.  The  developer  shall  pay 
into  the  escrow  fund  an  amount  equal  to  .  1  percent  of  the 
total  construction  cost  of  the  project  as  stated  in  the  build- 
ing permit  application  for  the  Covered  Project;  provided, 
however,  that  if  either  the  developer  or  contractor  has 
been  subject  to  a  determination  of  noncompliance  at  more 
than  two  determination  dates  in  any  prior  Covered  Proj- 
ect in  which  they  have  participated  in  the  preceding 
twenty -four  months,  the  amount  of  the  escrow  fund  re- 
quired for  the  Covered  Project  shall  be  .2  percent  of  such 
construction  cost.  The  developer  shall  deposit  these 
funds  with  an  escrow  agent  agreed  upon  by  the  parties 
pursuant  to  an  escrow  agreement  to  which  the  Commis- 
sion, the  awarding  or  contracting  agency  and  the  devel- 
oper are  parties,  who  shall  hold  said  fund  for  the  purpose 
of  satisfying  any  fines  levied  in  relation  to  a  project. 

The  escrow  agent,  at  the  time  of  deposit  into  the  escrow 
account  shall  deduct  all  fines  which  have  accrued  against 
the  fund  to  that  date.  There  shall  be  a  written  escrow 
agreement  detailing  the  terms  under  which  the  escrow 
funds  are  held.  Such  agreement  shall  provide,  at  a  mini- 
mum, that  any  demand  for  payment  from  the  escrow  ac- 
count which  is  made  upon  the  escrow  agent  by  the 
awarding  or  contracting  authority  shall  be  made  in  writ- 
ing and  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  written  statement  of  the 
reason  for  such  demand,  including  any  factual  findings 
supporting  such  reason.  The  demand  shall  further  in- 
struct the  escrow  agent  that  he/she  is  to  take  no  action  on 
the  demand  for  at  least  forty-eight  hours  after  receipt.  A 
copy  of  the  demand  shall  be  simultaneously  served  upon 
all  other  parties  to  the  escrow  agreement. 

Interest,  if  any,  accrued  by  the  fund,  shall  remain  in  and 
become  a  part  of  the  escrow  fund  until  such  time  as  the 
fund  shall  be  released.  When  all  necessary  permits  for  the 
use  of  the  building  have  been  issued  to  the  developer,  in- 
cluding but  not  limited  to  an  occupancy  permit  and  a  find- 
ing of  compliance  has  been  made  by  the  Commission,  all 
monies  in  the  escrow  fund,  including  any  accrued  inter- 
est, shall  be  released  and  returned  to  the  developer. 
Section  9.  Sanctions. 

The  Commission  shall  have  the  authority  to  recom- 
mend to  the  awarding  or  contracting  agency  that  sanc- 
tions against  the  developers  and  contractors  of  Covered 
Projects  be  imposed  for  noncompliance  with  the  Boston 
Residents  Construction  Employment  Standards  and/or 
for  noncompliance  with  section  3  (A)(2)  of  this  ordi- 
nance. The  Commission  shall  recommend  the  imposition 
of  any  or  all  three  of  the  following  sanctions: 

(1)  Fines  to  a  maximum  of  $300  for  each  violation  as 
determined  by  the  Commission  when  such  developer 
or  contractor  was  not  in  compliance,  as  defined  in 
section  6,  each  day  of  non-compliance  to  be  consid- 
ered as  a  separate  violation,  to  be  levied  against  the 
escrow  fund  as  established  by  section  8  herein,  pro- 
vided that  fines  may  still  be  levied  and  will  still  be 
due  in  the  escrow  account  is  exhausted; 

(2)  Preclusions  from  the  award  of  all  municipal  con- 
tracts, and  competitions  for  public  development 
rights  for  a  period  of  up  to  three  years,  provided  that 


this  sanction  may  only  be  recommended  at  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Covered  Project;  or 

(3)  Sanctions  as  authorized  by  the  Jobs  Ordinance  or 
incorporated  in  contracts; 

The  recommendation  of  sanctions  under  this  section 
shall  not  preclude  and  shall  be  addition  to  any  action  or 
sanction  authorized  by  contract  or  agreement  or  other- 
wise authorized  by  law. 
Section  10.  Staffing. 

The  Commission  shall  have  staff  consistent  with  the 
Commission's  purpose.  The  director  of  OJCS  shall  be  the 
executive  director  of  the  Commission,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  said  director  shall  be  wholly  compensated  for 
his/her  duties  as  Director  from  the  budget  of  OJCS. 
Section  11.  Conflicts  of  Interest. 

No  member  shall  appear  before  or  represent  any  per- 
son, firm,  corporation,  or  other  entity  in  any  matter  pend- 
ing before  the  Commission.  Members  shall  not 
participate  in  a  meeting  or  a  decision  of  the  Commission 
on  any  matter  in  which  they  are  directly  or  indirecdy  in- 
terested in  a  personal  or  financial  sense.  Any  disclosure 
of  conflict  of  interest  shall  be  entered  into  the  records  of 
the  Commission. 
Section  12.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  severable,  and  if 
any  provision  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unconstitutional  by 
a  decision  of  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  such  in- 
validity shall  not  impair,  or  otherwise  affect,  any  other 
provisions  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  13.  Effective  Date. 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  thirty  days  after  enact- 
ment.

REPORT  ON  ORDER  THAT  COMMITTEE  ON 
PLANNING  AND  DEVELOPMENT  HOLD 
HEARING  RE  PROPOSED  FUTURE  REDEVEL- 
OPMENT OF  PRUDENTIAL  CENTER 

Coun.  McCORMACK,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Planning  and  Development,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  0205,  order  for  hearing  re  pro- 
posed redevelopment  of  the  Prudential  Center  (referred 
January  29)  —  recommending  that  the  order  be  placed  on 
file  and  recommending  that  the  resolution  accompanying 
this  report  be  adopted. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  order  was  placed  on  file. 


Whereas,  At  a  public  hearing  of  the  City  Council's 
Committee  on  Planning  and  Development  on  April  17, 
1 986,  more  than  400  residents  of  the  neighborhoods  abut- 
ting the  Prudential  Center  demanded  a  meaningful  role  in 
the  city's  process  of  reviewing  any  proposed  redevelop- 
ment of  the  site;  and 

Whereas,  A  Prudential  Project  Advisory  Committee 
(PRUPAC),  which  includes  representatives  of  the  eleven 
residential  neighborhoods  most  affected  by  the  Pruden- 
tial's plans,  has  recently  been  selected  by  the  Mayor;  and

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  title  5, 
chapter  3,  section  105  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  at 
the  end  thereof  the  following:

CITY  COUNCIL 


There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  Boston  Com- 
pensation Advisory  Board  consisting  of  five  members 
appointed  by  the  Mayor  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
City  Council.  The  Mayor  shall  annually  designate  one 
member  as  chairman.  Said  board  shall  study  the  ade- 
quacy of  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  Mayor,  members 
of  the  City  Council,  and  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, members  of  boards,  commissions,  and  authori- 
ties in  the  City  of  Boston,  city  officers  whose 
compensation  is  set  by  ordinance ,  and  other  senior  mu- 
nicipal officials  not  covered  by  collective  bargaining 
agreements.  At  least  two  members  of  the  board  shall 
have  demonstrated  experience  in  the  field  of  personnel 
management. 

Members  shall  be  appointed  to  the  board  on  a  stag- 
gered basis.  When  the  board  is  first  established,  the 
member  designated  by  the  Mayor  as  initial  board  chair- 
man shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  five  years.  The 
remaining  members  shall  be  appointed  to  initial  terms 
of  four  years,  three  years,  two  years,  and  one  year,  re- 
spectively. Thereafter,  each  member  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  five  years .  Each  member  shall  serve  until 
June  30  of  the  year  in  which  his  or  her  term  expires  and 
until  the  member's  successor  is  appointed  and  ap- 
proved. Vacancies  in  the  board  shall  be  filled  by  the 
Mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  supervisor  of  per- 
sonnel shall  serve,  ex  officio,  as  a  non-voting  member 
of  the  board  and  shall  provide  secretarial  support  and 
clerical  assistance,  including  but  not  limited  to,  print- 
ing and  duplicating  services. 

The  board  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  year  and  shall,  in 
even-numbered  years,  report  its  recommendations  to 
the  Mayor,  City  Council  and  School  Committee  by  the 
first  Wednesday  in  March  by  filing  the  same  with  the 
city  clerk.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  prohibit  the 
board  from  filing  recommendations  on  any  subject 
within  its  jurisdiction  at  any  time  between  the  required 
biennial  reporting  periods. 

The  members  of  said  board  shall  serve  without  com- 
pensation but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  their  expenses 
actually  and  necessarily  incurred  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties.

Section  1 .  Notwithstanding  any  law  to  the  contrary,  and 
in  order  to  promote  the  public  good,  the  State-Boston  Re- 
tirement Board  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  retire 
Raymond  F.  Martin,  Jr.,  a  fire  fighter  in  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, who  as  a  result  of  injuries  sustained  while  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  duties  at  an  arson  fire  at  the  United  States 
Marine  barracks,  located  at  E  Street  of  the  South  Boston 
section  ofthe  City  of  Boston  on  October  2, 1982,  is  totally 
and  permanently  incapacitated  for  further  service  as  a  fire 
fighter.  The  annual  amount  of  pension  payable  to  Ray- 
mond F.  Martin,  Jr.  under  this  act  shall  be  fixed  in  an 
amount  equal  to  the  regular  rate  of  compensation  which 
would  have  been  paid  had  he  continued  in  service  as  a  fire 
fighter  in  said  city  at  the  grade  held  by  him  at  the  time  of 
his  retirement. 

Such  retirement  shall  become  effective  as  ofthe  date  of 
allowing  the  last  day  on  which  he  is  entitled  to  receive 
regular  compensation. 

Upon  the  retirement  of  Raymond  F.  Martin,  Jr. ,  the  Re- 
tirement Board  of  said  city  shall  forthwith  pay  to  him  all 
amounts  standing  to  his  credit  in  the  annuity  savings  fund 
of  the  Retirement  System  of  said  city. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  section  100  of  chapter  41 
ofthe  General  Laws  shall  continue  to  his  indemnification 
by  the  City  of  Boston  for  any  hospital,  medical  and  re- 
lated expenses  which  may  be  incurred  by  him  after  the 
date  of  his  retirement  as  a  result  of  the  aforementioned 
incapacity. 

Section3.  Upon  the  death  of  Raymond  F.  Martin,  Jr.,  if 
his  wife  survives  him,  and  as  long  as  she  remains  unmar- 
ried, the  city  shall  pay  to  Sandra  T.  Martin  an  annual  an- 


nuity equal  to  the  sum  of  three-fourths  of  the  amount  of 
the  pension  payable  to  him  at  the  time  of  his  death  and 
$312  for  each  child  of  Raymond  F.  Martin,  Jr.  if  in  such 
time  as  such  child  is  either  under  eighteen  years  of  age  or 
totally  physically  or  mentally  incapacitated  from  work- 
ing.

A  Special  Petition  Authorizing  the  City  of  Boston 

to  Borrow  Money  for  the  Renovation  and  Replacement  of 

Major  Portions  of  Boston  City  Hospital 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
Article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  errors. 

Section  1 .  For  purposes  of  this  act  the  following  words 
shall,  unless  the  context  requires  otherwise,  have  the  fol- 
lowing meanings: 


(a)  "Bonds,"  any  bonds,  loans,  notes,  temporary 
loans,  certificates  of  indebtedness  and  other  evidences  of 
indebtedness  of  the  city  issued  or  incurred  under  section 
2. 

(b)  "City,"  the  City  of  Boston. 

(c)  "City  of  Boston  Bond  and  Minibond  Procedure  Act 
of  1983,"  chapter  643  of  the  Acts  of  1983,  as  the  same 
may  be  amended  from  time  to  time. 

(d)  "Department,"  the  Department  of  Health  and  Hos- 
pitals of  the  city  created  by  chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of 
1965,  the  operations  of  which  include  the  general  care 
and  control  of  the  Hospital,  Long  Island  Chronic  Disease 
Hospital,  Mattapan  Chronic  Disease  Hospital,  affiliated 
neighborhood  health  centers  and  all  other  health  facilities 
of  the  city. 

(e)  "Hospital,"  the  public  acute  care  community  facil- 
ity known  as  Boston  City  Hospital. 

(f)  "Pledged  Revenue  Account,"  any  account  estab- 
lished under  the  authority  of  section  4  of  this  act. 

(g)  "Project,"  the  demolition  of  all  or  a  portion  of  the 
current  facilities  of  the  hospital,  the  construction  and 
original  equipping  and  furnishing  of  a  structure  as  a  re- 
placement for  all  or  a  portion  of  the  current  facilities,  and 
the  renovations  and  additions  to  all  or  a  portion  of  the 
current  facilities  including  certain  equipment  and  fur- 
nishings, the  costs  of  all  of  which  are  as  described  in  sec- 
tion 6  of  this  act. 

(h)  "Revenue,"  revenue,  receipts  and  other  moneys  of 
the  city  received  from  or  on  account  of  the  exercise  of  its 
powers  and  all  rights  to  receive  the  same,  including  with- 
out limitation,  (1)  revenue  as  defined  in  section  1  of  chap- 
ter 44  of  the  general  laws;  (2)  proceeds  of  bonds;  (3) 
investment  earnings;  (4)  receipts  from  any  tax,  excise  or 
fee  theretofore  or  hereafter  imposed  by  any  general  or 
special  law  all  or  a  part  of  the  receipts  from  which  are 
payable  or  distributable  to  or  for  the  accounts  of  the  city; 
and  (5)  receipts,  distributions  and  reimbursements  re- 
ceived from  the  commonwealth  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  58  of  the  General  Laws  and  under  any  other  local 
reimbursement  or  assistance  program  described  in  sec- 
tion 25A  of  said  chapter  58  except  such  distributions  and 
reimbursements  as  are  required  by  law  to  be  specifically 
used  for  statutorily  defined  purposes. 

(i)  "Two-thirds  Vote,"  the  vote  taken  by  yeas  and  nays 
of  two-thirds  of  all  members  of  the  city  council  of  the  city 
in  every  case  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  mayor. 

Section  2 .  The  city  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  from 
time  to  time  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  and  to  issue 
bonds  of  the  city  and  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of 
such  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  directly  and  indirectly  fi- 
nancing the  costs  of  the  project.  The  bonds  shall  be  issued 
in  such  amounts  as  may  be  authorized  by  the  city  council, 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  2  of  chapter  486  of  the  Acts  of  1909, 
chapter  206  of  the  Acts  of  1891,  and  the  City  of  Boston 
Bond  and  Minibond  Procedure  Act  of  1983,  except  as 
such  provisions  may  be  modified  hereby.  Any  bonds  is- 
sued under  authority  of  this  act  shall  not  at  any  time  be 
included  in  the  debt  of  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  ascer- 
taining its  legal  borrowing  capacity,  Notwithstanding  the 
limitation  contained  in  section  4  (a)  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Bond  and  Minibond  Procedure  Act  of  1983,  the  bonds 
issued  under  authority  of  this  act  shall  be  payable  within 
such  periods  as  may  be  established  by  the  collector-trea- 
surer with  the  approval  of  the  city  auditor  and  the  mayor 
and  the  first  installment  of  principal  shall  be  payable  at 
such  date  as  may  be  established  by  the  collector-treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  city  auditor  and  the  mayor. 

Section  3.  (a)  The  collector-treasurer,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor,  may  elect  to  have  the  city  issue  bonds 
under  authority  of  this  act  in  any  one  or  more  of  the  fol- 
lowing forms;  provided  that  bonds  in  more  than  one  of 
the  following  forms  may  be  simultaneously  outstanding: 
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(i)  pursuant  to  section  8  of  the  City  of  Boston  Bond 
and  Minibond  Procedure  Act  of  1983,  in  the  discre- 
tion of  the  collector-treasurer,  when  authorized  by 
one  two-thirds  vote,  as  special  obligation  bonds  of 
the  city  for  which  the  city's  full  faith  and  credit  are 
not  pledged; 

(ii)  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  the 
City  of  Boston  Bond  and  Minibond  Procedure  Act  of 
1983,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer, 
when  authorized  by  one  two-thirds  vote,  as  special 
obligation  bonds  pursuant  to  section  8  of  the  City  of 
Boston  Bond  and  Minibond  Procedure  Act  of  1983, 
with  an  additional  assignment  or  pledge  of  other  rev- 
enues of  the  city: 

(iii)  notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  9  of 
the  City  of  Boston  and  Minibond  Procedure  Act  of 
1983,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer, 
when  authorized  by  one  two-thirds  vote,  as  special 
obligation  bonds  pursuant  to  said  section  8  payable 
solely  from  certain  revenues  of  the  city  which  are  not 
pledged  for  their  payment; 

(iv)  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer,  when 
authorized  by  one  two-thirds  vote,  as  special  obliga- 
tion bonds  pursuant  to  section  8  of  the  City  of  Boston 
Bond  and  Minibond  Act  of  1983  or  clause  (ii)  herein- 
above, and  further  secured  by  a  mortgage  of  certain 
real  and  personal  property  as  provided  in  section  4 
(a)  of  this  act; 

(v)  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer,  when 
authorized  by  one  two-thirds  vote,  as  special  obliga- 
tion non-recourse  bonds  which  shall  not  constitute  a 
debt  or  pledge  of  the  city's  full  faith  and  credit  but 
shall  be  payable  solely  from  the  income  or  revenues 
received  under  certain  financing  documents;  and 
(vi)  such  other  forms  as  may  be  authorized  by  law, 
including,  without  limitation,  general  obligation 
bonds  of  the  city  for  which  the  city's  full  faith  and 
credit  are  pledged, 
(b)  Bonds  may  be  issued  under  authority  of  this  act 
without  obtaining  the  consent  of  any  department,  divi- 
sion, commission,  board,  bureau  or  agency  of  the  com- 
monwealth or  any  political  subdivision  thereof,  and 
without  any  other  proceedings  or  the  happening  of  any 
condition  or  event  other  than  those  proceedings,  condi- 
tions or  events  which  are  specifically  required  therefor  by 
this  act  of  the  City  of  Boston  Bond  and  Minibond  Proce- 
dure Act  of  1983,  and  the  validity  of  and  security  for  any 
bonds  issued  by  the  city  pursuant  to  this  act  shall  not  be 
affected  by  the  existence  or  nonexistence  of  any  such  con- 
sent or  other  proceedings,  conditions  or  events. 

Section  4.  (a)  the  city  may  grant  a  mortgage  on,  or  as- 
sign its  interest  in,  all  or  a  portion  of  the  land,  building, 
fixtures,  furnishings,  equipment  and  all  other  real  and 
personal  property  used  in  whole  or  in  part,  by  or  in  con- 
nection with  the  operations  of  the  department  to  secure 
any  bonds  issued  under  authority  of  this  act.  The  real 
property  on  all  or  a  portion  of  which  the  city  may  grant  a 
mortgage  under  authority  of  this  section  includes  but  is 
not  limited  to  those  certain  parcels  of  land,  including  any 
buildings  and  improvements  located  thereon,  bounded  on 
its  northeasterly  side  by  East  Concord  Street,  on  its  north- 
westerly side  by  Harrison  Avenue,  on  its  southwesterly 
side  by  Massachusetts  Avenue  and  on  its  southeasterly 
side  by  Albany  Street,  and  those  certain  parcels  of  land, 
including  any  buildings  and  improvements  located 
thereon,  bounded  on  its  northeasterly  side  by  Massachu- 
setts Avenue,  on  its  northwesterly  side  by  Harrison  Ave- 
nue, on  its  southwesterly  side  by  Northampton  Street, 
and  on  its  southeasterly  side  by  Albany  Street  and  those 
certain  parcels  of  land,  including  any  buildings  and  im- 
provements located  thereon,  bounded  on  its  northeast- 
erly side  by  certain  property  owned  or  controlled  by  the 
city  or  an  agency  or  authority  thereof,  on  its  northwest- 


erly side  by  Albany  Street,  on  its  southwesterly  side  by 
Massachusetts  Avenue  and  on  its  southeasterly  side  by  a 
state  highway,  and  those  certain  additional  parcels  of 
land,  including  any  buildings  and  improvements  located 
thereon,  which  the  city  has  or  may  acquire  or  obtain  an 
interest  in  for  use  or  in  connection  with  the  operation  of 
the  department. 

The  present  uses  of  the  real  property  described  in  this 
section  include  use  as  public  acute  care  hospitals,  neigh- 
borhood health  centers  and  public  health  facilities. 

(b)  The  mortgage  and  assignments  authorized  under 
this  section  may  contain  such  provisions  for  protecting 
and  enforcing  the  rights,  security  and  remedies  of  the 
mortgagee  and  its  assignees  as  may,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  be 
reasonable  and  proper,  including,  without  limitation, 
provisions  defining  defaults  and  providing  for  remedies 
in  the  event  thereof,  which  may  include  the  acceleration 
of  maturities  of  any  bonds,  possession  of  the  mortgaged 
property  by  the  mortgagee  or  its  assignee  and  a  sale  upon 
foreclosure  of  the  mortgaged  property  by  the  mortgagee 
or  its  assignee  for  use  other  than  for  its  current  public 
uses,  and  such  other  provisions  and  covenants  as  are  cus- 
tomarily required  in  similar  security  instruments. 

(c)  Any  bonds  issued  under  authority  of  this  act  or  any 
security  granted  to  secure  any  bonds  issued  under  author- 
ity of  this  act  may  be  secured  in  whole  or  in  part,  without 
limitation,  by  bond  insurance  issued  by  commercial  in- 
surers or  by  any  agency  or  department  of  the  common- 
wealth or  of  the  federal  government,  and  the  city  may 
execute  and  deliver  a  regulatory  agreement  and  building 
loan  agreement  and  may  enter  into  such  other  documents 
and  agreements  as  the  collector-treasurer,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor,  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable  in 
connection  with  such  insurance,  including  without  limi- 
tation, agreements  containing  covenants  setting  forth  the 
duties  of,  and  limitations  on,  the  hospital  and  the  city  in 
relation  to  the  custody,  safeguarding,  investment  and  ap- 
plication of  moneys,  the  issue  of  additional  or  refunding 
bonds,  the  fixing,  revision  and  collection  of  fees  and 
charges,  the  use  of  any  surplus  bond  proceeds,  the  estab- 
lishment of  reserves,  and  the  making  and  amending  of 
contracts  relating  to  the  department ,  and  agreements  gov- 
erning the  establishment  of  a  Pledged  Revenue  Account 
and  the  segregation  therein  and  application  therefrom  of 
some  or  all  of  the  revenues  and  investment  earnings 
thereon  which  are  pledged  as  security  for,  or  are  to  be 
used  to  make  payments  on,  any  bonds. 

Section  5.  Any  debt  service  fund,  construction  fund,  or 
reserve  fund  established  under  an  agreement  entered  into 
by  the  city  in  accordance  with  section  9  of  the  City  of 
Boston  Bond  and  Minibond  Procedure  Act  of  1983  in 
connection  with  the  issuance  of  bonds  under  this  act.  shall 
be  kept  separate  from  the  general  fund  of  the  city  and 
from  the  general  operating  funds  of  the  department.  The 
moneys  deposited  in  any  such  funds,  together  with  in- 
come derived  from  investments  held  as  part  of  such  funds 
shall  be  expended  without  further  authorization  or  appro- 
priation as  provided  for  in  the  agreement  establishing 
such  funds. 

Section  6.  In  addition  to  other  lawful  items,  the  project 
costs  to  be  financed  by  the  issue  of  bonds  under  this  act 
may  include:  interest  for  a  period  of  up  to  twelve  months 
after  the  date ,  as  determined  or  estimated  by  the  city  audi- 
tor, of  commencing  regular  use  of  the  new  structure  by 
the  hospital;  the  cost  of  architectural  engineering,  finan- 
cial and  legal  services,  plans,  specifications,  studies  of 
cost  and  of  revenues;  administrative  expenses  related  to 
the  project;  expenses  as  may  be  necessary  or  incident  to 
determining  the  feasibility  or  practicability  of  the  project 
or  to  reviewing  the  impact  of  the  project  on  the  city  and  on 
the  city's  general  financial  condition;  capital  equipment 
purchased  within  one  year  of  the  date,  as  determined  or 
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estimated  by  the  city  auditor,  of  commencing  regular  use 
of  the  new  structure  by  the  hospital;  and  such  other  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  city  as  may  be  necessary  or  inci- 
dent to  the  project,  the  financing  of  the  project,  including, 
without  limitation,  any  reserve  funds  described  in  section 
5  of  this  act,  and  the  placing  of  the  project  in  operation. 

Section  7.  (a)  In  the  event  of  the  establishment  of  a 
Pledged  Revenue  Account  pursuant  to  section  4  (c)  of  this 
act  and  to  the  extent  allowable  by  the  agreement  estab- 
lishing such  Pledged  Revenue  Account,  the  collector- 
treasurer,  upon  written  notification  of  the  city  auditor  and 
without  further  authorization,  may  advance  funds  from 
the  general  fund  of  the  city  in  any  fiscal  year  of  the  city  in 
anticipation  of  the  receipt  of  revenues  required  to  be  de- 
posited in  such  Pledged  Revenue  Account.  All  such  sums 
so  advanced  shall  be  deposited  into  the  Pledged  Revenue 
Account  and,  to  the  extent  required  by  the  agreement  es- 
tablishing such  Pledged  Revenue  Account,  prior  to  the 
end  of  each  fiscal  year  of  the  city,  such  advances  shall  be 
repaid  from  such  account  to  the  general  fund  together 
with  an  amount  equal  to  the  interest  as  determined  by  the 
collector-treasurer  to  be  allocable  to  any  debt  incurred 
during  said  fiscal  year  by  the  city  in  anticipation  of  reve- 
nue in  order  to  make  such  advances. 

(b)  In  the  event  of  the  establishment  of  a  Pledged  Reve- 
nue Account  pursuant  to  section  4  (c)  of  this  act  and  to  the 
extent  allowable  by  the  agreement  establishing  such  Rev- 
enue Account,  the  collector-treasurer,  upon  written  noti- 
fication of  the  city  auditor  and  without  further 
authorization,  may  borrow  funds  from  the  Pledged  Reve- 
nue Account  in  anticipation  of  the  receipt  of  revenues  of 
the  city.  All  such  sums  so  borrowed  shall  be  deposited 
into  the  general  fund  of  the  city  and,  to  the  extent  required 
by  the  agreement  establishing  such  Pledged  Revenue  Ac- 
count, prior  to  the  end  of  each  fiscal  year  of  the  city,  the 
collector-treasurer  shall  repay  the  sums  so  borrowed  with 
an  amount  equal  to  the  interest  as  determined  by  the  col- 
lector-treasurer that  would  have  been  earned  on  such 
sums  if  they  had  remained  in  the  pledged  Revenue  Ac- 
count; which  obligation  to  repay  such  sums  shall  consti- 
tute a  general  obligation  of  the  city  for  which  its  full  faith 
and  credit  are  pledged  and  for  which  all  taxable  property 
in  the  city  shall  be  subject  to  ad  valorem  taxation  with 
limit  as  to  rate  or  amount  except  as  otherwise  provided  by 
law. 

Section  8.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  law  to  the 
contrary,  including  provisions  of  ordinances  of  the  city,  to 
the  extent  any  such  provisions  of  law  are  inconsistent 
with  the  regulations,  requirements  and  standards  govern- 
ing the  mortgage  insurance  described  in  section  4  (c)  of 
this  act,  the  demolition,  design,  renovation  and  construc- 
tion activities  in  connection  with  the  project  shall  be  un- 
der the  exclusive  control  of  the  mayor. 

Section  9.  Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  law  to  the 
contrary,  the  collector-treasurer  is  hereby  authorized, 
without  further  authorization  or  appropriation,  to  make 
or  authorize  to  be  made  such  payments  to  the  federal  gov- 
ernment or  any  agency  or  department  thereof  as  may  be 
required  by  the  federal  tax  law  in  order  to  ensure  the  ex- 
emption from  federal  taxation  of  interest  on  any  bonds 
issued  under  authority  of  this  act  or  on  any  other  bonds  of 
the  city. 

Section  10.  This  act  shall  be  deemed  a  bond  act  within 
the  meaning  and  under  the  provisions  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton Bond  and  Minibond  Procedure  Act  of  1983.  The  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  deemed  to  provide  an  additional 
and  alternative  method  for  the  effectuation  of  the  pur- 
poses of  this  act  and  shall  be  construed  to  be  supplemental 
to,  and  not  in  derogation  of,  powers  otherwise  conferred 
by  law  on  the  city,  provided  however  that  insofar  as  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  any  general  or  special  law,  administrative  order  or  reg- 
ulation or  any  limitation  imposed  by  the  city  charter,  the 


provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  controlling.  This  act  shall  be 
interpreted  liberally  to  effect  the  purposes  set  forth  in  this 
act. 

Section  1 1 .  The  provisions  of  this  act  are  severable  and 
if  any  provision  hereof  shall  be  held  invalid  in  any  cir- 
cumstances, such  invalidity  shall  not  affect  any  other  pro- 
visions or  circumstances.  This  act  shall  be  construed  in 
all  respects  so  as  to  meet  all  constitutional  requirements. 
In  carrying  out  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  act,  all 
steps  shall  be  taken  which  are  necessary  to  meet  constitu- 
tional requirements. 

Section  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

I  transmit  herewith  and  for  your  approval  an  ordinance 
to  repeal  various  sections  of  chapter  1 1  of  the  Ordinances 
of  1985,  the  so-called  "Rental  Housing  Removal  Permit 
Ordinance."  This  action  is  necessary  in  light  of  the  recent 
ruling  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  declaring  a  portion 
of  chapter  1 1  unlawful. 

The  first  section  of  chapter  1 1  added  section  10A  to  the 
Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance.  The  remaining  sec- 
tions either  repealed  or  amended  sections  of  the  Rental 
Housing  Equity  Ordinance  to  comport  with  the  addition 
of  section  10A. 

The  ordinance  submitted  herewith  accomplishes  gen- 
eral legislative  housekeeping.  It  repeals  defunct  section 
10A;  deletes  references  thereto  added  by  chapter  1 1 :  and 
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restores  the  exact  same  protections  which  were  deleted 
by  chapter  1 1  because  they  were  to  be  addressed  by  the 
new  section  10A,  specifically  presumptions  concerning 
condominium  conversion  eviction.  One  change  made  by 
chapter  1 1 ,  section  4,  clarifying  a  definition  was  not  de- 
pendent on  section  10A  and  thus,  would  not  be  repealed. 
I  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  enact  this  legislation  to 
comly  with  the  decision  of  the  court  and  to  clarify  the 
status  of  the  remaining  provisions  of  chapter  1 1 .

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  On  July  9,  1986,  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
for  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  invalidated 
section  10A  of  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance;  and 

Whereas,  Chapter  1 1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1985  which 
inserted  section  10A  contained  several  sections  which  re- 
pealed provisions  of  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordi- 
nance because  they  were  more  fully  addressed  on  section 
10A;  and 

Whereas,  In  order  to  insure  that  the  Rental  Housing 
Equity  Ordinance  continues  to  protect  tenants,  it  is  neces- 
sary that  the  following  corrective  legislation  be  enacted; 
now  therefore,  be  it  ordained  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  Section  1  of  chapter  1 1  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1985  is  hereby  struck  in  its  entirety. 

Section  2.  Section  2  of  chapter  1 1  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1985  is  hereby  struck  in  its  entirety. 

Section  3.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  10, 
chapter  3  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  to  section  10  the 
following  subsection: 

(a)  All  condominium  and  cooperative  conversion 
evictions  from  housing  accommodations  as  defined  in 
paragraph  (n)  of  section  1  shall  be  governed  by  the 
eviction  control  provisions  of  section  9,  as  modified  by 
the  provisions  of  this  section  10. 

(b)  Presumption.  For  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  any 
action  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accommoda- 
tion shall  be  presumed  by  the  board  to  be  a  condomin- 
ium or  cooperative  conversion  eviction  where  any  one 
or  more  of  the  following  has  occurred: 

(i)  any  dwelling  unit  in  any  building  or  structure  in 
which  the  housing  accommodation  is  located  has 
been  sold  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit;  or 
(ii)  a  master  deed  or  articles  of  organization  for  the 
building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing  accommo- 
dation is  located  for  which  recovery  of  possession  is 
sought  has  been  duly  recorded  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  chapters  156B,  183  A,  or  157  of  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  or 
(iii)  a  master  deed  or  articles  of  organization  for  the 
building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing  accommo- 
dation is  located  for  which  recovery  of  possession  is 
sought  is  duly  recorded  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
chapter  183A,  156B,  or  157  of  said  General  Laws 
within  1 80  days  after  an  action  is  brought  to  recover 
such  possession;  or 

(iv)  any  tenant  of  any  unit  of  housing  accommoda- 
tion in  the  building  or  structure  wherein  the  unit  of 
housing  accommodation  is  located  for  which  recov- 
ery of  possession  is  sought  has  received  any  notice 
required  by  paragraph  (c)  of  this  section;  provided, 
however,  that  a  landlord  may  seek  to  recover  posses- 
sion of  a  housing  accommodation  when  any  of  (i), 
(ii),  (iii),  or  (iv)  occurs  for  purposes  other  than  a  con- 


dominium or  cooperative  conversion  when  the  land- 
lord has  filed  with  the  board  an  affidavit  under  the 
penalty  of  perjury,  stating  that  such  eviction  is  not  for 
the  purpose  of  converting  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion to  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit. 
Section  4.  Section  3  of  chapter  1 1  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1985  is  hereby  struck  in  its  entirety.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  and  for  your  approval  a  petition  to 
the  General  Court  for  a  special  law  which  would  explic- 
itly authorize  the  City  of  Boston  to  regulate  condominium 
and  cooperative  conversions  and  related  evictions. 

On  December  18,  1985,  your  Honorable  Body  enacted 
an  ordinance  to  control  the  indiscriminate  conversion  of 
increasingly  scarce  rental  housing  units  to  condomin- 
iums. That  was  a  bold  and  effective  measure  which  went 
far  toward  stabilizing  the  rental  housing  stock  in  the  city 
in  a  fair  and  equitable  manner.  Unfortunately,  our  efforts 
have  been  temporarily  thwarted  by  the  recent  Supreme 
Judicial  Court  ruling  in  a  case  brought  by  the  Greater 
Boston  Real  Estate  Board.  The  court  ruled  that  the  city 
lacked  the  necessary  authority  from  the  Commonwealth 
to  enact  such  a  law. 

The  attached  home  rule  petition  would  remove  the  im- 
pediment declared  to  exist  by  the  court  and  would  provide 
the  City  of  Boston,  acting  through  its  City  Council  and 
Mayor,  with  the  necessary  authority  to  control  conver- 
sions and  the  harsh  effects  that  such  conversions  often 
have  on  our  residents.  I  urge  speedy  passage  by  your 
Honorable  Body.

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the  end 
that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as  fol- 
lows, except  for  clerical  or  editorial  errors. 

Section  1 .  Preamble.  The  General  Court  finds  and  de- 
clares that  a  serious  public  emergency  declared  in  chapter 
797  of  the  acts  of  1969  continues  to  exist  in  the  City  of 
Boston  with  respect  to  the  housing  of  a  substantial  num- 
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ber  of  the  citizens  of  said  city,  which  emergency  has  re- 
sulted in  a  substantial  shortage  of  safe,  decent,1  and 
reasonably  priced  rental  housing  accommodations  in  the 
City  of  Boston,  particularly  for  those  who  are  elderly, 
handicapped,  or  who  have  low-  or  moderate-annual  in- 
comes; and  that  such  emergency  has  been  particularly  ex- 
acerbated because  of  deterioration  and  demolition  of 
existing  housing  and  an  insufficient  supply  of  new  hous- 
ing, and  due,  further,  to  the  conversion  of  rental  housing 
units  to  other  uses  or  forms  of  ownership,  particularly 
conversion  to  condominiums  or  cooperatives  and  the  re- 
sulting increases  in  rent,  displacement  of  tenants  or  loss 
of  rental  housing  stocks;  and,  that  unless  the  demolition 
of  existing  housing  and  the  conversion  of  rental  housing 
accommodations  to  other  forms  of  use  or  ownership  are 
further  regulated  and  controlled,  such  emergency  and  the 
inflationary  pressures  resulting  therefrom  will  produce 
serious  threats  to  the  public  health,  safety  and  general 
welfare  of  the  citizens  of  said  city;  and  that  such  emer- 
gency should  be  met  immediately  and  with  due  regard  for 
the  rights  and  responsibilities  of  said  City  of  Boston;  and, 
therefore,  the  following  is  declared  to  be  in  the  public 
interest: 

Section2.  Chapter  797  of  the  Acts  of  1969,  as  amended 
by  chapter  863  of  the  Acts  of  1970  and  chapter  843  of  the 
Acts  of  1971,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding  after 
section  3  a  new  section  4  as  follows: 
Section  4.  (a)  Authority  to  Regulate. 

Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  any  general  or 
special  law  to  the  contrary,  including,  without  limita- 
tion, the  provisions  of  chapter  656  of  the  Acts  of  1956, 
and  the  provisions  of  General  Law  chapters  156B,  157, 
and  183A,  the  City  of  Boston  may,  by  ordinance,  fur- 
ther regulate  and  control  the  removal  of  housing  ac- 
commodations from  rental  housing  use,  the  reduction 
in  the  total  number  of  units  in  a  housing  accommoda- 
tion, or  the  change  in  form  of  ownership  of  housing 
accommodations  used  for  rental  housing.  Such  regula- 
tions and  controls  may  include,  without  limitation  the 
authority  to: 

(i)  require  that  no  person  shall  remove  a  housing  ac- 
commodation from  rental  housing  use  without  first  ob- 
taining a  permit  for  that  purpose  from  the  board.  Such 
permit  may  be  subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions  not 
inconsistent  with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this 
act; 

(ii)  require  that  no  person  shall  convert  any  housing 
accommodation  to  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
without  first  obtaining  a  permit  for  that  purpose  from 
the  board;  and 

(iii)  regulate  evictions  relating  to  the  conversion  of 
housing  accommodations  to  condominiums  or  cooper- 
atives subject  to  such  terms  and  conditions  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  purposes  and  provisions  of  this  act. 

(b)  Rules,  Regulations  or  Orders.  The  City  of 
Boston,  in  any  ordinance  adopted  pursuant  to  this  act, 
shall  be  empowered  to  promulgate  any  rules,  regula- 
tions or  orders,  not  inconsistent  with  the  purposes  and 
provisions  of  this  act,  for  the  enforcement  of  this  act, 
for  the  granting  or  denying  of  removal  permits  or  for 
the  regulation  of  such  evictions. 

(c)  Hearings  Before  the  Board.  Any  hearings,  re- 
garding matters  related  to  removal  permits  or  evictions 
shall  be  conducted  by  the  board  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  1 1  of  chapter  30A  of  the  General 
Laws  except  that  requirements  (7)  and  (8)  of  such  sec- 
tion 1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such  hearings. 

(d)  Appeals  from  Board  Decisions.  All  decisions 
of  the  board  may  be  appealed  to  the  District  Court  De- 
partment of  the  Trial  Court  for  the  judicial  district 
within  which  the  housing  accommodation  is  located  or 
the  Housing  Court  Department  of  the  Trial  Court,  City 
of  Boston  Division,  within  thirty  calendar  days  after 
the  notice  of  such  decision. 


(e)  Enforcement.  The  Superior  Court  Depart- 
ment of  the  Trial  Court  and  the  Housing  Court  Depart- 
ment of  the  Trial  Court,  City  of  Boston  Division,  shall 
severally  have  jurisdiction  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  any  ordinance  adopted  hereunder  and  any 
rules  and  regulations  promulgated  pursuant  to  such  or- 
dinance, and  may  restrain  or  enjoin  violations  of  such 
ordinance. 

Section  3.  Severability.  The  provisions  of  this  act  are 
severable  and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  uncon- 
stitutional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  4.  Effective  Date.  This  act  shall  take  effect 
upon  passage.

SUPPLEMENTAL  APPROPRIATION  OF  $57.9  MIL- 
LION FOR  GENERAL  SCHOOL  PURPOSES 
AND  ALTERATIONS  AND  REPAIRS  FOR 
FY1987 

The  following  was  received:

Dear  Councillors: 

Enclosed  please  find  an  appropriation  order  in  the 
amount  of  $57.9  million  of  supplemental  funds  for  Gen- 
eral School  Purposes  and  Alterations  and  Repairs  for  Fis- 
cal Year  1987.  This  order  specifically  excludes  this 
amount  from  the  appropriation  authority  of  the  School 
Committee  for  subsequent  years. 

In  submitting  this  amount,  I  am  supporting  an  expendi- 
ture level  for  FY'87  of  $293  million  for  the  Boston 
School  Department,  the  amount  requested  by  the  School 
Committee  and  the  School  Superintendent  as  being  nec- 
essary and  adequate  to  cover  operating  costs  in  this  fiscal 
year. 

Several  features  of  this  budget  are  particularly  note- 
worthy: 

This  spending  level  represents  an  increase  of  ap- 
proximately $22  million  or  8  percent  over  FY '86. 

This  marks  the  third  consecutive  year  of  unparal- 
leled increases  in  the  School  Department's  spending 
level,  amounting  to  an  additional  $56.6  million  since 
FY' 84,  a  cumulative  increase  of  approximately  24  per- 
cent. 

Included  in  this  budget  is  a  $2  million  program  to 
fund  new  initiatives  to  deal  with  the  tragic  drop-out 
problem  in  the  School  Department.  These  funds  will  j 
support  a  major,  new  collaborative  effort  to  be 
launched  this  year  by  the  Community  Schools  Pro- 
gram, the  Mayor's  Office  of  Jobs  and  Community 
Services  and  the  School  Department. 

This  appropriation  for  FY'87  also  provides  an  addi- 
tional $2  million  to  be  spent  on  improvements  in  school 
maintenance  —  an  unprecedented  33  percent  increase 
in  this  portion  of  the  School  Department  budget. 

I  have  been  assured  by  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee and  the  School  Superintendent  that  this  budget 
will  also  support  strong  efforts  to  address  substance- 
abuse  awareness,  job  training  and  athletic  programs  in 
the  School  Department  for  FY'87. 
Over  the  past  two  years  the  increase  in  School  Depart- 
ment spending  has  been  dedicated  to  restoring  programs 
and  personnel  that  had  been  cut  because  of  previous 
budget  reductions.  The  increase  of  over  $34  million  be- 
tween 1984  and  1986  permitted  the  restoration  of  read- 
ing, academic,  and  enrichment  programs  eliminated  in 
prior  years.  Altogether,  over  500  new  staff  were  hired  to 
serve  the  children  in  the  public  schools  during  this  time 
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These  increases  came  at  a  time  when  the  fiscal  condi- 
tion of  the  city  was  uncertain.  Nevertheless,  my  Admin- 
istration was  committed  to  ensure  that  public  education 
be  given  the  hightest  budgetary  priority  and  that  the 
School  Committee  be  fully  funded. 

While  the  increases  of  the  past  two  years  have  been 
used  to  restore  programs  that  had  been  eliminated  in  the 
past  because  of  budget  cuts,  this  year's  increase  should 
permit  the  School  Department  to  move  toward  becoming 
a  first-rate  school  system  again  and  to  meet  pressing 
needs  with  which  I  am  concerned: 

Reversal  of  the  tragic  drop-out  rate  of  43  percent. 
Restoration  of  the  physical  conditions  of  the  schools 

so  that  they  become  pleasant  learning  environments  for 

the  children  who  attend. 
Upgrading  of  the  athletic  opportunities  for  boys  and 

girls. 
Educating  young  people  about  the  harmful  effects  of 

drug  and  alcohol  abuse. 

The  drop-out  rate  of  43  percent  is  a  tragedy  of  severe 
proportions,  for  it  means  that  about  3 ,000  young  people  a 
year  are  leaving  school  without  the  preparation  they  need 
to  obtain  a  good  job  with  a  secure  future.  I  am  asking  that 
the  School  Department  devote  $2  million  this  coming 
year  to  the  drop-out  problem. 

This  $2  million  will  go  toward  funding  a  collaborative 
effort  mounted  to  address  this  problem:  prevention  ac- 
tivities for  children  still  in  school ,  and  programs  for  those 
who  have  already  left  school  and  are  on  the  streets  of  our 
neighborhoods.  The  prevention  and  remedial  efforts  are 
best  addressed  by  the  School  Department's  in-house  pro- 
gramming efforts  such  as  Project  Promise.  Attention  to 
out-of-school  youths,  however,  is  best  addressed  at  the 
neighborhood  level  through  community  agencies  that 
work  best  with  these  young  people  and  their  families.  To 
that  end,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  School  Depart- 
ment and  the  Community  Schools  Program  will  be 
launched  to  reach  out  to  those  youth  who  have  already  left 
the  system. 

The  Occupational  Resource  Center  is  a  superb  facility 
that  can  be  of  great  value  to  the  City  of  Boston 's  job  train- 
ing initiatives.  I  am  interested  in  seeing  that  facility  is 
used  to  its  maximum  capacity,  both  during  school  and  af- 
ter school  and  evenings  as  well.  During  this  coming  year, 
School  Department  and  city  officials  will  be  meeting  to 
plan  the  extended  use  of  the  ORC. 

I  believe  that  the  condition  of  the  schools  should  be 
every  bit  as  good  as  the  children  in  them.  The  physical 
condition  of  the  schools  was  first  addressed  in  the  Central 
Plan  and  Unified  Facilities  plan  developed  last  year.  At 
that  time,  $70  million  was  committed  to  school  repairs 
and  rehabilitation.  Just  recently,  I  announced  an  increase 
of  $30  million  for  additional  repairs  to  school  buildings, 
bringing  the  total  capital  plan  for  the  repair  and  rehabili- 
tation of  schools  to  an  unprecedented  level  of  more  than 
$100  million.  Included  in  this  plan  are  repairs  to  seventy- 
three  schools  across  the  city,  White  Stadium,  Latin 
School,  Latin  Academy  and  the  central  kitchen. 

But  capital  repairs  without  maintenance  are  not  suffic- 
ient to  restore  the  physical  quality  of  the  school  buildings. 
Capital  repairs  without  proper  custodial  maintenance  are 
not  only  imprudent  but  wasteful.  This  proposed  spending 
level  will  support  a  $2  million  increase  in  the  School  De- 
partment's maintenance  budget,  the  first  such  increase  in 
years.  With  this  increase,  however,  comes  the  responsi- 
bility to  properly  manage  the  custodial  efforts  to  keep  the 
schools  clean,  sanitary,  well-lighted,  and  in  a  state  that  is 
worthy  of  the  young  children  in  them. 

The  importance  of  physical  education  and  athletic  pro- 
grams in  the  School  Department  cannot  be  overstated.  I 
believe  that  such  programs  operate  as  a  source  of  motiva- 
tion to  keep  boys  and  girls  in  school  and  are  often  the 
ticket  to  education  beyond  the  high  school  diploma.  My 


administration  has  included  the  repair  and  rehabilitation 
of  White  Stadium  in  the  Capital  Plan.  Once  the  premier 
school  athletic  facility  in  the  country,  this  stadium  has 
been  in  decline  since  Proposition  2  Vi  severely  limited  the 
city's  ability  to  maintain  it. 

Last  month,  the  Joint  Legislative  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion favorably  reported  out  a  bill  that  my  administration 
had  filed  that  will  permit  Boston  to  obtain  reimbursement 
from  the  Department  of  Education  for  the  repairs  to 
White  Stadium.  This  bill  will  put  Boston  on  the  same 
footing  as  other  communities  in  the  state  who  are  eligible 
for  such  reimbursement.  We  are  planning  to  begin  repairs 
to  White  Stadium  by  1987,  and  to  restore  this  proud  sta- 
dium to  the  condition  that  Boston's  young  athletes  de- 
serve. 

In  addition  to  the  restoration  of  this  facility,  the  restora- 
tion of  athletic  programs  in  the  schools  is  needed.  During 
the  past  years,  funding  for  athletic  programs  has  not  kept 
pace  with  the  increase  in  the  school  budget.  I  am  asking 
that  the  School  Department  pay  special  attention  to  up- 
grading their  athletic  programs  for  boys  and  girls  in  both 
the  middle  schools  and  the  high  schools  so  that  students 
with  these  talents  have  as  much  opportunity  to  succeed  as 
students  with  academic  and  artistic  talents. 

I  respectfully  ask  your  support  of  this  supplemental  ap- 
propriation with  the  expectation  that  the  School  Depart- 
ment can  meet  its  obligation  to  the  young  people  of 
Boston,  preparing  them  to  become  productive  workers, 
good  citizens  of  our  neighborhoods,  and  future  leaders  of 
this  great  city.

An  Ordinance  to  Establish  a 
Boston  Compensation  Advisory  Board 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  tide  5, 
chapter  3,  section  105  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  at 
the  end  thereof  the  following: 

"There  shall  be  in  the  city  of  Boston  a  Boston  Com- 
pensation Advisory  Board  consisting  of  five  members 
appointed  by  the  Mayor.  The  mayor  shall  annually  des- 
ignate one  member  as  chairman.  Said  board  shall  study 
the  adequacy  of  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  mayor, 
members  of  the  city  council,  members  of  the  school 
committee,  members  of  boards,  commissions,  and  au- 
thorities in  the  city  of  Boston,  city  officers  whose  com- 
pensation is  set  or  subject  to  the  approval  by  the  mayor 
and  city  council  and  other  senior  municipal  officials 
not  covered  by  collective  bargaining  agreements.  At 
least  two  members  of  the  board  shall  have  demon- 
strated experience  in  the  field  of  personnel  manage- 
ment. 

Members  shall  be  appointed  to  the  board  on  a  stag- 
gered basis.  When  the  board  is  first  established,  the 
member  designated  by  the  mayor  as  initial  board  chair- 
man shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  five  years.  The 
remaining  members  shall  be  appointed  to  initial  terms 
of  four  years,  three  years,  two  years,  and  one  year,  re- 
spectively. Thereafter,  each  member  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  five  years .  Each  member  shall  serve  until 
June  30  of  the  year  in  which  his  or  her  term  expires  and 
until  the  member's  successor  is  appointed  and  ap- 
proved. Vacancies  in  the  board  shall  be  filled  by  the 
mayor  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  supervisor  of  per- 
sonnel shall  serve,  ex  officio,  as  a  non- voting  member 
of  the  board  and  shall  provide  secretarial  support  and 
clerical  assistance,  including  but  not  limited  to,  print- 
ing and  duplicating  services. 

The  board  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  year  and  shall,  in 
each  even-numbered  year,  report  its  recommendations 
to  the  mayor,  city  council  and  school  committee  by  the 
first  Wednesday  in  March  by  filing  the  same  with  the 
city  clerk.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  prohibit  the 
board  from  filing  recommendations  on  any  subject 
within  its  jurisdiction  at  any  time  between  the  required 
biennial  reporting  periods.  Notwithstanding  any  other 
requirement  of  this  section,  the  board  shall,  not  later 
than  thirty  days  after  the  time  when  it  is  first  estab- 
lished, study  the  adequacy  of  all  salaries  of  city  officers 
whose  compensation  is  set  by  ordinance  and  whose  sal- 
ary is  subject  to  approval  of  the  mayor  and  city  council 
and  report  its  conclusions  and  recommendations  to  the 
mayor,  city  council  and  school  committee  within  said 
thirty  days.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  The  Preamble  to  chapter  34  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1984,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended 
in  the  following  respects: 

(a)  By  striking,  in  the  sixth  "Whereas"  paragraph, 
the  phrase  "evicted  for  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
conversion,"  and  substituting  therefor,  "displaced  by  a 
condominium  or  cooperative  owner  who  wished  to  oc- 
cupy the  unit  in  good  faith." 

(b)  By  striking,  in  the  seventh  "Whereas"  para- 
graph, the  phrase  "condominium  and  cooperative  con- 
version evictions  on  tenants  who  are  not  elderly, 
handicapped,  or  of  low  income"  and  substituting 
therefor,  "eviction  of  tenants  by  owner-occupants  of 
condominium  and  cooperative  units." 

(c)  By  adding  the  following  two  "Whereas"  para- 
graphs between  the  seventh  and  eighth  "Whereas" 
paragraphs  in  the  Preamble: 


"Whereas,  many  tenants,  particularly  those  of  mod- 
erate income,  may  benefit  by  becoming  owners  of  their 
own  units  but  currently  are  not  provided  with  a  reason- 
able opportunity  to  purchase  their  units  on  affordable 
and  equitable  terms  during  the  conversion  of  property 
to  the  condominium  or  cooperative  form  of  ownership;

(a)  Section  1  (e)  is  amended  by  striking  all  of  the  lan- 
guage beginning  with  the  words  "when  the  tenant 
whose  eviction"  and  ending  with  "of  the  Massachu- 
setts General  Laws." 

(b)  Section  1  (n)(i)  is  amended  by  striking  the  section 
in  its  entirety  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

"Housing  accommodations  which  a  governmental 
unit,  agency,  or  authority  owns  or  operates  as  well  as 
any  housing  accommodations,  with  mortgages  in- 
sured or  held  by  a  governmental  unit  which  receive  a 
subsidy  in  the  form  of  (i)  interest  reduction  payments 
under  section  236  of  the  National  Housing  Act;  (2) 
below-market  interest  rates  under  section  22 1  (d)(3) , 
221(d)(4)  and  221(d)(5)  of  the  National  Housing 
Act;  (3)  direct  loans  at  below-market  interest  rates 
under  section  202  of  the  Housing  Act  of  1959;  (4) 
rent  supplement  payments  under  section  101  of  the 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  Act  of  1965;  (5) 
housing  assistance  payments  under  24  Code  of  Fed- 
eral Regulations  Part  886,  Subpart  A  (section  8  Loan 
Management  Set-Aside)  for  projects  that  converted 
their  rent  supplement  contracts  under  section  101  of 
the  Housing  and  Urban  Development  Act  of  1965  to 
such  assistance  for  the  term  of  the  housing  assistance 
payments  contract;  or  (6)  housing  assistance  pay- 
ments pursuant  to  a  contract  covering  all  the  units  in 
the  project  under  section  8  of  the  United  States  Hous- 
ing Act  of  1937  or  section  23  of  that  act  (as  in  effect 
before  January  1,  1975). 
Moreover,  any  building,  structure  or  development 
which  has  a  mortgage  insured  or  held  by  HUD  or 
MHFA  that  receives  housing  assistance  payments  pur- 
suant to  a  contract  covering  fewer  than  all  units  in  the 
building,  structure  or  development  are  exempted  only 
with  respect  to  those  units  occupied  by  tenants  receiv- 
ing housing  assistance  thereunder.  All  such  housing  ac- 
commodations under  this  section,  although  generally 
exempt  from  the  operations  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  limitations  of  section  9  with  regard  to 
grounds  for  eviction,  and  to  the  operations  of  sections 
10-19  with  regard  to  condominium  conversion  or  co- 
operative conversion.    Housing  accommodations 
which  are  under  a  section  8  existing  or  moderate  reha- 
bilitation subsidy  contract  (24  Code  of  Federal  Regula- 
tions Part  882),  under  the  rental  rehabilitation  program 
(24  Code  of  Federal  Regulations  Part  5 1 1),  or  the  chap- 
ter 707  certificate  or  substantial  rehabilitation  program 
are  not  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  so 
long  as  subsidy  is  being  paid  to  the  landlord  on  the  ten- 
ant's behalf  by  a  public  agency,  except  that  such  accom- 
modations shall  be  subject  to  the  limitations  of  section  9 
with  regard  to  the  grounds  for  evictions,  and  to  the  op- 
erations of  section  10-19  with  regard  to  condominium 
conversion  or  cooperative  conversion.  Housing  ac- 
commodations which  have  been  acquired  by  the  City  of 
Boston  through  tax  foreclosure,  although  not  subject  to 
the  rent  control  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  shall  not 
have  their  rents  increased  during  the  period  of  city 
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ownership  from  the  prior  legal  maximum  rent  or  prior 
rent,  whichever  is  applicable.  Where  a  housing  accom- 
modation is  insured  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  but  not  subsidized, 
the  operations  of  this  ordinance  may  be  preempted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  established  by  federal 
law." 

(c)  Section  l(n)(iii)  is  amended  to  strike  the  phrase 
"between  December  1, 1968,  and  December  1, 1971," 
and  to  substitute  therefor  "after  December  1,  1968." 

(d)  Section  l(n)(v)  is  amended  by  striking  the 
phrase  "except  with  respect  to  a  condominium  or  coop- 
erative conversion  eviction  for  the  purposes  of  section 
10,"  and  by  adding,  at  the  end  of  the  section,  the  fol- 
lowing language: 

"Such  decontrolled  housing  accommodations  shall 
be  considered  housing  accommodations  for  the  pur- 
poses of  sections  10  through  19  inclusive  of  this  ordi- 
nance." 

(e)  Section  l(n)(vi)  is  striken  in  its  entirety. 

(f)  Sections  l(t-v)  are  redesignated  as  sections  l(u- 
w),  and  a  new  section  l(t)  is  added  as  follows: 

' '  (t)  Removal  or  reduction  or  rental  housing  accom- 
modations: the  change  in  occupancy  or  any  rental  unit 
so  as  to  no  longer  be  a  rental  unit  or  so  as  to  reduce  the 
overall  number  of  rental  units  in  the  building,  struc- 
ture, or  development  including  but  not  limited  to 
changes  in  occupancy  to  medical  offices,  professional 
offices,  retail  shops,  hotels,  motels,  inns,  parking  fa- 
cilities, as  well  as  such  other  changes  in  occupancy  to 
any  industrial,  commercial,  charitable,  institutional  or 
business  purpose  not  otherwise  excepted  from  this  or- 
dinance, except  for  changes  in  occupancy  to  owner-oc- 
cupancy by  the  owner  or  any  member  of  his/her 
immediate  family  as  a  primary  residence  within  the 
particular  unit.  Removal  or  reduction  or  rental  housing 
accommodations  shall  also  be  construed  to  include 
causing  a  unt,  not  the  primary  residence  of  a  legal  unit 
owner,  to  be  vacant  for  120  days  or  more  by  refusing  to 
rent  or  to  offer  for  rent  said  unit  in  good  faith  or,  when  a 
unit  is  cited  as  unfit  for  human  habitation,  by  failure  to 
perform  repairs  required  to  restore  said  unit  to  habit- 
able condition.  The  existence  of  a  vacancy  for  120  days 
or  more,  without  a  showing  of  good  cause,  shall  consti- 
tute removal  from  the  market.  Demolition  of  a  unit, 
structure  or  building  subject  to  this  ordinance  shall  also 
be  construed  as  a  removal  or  reduction  of  rental  hous- 
ing accommodations." 

Section  3.  Section  6  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984,  as  amended,  is  amended  to  retitle  it  "Rent  Griev- 
ances and  Rents  for  Vacancy-Decontrolled  Units,"  and 
new  section  6(b)  is  added  as  follows: 

"(b)  Where  a  decontrolled  housing  accommodation 
is  vacated  subsequent  to  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  of 
vacancy  decontrol,  the  owner  may  not  increase  the  rent 
for  such  housing  accommodation  by  more  than  12.5 
percent  from  the  last  rent  legally  charged  prior  to  the 
vacancy  without  the  approval  of  the  Boston  Rent  Eq- 
uity Board.  Failure  to  comply  with  this  provision  will 
invalidate  any  rent  increase  in  such  accommodation  be- 
yond the  amount  allowable  without  board  approval. 
Upon  a  tenant's  initial  taking  of  occupancy  in  a  decon- 
trolled housing  accommodation,  and  annually  upon  the 
second  day  of  January,  beginning  in  1987,  every  tenant 
of  a  decontrolled  housing  accommodation  shall  be  noti- 
fied in  writing  of  the  prior  rent,  the  new  rent,  the  opera- 
tions of  this  provision,  and  the  right  to  seek  review  by 
the  board  of  any  violation  of  this  section.  Such  notice 
shall  be  in  the  form  which  has  been  approved  by  the 
administrator.  On  or  before  February  1st  of  each  year, 
the  landlord  shall  file  with  the  board  an  affidavit,  under 
penalty  of  perjury,  that  he  has  caused  the  notice  to  be 
mailed  on  or  about  January  2  to  each  such  tenant.  Not- 


withstanding any  other  provision  of  this  section,  no 
landlord  or  a  decontrolled  housing  accommodation 
shall  be  entitled  to  increase  the  rent  of  such  accommo- 
dation more  than  12.5  percent  in  any  twelve-month 
period  as  a  result  of  serial  vacancies  without  the  prior 
approval  of  the  Boston  Rent  Equity  Board.  The  board 
may  establish  reasonable  regulations  to  enforce  the 
provisions  of  this  section.  This  section  shall  not  apply 
to  the  rent  charged  for  a  unit  that  was  formerly  owner- 
occupied  where  such  owner  was  in  occupancy  for  a 
period  of  twelve  (12)  months  or  longer." 
Section  4.  Section  9  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  in  the  fol- 
lowing respects: 

(a)  Section  9(a)(x)  is  stricken  in  its  entirety,  and  sec- 
tion 9(a)(xi)  is  redesignated  as  new  section  9(a)(x). 

•  (b)  A  new  subsection  9(c)  is  added  to  the  end  of  Sec- 
tion 9  as  follows: 

"(c)  No  eviction  for  the  purpose  of  a  condominium 
or  cooperative  conversion  shall  be  permissible  for  a 
housing  accommodation  as  defined  in  section  l(n)  or 
any  decontrolled  housing  accommodation  or  housing 
accommodation  as  defined  in  sections  l(n)(i)  and/or 
(n)(iii)  which  is  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  9, 
except  where  such  eviction  is  required  for  the  occu- 
pancy of  the  owner  of  such  unit  pursuant  to  section  10. 
For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  any  action  to  recover 
possession  of  a  housing  accommodation  shall  be  pre- 
sumed by  the  board  to  be  a  condominium  or  coopera- 
tive conversion  eviction  where  any  one  or  more  of  the 
following  has  occurred: 

(i)  any  dwelling  unit  in  any  building  or  structure 
in  which  the  housing  accommodation  is  located  has 
been  sold  as  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit;  or 
(ii)  a  master  deed  or  articles  of  organization  for 
the  building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing  accom- 
modation is  located  for  which  recovery  of  possession 
is  sought  has  been  duly  recorded  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  chapters  156B,  183A,  or  157  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts; 
or 

(iii)  a  master  deed  or  articles  of  organization  for 
the  building  or  structure  in  which  the  housing  accom- 
modation is  located  for  which  recovery  of  possession 
is  sought  is  duly  recorded  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  chapters  183A,  156B,  or  1 57  of  said  General  Laws 
within  108  days  after  an  action  is  brought  to  recover 
such  possession;  provided  however,  that  a  landlord 
may  seek  to  recover  possession  of  a  housing  accom- 
modation when  any  of  (i),  (ii),  or  (iii)  occurs  for  the 
purposes  other  than  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
conversion  when  the  landlord  has  filed  with  the 
board  and  served  on  a  tenant  an  affidavit  under  the 
penalty  of  perjury,  stating  that  such  eviction  is  not  for 
the  purpose  of  converting  the  housing  accommoda- 
tion to  a  condominium  or  cooperative  unit." 
Section5.  Section  lOof  chapter  34  of  the  Ordinances  of 
1984,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  in  the  fol- 
lowing respects: 

(a)  By  retitling  the  section,  "Owner-Occupancy  of 
Condominium  or  Cooperative  Units." 

(b)  By  striking  Section  10(a)  in  its  entirety  and  sub- 
stituting therefor  the  following: 

"(a)  All  evictions  of  tenants  in  controlled  and  de- 
controlled housing  accommodations  and  those  housing 
accommodations  defined  in  Sections  l(n)(i)  and  (iii) 
covered  by  this  section  for  owner-occupants  of  condo- 
minium or  cooperative  units  shall  be  governed  by  the 
eviction  control  provisions  of  Section  9,  as  modified  by 
the  provisions  of  this  Section  10.  No  eviction  shall  be 
permissible  under  Section  9(a)(viii)  for  a  condomin- 
ium or  cooperative  unit  unless  all  legal  and  beneficial 
owners  intend  to  take  occupancy  of  the  unit  as  their 
principal  residence  in  good  faith." 
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(c)  By  striking  section  10(b)  in  its  entirety. 

(d)  By  striking  the  present  section  10(c),  and  substi- 
tuting therefor  the  following  new  section  10(b): 

"(b)  No  person  who  wishes  to  become  an  owner- 
occupant  of  a  condominium  or  a  cooperative  unit  in  a 
housing  accommodation  covered  by  this  section  may 
do  so  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  board.  A 
permit  shall  only  be  available  to  an  owner  who  intends 
in  good  faith  to  occupy  the  unit  as  his/her  principal  resi- 
dence. The  board  shall  consider  the  following  in  decid- 
ing whether  to  grant  an  eviction  permit  under  this 
section: 

(1)  Whether  the  tenant  is  elderly,  handicapped,  or 
low  or  moderate  income; 

(2)  What  relocation  benefits  and  relocation  services 
have  been  offered  to  the  tenant  pursuant  to  sections 
10(0  and  (g); 

(3)  The  benefits  to  the  persons  sought  to  be  pro- 
tected by  the  ordinance  and  by  this  section; 

(4)  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenants  residing  in 
the  unit  which  shall  become  owner-occupied,  includ- 
ing any  mitigating  provisions  made  by  the  applicant; 
and 

(5)  Any  aggravation  of  the  shortage  of  decent  rental 
housing  accommodations,  especially  for  families  of 
low-  and  moderate-income  and  elderly  and  handi- 
capped persons  on  fixed  incomes,  which  may  result 
from  the  conversion  for  the  unit  to  owner-occupancy. 

The  board  may  issue  orders  and  promulgate  regula- 
tions to  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  section,  and  to 
prescribe  the  procedure  for  applications,  notice,  hear- 
ings, and  the  granting  and  withdrawal  of  eviction  per- 
mits for  owner-occupants.  At  any  point  after  the 
issuance  of  an  eviction  permit  for  owner-occupancy, 
the  board  may  review  and  confirm  that  the  circum- 
stance and  conditions  which  led  to  board  to  grant  any 
eviction  permit  hereunder,  continue  to  warrant  such 
permit.  If  after  a  hearing  the  board  finds  that  circum- 
stances and  conditions  no  longer  warrant  the  permit  or 
that  a  unit  is  no  longer  owner-occupied,  the  board  shall 
immediately  withdraw  the  permit  and  shall  initiate 
whatever  action  is  permitted  and  appropriate  under  this 
section." 

(e)  By  adding  the  following  new  section  10(c): 
"(c)  Where  the  board  has  issued  an  eviction  permit 

for  an  owner-occupant  of  a  condominium  or  coopera- 
tive unit,  the  landlord  shall  thereafter  give  the  tenant  of 
such  housing  accommodation  a  written  notice  of  termi- 
nation of  his  tenancy,  which  notice  shall  terminate  the 
tenancy  no  sooner  than  three  years  after  the  date  of  the 
notice.  All  notices  given  pursuant  to  this  section  shall 
be  personally  served  upon  the  tenant  or  mailed  to  the 
tenant  by  certified  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  and 
shall  advise  the  tenants  of  the  rights  and  procedures 
available  under  this  ordinance.  The  board  may  in 
granting  an  eviction  permit  impose  greater  notice  per- 
iod requirements  to  avoid  hardship.  The  burden  of 
proving  qualification  with  respect  to  age,  handicap, 
and  income  shall  rest  with  the  tenant." 

(0  By  amending  Section  10(d)  by  adding  "para- 
graph (e)  of  before  "this  section"  in  the  first  sen- 
tence, and  by  striking  the  second  sentence  and 
substituting  the  following: 

"Such  extension  or  extensions  shall  be  for  a  period  or 
periods  of  one  year  or  fraction  thereof  as  shall  equal  the 
period  of  notice  to  which  such  tenant  is  entitled  pursu- 
ant to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  (c)  of  this  section,  if 
applicable,  or  three  years,  whichever  is  longer." 

(g)  By  striking  section  10(e)  in  its  entirety  and  sub- 
stituting therefor  the  following: 

"(e)  In  order  to  encourage  owner-occupancy  of 
condominium  or  cooperative  units  by  existing  tenants, 
every  tenant  who  resides  in  a  building,  structure,  or 


developments  at  the  time  of  the  recording  of  the  master 
deed  or  articles  of  organization  pursuant  to  chapters 
156B,  157,  or  183A  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  given 
notice  in  writing  of  such  event  and  the  right  to  purchase 
the  dwelling  unit  he  occupies  at  the  time  the  notice  is 
delivered  for  substantially  the  same  or  more  favorable 
terms  and  conditions  as  are  being  offered  to  prospec- 
tive purchasers.  Such  tenant  may  exercise  a  right  of 
first  refusal  to  purchase  such  unit  by  executing  a  pur- 
chase and  sale  agreement  prior  to  the  expiration  of  one 
hundred  and  eighty  days  after  the  date  of  receiving  a 
copy  of  the  purchase  and  sale  agreement  properly  exe- 
cuted by  the  person  offering  the  unit  for  sale." 

(h)  By  striking  section  10(f)  in  its  entirety  and  sub- 
stituting therefor  the  following: 

"(f)  Any  tenant  who  receives  a  notice  of  issuance  of 
an  eviction  permit  pursuant  to  section  10(c)  shall  upon 
vacating  such  unit  within  the  appropriate  notice  period 
as  established  by  paragraphs  (c)  and  (g)  hereof,  be  paid 
by  the  landlord  a  relocation  expense  allowance  of 
$1,000  per  housing  accommodation;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  if  such  tenant  is  elderly,  handicapped  or  of 
low  or  moderate  income,  said  relocation  expense  al- 
lowance shall  be  $1 ,500  per  housing  accommodation." 

(i)  By  striking  the  first  full  clause  of  section  10(g), 
"Whenever  a  housing  accommodation  .  .  .  notice  re- 
quired by  paragraph  (c)  of  this  section,"  and  substitut- 
ing therefor  the  following  "Whenever  a  housing 
accommodation  has  been  approved  for  an  eviction  per- 
mit for  owner-occupancy  of  a  condominium  or  cooper- 
ative unit  and  such  action  will  result  in  the 
displacement  of  an  elderly,  handicapped,  or  low-  or 
moderate-income  tenant  who  qualified  as  such  on  the 
date  of  the  notice  required  by  paragraph  (c)  of  this  sec- 
tion or  any  subsequent  date  during  the  notice  pe- 
riod, .  .  ." 

(j)  By  striking  in  section  10(h),  "is  defined"  and 
substituting  therefore  "as  defined,"  and  by  striking 
"condominium  or  cooperative  conversion,"  and  sub- 
stituting therefor  "owner-occupancy  of  a  condomin- 
ium or  cooperative  unit." 

(k)  By  striking,  in  section  10(i),  "condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion,"  and  substituting  therefor, 
"owner-occupancy  of  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
unit." 

(1)  By  striking,  in  section  10(j),  "a  condominium  or 
cooperative  conversion,"  and  substituting  therefor 
"owner-occupancy  of  a  condominium  or  cooperative 
unit." 

(m)  Insert  in  section  10  the  following  new  subsec- 
tion: 

"(k)  Notwithstanding  any  contrary  provisions  of 
this  ordinance,  any  person  who,  at  one  time,  was  an 
owner-occupant  of  a  condominium  unit  for  a  period  of 
twelve  or  more  continuous  months,  may  reclaim  the 
occupancy  of  said  unit  without  obtaining  an  eviction 
permit  from  the  board,  as  prescribed  by  the  provisions 
of  section  5  herein." 

Section  6.  A  new  section  10A  is  added  to  chapter  34  of 
the  ordinances  of  1984  as  follows: 

Section  10A.  Permits  for  Removal  of  Rental  Hous- 
ing Accommodations. 

(a)  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  remove  a 
housing  accommodation  from  rental  housing  use  or  to 
reduce  the  overall  number  of  rental  units  in  the  build- 
ing, structure  or  development  without  first  having  ob- 
tained a  removal  permit  from  the  board  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 

(b)  Criteria:  In  determining  whether  to  grant  or 
deny  a  removal  permit  the  board  shall  consider  the  ag- 
gravation of  the  shortage  of  safe,  decent  and  affordable 
rental  housing  units  in  the  city  and  its  neighborhoods, 
which  may  result  from  the  removal  especially  for  ten- 
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ants  of  low  and  moderate  income  and  handicapped  or 
elderly  persons  on  fixed  incomes.  In  making  such  de- 
termination the  Board  shall  make  findings  on  the  fol- 
lowing factors: 

( 1 )  The  benefits  and  detriments  to  the  persons  whom 
this  ordinance  and  this  section  seek  to  protect; 

(2)  The  hardships  imposed  on  the  tenant(s)  residing 
in  the  housing  accommodations  proposed  to  be  re- 
moved; 

(3)  Circumstances  demonstrating  hardship  and  in- 
equity to  the  applicant  seeking  a  removal  permit; 

(4)  The  rate  of  vacancy  in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the 
time  the  applicant  applies  for  a  removal; 

(5)  Whether  the  planned  removal  or  reduction  in 
rental  units  will  result  in  the  exemption  of  the  property 
from  rent  control; 

(6)  Whether  the  planned  removal  or  reduction  in 
rental  units  will  have  an  adverse  impact  on  the  overall 
supply  of  certain  types  of  housing  accommodations  in 
the  City  of  Boston  (such  as  single-room  occupancies); 

(7)  Whether  or  not  the  planned  removal  or  reduction 
in  rental  units  includes  provision  for  the  creation  of 
other  rental  units  which  are  similar  in  rents,  services, 
amenities,  and  protections  under  this  Ordinance  as  the 
rental  units  which  will  be  removed  or  reduced; 

The  Board,  in  its  discretion,  may  also  review  other 
relevant  factors  in  making  its  decision, 
(c)  Procedures: 

(1)  The  board  shall  consider  an  application  for  a  re- 
moval permit  for  a  housing  accommodation  upon  re- 
ceipt of  an  application  filed  by  the  landlord  or  other 
authorized  person.  Such  application  shall  be  made  on  a 
form  approved  by  the  administrator.  The  board  shall 
notify  the  applicant  and  tenant  of  the  receipt  of  an  appli- 
cation and  of  the  right  of  either  party  to  request  a  hear- 
ing in  writing  within  fifteen  calendar  days  of  the  date  of 
such  notice.  At  any  time,  the  board  may,  on  its  own 
initiative,  order  a  hearing  on  any  application.  If  a  hear- 
ing is  timely  requested  by  either  party,  or  if  the  action  is 
undertaken  on  the  initiative  of  the  board,  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  hearing  shall  be  furnished  to  the 
applicant  and  tenant  and  the  hearing  shall  be  conducted 
before  a  designee  of  the  board.  Hearings,  final  decision 
and  notification  of  final  decision  to  the  applicant  rela- 
tive to  permits  shall  occur  within  forty-five  days  of  the 
filing  of  the  request.  Notification  of  final  decision  to 
the  applicant  shall  be  by  registered  mail  return  receipt 
requested.  The  board  may  consolidate  applications  re- 
lating to  housing  accommodations  in  the  same  building 
or  development.  The  board  may  conduct  a  single  hear- 
ing on  all  such  consolidated  applications.  The  adminis- 
trator may  designate  a  person  or  persons  to  participate 
in  a  removal  proceeding,  where  appropriate,  in  order 
to  further  the  provisions  and  purposes  of  this  ordinance 
and  to  serve  the  public  interest. 

(2)  Removal  hearings  shall  be  conducted  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  1 1  of  chapter  30A  of 
the  General  Laws  except  that  requirements  (7)  and  (8) 
of  such  section  1 1  shall  not  apply  to  such  hearings. 

(3)  Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  board  may,  without  holding  a  hearing,  refuse 
to  grant  a  removal  permit  for  a  housing  accommoda- 
tion and  may  dismiss  any  application  if  a  decision  has 
been  made  with  regard  to  a  housing  accommodation 
within  the  preceding  twelve  months,  or  if  the  board 
finds  that  the  application  is  filed  for  the  purposes  of 
harassment  or  for  other  purposes  not  intended  by  this 
ordinance.  In  addition,  if  the  application  is  not  in  con- 
formance with  the  filing  requirement  of  this  section  or 
applicable  regulations,  the  administrator  may  adminis- 
tratively dismiss  such  application  without  holding  a 
hearing. 


(d)  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  per- 
mit a  landlord  to  evict  a  tenant  for  "other  just  cause" 
under  section  9(a)(x)  where  a  removal  permit  is  sought 
or  obtained. 

Section  7.  Section  19(b)(iv)  of  chapter  34  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1984,  as  amended,  is  hereby  stricken  in  its  en- 
tirety, and  a  new  section  is  inserted  as  follows: 

(iv)(a)  Condominium  or  cooperative  conversion 
eviction  notices  or  related  offers  given  pursuant  to 
chapter  1  of  the  Ordinances  of  1983  and/or  chapter  34 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1984  shall  be  null  and  void  and 
such  tenants  shall  be  entitled  to  the  eviction  permit  pro- 
tections for  owner-occupancy  found  in  section  10  of 
this  ordinance. 

(b)  The  provisions  of  the  foregoing  subsection 
19(b)(iv)(a)  shall  not  apply  where  prior  to  December 
19,  1985,  a  binding  purchase  and  sales  agreement  has 
been  executed  for  a  specific  unit  and  a  subsequent  deed 
has  been  duly  recorded  transferring  title  of  such  unit 
and  all  notices  and  offers  required  pursuant  to  chapter  1 
of  the  Ordinances  of  1983  and  for  chapter  34  of  the 
Ordinances  of  1984  have  been  given. 

(c)  All  notices  for  conversion  of  condominium  or 
cooperative  units  served  after  December  19, 1985,  but 
prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  amendment  shall  be 
treated  as  remaining  in  full  force  and  effect  for  owner- 
occupancy  of  such  units  under  section  10  provided  that 
an  eviction  permit  application  pursuant  to  section  10  is 
received  by  the  board  within  ninety  days  of  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  ordinance  and  the  board  subsequently 
grants  the  eviction  permit. 

(d)  All  offers  to  purchase  served  on  tenants  on  or 
before  the  effective  date  of  this  amendment  and  all  relo- 
cation required  by  section  10(f)  shall  be  treated  as  re- 
maining in  full  force  and  effect. 

(e)  The  provisions  of  section  10A  of  chapter  34  of 
the  Ordinances  of  1984  as  added  hereby  shall  be  effec- 
tive as  to  any  such  removal  or  reductions  of  rental  hous- 
ing accommodations  occurring  on  or  after  December 
19,  1985. 

Section  8.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  sever- 
able, and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decisions  of  such  court  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions. 

Section  9.  Chapter  11  of  the  Ordinances  of  1985  is 
hereby  repealed. 

Section  10.  This  ordinance  shall  be  effective  upon  sign- 
ing by  the  Mayor.

RESOLUTION  RE  NEPONSET  VALLEY 
PARKWAY  TRUCK  RESTRICTIONS 

Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  Increased  truck  traffic  has  impacted  certain 
Hyde  Park  streets  because  of  a  trial  ban  imposed  on  heavy 
vehicles  using  Neponset  Valley  Parkway,  Readville;  and 

Whereas,  Trucks  to  or  from  Route  128  congest  streets 
leading  into  Cleary  Square  as  drivers  search  for  detour 
patterns  along  Truman  Highway,  Fairmount  Avenue  and 
Hyde  Park  Avenue;  and 

Whereas.  Only  by  show  of  police  presence  have  trucks 
been  kept  from  using  narrow  Dana  Avenue  as  a  shortcut 
that  would  imperil  youngsters  on  the  street;  and 

Whereas.  The  decision  by  the  five-member  Metropoli- 
tan District  Commission  to  block  through  truck  move- 
ment in  the  Wolcott  Square  area  has  only  compounded 
congestion  on  city  streets  in  the  larger  area  of  Hyde  Park; 
and 
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Whereas,  A  major  crossroads,  Cleary  Square,  now 
bearing  the  brunt  of  added  traffic,  will  present  even  more 
of  a  problem  when  school  buses  begin  moving  through 
the  intersection  next  month;  and 

Whereas,  Community  meetings  this  summer  have  reg- 
istered misgivings;  the  city  Transportation  Department  is

contracts  contain  a  stipulation  that  the  goods  or  services 
supplied  to  the  City  do  not  originate  "in  the  Republic  of 
from  South  Africa  or  Namibia"  sic. 

I  am  in  agreement  with  the  purpose  of  the  proposed 
ordinance,  as  our  policy  of  divesting  our  deposits  with 
banks  doing  business  with  South  African  or  Nambia  illus- 
trates. I  am,  however,  compelled  to  disapprove  it  in  its 
present  form  because  it  conflicts  with  the  provision  of  the 
City  Charter  (See,  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G  as  amended  by 
St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1)  prohibiting  the  Council  from  in- 
volving itself  in  the  making  of  contracts  or  the  purchase 
of  materials  or  supplies. 

Although  I  must  disapprove  this  ordinance,  the  admin- 
istration is  committed  to  the  goals  of  the  Council  as  ex- 
pressed in  the  proposed  ordinance,  and  I  am  personally 
morally  outraged  at  the  policy  of  apartheid  practice  by  the 
governments  of  South  Africa  and  Namibia.  Therefore,  I 


will  immediately  direct  the  Corporation  Counsel  to  draft 
appropriate  language  for  inclusion  in  all  city  contracts  for 
the  purchase  of  goods  or  services  which  would  make  it  a 
contractual  requirement  that  none  of  the  goods  or  serv- 
ices originate  in  the  Republic  of  South  Africa  or  Namibia.

On  June  27  of  this  year,  I  disapproved  a  similar  order  in 
which  the  Council  sought  to  place  conditions  upon  the 
expenditure  of  the  Year  XII  Community  Development 
Block  Grant  (CDBG).  My  reasons  for  disapproval  of  the 
most  recent  attempt  to  condition  and  specifically  direct 
expenditures  from  CDBG  funds  are  the  same  as  those 
stated  in  my  June  27  disapproval  message. 

My  disapproval  should  not  in  any  manner  be  construed 
as  a  judgment  on  the  merits  as  to  any  of  the  agencies  or 
awards  to  those  agencies  mentioned  in  the  Council's  or- 
der. Rather,  my  disapproval  is  based  upon  my  lawful  re- 
sponsibilities as  the  city's  chief  executive. 

By  virtue  of  my  June  27th  disapproval  message,  the 
Council  was  fully  aware  and  on  notice  that  under  the  City 
Charter  and  state  law  it  lacked  authority  to  initiate  appro- 
priation orders,  to  amend  or  condition  appropriation  or- 
ders submitted  to  it  by  the  Mayor,  or  to  make  contracts  on 
behalf  of  the  city.  Further,  as  I  also  explicitly  informed  the 
Council  in  my  disapproval  message,  in  designating  spe- 
cific agencies  to  receive  funds,  and  the  specific  funds 
which  they  are  to  receive,  the  Council  impermissably  in- 
trudes upon  functions  reserved  to  the  executive  pursuant 
to  the  Massachusetts  Constitution  and  the  City  Charter. 

The  Council  obstructs  the  city 's  efforts  to  provide  criti- 
cally necessary  services  through  our  CDBG  funds  by 
twice  passing  illegal  orders  regarding  these  funds.

The  Boston  Housing  Authority  has  received  your 
transmittal  of  May  27, 1986,  which  requests  a  response  to 
the  City  Council's  order  for  information  pertaining  to  va- 
cant apartment  units. 

The  specific  nature  of  the  request  notwithstanding,  I 
feel  compelled  to  emphasize  that  municipal  powers  re- 
garding housing  authorities  are  specifically  set  forth  in 
M.G.L.  c.  121B,23,  and  this  statute  does  not  grant  the 
city  any  authority  which  is  relevant  to  the  matters  con- 
tained in  th  City  Council's  17F  order.  Section  17F  of 
chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948  permits  the  City  Council 
to  request  from  the  Mayor  "specific  information  on  any 
municipal  matter  within  its  jurisdiction."  The  administra- 
tion of  the  Boston  Housing  Authority  is  not,  however,  a 
municipal  matter  within  the  City  Council's  jurisdiction. 
The  only  statutory  jurisdiction  of  the  City  Council  with 
regard  to  a  housing  authority  is  that  contained  in  M.G.L. 
1 2 1 B ,  5 ,  which  makes  the  appointment  of  members  of  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  subject  to  confirmation  by  the 
City  Council. 

Having  emphasized  that  point,  I  must  also  state  that  I 
am  fully  committed  to  making  information  available  to 
the  City  Council  to  the  extent  to  which  it  is  appropriate. 
The  scarcity  of  low-income  housing  and  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority's  strides  in  rehabilitating  vacant  unin- 
habitable apartment  units  within  its  control  are  of  interest 
and  concern  to  all  of  the  citizens  of  Boston.  In  light  of  the 
public  interest  in  this  issue,  the  Boston  Housing  Author- 
ity consents  to  provide  information  to  the  City  Council  as 
requested.  I  have  enclosed  copies  of  reports  containing 
vacancy  statistics  for  family  and  elderly  housing  develop- 
ments.

At  the  present  time,  four  computer  terminals  are  used 
in  the  Rent  Equity  Department  to  provide  accessing 
needs.  The  current  file  contains  86,679  records  consist- 
ing of  25,435  buildings  and  61,244  units. 

Included  in  the  building  total  are  952  condos.  The 
apartment  total  contains  18,306  under  rent  control  and 
42,749  vacancy  decontrolled  units. 

Enhancements  to  the  present  system  are  being  identi- 
fied and  programmed,  i.e.  additional  data  fields  to 
present  record  and  additional  condo  information. 

Phase  2  in  the  previously  defined  Rent  Equity  com- 
puter system  "Case  Log  Tracking,"  is  in  the  design  and 
development  stage.  This  will  allow  all  complaints  (land- 
lords and  tenants)  to  be  continually  monitored  and  re- 
ported for  disposition.

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-six 
An  Ordinance  Prohibiting  Excessive  Noise  Which  Dis- 
turbs the  Peace  of  Residential  Neighborhoods. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
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Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title 
14,  s.  354,  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  section 
354d  the  following  new  section  and  caption: 
"Section  354e  Disturbing  the  Peace" 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  the  City 
of  Boston  Ordinances  to  the  Contrary,  it  shall  be  un- 
lawful for  any  person  or  persons  occupying  any  resi- 
dential building  or  premises  in  the  City  of  Boston  to 
disturb  the  peace  by  causing  or  allowing  to  be  made 
any  unreasonable,  loud  or  excessive  noise,  including 
but  not  limited  to  such  noise  resulting  from  the  oper- 
ation of  any  radio,  phonograph  or  sound  reproducing 
device  or  instrument,  or  from  the  playing  of  any 
band  or  orchestra,  or  from  the  use  of  any  device  to 
amplify  the  aforesaid  noise,  or  from  the  making  of 
loud  outcries,  exclamations  or  loud  singing  or  any 
other  loud  or  excessive  noise  by  any  person  or  group 
of  persons.  Unreasonable,  loud,  or  excessive  noise 
shall  be  defined  as  noise  measured  in  excees  of 
50dBa  between  the  hours  of  six  p.m.  and  seven  a.m. 
when  measured  not  closer  than  the  lot  line  of  a  resi- 
dential lot.  The  term  dBa  shall  mean  the  A- weighted 
sound  level  in  decibels,  as  measured  by  a  general 
purpose  sound  level  meter  complying  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  American  National  Standards  Institute, 
"Specifications  for  Sound  Level  Meters  (ANSI  SI. 4 
1971),"  properly  calibrated,  and  operated  on  the 
"A"  weighting  network. 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  such  disturbance  of  the 
peace  may  complain  to  the  police  about  such  unrea- 
sonable, loud,  or  excessive  noise.  The  police,  in  re- 
sponse to  each  complaint,  shall  verify  by  use  of  the 
sound  level  meter  described  in  the  preceding  para- 
graph, that  the  noise  complained  of  exceeds  the 
50dBa  limit  prescribed  herein  and  if  so,  may  there- 
upon arrest  andor  make  application  in  the  appropri- 
ate court  for  issuance  of  a  criminal  complaint  for 
violation  of  M.G.L.  c.  272,  s.  53,  which  sets  forth 
the  penalties  for  disturbing  the  peace. 
Section  2.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  enact- 
ment.

An  Ordinance  Amending  CBC,  Title  6,  Ordinances, 

Chapter  3,  Section  100. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  City  of  Boston  does  not  currently  have  a 
computerized  management  information  system  which 
categorizes  the  legal  or  principal  addresses  of  property 
owners  who  own  property  situated  within  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton, but  who  reside  elsewhere  themselves;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  in  the  public  interest,  safety,  health  and 
well-being  to  ensure  that  the  City  of  Boston's  Assessing 
Department  has  accurate  records  of  principal  occupancy 
in  order  that  it  may  conduct  mailings  to  principal  owners; 
and 

Whereas,  All  city  departments  utilizing  the  assessing 
records  will  benefit  from  the  attached  ordinance  inas- 
much as  owners  may  be  promptly  contacted  relative  to 
building  repairs,  damage  caused  by  fires,  squatters,  trash 
accumulation,  etc,;  and 

Whereas,  The  attached  ordinance  was  drafted  with  full 
participation  and  support  of  the  Assessing  and  Treasury 


Departments,  and  enjoys  support  from  other  city  depart- 
ments which  will  benefit  from  the  provisions  contained 
therein;  and 

Whereas,  The  attached  ordinance  reflects  changes  in 
Docket  No.  0686  which  was  veoted  by  the  Mayor  on 
technical  grounds,  but  supported  pending  negotiations 
with  the  departments  involved,  and  those  negotiations 
have  been  concluded  successfully;  be  it  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Rules  of  the  City  Council  be  sus- 
pended and  that  the  full  City  Council  vote  on  this  matter 
forthwith. 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  6, 
chapter  3,  section  100  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  the 
following  new  sections,  which  may  be  inserted  in  the  City 
Code  and  renumbered  as  required  by  the  City  Clerk. 

Section  2.  Owners  of  property  assessed  within  the  City 
of  Boston  shall  be  required  to  register  with  the  Assessing 
Department  their  principal  address,  which  shall  be  the 
address  at  which  they  actually  reside,  for  each  parcel  of 
non-owner-occupied  property  they  own  with  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  Assessing  Department  shall  notify  all  tax- 
payers of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  provide 
them  with  Affidavit  of  Principal  Occupancy  Forms. 

Section  3 .  In  the  event  a  parcel  of  property  is  under  the 
legal  holding  or  guardianship  or  any  other  form  of  care, 
custody  or  management  other  than  an  individual  owner, 
said  entity  shall  be  required  to  ensure  that  the  principal 
list  or  has  listed  with  the  Assessing  Department  their 
principal  and  legal  address  for  each  parcel  owned  and/or 
managed. 

Section  4.  Where  an  owner  or  entity  described  in  sec- 
tion 2  and  3  fails  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  and  after  due  notice  is  given  as  described  in 
section  6,  said  owner  shall  be  entitled  to  a  hearing  prior  to 
the  imposing  of  a  fine  which  shall  be  no  greater  than  $200 
for  each  year  or  part  thereof  thereafter  in  which  the  owner 
fails  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  The 
Commissioner  of  the  Assessing  Department  shall 
promulgate  regulations  relative  to  the  provisions  of  this 
section.  The  Treasury  Department  shall  be  responsible 
for  the  collection  of  all  fines  imposed  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance. 

Section  5.  When  a  parcel  of  property  is  sold  or  transfer- 
red, after  the  initial  notification  period  described  in  sec- 
tion 6  has  elapsed,  the  new  owner  shall  be  required  within 
sixty  days  to  obtain  from  the  Assessing  Department  an 
Affidavit  of  Principal  Occupancy  Form  upon  which  the 
new  owner  shall  provide  their  principal  address;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  any  real  estate  agency  or  firm  or  at- 
torney engaged  in  the  business  of  buying  or  selling,  or 
handling  the  closure  of  said  property  shall  be  required  to 
notify  all  buyers  of  their  obligations  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance. 

Section  6.  The  Assessing  Department  shall  notify 
property  owners  described  in  section  2  and  3  of  the  re- 
quirements of  this  ordinance  and  shall  make  such  initial 
notice  in  two  consecutive  billing  periods  in  one  tax  year, 
and  shall  thereafter  provide  Affidavit  of  Principal  Occu- 
pancy Forms  to  owners  or  entities.  The  Commissioner  of 
Assessing  may  subdivide  categories  of  property  owners 
for  selective  mailings  relative  to  the  notification  provi- 
sions of  this  ordinance,  and  may  establish  regulations  rel- 
ative to  the  imposition  of  a  fine. 

Section  7.  Whoever  knowingly  makes  any  false  state- 
ments or  supplies  false  information,  or  in  the  case  of  a 
real  estate  agency,  attorney,  or  other  entity  engaged  in  the 
business  of  transacting  real  estate  business  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  or  in  the  case  of  a  bank  or  mortagor  or  guarantor 
acting  as  an  agent  for  the  owner,  fails  to  notify  their  client 
of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a 
fine  of  $200  for  each  offense. 

Section  8.  Insofar  as  necessary,  the  Commissioner  of 
the  Assessing  Department  shall  notify'  other  city  depart- 
ments and  agencies  of  their  responsibility  under  this  ordi- 
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nance  relative  to  requiring  new  owners  to  list  their 
principal  address  with  the  Assessing  Department  on  Affi- 
davit of  Principal  Occupancy  Form  supplied  by  the  Com- 
missioner of  Assessing  and  no  city  owned  property  shall 
be  sold  or  transferred  until  and  unless  said  forms  are  filed 
with  the  Assessing  Department. 

Section  9.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  sever- 
able and  if  any  of  its  provisions  are  deemed  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  the  court  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  any  remaining  provisions.

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, a  loan  order  appropriating  $8  million  for  remod- 
eling, reconstructing  and  repairing  public  buildings  for 
the  School  Department,  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
on  June  25  and  September  10,  1986. 

I  submitted  an  appropriation  order  to  the  Council 
which  would  have  authorized  the  city  to  expend  the  full 
amount  of  the  funds  for  remodeling,  reconstructing  and 
repairing  School  Department  buildings  promptly  and  ef- 
ficiently for  purposes  that  are  of  critical  importance  to  the 
residents  of  Boston.  The  Council  has  attempted  to  condi- 
tion and  specifically  direct  expenditures  to  these  funds  in 
manner  contrary  to  law. 

The  Council  does  not  have  authority  to  amend  or  condi- 
tion appropriation  orders  in  the  manner  it  has  attempted 
to  do  here.  See,  Opinion  of  Acting  Corporation  Counsel 
Joseph  D.  Alviani,  May  8,  1979  and  my  letter  to  the 
Council  of  June  27,  1986,  attached. 

The  Council  is  fully  aware  that  under  the  City  Charter 
and  state  law  that  it  lacks  authority  to  condition  or  amend 
appropriation  orders  submitted  to  it  by  the  Mayor.  By  at- 
tempting to  condition  the  appropriation  as  submitted,  the 
Council  impermissably  intrudes  upon  the  functions  re- 
served to  the  executive  pursuant  to  the  City  Charter  and 
the  Massachusetts  Constitution.  The  Council  may  adopt 
or  reject  loan  orders,  but  it  may  not  condition  appropria- 
tions contained  therein.  C.B.C.  St.  6,  sec.  253. 

Insofar  as  the  action  taken  by  the  Council  may  be  con- 
strued as  originating  a  loan  order,  it  is  also  disapproved. 
The  order  as  passed  cannot  also  constitute  a  legal  appro- 
priation under  the  City  Charter.  It  is  beyond  doubt  that 
appropriation  must  be  originated  by  the  Mayor  and  the 
City  Council  may  only  approve,  reduce  or  reject  such  ap- 
propriation. 

My  disapproval  should  not  in  any  manner  be  construed 
as  a  judgment  on  the  merits  of  the  need  to  remodel,  repair

However,  in  fiscal  year  1986  due  to  the  demands  of  the 
triennial  revaluation  requirements,  annual  tax  bills  were 
not  issued  until  June  16  which  did  not  allow  the  city  suf- 
ficient time  to  capture  omitted  assessments. 

Therefore,  I  respectfully  request  your  prompt  consid- 
eration and  passage  of  the  attached  home  rule  petition 
which  will  extend  the  time  for  rendering  omitted  fiscal 
year  1986  assessments  until  December  31,  1986.  This 
very  same  mechanism  to  ensure  fair  assessments  for  all 
was  utilized  by  the  Assessor's  Office  after  the  1983  reval- 
uation.

Omitted  Assessment  Factsheet: 

Chapter  59,  section  75  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  allows  the  assessors  to  render  assessments ,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue,  for  any  por- 
tion of  a  property  that  was  omitted  from  the  annual  as- 
sessment of  taxes. 

Occasionally,  a  property  through  computer  or  clerical 
error,  is  omitted  from  the  assessment  rolls  when  the  first 
half  tax  bill  is  sent  out  in  the  fall.  With  the  administration 
of  a  system  of  over  1 15,000  tax  bills  and  an  average  of 
over  13,000  property  transfers  a  year,  it  is  not  unusual  to 
discover  after  the  mailing  of  the  first  half  tax  bill  that  a 
property  was  not  correctly  assessed. 

The  existing  statute  recognizes  this  unique  situation, 
however,  there  is  a  very  limited  statute  of  limitations 
which  requires  omitted  assessments  to  be  captured  by 
June  20  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  or  within  ninety  days 
after  tax  bills  are  mailed.  Because  of  the  demand  of  our 
triennial  revaluation  requirement,  Boston  did  not  issue 
tax  bills  until  June  16.  Accordingly,  the  subsequent 
months  were  consumed  with  the  processing  of  abatement 
applications  and  operationally  it  is  not  possible  to  process 
omitted  assessments. 

Therefore,  similar  to  homerule  legislation  filed  by  the 
Council  after  the  1983  revaluation,  this  petition  will  ex- 
tend the  period  for  the  city  to  capture  omitted  assessments 
for  fiscal  year  1986  until  December  1 1 ,  1986.

City  of  Boston,  the  assessors  for  said  city  shall,  at  such 
times  as  the  Commissioner  may  in  writing  approve,  but 
not  later  than  December  3 1 ,  1986,  assess  such  person  for 
such  estate.  Valuations  of  all  or  a  portion  of  any  estate 
attributable  to  clerical  or  data  processing  errors  shall  be 
construed  as  omitted  assessments  and  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section.  The  taxes  so  assessed  shall  be  en- 
tered on  the  fiscal  year  1986  tax  list  of  the  collector  for 
said  city  who  shall  collect  any  pay  over  the  same.

This  letter  is  a  response  to  your  request  for  information 
concerning  the  vacant  land  parcel  at  490-498  Centre 
Street,  Jamaica  Plain. 

1 .  On  July  24,  the  Public  Facilities  Commission  desig- 
nated the  Bricklayers  and  Laborers  Non-Profit  Housing 
Corporation  as  the  developer  for  the  parcel  at  490-498 
Centre  Street. 

2.  The  proposal  for  the  project  as  submitted  and 
amended  by  the  designated  developer  calls  for  fifteen, 
two-story,  attached  row  house  units  for  moderate-income 
ownership.  These  units  include  two,  one-bedroom  units, 
two,  three-bedroom  units,  and  eleven,  two-bedroom 
apartments.  The  project  will  be  constructed  fronting  on 
Centre  Street  and  continuing  around  Spring  Park  and 
Kingsboro  Streets.  The  project  will  provide  twenty-three 
parking  spaces. 

3.  The  appraisal  for  this  property  will  be  undertaken 
prior  to  the  final  designation  vote. 

4.  Please  find  the  request  for  proposal  package  at- 
tached. 

5 .  The  acquisition  price  for  the  parcel  at  490-498  Cen- 
tre Street  was  $56,000. 

6.  The  proposed  disposition  price  is  $1 .  The  final  dis- 
position price  has  not  yet  been  established. 

7.  A  total  of  ten  community  meetings  have  been  held 
by  the  Public  Facilities  Department  and  the  Mayor's  Of- 
fice of  Neighborhood  Services  in  cooperation  with  the 
Jamaica  Plain  Neighborhood  Council  to  discuss  potential 
development  of  the  parcel  at  490-498  Centre  Street.  In 
mid  April,  1986,  PFD  and  the  Office  of  Neighborhood 
Services  met  with  the  JP  Neighborhood  Council  to  dis- 
cuss the  prospect  of  affordable  housing  on  the  Centre 
Street  parcel.  At  that  meeting  the  Neighborhood  Council 
supported  the  development  of  affordable  housing  on  that 
site  and  voted  to  undertake  an  expedited  disposition  proc- 
ess in  order  to  achieve  a  spring  groundbreaking.  A  re- 
quest for  proposals  was  drafted  and  reviewed  by  the 
Neighborhood  Council  during  the  following  two  weeks. 

On  June  12,  the  first  neighborhood-wide  meeting  was 
held  to  review  and  comment  upon  two  finalists.  Due  to 
strong  concerns  on  the  part  of  abuttors  to  the  site,  a 
Neighborhood  Council  committee,  with  abuttor  partici- 
pation was  established  to  review  development  plans  for 
the  site.  Between  June  12  and  July  15,  five  additional 
meetings  of  the  Neighborhood  Council  Housing  subcom- 
mittee were  held  to  review  development  plans  for  the 
Centre  Street  parcel.  Prior  to  the  designation  vote,  three 
additional  meetings  of  the  Neighborhood  Council  were 
held  at  which  the  Centre  Street  parcel  was  discussed. 


Each  of  these  meetings  were  open  to  the  public  and  well- 
attended  by  neighborhood  residents  and  abuttors. 

8.  In  total,  four  development  proposals  were  consid- 
ered during  the  award  process.  They  were: 

New  England  Brickmaster:  The  proposal  was  re- 
jected due  to  an  incomplete  submission. 
Better  Cities,  Inc.:  The  proposal  called  for  three, 
three-family  homes  priced  to  be  slightly  below-mar- 
ket  rate. 

Urban  Edge:  The  proposal  called  for  two,  four-unit, 
prefabricated  buildings  to  be  placed  on  the  site.  The 
units  were  low  and  moderate  in  price  and  ranged 
from  one  to  four  bedrooms. 
Bricklayers  and  Laborers  Non-Profit  Housing  Cor- 
poration: This  proposal  was  detailed  above.

On  September  24,  1986,  your  Honorable  Body  passed 
an  ordinance  amending  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Title  6, 
chapter  3,  section  100,  setting  forth  certain  requirements 
that  certain  property  owners  shall  be  required  to  register 
with  the  Assessing  Department  the  address  at  which  they 
actually  reside  "for  each  parcel  of  non-owner-occupied 
property  they  own  with  the  City  of  Boston  [sic]." 

I  return  this  ordinance  to  you,  without  my  signature 
and  disapproved,  for  two  reasons.  First,  as  written,  the 
ordinance  itself  has  several  unfortunate  errors  of  form 
which  make  the  text  thereof  unclear.  Because  the  ordi- 
nance creates  a  fine  of  $200  for  failure  to  abide  by  its 
terms,  it  is  particularly  essential  that  the  text  be  clear  and 
unambiguous.  Secondly,  the  ordinance  creates  the  power 
in  the  Assessor  to  "establish  regulations  relative  to  the 
imposition  of  a  fine."  I  am  advised  by  the  Law  Depart- 
ment that  the  ordinance  itself  must  state  without  ambigu- 
ity under  what  conditions  a  fine  shall  be  lawfully 
imposed. 

While  I  am  disapproving  this  specific  measure  in  this 
form,  the  administration  is  pledged  to  continuing  to  look 
at  ways  to  give  the  Assessor  all  those  powers  necessary, 
desirable  and  proper  to  allow  her  to  best  advance  the  in- 
terests of  the  city.  I  look  forward  to  working  coopera- 
tively with  the  Council  in  that  regard.

As  required  by  law,  the  City  of  Boston  has  recently 
completed  the  mandated  triennial  revaluation  of  all  prop- 
erty. 

The  General  Court  has  authorized  that  when  property 
is  omitted  from  the  annual  assessment  of  taxes,  by  reason 
of  computer  or  clerical  error,  the  assessors,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue,  may  later  assess 
that  property  but  must  do  so  by  June  20  of  the  same  fiscal 
year. 

However,  in  fiscal  year  1986,  due  to  the  demands  of  the 
triennial  revaluation  requirements,  annual  tax  bills  were 
not  issued  until  June  16,  which  did  not  allow  the  city  suf- 
ficient time  to  capture  omitted  assessments. 

Therefore,  I  respectfully  request  your  prompt  consid- 
eration and  passage  of  the  attached  home  rule  petition 
which  will  extend  the  time  for  rendering  omitted  fiscal 
year  1986  assessments  until  December  31,  1986.  This 
very  same  mechanism  to  ensure  fair  assessments  for  all 
was  utilized  by  the  Assessor's  office  after  the  1983  reval- 
uation.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  5, 
section  105  inserted  by  Rev.  Ord.  1961  (Sup.  1971)  c.  3, 
s.  5,  as  amended  by  Ord.  1972  c.  13,  Ord.  1973  c.  5,  Ord. 
1974  c.  5,  Ord.  1979  cs.  12,  20,  25,  Ord.  1980  c.  11, 
Ord.  1982  cs.  13,  24,  25,  31,  Ord.  1983  cs.  15,  16,  27 
and  Ord.  1984  cs.  23,  23,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
striking  out  paragraphs  one  through  twelve  of  said  s.  105 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  before  the  paragraph  that 
commences  with  the  words  "There  shall  be  in  the  City  of 
Boston  a  Boston  Compensation  Advisory  Board  . .  . ,"  the 
following  new  paragraphs:

services  who  shall  receive  as  salary  not  less  than 
$50,000  nor  more  than  $70,000. 

Category  UI  shall  include:  the  assistant  commis- 
sioner of  real  property,  the  associate  commissioner 
of  assessing,  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  review,  the 
member  board  of  review,  the  deputy  commissioner 
of  parks  and  recreation,  the  deputy  director  of  fiscal 
affairs,  and  the  members,  board  of  election  commis- 
sioners, who  shall  receive  as  salary  not  less  than 
$30,000  nor  more  than  $50,000. 

Persons  holding  the  offices  mentioned  above  shall 
devote  their  entire  time  during  ordinary  business 
hours  to  their  respective  duties.  No  person  holding 
such  an  office  or  serving  in  such  an  office  on  an  act- 
ing or  temporary  basis  shall  receive  compensation  in 
the  form  of  overtime.  The  Mayor  may  appoint  per- 
sons to  positions  not  enumerated  in  categories 
herein,  provided,  however,  that  the  department  or 
agency  into  which  the  person  is  appointed  lawfully 
exists  at  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  or  is  duly 
established  by  statute  hereafter  by  the  Legislature  or 
by  ordinance  in  accordance  with  CBC  St.  2,  s.  752,

Introduction 

The  Boston  Compensation  Advisory  Board  was  estab- 
lished by  ordinance  passed  by  the  City  Council  and 
signed  by  the  Mayor  in  August,  1986. 

According  to  the  ordinance,  the  Board  is  charged  with 
studying  "the  adequacy  of  salaries  and  expenses  of  the 
mayor,  members  of  the  city  council,  members  of  the 
school  committee,  members  of  boards,  commissions, 
and  authorities  in  the  city  of  Boston,  city  officers  whose 
compensation  is  set  or  subject  to  approval  by  the  mayor 
and  city  council  and  other  senior  municipal  officials  not 
covered  by  collective  bargaining  agreements." 

The  ordinance  requires  that  the  Board  meet  at  least 
once  a  year  and  report  its  recommendations  by  the  first 
Wednesday  in  March  in  each  even-numbered  year.  The 
ordinance  also  requires,  however,  that  this  year  the  Board 
report  within  thirty  days  of  its  formation  on  the  "ade- 
quacy of  all  salaries  of  city  officers  whose  compensation 
is  set  by  ordinance  and  whose  salary  is  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor  and  city  council .  .  ." 

This  report  responds  to  the  latter  specific  mandate  of 
the  ordinance  and  presents  the  Board's  findings  and  rec- 
ommendations pertaining  to  thirty-one  positions  named 
in  Ordinance  5,  section  105  of  1975,  as  amended  in  1979. 
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1980,  1981,  1982,  1983,  and  1984.  Included  in  this 
group  are  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Appeal  and  the 
Board  of  Examiners,  who  are  paid  on  a  per  diem  basis. 
Other  senior  level  municipal  positions  not  included  in  the 
ordinance  were  no  reviewed  by  the  Board. 

Under  its  mandate,  the  Board  has  also  reviewed  the  sal- 
ary increase  for  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  that  has 
been  voted  by  the  School  Committee  and  forwarded  to  the 
City  Council  for  approval. 

In  addition,  at  the  request  of  Mayor  Flynn,  the  Board 
has  reviewed  the  proposed  salary  increase  approved  for 
the  Mayor  by  the  City  Council  in  May,  1986,  to  be  effec- 
tive January  1,  1987. 

The  Board  was  not  specifically  charged  with  the  obli- 
gation to  report  on  a  School  Committee  stipend.  How- 
ever, this  issue  arose  during  the  course  of  the  Board's 
deliberations  and  the  matter  has  been  brought  to  the  fore 
since  the  home  rule  petition  which  permitted  payment  to 
the  School  Committee  was  approved.  The  Board  has  been 
unable  to  give  this  topic  the  serious  consideration  it  de- 
serves in  the  short  period  of  time  available,  but  has  com- 
mented on  the  issue  in  this  report.

Procedures 

It  was  necessary  to  gather  and  analyze  a  large  amount 
of  data  concerning  compensation  in  a  short  period  of 
time.  The  Board  wishes  to  thank  the  Office  of  Personnel 
Management  in  the  City  of  Boston  and  Hay  Associates 
for  their  assistance  during  this  period. 

The  following  data  were  obtained  for  this  study: 

1 .  Weighted  rankings  of  each  position  based  upon  the 
Hay  system; 

2.  Comparative  salaries  obtained  from  a  national  sur- 
vey of  cities; 

3.  Salaries  for  comparable  positions  in  private  indus- 
try; 

4.  Testimony  from  interested  parties  taken  at  a  public 
hearing; 

5.  Studies  done  by  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau. 
Background 

Compensation  of  elected  officials  and  senior  managers 
in  government  presents  a  dilemma  to  the  public.  On  the 
one  hand,  the  public  demands  high  quality  in  its  elected 
officials  and  expects  sound  management  of  the  public  en- 
terprise, while  at  the  same  time,  many  decry  any  attempt 
to  compensate  public  sector  positions  at  competitive  lev- 
els necessary  to  attract,  retain,  and  motivate  competent 
personnel.  The  retention  of  competent  managers  is  espe- 
cially important  to  provide  the  continuity  of  leadership 
that  is  necessary  for  the  efficient  and  effective  delivery  of 
services  that  the  public  deserves. 

As  a  result,  compensation  of  public  officials  is  a  com- 
plex issue.  Salary  increases  for  government  officials  are 
usually  viewed  with  skepticism  and  often  contempt.  This 
negative  reaction  severely  restricts  the  ability  of  govern- 
ment to  attract  and  retain  the  qualified  and  talented  indi- 
viduals who  can  make  government  work  better  for  its 
citizens. 


In  the  extreme,  this  situation  would  mean  that  govern- 
ment service  would  only  be  for  the  wealthy,  left  to  those 
for  whom  compensation  would  be  nice  but  not  necessary. 
But  we  would  clearly  lose  a  lot  if  our  government  could 
not  reflect  the  diversity  of  the  citizens  it  is  supposed  to 
serve.  To  do  that  we  must  make  it  attractive  for  citizens 
from  all  walks  of  life  to  serve  the  public  good  whether  as 
elected  officials  or  senior  managers  in  government. 

This  Compensation  Advisory  Board  is  the  vehicle  for 
establishing  a  rational  compensation  policy  for  elected 
officials  and  senior  managers  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
Board  is  a  product  of  the  cooperative  efforts  of  Mayor 
Flynn,  the  City  Council  and  the  Boston  Municipal  Re- 
search Bureau,  and  represents  a  progressive  step  in  the 
management  of  city  resources.  As  the  Municipal  Re- 
search Bureau  wrote,  establishing  this  Board  and  requir- 
ing it  to  report  every  two  years  will  "help  to  depoliticize 
the  process"  of  setting  salaries.  In  support  of  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Board,  the  Boston  Herald  editorialized, 
"There  should  be  some  rational  process  for  reviewing  the 
salaries  paid  to  the  city 's  elected  and  appointed  officials." 

Compensation  is  clearly  one  of  the  tools  that  is  used  to 
attract,  maintain,  and  motivate  qualified  personnel  in  any 
industry.  Each  and  every  one  of  us  wants  and  needs  to  be 
compensated  at  a  level  commensurate  with  our  duties  and 
responsibilities.  It  is  no  different  in  the  public  sector. 

Any  method  of  compensation  must  be  based  upon  a  ra- 
tional plan  that  takes  into  account  the  significance  of  the 
job  content,  the  knowledge,  skills  and  abilities  and  quali- 
fications required  for  the  job,  and  the  market  conditions. 
A  progressive  municipality  should  establish  a  job  evalua- 
tion plan  to  differentiate  the  relative  levels  of  job  content, 
and  a  policy  for  setting  compensation  levels  that  reflects 
internal  equity  and  external  competitiveness.  Addition- 
ally, the  compensation  plan  must  be  reviewed  regularly  to 
insure  that  it  is  appropriate  under  current  conditions. 

In  Boston,  the  compensation  plan  for  senior  officials 
was  established  in  1975,  and  it  has  not  been  seriously  re- 
viewed since  that  time.  Rather,  the  plan  was  changed  each 
year  from  1979  to  1984  to  permit  raises  to  be  given,  often 
to  specific  individuals. 

This  Board  believes  that  the  compensation  plan 
adopted  in  1975  is  not  appropriate  in  1986.  Clearly,  the 
buying  power  of  the  dollar  has  eroded  since  that  time,  and 
the  cost  of  living  in  Boston  has  increased  substantially. 
Additionally,  over  the  years,  labor  unions  have  negoti- 
ated steady  increases  in  compensation  for  their  members 
that  often  result  in  managers  earning  less  than  those 
whom  they  supervise  because  the  department  heads'  sala- 
ries were  compressed  by  unrealistic  and  outdated  salary 
ranges. 

The  Mayor's  Management  Review  Committee,  which 
consisted  of  fifty  professionals  from  the  business,  legal, 
and  academic  communities  concluded  in  its  report  of 
February  1986,  that  compensation  was  a  serious  problem 
that  had  an  impact  on  the  management  of  the  city.  They 
noted  that  the  departments  studied  had  "an  inability  to 
attract  or  retain  qualified  personnel,  .  .  .  and  salaries  for 
technical  positions  that  were  well  below  the  comparable 
wages  paid  in  other  government  agencies  and  the  private 
sector." 

As  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau  has  written,  "To  be 
competitive  in  attracting  and  retaining  good  management 
talent,  salaries  of  the  city's  key  managerial  positions 
should  be  regularly  reviewed  through  a  professional  job 
evaluation  process.  To  meet  the  public  demand  for  im- 
proved services  with  limited  resources,  the  city  needs 
qualified  and  experienced  senior  managers  whose  sala- 
ries are  competitive." 

The  Board  has  concluded  that  the  management  of  city 
government  is  an  extremely  complex  task.  Boston  is 
more  than  a  billion  dollar  corporation,  with  almost 
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20,000  employees  and  service  responsibilities  that  go  un- 
matched in  the  private  sector.  It  can  no  longer  operate 
with  outmoded  compensation  practices.  This  Board 
strongly  believes  the  changes  proposed  in  this  report  are 
long  overdue.  In  fact,  should  the  recommendations  con- 
cerning compensation  of  appointed  officials  be  adopted 
and  increases  granted  accordingly,  we  recommend  that 
they  be  effective  at  the  beginning  of  the  current  fiscal 
year. 

Recommendations 

Based  upon  the  findings  of  this  study,  the  Boston  Com- 
pensation Advisory  Board  recommends: 

That  the  thirty-one  management  positions  included 
in  CBC  Ordinance  5,  section  105,  be  categorized 
into  four  levels  based  upon  the  skills,  duties,  and 
responsibilities  of  the  position  and  that  new  salary 
ranges  be  adopted  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
that  reflect  the  job  content  value  of  the  positions  in 
the  present  market. 
An  analysis  and  evaluation  of  the  job  content  of  each 
management  position  utilizing  the  Hay  Method  of  job 
evaluation  produced  the  relative  rankings  shown  in  Fig- 
ure 1 .  The  title  of  the  position  alone  was  not  a  determining 
factor,  for  title  does  not  necessarily  equate  with  responsi- 
bility. The  evaluation  was  based  upon  the  duties  and  re- 
sponsibilities,   the    diversity    and    complexity    of 
departmental  operations,  and  the  nature  and  scope  of  the 
impact  on  the  operation  of  the  city.  The  salary  ranges 
shown  in  Figure  1  have  been  carefully  selected  based 
upon  up-to-date  data  obtained  from  local  and  regional 
comparative  studies.  The  Board  wishes  to  note  that  the 
upper  level  of  the  ranges  recommended  do  not  approach 
the  maximum  salaries  found  in  other  cities  or  in  private 
industry.  Rather  we  adopted  a  moderate  approach  that 
was  based  upon  the  average  salaries  discovered  in  our 
research.  Additionally,  the  Board  believed  the  salary 
ranges  should  be  flexible  enough  to  permit  the  Mayor  to 
recruit  the  appropriate  talent  to  meet  specific  needs  of  the 
city  at  a  given  time  and  to  reward  performance  of  individ- 
uals in  meeting  the  goals  established  by  the  Mayor. 

That  the  Mayor  accept  the  salary  increase  approved 
by  the  City  Council  to  be  effective  Janauary  1, 
1987,  and  that  the  Mayor  take  no  negative  action 
to  file  with  the  City  Council  any  order  to  reduce  or 
rescind  the  pay  raise. 
No  one  can  question  the  complexity  of  managing  a 
large  city  in  this  day  and  age.  Boston  is  a  billion  dollar 
corporation  with  forty-six  departments  and  nearly 
20,000  employees,  and  the  Mayor  is  the  chief  executive 
officer  of  this  corporation.  The  complexity  of  issues  with 
which  this  corporation  deals  —  fiscal,  social,  public 
safety,  infrastructure  —  go  well  beyond  the  traditional 
corporate  management  requirements.  The  position  of 
Mayor  is  a  twenty-four-hour-a-day  job.  In  the  private 
sector,  positions  at  comparable  levels  of  job  content  value 
and  complexity  are  valued  at  two  to  three  times  the  pro- 
posed salary  of  $100,000.  The  position  of  Mayor  was 
rated  highest  of  all  positions  in  city  government  utilizing 
the  Hay  System  of  job  evaluation.  Thus  in  no  way  should 
the  salary  of  $100,000  be  considered  excessive  in  light  of 
the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  position. 

That  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  be 
set  at  $95,000  as  recommended  by  the  School 
Committee. 
Given  the  City  of  Boston's  needs  in  public  education  at 
this  time,  we  concur  with  the  $95,000  salary  for  the  Su- 
perintendent recommended  by  the  School  Committee. 
The  city's  commitment  to  education  has  been  clearly  ar- 
ticulated by  Mayor  Flynn  in  word  and  deed.  His  alloca- 
tion of  significant  resources  to  education  in  the  past  three 
years  speaks  to  the  importance  placed  upon  development 
of  a  public  school  system  that  will  adequately  prepare 
Boston's  youth  for  the  future. 


That  the  recommendation  concerning  a  stipend  for 
the  School  Committee  be  deferred  until  Decem- 
ber 3 1 ,  1986  to  allow  time  for  proper  study. 
The  Board  has  chosen  not  to  comment  on  the  School 
Committee  stipend  at  this  time  because  of  the  complexity 
of  the  issue  and  the  limited  amount  of  time  available  to 
accomplish  our  initial  legal  mandate.  Because  of  its  new- 
ness, the  stipend  issue  deserves  an  appropriate  amount  of 
time  for  study.  The  Board  does  have  the  authority  to  rec- 
ommend a  stipend  for  the  School  Committee.  It  must 
note,  however,  that  because  of  the  anachronistic  method 
of  establishing  and  approving  the  School  Department 
budget,  there  is  no  legislature  or  executive  control  over 
its  expenditure  other  than  moral  suasion.  Thus  the  issue 
of  excessive  staff  salaries  for  School  Committee  mem- 
bers and  the  alleged  resultant  interference  with  day-to- 
day operations,  which  seems  to  be  at  the  heart  of  the 
argument  against  any  stipend,  is  not  within  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Board.  Yet,  the  Board  must  review,  along  with 
the  issue  of  a  stipend,  the  School  Committee's  intentions 
regarding  the  allocation  of  more  than  a  half-million  dol- 
lars for  School  Committee  staff  as  well  as  the  likihood  of 
upcoming  increases  since  there  have  been  none  for  two 
years. 
Findings 

•  Hay  Associates  "discovered  a  serious  problem  re- 
garding the  Mayor's  [current]  salary  "  and  concluded  that 
"there  appears  to  be  a  serious  equity  problem  with  the 
Mayor's  salary  from  both  internal  and  external  perspec- 
tives." 

•  Hay  found  that  there  was  no  relationship  between  the 
salary  of  mayors  and  populations  of  the  cities  surveyed. 
However,  Boston  was  larger  than  most  cities  surveyed, 
but  the  Mayor's  pay  was  not.  For  example,  the  Mayor's 
current  salary  is  2 1  percent  below  the  average  for  cities 
whose  population  is  smaller  than  Boston's,  some  of 
which  are  $90,000  or  over  (e.g. ,  Tucson  and  Oakland). 

•  Salary  compression  begins  with  the  cap  on  the  May- 
or's salary  which  prevents  department  head  and  senior 
manager  salaries  from  keeping  pace  with  collective  bar- 
gaining settlements  and  distorts  the  traditional  salary  re- 
lationships between  supervisors  and  the  persons 
accountable  to  them. 

•  Salary  compression  has  resulted  in  some  managers 
making  less  than  those  they  supervise.  For  example,  one 
Deputy  Chief  in  the  Fire  Department  will  make  almost 
$8,000  more  than  Commissioner  Stapleton  (and  $3,000 
more  than  the  Mayor).  Four  other  Deputy  Chiefs  will 
make  nearly  $2,000  more  than  the  Fire  Commissioner. 

•  The  base  salary  for  executive  positions  in  private  in- 
dustry that  are  comparable  to  the  position  of  mayor  in 
complexity  and  responsibility  is  over  $250,000  annually. 

•  When  adjusted  for  cost  of  living,  the  current  salary  of 
the  Mayor  is  more  than  $17,000  below  the  average  for 
fifteen  cities  and  the  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools  is  almost  $20,000  below  the  average  for  fifteen 
cities,  according  to  the  Municipal  Research  Bureau. 

•  The  Municipal  Research  Bureau  has  reported  that 
over  200  school  districts  pay  their  superintendents  more 
than  the  current  salary  of  Boston's  superintendent.  The 
Bureau  also  concluded  that  "student  enrollment  is  clearly 
not  a  factor  in  the  salary  figure  paid"  to  a  superintendent 
of  schools. 

•  In  nearly  every  comparison  of  salaries  paid  to  senior 
managers  in  Boston  with  other  cities  comparable  to  Bos- 
ton, the  salaries  earned  by  Boston's  managers  was  lower 
than  that  paid  to  managers  in  the  comparison  cities. 

•  The  salary  of  managers  in  the  City  of  Boston  is  16 
percent  to  20  percent  below  the  average  salaries  of  man- 
agers in  cities  comparable  to  Boston  in  terms  of  operating 
budget  and  number  of  employees. 

•  The  average  salary  of  senior  managers  in  other  cities 
comparable  to  Boston  in  terms  of  budget  and  number  of 
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employees  is  about  10  percent  to  12  percent  higher  than 
the  maximum  possible  salary  for  Boston's  senior  man- 
agers under  the  existing  salary  ranges. 

•  Salaries  of  City  of  Boston  managers  are  30  percent  to 
50  percent  below  the  average  total  compensation  for 
comparable  positions  in  private  industry  in  New  En- 
gland. 

•  The  average  salary  of  managers  in  comparable  posi- 
tions in  the  private  sector  is  $16,000  to  $73,000  more 
than  the  maximum  possible  salary  for  Boston's  senior 
managers. 

•  In  nearly  all  cities  surveyed,  the  upper  end  of  the  sal- 
ary ranges  for  senior  officials  exceeded  the  current  caps 
in  Boston. 

•  If  the  salary  ranges  for  Boston's  senior  managers  had 
kept  pace  with  the  Consumer  Price  Index  or  collective 
bargaining  increases,  then  the  minimum  salaries  speci- 
fied in  the  ordinance  would  have  to  equal  or  exceed  the 
current  maximum  placed  on  the  salaries. 

Appendix 

Much  of  the  data  reported  here  was  obtained  from  a 
survey  conducted  by  the  Office  of  Personnel  Manage- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston  and  Hay  Associates.  Surveys 
were  mailed  to  fifty-one  cities  and  eight  Authorities  and 
returns  received  either  by  mail  or  telephone  from  thirty- 
six  cities  and  six  Authorities.

Comparisons  with  Cities  with  Budgets  Greater  than  $400 
Million. 

Table  1  shows  the  comparisons  generated  by  Hay  Asso- 
ciates with  other  municipalities  with  budgets  greater  than 
$400  million.  For  eight  of  the  eleven  positions  which 
matched  those  in  Boston,  average  salaries  in  these  com- 
munities was  higher  than  the  salaries  of  Boston's  man- 
agers. For  proposed  Category  I  positions,  the  average 
salary  in  the  comparison  communities  was  $67,633,  or 
$7,633  more  than  the  current  cap  on  those  positions  in 
Boston.  For  the  remaining  positions,  the  average  salary 
was  $56, 109,  or  $6, 109  more  than  the  current  cap  on  Cat- 
egory II  and  $16, 109  more  than  the  current  cap  on  Cate- 
gory in. 
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Comparisons  With  Cities  With  More  Than  4,000  Em- 
ployees. 

Table  2  presents  comparisons  generated  by  Hay  Asso- 
ciates with  other  municipalities  which  have  more  than 
4,000  employees.  For  eleven  of  the  thirteen  positions 
which  matched  those  in  Boston,  average  salaries  in  these 
communities  were  higher  than  the  salaries  of  Boston's 


managers.  For  proposed  Category  I  positions,  the  aver- 
age salary  in  the  comparison  communities  was  $66,646 
or  $6 ,  646  higher  than  the  current  cap  on  those  positions  in 
Boston.  For  the  remaining  positions,  the  average  salary 
was  $55 , 1 6 1 ,  or  $5 , 1 6 1  more  than  the  current  cap  on  Cat- 
egory II  and  $15,161  more  than  the  current  cap  on  Cate- 
gory IB. 
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Comparisons  With  Cities  With  Populations  Between 
400,000  and  800,000 

Table  3  presents  the  data  comparing  the  salaries  of  Bos- 
ton's senior  executives  with  those  in  cities  which  have 
populations  between  400,000  and  800,000.  For  eleven  of 
the  fifteen  positions  which  matched  those  in  Boston,  av- 
erage salaries  in  those  communities  were  higher  than  the 


salaries  of  Boston's  managers.  For  proposed  Category  I 
positions  the  average  salary  in  the  comparison  communi- 
ties was  $60,143  or  $143  more  than  the  current  cap  in 
Boston.  For  the  remaining  positions,  the  average  salary 
was  $50,739  or  $739  more  than  the  current  cap  on  Cate- 
gory II  and  $10,739  more  than  the  cap  on  Category  in. 
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Salary  Compression 

In  wage  and  salary  administration,  salary  compression 
occurs  when  there  is  a  shrinkage  or  narrowing  in  pay  dif- 
ferential between  a  manager  and  the  employee  who  is  di- 
rectly accountable  to  that  manager.  In  an  organization 
similar  to  Boston,  a  20  percent  differential  between  man- 
agers and  the  employees  accountable  to  them  is  consid- 
ered the  norm. 

Compression  can  occur  when  the  cap  placed  on  the 
highest  salary  in  the  compensation  series  does  not  change 
causing  employees  in  lower  grades  who  receive  regular 
increases  to  surpass  the  earnings  of  the  managers.  The 
Mayor's  salary  serves  as  a  cap  for  all  municipal  salaries, 
just  as  the  Superintendent's  salary  will  serve  as  the  cap  for 
all  School  Department  salaries.  The  caps  on  department 
heads'  salaries  has  been  the  reason  for  not  maintaining 
salary  relationships  between  senior  management  officials 
and  the  employees  in  their  departments,  despite  compres- 
sion caused  by  the  upward  pressure  of  collective  bargain- 
ing increases. 

Several  examples  will  serve  to  illustrate  the  concept. 

1.  There  are  five  positions  in  the  Fire  Department 
(Deputy  Chiefs)  which  earn  more  than  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioner. The  Deputy  Chief  (Chief  of  Operations)  in  1986 
will  earn  $67,903,  which  is  $7,903  more  than  the  Com- 
missioner and  $2,903  more  than  the  Mayor.  Four  other 


Deputy  Chiefs  will  earn  $61,768,  or  $1,768  more  than 
the  salary  at  which  the  Fire  Commissioner's  salary  is 
capped.  (See  Table  4.) 

2.  Since  1980,  there  has  been  an  increase  of  approxi- 
mately 37  percent  in  the  salaries  of  police  officers  and 
superior  officers,  without  a  corresponding  increase  in 
Superintendents'  or  Commissioner's  salaries.  As  a 
result,  a  Captain  who  earned  $8,000  less  than  a  Deputy 
Superintendent  in  1980  now  earns  about  $1,500  more 
than  the  Deputy  Superintendent.  (See  Table  5.) 

3.  The  salary  of  the  position  of  Commissioner  of  Real 
Property  is  capped  at  $40,000  in  Category  IV.  There  ex- 
ists in  the  Real  Property  Department  a  position  of  Build- 
ing Systems  Engineer  that  is  graded  at  MM  1 1  level  in  the 
management  compensation  plan.  The  current  occupant 
of  that  position  earns  $46,293,  or  $7,793  more  than  the 
person  with  management  responsibility  for  the  entire  de- 
partment. 

4.  The  salary  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Election 
Commissioners  is  capped  at  $35,000,  while  the  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  Board  who  reports  to  the  Chairman 
currently  earns  $34,171. 

5.  The  salary  of  the  Purchasing  Agent  is  capped  at 
$40,000.  The  Assistant  Purchasing  Agent  who  is  classi- 
fied at  an  MM  1 1  grade  is  earning  $46,293.

Table  6  presents  three  adjustments  to  the  current  salary 
ranges  of  management  positions  included  in  the  ordi- 
nance that  correspond  to  ( 1 )  the  increase  in  the  Consumer 
Price  Index  between  1980  and  1985;  (2)  the  increase  in 
the  base  salaries  ofpolice  officers  between  1981  and  1986 
as  a  result  of  collective  bargaining;  and  (3)  the  increase  in 


the  entry  level  base  salaries  of  fire  fighters  between  1981 
and  1986  as  a  result  of  collective  bargaining. 

These  data  show  that  had  the  salary  ranges  kept  pace 
with  these  indexes,  the  cap  would  have  been  raised  sub- 
stantially at  each  level.  In  fact,  the  base  of  the  new  salary 
range  would  have  approached  or  exceeded  the  current 
cap  on  the  range. 
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Head  of  Fire  Department  Salaries 

Table  7  presents  data  compiled  by  the  Boston  Fire  De- 
partment from  a  survey  of  comparable  cities  based  upon 
size  and  composition  of  force  and  alarm  response  rate. 
Nine  of  the  cities  had  more  fire  department  employes  than 
Boston  and  nine  had  fewer,  though  on  the  average  they 
were  similar.  Boston,  however,  was  ranked  third  among 
the  cities  shown  in  the  table  (and  sixth  in  the  nation)  on  the 
total  alarms  recorded  in  1985. 

The  average  for  the  salary  ranges  for  the  eight  cities

reporting  was  from  a  base  of  $59,647  to  a  maximum  of 
$85,052,  with  a  mid-point  of  $72,350.  The  salary  range 
for  Boston's  Fire  Commissioner  is  $45,000  to  $60,000 
with  a  midpoint  of  $52,500,  25  percent  to  29  percent  be- 
low the  average  for  the  cities  surveyed,  and  the  lowest  of 
all  salary  ranges.  The  gap  is  evident  also  if  fixed  salaries 
are  used  for  comparison,  with  Boston's  Fire  Commis- 
sioner paid  16  percent  below  the  average  salary  of 
$71,398  for  those  ten  cities.

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Comparisons  With  Private  Industry 

Tables  8  to  1 1  present  data  obtained  by  Hay  Associates 
which  compare  the  salaries  of  Boston's  managers  with 
comparable  positions  in  private  industry  in  selected  geo- 
graphic areas.  Table  8  shows  salaries  for  executives 
within  Route  495 .  In  all  cases ,  the  average  salaries  in  pri- 
vate industry  for  positions  of  comparable  job  content  and 
responsibility  are  significantly  higher  than  the  salaries 
paid  to  Boston's  senior  managers  and  exceed  the  current 
cap  on  those  positions. 

The  average  salary  in  private  industry  for  positions  of 
comparable  job  content  and  responsibility  to  the  pro- 
posed Category  I  postions  for  Boston  is  $133,000,  or 


$73,000  more  than  the  current  cap  on  those  positions. 

The  average  salary  in  private  industry  for  proposed 
Category  II  positions  is  $80,000,  or  $30,000  more  than 
the  cap  on  that  category  of  positions  in  Boston.  For  Cate- 
gory III  positions,  the  average  salary  in  the  private  sector 
is  $56,400,  or  $16,400  higher  than  the  maximum  cur- 
rently set  by  ordinance. 

Tables  9,  10,  and  1 1  display  similar  data  for  other  geo- 
graphic areas  (All  New  England,  from  Route  128  to 
Route  495,  and  within  Route  128,  respectively)  and  show 
the  same  pattern  of  discrepancies  between  salaries  for 
Boston's  senior  executives  and  those  in  the  private  sector 
as  discussed  above.

Comparisons  with  the  75th  Percentile  of  Salaries  in  Other 
Cities 

Because  Boston  is  above  the  75th  percentile  in  both  the 
size  of  operating  budget  and  the  number  of  employees 
when  compared  to  the  cities  surveyed,  Hay  Associates 
has  concluded  that  a  more  valid  comparison  of  compen- 
sation is  to  use  the  salaries  found  to  be  at  the  75th  percen- 
tile (Q3)  as  opposed  to  the  average.  Table  13  presentsjthe 


salary  levels  at  the  75th  percentile  (Q3)  obtained  from  the 
Hay  analysis. 

Using  the  75th  percentile  as  a  standard,  the  salaries  for 
proposed  Category  I  positions,  ranged  from  $70,000  to 
$75,500  or  $10,000  to  $15,500  above  the  current  cap. 
For  the  remaining  positions,  the  Q3  salaries  averaged 
$58,441 ,  or  $8,441  higher  than  the  current  cap  for  Cate- 
gory II  and  $18,441  more  than  the  cap  for  Category  III.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  reduce  and  then  repeal  the  71/2%  surtax  Gn 
Massachusetts  state  income  taxes  and  would  limit  state  tax  revenue  growth 
to  the  level  of  growth  in  total  wages  and  salaries  of  the  citizens  of  the  state. 

It  would  set  the  rate  of  the  surtax  on  Massachusetts  state  income  taxes 
at  33/4%  for  tax  years  beginning  during  1986,  and  it  would  repeal  the  surtax 
for  tax  years  beginning  on  or  after  January  1,  1987. 

The  allowable  state  tax  revenues  for  any  fiscal  year  are  limited  to  the 
allowable  state  tax  revenues  for  the  prior  fiscal  year  as  increased  by  the  average 
rate  of  growth  of  Massachusetts  wages  and  salaries  for  the  three  immediate- 
ly preceding  calendar  years.  For  purposes  of  calculating  the  proposed  limit 
for  fiscal  year  1987,  allowable  stats  tax  revenues  for  fiscal  1986  are  the  net 
tax  revenues  for  that  fiscal  year,  but  excluding  revenues  derived  from  the 
surtax  on  state  personal  income  tax.  Further,  if  in  any  fiscal  year  the  calcula- 
tion of  the  limit  results  in  allowable  state  tax  revenues  less  than  the  amount 
of  allowable  state  tax  revenues  for  the  prior  year,  then  allowable  state  tax 
revenues  for  that  fiscal  year  shall  be  equal  to  the  allowable  state  tax  revenues 
for  the  prior  year.  The  revenues  limited  by  this  law  would  not  include  non-tax 
revenues  such  as  federal  reimbu  sements,  tuitions,  fees  and  earnings  on 
investments. 

The  amount  of  allowable  state  tax  revenues  for  any  fiscal  year  would 
have  to  be  reduced  if  a  new  state  law  were  enacted  allowing  local  govern- 
ments to  impose  new  or  increased  taxes  or  excises.  The  reduction  would 
be  equal  to  the  amount  of  revenue  derived  from  the  new  tax  or  increase  The 
reduction  in  state  tax  revenues  would  first  take  effect  in  the  fiscal  year  tollow- 
ing  ihe  enactment  of  the  new  law  authorizing  new  local  taxes  oi  increases

determined  by  the  State  Auditor,  a  tax  credit  would  have  to  be  granted  equal 
to  the  total  amount  of  excess  tax  revenue  The  credit  would  be  applied  to 
the  then  current  personal  income  tax  liability  of  all  taxpayers  in  proportion 
to  tneir  personal  income  tax  liability  in  the  preceding  year.

SUMMARY 

The  proposed  law  would  require  the  state  Department  of  Environmental 
Quality  Engineering  (DEQE)  to  search  for  sites  in  the  Commonwealth  where 
oil  or  hazardous  materials  have  been  disposed  of  and  to  take  all  steps  necessary 
to  clean  up  those  sites  within  specified  time  limits.  Provisions  are  made  for 
informing  the  public  about  sites  in  their  communitites. 

Beginning  on  January  15, 1987,  DEQE  would  be  required  to  publish  lists 
every  three  months  of  ail  sites  where  it  has  confirmed  that  uncontrolled  oil 
or  hazardous  materials  have  been  disposed  of  and  locations  to  be  investigated 
as  possible  disposal  sites.  The  lists  would  describe  what  actions  have  been 
taken  at  each  site  or  location.  DEQE  would  be  required  to  list,  to  the  extent 
that  it  has  identified,  at  least  400  possible  disposal  sites  by  January  15  1987, 
600  additional  locations  by  January  15, 1988,  and  1,000  additional  locations 
in  each  subsequent  year 

Within  one  year  after  a  location  is  listed  as  a  possible  disposal  site  DEQE 
would  be  required  to  determine  if  further  investigation  is  warranted.  If  so, 
within  two  years  after  the  listing,  DEQE  must  confirm  whether  the  location 
is  a  disposal  site,  and  whether  it  poses  an  imminent  or  substantial  hazard 
to  health,  safety,  public  welfare  or  the  environment. 

For  sites  found  to  pose  a  substantial  hazard,  DEQE  would  be  required, 
within  the  next  two  years,  to  ensure  that  those  hazards  are  eliminated  and 
to  develop  a  plan  to  eliminate  permanently  future  risks  from  those  sites,  im- 
minent hazards  would  have  to  be  eliminated  immediately.  For  sites  found  not 
to  pose  any  substantial  hazards  DEQE  must,  witfiin  seven  years  after  the  listing, 
ensure  that  the  full  extent  of  contamination  is  evaluated  and  that  a  plan  to 
eliminate  permanently  future  risks  is  developed. 

The  proposed  law  would  require  DEQE  to  provide  public  notice  and 
encourage  public  participation.  Within  30  days  after  completing  a  site  investiga- 
tion, DEQE  would  have  to  inform  the  public  through  local  newpapers  of  the 
results  of  that  investigation  and  of  the  rights  of  local  citizens  under  the  state 
law.  If  ten  citizens  of  a  town  potentially  affected  by  a  site  submit  a  request, 
DEQE  would  be  required  to  develop  a  plan  for  involving  the  public  in  its  clean- 
up decisions  and  present  that  plan  at  a  public  meeting.  The  chief  municipal 
officer  of  a  city  or  town  in  which  a  disposal  site  is  located  could  appoint 
individual(s)  to  inspect  the  site  on  behalf  of  the  community.

SUMMARY 

The  law  requires  all  drivers  and  passengers  to  wear  properly  adjusted 
and  fastened  safety  be'ts  while  traveling  in  motor  vehicles  on  public  ways. 
It  does  not  apply  to  children  under  five  years  old  who  are  required  by  another 
law  to  wear  safety  belts  or  be  restrained  in  safety  car  seats;  passengers  in 
vehicles  where  all  safety  belts  are  being  used  by  others;  passengers  in  buses; 
persons  iiding  in  vehicles  built  before  July  1, 1966,  or  in  which  safety  belts 
were  not  installed  as  original  equipment;  or  persons  who  are  certified  by  a 
physinan  to  be  physically  unable  to  use  safety  belts.  The  law  also  does  not 
apply  to  police  officers,  rural  mail  carriers,  or  drivers  or  passengers  of  other 
vehicles  that  stop  frequently  and  travel  at  speeds  not  exceeding  15  miles  per 
hour  between  stops. 

Drivers  or  passengers  sixteen  years  or  older  who  do  not  wear  safety  belts 
are  subject  to  a  $1 5.00  fine.  The  driver  of  a  vehicle  is  also  subject  to  a  $15.00 
fine  foi  each  passenger  under  sixteen  who  does  not  wear  a  safety  belt.  This 
law,  however,  can  be  enforced  only  if  the  driver  is  stopped  tor  a  violation 
of  another  motor  vehicle  law.  Safety  belt  violations  will  not  result  in  surcharges 
on  motor  vehicle  insurance  premiums.  The  law  also  requires  that  when  the 
Commissioner  of  Insurance  sets  motor  vehicle  insurance  rates,  the  rates  must 
reflect  any  savings  attributable  to  increased  use  of  safety  belts. 

The  law  also  requires  that  all  motor  vehicles  manufactured  after  September 
1 ,  1989,  that  are  sold  or  registered  in  Massachusetts  be  equipped  with  crash 
protection  devices,  as  specified  by  federal  regulations.  Any  manufacturer  who 
sells  or  delivers  motor  vehicles  that  are  not  equipped  with  such  safety  devices 
will  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  $100  for  each  sale  or  delivery  This 
law  is  not  intended  to  eliminate  the  federal  requirements  frr  passive  crash 
protection  devices  in  motor  vehicles. 

The  law  also  provides  that  a  non-binding  question,  unlike  this  binding 
referendum,  shall  be  placed  on  the  1986  general  election  ballot  asking  whether 
the  voters  approve  of  the  law.

The  proposed  law  would  provide  a  system  of  voter  registration  by  mail 
applicable  to  all  qualified  voters  and  would  eliminate  statutory  provisions  per- 
mitting certain  persons  to  vote  only  for  presidential  electors. 

Under  this  proposed  law,  the  State  Secretary  would  be  required  to  prepare 
blank  forms  for  affidavits  of  registration.  The  Secretary  and  local  boards  of 
registrars  would  be  required  to  make  such  forms  available  to  any  person  eligible 
to  vote  in  whatever  quantity  the  person  requests  and  to  transmit  such  forms, 
upon  written  request,  to  any  person  claiming  to  be  qualified  to  vote  Registrars 
would  also  be  required  to  make  these  forms  available  at  all  post  offices  and 
at  other  places  within  their  municipalities  The  Secretary  would  be  required 
to  establish  a  reasonable  fee  for  providing  more  than  50  forms  and  to  prepare 
instructions  to  accompany  the  forms 

A  person  seeking  to  register  to  vote  would  be  required  to  complete  the 
affidavit  of  registration  and  sign  it  under  oath  in  the  presence  of  a  witness 
who  is  at  least  eighteen  years  old.  The  witness  would  be  required  to  certify 
that  the  affidavit  was  signed  in  his  presence  and  to  date  the  affidavit. 

A  completed  affidavit  of  registration  could  be  either  delivered  or  mailed 
to  the  appropriate  registrar's  office.  If,  from  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  affidavit, 
it  appears  that  the  person  is  qualified  to  vote,  the  registrars  would  be  required 
to  add  the  person's  name  to  the  list  of  registered  voters  and  to  so  notify  the 
person  by  first-class,  non-forwardable  mail,  unless  the  person's  name  already 
appears  on  the  local  list  of  residents  at  the  same  address.  The  cost  of  mailing 
such  notices  would  be  assumed  by  the  Commonwealth,  subject  to  appropria- 
tion. If  in  any  year  the  General  Court  fails  to  appropriate  funds  for  that  pur- 
pose, such  notices  would  not  have  to  be  sent.  If  such  a  notice  is  returned 
undelivered,  the  city  or  town  clerk  would  be  required  to  instruct  election  of- 
ficials to  challenge  the  person's  right  to  vote  at  the  next  election  in  which 
he  attempts  to  vote.

Dear  Councillors: 

I  transmit  herewith  for  your  approval  a  home  rule  peti- 
tion regarding  the  city's  "Linkage"  policies. 

The  city  recently  won  a  significant  legal  victory  before 
the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  the  case  of  Bonan  v.  City  of 
Boston.  That  decision  turned  down  a  specific  challenge  to 
the  Linkage  policy  and  allowed  us  to  move  forward  with- 
out the  cloud  of  that  lawsuit. 

However,  the  SJC  decision  did  not  conclusively  re- 
solve the  issue  of  the  city's  underlying  legal  authority  — 
and  the  court  seems  to  be  suggesting  strongly  that  we  ob- 
tain a  clearer  expression  of  the  State  Legislature's  intent 
to  allow  the  city  to  proceed  with  the  Linkage  program 
under  authority  of  its  Zoning  Enabling  Act  when  it  says  in 
the  Bonan  decision: 

"Asserted  omissions  in  the  statutory  authority  of  the 
city's  zoning  commission  to  adopt  art.  26  (Linkage) 
may  be  cured  by  legislation,  certainly  more 
promptly  and  perhaps  more  fully  than  by  litigation." 

Linkage  is  too  important  to  our  city 's  well-being  and  to 
its  future  for  us  not  to  heed  the  court's  recommendation. 
The  legislation  I  submit  to  you  herewith  would  meet  the 
objective  recommended  by  the  court. 

I  therefore  urge  your  Honorable  Body  to  adopt  this 
home  rule  petition.

Whereas,  There  is  not  an  adequate  supply  of  affordable 
housing  for  low-and  moderate-income  residents  of  the

Whereas,  This  situation  cannot  be  readily  remedied  by 
the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise;  and 

Whereas,  The  construction  of  new  large-scale  com- 
mercial real  estate  developments  in  the  city  tends  to  re- 
duce the  supply  of  affordable  housing  available  to 
low-and  moderate-income  residents;  and

mercial real  estate  developments,  without  the  obligation

training;  and 

Whereas,  The  construction  of  new,  large-scale  com- 
mercial real  estate  developments,  without  the  obligation 
to  mitigate  their  adverse  impact  on  the  availability  of  jobs 
for  which  low-and  moderate-income  residents  of  the  city 
are  qualified,  is  contrary  to  the  public  health,  safety,  con- 
venience and  welfare;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  an  urgent  need  to  provide  job  train- 
ing to  low-and  moderate-income  residents  of  the  city  in

Whereas,  The  approval,  grant,  or  enactment  of  all  zon- 
ing code  amendments,  zoning  map  amendments,  zoning 
variances,  conditional  use  permits,  and  zoning  excep- 
tions requested  by  any  new,  large-scale  commercial  real 
estate  developments,  is  an  act  of  independent  legal  signif- 
icance governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  Boston  Zoning 
Code; 

Whereas,  Prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  owners 
and  financiers  of  new,  large-scale  commercial  real  estate 


developments,  relying  reasonably  and  in  good  faith  on 
the  validity  of  zoning  code  amendments,  zoning  map 
amendments,  zoning  variances,  conditional  use  permits, 
and  zoning  exceptions  approved,  have  invested  a  sub- 
stantial amount  of  funds  and  time  in  such  projects; 

Whereas,  The  agreements  to  make  development  im- 
pact project  exactions,  development  impact  project  con- 
tributions, and  jobs  contribution  grants  entered  into  prior 
to  the  effective  date  of  this  act  provide  revenues  to  meet  a 
public  exigency  for  the  provisions  of  affordable  housing 
and  job  training  for  low-and  moderate-income  residents 
of  the  City  of  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  an  urgent  need  to  provide  the  public 
with  certainty  that  the  funds,  time,  and  jobs  invested  in 
and  dependent  upon  new ,  large-scale  commercial  real  es- 
tate development  projects  are  secure ;  that  the  zoning  code 
amendments,  zoning  map  amendments,  zoning  vari- 
ances, conditional  use  permits,  and  zoning  exceptions 
upon  which  such  development  projects  depend  are  se- 
cure; and  that  the  development  impact  project  exactions, 
development  impact  project  contributions  and  jobs  con- 
tribution grants  agreed  to  be  made  by  such  development 
projects  are  available  for  the  provision  of  job  training  and 
affordable  housing  for  low-and  moderate-income  resi- 
dents of  the  city;  now  therefore, 

This  act  is  declared  to  be  in  the  public  interest  and  nec- 
essary for  the  public  health,  safety  and  general  welfare  of 
the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  2.  Chapter  665  of  the  Acts  of  1956,  as  amended, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after  section  14 
thereof  the  following  new  sections: 

Section  15.  Definitions. 

When  used  in  section  15  through  20  of  this  act, 
terms,  not  otherwise  defined,  shall  be  defined  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  definitions  contained  in  the  City  of 
Boston  Zoning  Code,  unless  the  context  requires 
otherwise  and  the  following  terms  shall,  unless  the 
context  requires  otherwise,  have  the  following 
meanings: 

"Affordable  Housing"  —  housing,  whether  rental, 
condominium  or  cooperative,  or  a  single-or  multi- 
family,  owner-occupied  home,  for  which  the  occu- 
pancy cost  to  the  residents  thereof  does  not  exceed  (i) 
such  percentage  of  the  income  of  the  occupant  house- 
hold as  may  be  established  from  time  to  time  for  low- 
and  moderate-income  families  in  the  Boston  area  by 
the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development  ("HUD"),  as  the  maximum  total  ten- 
ant payment  pursuant  to  section  8  of  the  United 
States  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  by  the 
Housing  and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974. 
and  as  further  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  regu- 
lations promulgated  pursuant  thereto;  or  (ii),  as  oth- 
erwise defined  by  the  Boston  Zoning  Commission 
using  some  other  comparable  objective  standard. 
"Affordable  Housing  Exaction"  —  an  in-kind  con- 
tribution of  affordable  housing  by  a  developer  for 
low-and  moderate-income  residents,  or  the  payment 
of  a  sum  of  money  in  lieu  thereof  by  said  developer  to 
the  neighborhood  housing  trust;  or  a  combination  of 
such  in-kind  contribution  and  monetary  payment;  all 
made  in  accordance  with  regulations  promulgated  by 
the  Boston  Zoning  Commission 
"Combined  Index"  —  an  index  which  mesures  the 
increase  in  price  levels  by  combining  in  equal  pro- 
portions the  Consumer  Price  Index  for  all  Urban 
consumers  (CPI-U)  (1967-100)  and  the  housing 
component  of  said  CPI-U  for  the  Boston  metropoli- 
tan area,  as  these  indices  are  published  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics ,  United  States 
Department  of  Labor. 
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"CPI-W"  —  an  index  now  known  as  the  Consumer 
Price  Index  for  urban  wage  earners  and  clerical 
workers,  all  items,  from  time  to  time  by  the  Bureau 
of  Labor  Statistics,  United  States  Department  of  La- 
bor. 

"Developer"  —  the  person  or  entity  seeking  to  cre- 
ate one  or  more  new,  large-scale  commercial  real  es- 
tate developments  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
"Employment  Exaction"  —  an  in-kind  contribution 
by  a  developer  of  the  creation  of  a  job  training  pro- 
gram or  programs  or  the  payment  of  a  sum  of  money 
in  lieu  thereof  by  said  developer  to  the  neighborhood 
jobs  trust;  or  a  combination  of  such  in-kind  contribu- 
tion and  monetary  payment;  all  made  in  accordance 
with  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Boston  Zoning 
Commission. 

"Job  Training  Programs"  —  programs  designed  to 
enhance  the  ability  of  the  participants  to  be  qualified 
to  successfully  compete  for  employment  opportuni- 
ties including,  without  limitation,  job  training,  adult 
literacy  training,  employment  counseling  and  asso- 
ciated support  services. 

"Low-and  Moderate-Income  Residents"  —  a  resi- 
dent, or  group  of  residents  all  of  whom  occupy  the 
same  dwelling  unit  as  their  principal  residence, 
whose  total  income  is  calculated  and  defined  based 
upon  (i)  a  percent  of  the  median  income  for  the  Bos- 
ton area  as  set  forth  in  or  determined  based  upon  reg- 
ulations and  definitions  promulgated  from  time  to 
time  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urgan  Development  ("HUD")  pursuant  to  section  8 
of  the  Housing  Act  of  1937,  as  amended  by  the  Hous- 
ing and  Community  Development  Act  of  1974  and  as 
further  amended  from  time  to  time,  and  regulations 
promulgated  thereto;  or  (ii)  as  otherwise  defined  by 
the  Boston  Zoning  Commission  using  some  other 
comparable  objective  standard. 
"Neighborhood  Housing  Trust"  —  a  Massachusetts 
public  charitable  trust  created  under  the  authority  of 
this  act  and  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  and  ad- 
ministered by  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  as 
managing  trustee. 

' ' Neighborhood  Jobs  Trust"  —  a  Massachusetts  pub- 
lic charitable  trust  created  under  the  authority  of  this 
act  and  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  and  adminis- 
tered by  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  as  manag- 
ing trustee. 

"New,  Large-Scale  Commercial  Real  Estate  Devel- 
opment" —  any  development  in  the  City  of  Boston  in 
which  development  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  building 
or  structure  having  a  gross  floor  area  (exclusive  of  all 
accessory  parking  garage  space)  in  excess  of 
100,000  square  feet,  or  to  enlarge  or  extend  a  build- 
ing or  structure  so  as  to  increase  its  gross  floor  area 
(exclusive  of  all  accessory  parking  garage  space)  to 
more  than  100,000  square  feet  or  to  substantially  re- 
habilitate a  building  or  structure  having,  or  to  have, 
after  rehabilitation,  a  gross  floor  area  (exclusive  of 
all  accessory  parking  garage  space)  of  more  than 
100,000  square  feet;  which  is  intended  for  one  or 
more  of  the  following  uses:  ( 1)  office;  (2)  retail  busi- 
ness or  service;  (3)  institutional  or  educational;  ($) 
hotel  or  motel,  but  not  including  an  apartment  hotel 
or  lodging  house. 

"Substantially  Rehabilitate"  —  to  cause  alterations 
or  repairs  to  be  made  to  a  building  or  structure,  con- 
stituting the  new,  large-scale  commercial  real  estate 
development,  within  any  period  of  twelve  months, 
costing  in  excess  of  50  percent  of  the  assessed  value 
of  the  building  or  structure  as  it  appears  on  the  as- 
sessment rolls  of  the  city  as  of  the  first  day  of  January 
preceding  the  date  of  application  for  the  zoning  relief 


including,  without  limitation,  conditional  use  per- 
mits, exceptions,  zoning  map  or  text  amendments  o 
variances  or  the  building  permit,  whichever  is  ear- 
lier. 

Section  16.  Affordable  Housing  Exaction. 

Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  general  or  spe- 
cial law  or  rule  to  the  contrary,  in  the  City  of  Boston 
the  Zoning  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  to 
adopt  zoning  regulations  or  amendments  thereto  for 
the  purpose  of  mitigating  the  effects  of  any  new, 
large-scale  real  estate  development  on  the  availabil- 
ity of  affordable  housing  for,  and  the  health  or  wel- 
fare of,  low-and  moderate-income  residents  of 
Boston.  Such  regulations  may  provide  that,  with  re- 
spect to  a  new,  large-scale  commercial  real  estate  de- 
velopment, any  relief  granted  under  the  provisions 
of  the  zoning  code,  existing  or  as  amended,  includ- 
ing without  limitation  the  granting  of  a  conditional 
use  permit,  exception,  zoning  map  or  text  amend- 
ment or  variance,  shall  be  conditioned  upon  action, 
or  promised  action,  by  the  developer  seeking  to  ob- 
tain such  relief,  to  mitigate  the  effects  which  the 
new,  large-scale  commercial  real  estate  develop- 
ment project  may  have  upon  the  availability  of  affor- 
dable housing  for  low-and  moderate-income 
residents  within  the  city,  which  action  may  include, 
without  limitation,  the  creation  of  affordable  hous- 
ing for  occupancy  by  low-and  moderate-income  res- 
idents of  the  city  as  determined  by  the  Zoning 
Commission  pursuant  to  duly  adopted  regulation. 

If  the  developer  chooses  to  create  such  affordable 
housing,  in  lieu  of  making  the  affordable  housing  ex- 
action payments  provided  for  in  this  section,  such 
affordable  housing  shall  be  created  in  accordance 
with  regulations  adopted  by  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  (BRA)  and  the  Zoning  Commission 
is  hereby  authorized  to  delegate  to  the  BRA  the  au- 
thority to  adopt  such  housing  creation  regulations; 
provided  that  all  monetary  amounts  not  used  for  af- 
fordable housing  creation  shall  revert  back  to  the 
neighborhood  housing  trust. 

The  Zoning  Commission  may  determine  by  regu- 
lation that  the  value  of  the  affordable  housing  exac- 
tion shall  be  measured  on  the  basis  of  dollars  per 
square  foot  in  excess  of  100,000  square  feet  (exclu- 
sive of  all  accessory  parking  garage  space)  of  the 
new,  large-scale  commercial  real  estate  develop- 
ment project.  The  developer  of  any  new,  large-scale 
commercial  real  estate  development  project,  in  lieu 
of  creating  the  affordable  housing  referred  to  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  may  make  a  payment  or  pay- 
ments of  an  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  measured 
value  of  the  affordable  housing  exaction  to  the  neigh- 
borhood housing  trust  authorized  by  section  20  of 
this  chapter  over  a  payment  period  as  described  in 
the  paragraph  below,  for  the  purpose  of  mitigating 
the  impact  of  new,  large-scale  commercial  real  es- 
tate developments. 

Such  regulations  shall  provide  that  the  value  of  the 
affordable  housing  exaction  shall  be  determined  on 
the  basis  of  a  fixed  dollar  amount  per  square  foot  of 
gross  floor  area,  as  defined  in  the  Boston  Zoning 
Code,  in  excess  of  100,000  square  feet  (exclusive  of 
all  accessory  parking  garage  space)  of  the  new, 
large-scale  commercial  real  estate  development,  as 
determined  by  the  Zoning  Commission  upon  written 
recommendations  of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority ("BRA"),  which  recommendations  shall  in- 
clude an  analysis  of  the  following:  (1)  economic 
trends,  such  as  real  estate  development  activity, 
commercial  rents  per  square  foot,  employment 
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growth  and  inflation  rates;  (2)  housing  trends  mea- 
sured in  terms  of  vacancy  rates  for  affordable  hous- 
ing available  to  low-and  moderate-income  residents, 
and  production  statistics  for  new  dwelling  units;  and 
(3)  any  other  such  information  which  the  BRA  deems 
appropriate  for  consideration;  provided  that  the 
Zoning  Commission  shall  not  be  authorized  to  set  the 
value  of  the  affordable  housing  exaction  at  more  than 
$5  per  square  foot;  provided  further,  that  three  years 
after  the  effective  date  of  this  act  and  no  more  fre- 
quently than  at  three-year  intervals  thereafter,  the 
Zoning  Commission  is  authorized  to  increase  the 
value  above  the  $5  maximum  by  the  amount  of  the 
percentage  increase  of  the  combined  index,  by  the 
percent  of  said  increase  shall  not  exceed  the  percent 
of  the  increase  in  the  combined  index  for  the  prior 
thirty-six-month  period.  The  payment  period  for  the 
affordable  housing  exaction  shall  be  the  payment 
period  for  the  housing  contribution  grant  or  exaction 
as  set  forth  in  Articles  26,  26  A  of  the  Boston  Zoning 
Code  as  of  November  1 ,  1986,  and  such  period  shall 
not  be  altered  by  subsequent  regulation.  Any  such 
affordable  housing  exaction  payment  shall  be  made 
to  the  neighborhood  housing  trust,  as  created  and  ad- 
ministered pursuant  to  section  20  of  this  chapter.  The 
Zoning  Commission  is  authorized  to  promulgate 
such  regulations  or  rules  as  will  effectuate  the  pur- 
poses of  this  section. 
Section  17.  Employment  Exaction. 

Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  general  or  spe- 
cial law  or  rule  to  the  contrary,  in  the  City  of  Boston 
the  Zoning  Commission  is  hereby  authorized  to 
adopt  zoning  regulations  on  amendments  thereto  for 
the  purpose  of  mitigating  the  effects  of  any  new, 
large-scale  real  estate  development  on  the  availabil- 
ity of  employment  opportunities  for,  and  the  health 
or  welfare  of,  low-and  moderate-income  residents  of 
Boston.  Such  regulations  may  provide  that  any  relief 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  the  zoning  code,  ex- 
isting or  as  amended,  including  without  limitation, 
the  granting  of  a  conditional  use  permit,  exception, 
zoning  map  or  text  amendment  or  variance,  shall  be 
conditioned  upon  action,  or  promised  action,  by  the 
developer  seeking  to  create  such  new,  large-scale 
real  estate  development  project  or  to  obtain  such  re- 
lief, to  mitigate  the  effects  which  the  new,  large- 
scale  real  estate  development  project  may  have  upon 
the  availability  of  jobs  for  low-and  moderate-income 
residents  within  the  city,  which  action  may  include, 
without  limitation,  the  creation  of  job  training  pro- 
grams for  the  training  of  low-and  moderate-income 
residents  of  the  city  as  determined  pursuant  to  duly 
adopted  regulation. 

The  Zoning  Commission  may  determine  by  regu- 
lation that  the  value  of  a  employment  exaction  shall 
be  measured  on  the  basis  of  dollar  per  square  foot  in 
excess  of  100,000  square  feet  (exclusive  of  all  acces- 
sory parking  garage  space)  of  the  new,  large-scale 
commercial  real  estate  development  project.  The  de- 
veloper of  any  new,  large-scale  commercial  real  es- 
tate development  project,  in  lieu  of  creating  the  job 
training  programs  referred  to  in  the  preceding  para- 
graph, may  make  a  payment  or  payments  of  an 
amount  of  money  equal  to  the  measured  value  of  the 
employment  exaction  to  the  neighborhood  housing 
trust  authorized  by  section  20  of  this  chapter  over  a 
payment  period  as  described  in  the  paragraph  below, 
for  the  purpose  of  mitigating  the  impact  of  the  new, 
large-scale  commercial  real  estate  development  pro- 
ject. 

Such  regulations  shall  provide  that  the  value  of  the 
employment  exaction  shall  be  determined  on  the  ba- 
sis of  a  fixed  dollar  amount  per  square  foot  of  gross 


floor  area,  as  defined  in  the  Boston  Zoning  Code,  in 
excess  of  1 00,000  square  feet  (exclusive  of  all  acces- 
sory parking  garage  space),  as  determined  by  the 
Zoning  Commission  upon  written  recommendations 
of  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  ("BRA"), 
which  recommendations  shall  include  an  analysis  of 
the  following:  (1)  economic  trends,  such  as  real  es- 
tate development  activity,  commercial  rents  per 
square  foot,  employment  growth  and  inflation  rates; 
(2)  employment  trends  such  as  unemployment  rates 
and  statistics  on  the  availability  and  use  of  job  train- 
ing programs;  and  (3)  any  other  such  information 
which  the  BRA  deems  appropriate  for  consideration; 
providing  that  the  Zoning  Commission  shall  not  be 
authorized  to  set  the  value  of  the  employment  exac- 
tion at  more  than  $1  per  square  foot;  provided  fur- 
ther, that  three  years  after  the  effective  date  of  this  act 
and  no  more  frequently  than  at  three-year  intervals 
thereafter,  the  Zoning  Commission  is  authorized  to 
increase  the  value  above  the  $1  maximum  but  the 
percent  of  said  increase  shall  not  exceed  the  percent 
of  increase  of  the  CPI-W  for  the  prior  thirty-six- 
month  period.  The  employment  exaction  shall  be 
paid  into  the  neighborhood  jobs  trust  as  created  pur- 
suant to  section  20  of  this  chapter,  the  payment  per- 
iod for  the  employment  exaction  shall  be  the 
payment  period  for  the  jobs  contribution  grant  as  set 
forth  in  Article  26B  of  the  Boston  Zoning  Code  as  of 
November  1 ,  1986,  and  such  period  shall  not  be  al- 
tered by  subsequent  regulation.  The  Zoning  Com- 
mission is  authorized  to  promulgate  such  regulations 
or  rules,  as  will  effectuate  the  purpose  of  this  provi- 
sion. 

Section  18.  Alternative  Regulations. 

The  Zoning  Commission  is  further  authorized  to 
promulgate  zoning  regulations  and  amendments 
thereto  for  the  purpose  of  mitigating  the  effects  of 
any  new,  large-scale  commercial  real  estate  devel- 
opment in  the  City  of  Boston  on  the  availability  of 
affordable  housing  or  employment  opportunities  for 
low-and  moderate-income  residents  of  Boston;  pro- 
vided that  such  regulations  may  not  be  in  force  simul- 
taneously with  those  authorized  by  sections  16  and 
17  of  this  chapter.  Such  regulations  and  amendments 
may  provide  that  any  relief  granted  under  the  provi- 
sions of  the  zoning  code,  existing  or  amended,  in- 
cluding without  limitation  the  granting  of  a 
conditional  use  permit,  exception,  zoning  map  or 
text  amendment  or  variance,  shall  be  conditioned 
upon  action  or  promised  action  by  the  developer 
seeking  to  create  such  new,  large-scale  real  estate  de- 
velopment project  or  obtain  such  relief  to  mitigate 
the  effects  which  the  new,  large-scale  real  estate  de- 
velopment may  have  upon  low-and  moderate-in- 
come residents  of  the  city  as  determined  by  the 
Zoning  Commission  pursuant  to  duly  adopted  regu- 
lations. Such  regulations  or  amendments  shall  state 
the  specific  improvement  or  amenities  to  be  pro- 
vided as  a  condition  required  for  the  grant  of  zoning 
relief  and  the  zoning  relief  to  be  granted. 
Section  19.  Ratification  of  Prior  Actions. 

Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  general  or  spe- 
cial law  or  rule  to  the  contrary,  (a)  Articles  26,  26A 
and  26B  of  the  Boston  Zoning  Code;  (b)  all  zoning 
code  amendments,  zoning  map  amendments,  zoning 
variances,  conditional  use  permits  and  zoning  excep- 
tions granted  or  enacted  prior  to  enactment  of  this  act 
and  in  any  way  dependent  upon,  or  related  to.  Artic- 
les 26,  26A  or  26B  of  the  Boston  Zoning  Code,  or 
any  of  them,  which  prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  act 
had  not  been  appealed  or  challenged  on  the  grounds 
of  the  invalidity  of  said  articles,  or  any  one  of  them; 
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(c)  all  zoning  code  amendments,  zoning  map  amend- 
ments, zoning  variances,  conditional  use  permits 
and  zoning  exceptions  granted  or  enacted  prior  to  en- 
actment of  this  act  and  in  any  way  dependent  upon  or 
related  to,  Articles  26,  26A  or  26B  of  the  Boston 
Zoning  Code,  or  any  of  them,  which  prior  to  the  en- 
actment of  this  act  had  been  appealed  or  challenged 
on  the  grounds  of  the  invalidity  of  said  articles,  or 
any  one  of  them;  (d)  any  development  impact  project 
exactions,  development  impact  project  contributions 
and  jobs  contribution  grants,  as  those  terms  are  de- 
fined in  said  articles,  and  agreements  for  such  exac- 
tions, contributions  and  grants  related  to  or 
dependent  upon  any  of  the  zoning  actions  described 
in  clause  (b)  and  (c)  above;  and  (e)  any  additional 
actions,  zoning  variances,  conditional  use  permits 
and  zoning  exceptions  granted  pursuant  to  any  zon- 
ing map  amendment,  zoning  code  amendment  or 
agreement  described  in  clauses  (b),  (c),  or  (d)  above, 
are  hereby  ratified,  validated  and  confirmed,  insofar 
as  any  such  amendments,  variances,  permits,  excep- 
tions, exactions,  contributions  grants,  agreements, 
and  other  actions  may  be  invalid  by  reason  of  any 
invalidity  of  said  articles  or  any  of  them. 
Section  20.  Authorization  of  Trust  and  Manner  of 
Payment 

Any  general  or  special  law  or  rule  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  autho- 
rized to  establish  by  ordinance  separate  funds,  to  be 
known  as  the  neighborhood  housing  trust  and  the 
neighborhood  jobs  trust.  Each  such  fund  shall  be 
held  in  trust  by  the  collector-treasurer  under  such 
terms  as  may  heretofore  or  hereafter  be  prescribed 
by  ordinance,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Mayor. 
Each  fund  shall  consist  of  all  payments  made  by  any 
developer  pursuant  to  sections  16,  17,  18,  and  19  of 
this  chapter  and  any  funds  appropriated  to  such  funds 
by  the  city  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  this  act  and  in 
ordinances  regulating  such  trusts  for  which  appro- 
priations are  hereby  authorized.  Any  payments 
made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
impressed  with  the  terms  of  the  trusts  established  un- 
der the  authority  of  this  section  and  the  ordinances 
adopted  pursuant  to  this  section,  and  shall  be  re- 
ceived by  the  collector-treasurer  and  deposited  by 
him  in  a  separate  account;  provided,  however,  that 
with  respect  to  each  new,  large-scale  commercial 
real  estate  development,  the  total  amount  of  all  such 
payments  to  be  made  by  a  developer  to  such  trusts 
shall  first  be  accepted  by  the  City  Council  and  ap- 
proved by  the  mayor,  which  acceptance  shall  be 
deemed  a  final  appropriation  of  said  payments  to 
such  trusts.  All  payments  to  be  made  by  a  developer 
in  respect  to  a  particular  new,  large-scale  commer- 
cial real  estate  development  shall  thereupon  and 
thereafter  be  deposited  directly  into  such  trusts  and 
may  thereafter  be  expended  by  the  trustees  of  said 
trusts  for  the  purposes  authorized  by  this  act,  and  for 
no  other  purpose.  All  such  funds  received,  accepted 
or  appropriated  shall  at  all  times  be  impressed  with 
the  terms  of  the  trusts  as  defined  by  this  act  as  regu- 
lated by  ordinance  and  shall  be  dedicated  exclusively 
to  the  development  and  operation  of  affordable  hous- 
ing for  low-and  moderate-income  residents  of  Bos- 
ton or  to  the  development  of  job  training  programs 
for  low-and  moderate-income  residents  of  Boston, 
and  for  no  other  purpose.  Any  trust  or  fund  estab- 
lished by  the  city  for  either  of  the  two  purposes  de- 
scribed in  this  act  and  now  existing,  and  any 
ordinance  passed  for  the  purpose  of  authorizing  the 
establishment  of  such  trusts  or  funds  passed  prior  to 
the  effective  date  of  this  act  are  hereby  authorized, 
validated  and  confirmed  insofar  as  any  of  such  ordi- 


nances or  trusts  or  funds  or  any  of  them  may  be  in- 
valid by  reason  of  any  invalidity  of  said  ordinances 
or  authority  to  establish  such  trusts  or  funds. 

Section  3.  Appeal  Period. 

Section  665  of  the  Acts  of  1956,  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  inserting  after  section  10  the  follow- 
ing section  new  section: 

Section  10A.  Any  persons  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of 
the  Zoning  Commission  approving  a  map  amend- 
ment or  a  zoning  regulation  or  a  zoning  amendment 
thereof,  whether  or  not  previously  a  part  of  the  pro- 
ceeding, or  any  municipal  board  or  officer,  may  ap- 
peal to  the  superior  court  for  the  county  of  Suffolk; 
provided,  that  such  appeal  is  filed  in  said  court  within 
thirty  days  after  such  decision  became  effective  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  3  of  chap- 
ter 665  of  the  Acts  of  1956.  Every  appealing  party 
shall  file  a  bond  with  sufficient  surety,  to  be  approved 
by  the  court,  for  such  a  sum  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
court,  to  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  person  or 
persons  in  whose  favor  the  action  was  rendered  from 
all  damages  and  costs  which  he  or  they  may  sustain  in 
case  the  action  of  said  board  is  affirmed.  Upon  an 
appeal  under  this  section,  the  court  shall  hear  all  per- 
tinent evidence  and  determine  the  facts,  and,  upon 
the  facts  as  so  determined,  annul  such  action  if  found 
to  exceed  the  authority  of  such  commission,  or  make 
such  other  decree  as  justice  and  equity  may  require, 
the  foregoing  remedy  shall  be  exclusive;  but  the  par- 
ties shall  have  all  rights  of  appeal  appropriate  to  su- 
perior court  proceedings. 

Cost  shall  not  be  allowed  against  said  Zoning 
Commission  unless  it  shall  appear  to  the  court  that 
the  commission  taking  the  action  appealed  from 
acted  with  gross  negligence,  in  bad  faith  or  with  mal- 
ice; and  costs  shall  not  be  allowed  against  the  party 
appealing  from  the  action  of  the  commission  unless  it 
shall  appear  to  the  court  that  said  party  acted  in  bad 
faith  or  with  malice  in  appealing  to  the  court. 

All  issues  in  any  proceeding  under  this  section 
shall  have  precedence  over  all  other  civil  actions  and 
proceedings. 

Section  4.  Severability. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  chapter  it  amends 
shall  be  severable  within  the  act  and  chapter,  and  if  any 
one  or  more  provisions,  or  parts  or  subparts  thereof,  shall 
be  held  unconstitutional  or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall 
not  affect  or  impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or 
parts  thereof. 
Section  5.  Effective  Date. 

This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  enactment.

Weaver  and  Emily  Zweibel  were  arrested  and  suspended 
because  they  chose  to  speak  out  on  the  inhumane  treat- 
ment of  other  human  beings;  be  it  therefore

The  fee  for  an  an- 
nual permit  for  the  permanent  projection  over  a  park- 
way, other  way  under  the  control  of  the  parks  and 
recreation  commission,  or  public  way,  of  one  or  more 
awnings,  canopies,  or  marquees  shall  be,  in  the  case  of 
those  without  a  sign,  a  primary  fee  of  $  100  per  residen- 
tial or  business  establishment  and  an  additional  fee  of 
$8  for  each  100  square  feet,  or  part  thereof,  of  way 
covered  thereby,  such  calculation  being  made  cumula- 
tively; and  in  the  case  of  those  with  a  sign  or  signs,  a 


primary  fee  of  $140  per  residential  or  business  estab- 
lishment and  an  additional  fee  of  $8  for  each  1 00  square

TIAL FACTOR  FOR  FY87  AT  65  PERCENT  OF 
NOMINAL  TAX  RATE  AND  APPROVING  RESI- 
DENTIAL EXEMPTION  IN  AMOUNT  OF 
VALUE  EQUAL  TO  TEN  PERCENT  OF  AVER- 
AGE ASSESSED  VALUE  OF  ALL  CLASS  ONE 
RESIDENTIAL  PARCELS 

Coun.  IANNELLA,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Government  Operations,  submitted  the  following: 

Report  on  Docket  No.  1261 ,  order  establishing  the  res- 
idential factor  for  Fiscal  Year  1987  at  65  percent  of  the 
nominal  tax  rate  and  approving  a  residential  exemption  in 
the  amount  of  value  equal  to  10  percent  of  the  average 
assessed  value  of  all  Class  One  residential  parcels  (re- 
ferred November  5)  —  recommending  passage  of  the  or- 
der. 


1.  This  order,  if  passed,  would  have  bifurcate  effect. 
The  first,  authorized  pursuant  to  section  56  of  chapter  40 
of  the  General  Laws  would  choose  to  use  "classification" 
in  assessing  property  taxes  for  the  current  fiscal  year  [FY 
1987].  Under  the  section  cited,  a  city  or  town  may  opt  to 
classify  taxes  and,  should  it  choose  to  do  so,  establish  a 
factor  to  be  applied  to  the  nominal  tax  rate  for  residential 
properties.  Classification  arises  from  an  amendment  to 
the  State  Constitution  which  was  supported  ardently  by 
this  body  and  favored  widely  by  the  voters  of  Boston.  By 
adoption  of  a  residential  factor  of  65  percent,  as  passage 
of  the  instant  order  would  provide,  would  reduce  the 
amount  of  taxes  on  every  residential  structure  in  Boston 
—  regardless  of  its  size,  by  approximately  one-third. 
Failure  to  adopt  this  provision  would  dramatically  in- 
crease residential  taxes  and  exacerbate  our  current  hous- 
ing crises  by  forcing  rents  higher  and  forcing  low-income 
homeowners  from  their  property.  Your  committee  is  con- 
vinced that  passage  of  this  relief  is  essential.  We  would 
note  that  the  factor  contemplated  in  the  order  produces 
the  lowest  ratio  of  taxation  for  residences  that  the  statute 
allows. 

2 .  The  second  effect  of  passage  of  this  order  would  be 
to  approve  a  "residential  exemption."  This  exemption  is 
authorized  under  section  5C  of  chapter  40  of  the  General 
Laws.  This  provision,  which  is  also  optional  for  cities 
and  towns,  allows  a  municipality  to  grant  owner-occu- 
pied, residential  structures  an  exemption  of  value  equal  to 
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1U  percent  ot  the  average  assessment  ot  residential  prop- 
erties in  the  municipality.  Once  again,  this  provision 
would  apply  to  all  owner-occupied,  residential  struc- 
tures, regardless  of  the  number  of  units.  This  Council  ap- 
proved such  an  exemption  for  the  last  fiscal  year  which 
reduced  tax  bills  for  thousands  of  homeowners  in  our  city 
by  $131.27.  One  can  be  sure  that  this  amount,  while  not 
huge,  was  of  great  comfort  to  those  homeowners  living 
on  a  fixed  income  —  especially  our  senior  citizens.  The 
additional  $10,  plus  per  month,  provides  substantial  as- 
sistance to  these  citizens  with  scant  effect  on  the  eco- 
nomic situation  of  the  city  treasury.  Your  committee  is  of 
the  opinion  that  this  relief  ought  once  again  be  approved.

Omitted  Assessment  Factsheet 

Chapter  59,  section  75  of  the  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  allows  the  assessors  to  render  assessments,  with  the 
approval  of  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue,  for  any  por- 
tion of  a  property  that  was  omitted  from  the  annual  as- 
sessment of  taxes. 

Occasionally,  a  property  through  computer  or  clerical 
error  is  omitted  from  the  assessment  rolls  when  the  first 
half  tax  bill  is  sent  out  in  the  fall.  With  the  administration 
of  a, system  of  over  115,000  tax  bills  and  an  average  of 
over  1 3,000  property  transfers  a  year,  it  is  not  unusual  to 
discover  after  the  mailing  of  the  first  half  tax  bill  that  a 
property  was  not  correctly  assessed. 

The  existing  statute  recognizes  this  unique  situation, 
however,  there  is  a  very  limited  statute  of  limitations 
which  requires  omitted  assessments  to  be  captured  by 
June  20  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  or  within  90  days  after 
tax  bills  are  mailed.  Because  of  the  demand  of  our  trien- 
nial revaluation  requirement,  Boston  did  not  issue  tax 
bills  until  June  16.  Accordingly,  the  subsequent  three 
months  were  consumed  with  the  processing  of  abatement 
applications  and  operationally  it  is  not  possible  to  process 
omitted  assessments. 

Therefore,  similar  to  home-rule  legislation  filed  by  the 
Council  after  the  1983  revaluation,  this  petition  will  ex- 
tend the  period  for  the  city  to  capture  omitted  assessments 
for  fiscal  year  1986  until  December  31,  1986.

"Section  354e.  Disturbing  the  Peace". 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  in  a 
residential  area  within  the  City  of  Boston  to  disturb 
the  peace  by  causing  or  allowing  to  be  made  any  un- 
reasonable or  excessive  noise,  including  but  not  lim- 
ited to  such  noise  resulting  from  the  operation  of  any 
radio,  phonograph  or  sound-related  producing  de- 
vice or  instrument,  or  from  the  playing  of  any  band 
or  orchestra,  or  from  the  use  of  any  device  to  amplify 
the  aforesaid  noise,  or  from  the  making  of  excessive 
outcries,  exclamations,  or  loud  singing  or  any  other 
excessive  noise  by  a  person  or  group  of  persons,  or 
from  the  use  of  any  device  to  amplify  such  noise  pro- 
vided, however,  that  any  performance,  concert,  es- 
tablishment, band ,  group  or  person  who  has  received 
and  maintains  a  valid  license  or  permit  from  any  de- 
partment, board  or  commission  of  the  City  of  Boston 
authorized  to  issue  such  license  or  permit  shall  be 
exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Un- 
reasonable or  excessive  noise  shall  be  defined  as 
noise  measured  in  excess  of  50dBa  between  the 
hours  of  11  p.m.  and  7  a.m.,  when  measured  not 
closer  than  the  lot  line  of  a  residential  lot  or  from  the 
nearest  affected  dwelling  unit.  The  term  dBa  shall 
mean  the  A-weighted  sound  level  in  decibels,  as 
measured  by  a  general  purpose  sound  level  meter 
complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  American  Na- 
tional Standards  Institute.  "Specifications  for  Sound 
Level  Meters  (ANSI  SI.  4  1971)."  properh  cali- 
brated, and  operated  on  the  "A"  weighting  network. 

Any  person  aggrieved  by  such  disturbance  of  the 
peace  may  complain  to  the  police  about  such  unrea- 
sonable or  excessive  noise.  The  police,  in  response 
to  each  complaint,  shall  verify  by  use  of  the  sound 
meter  described  herein  that  the  noise  complained  of 
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does  exceed  the  limit  described  herein  and  if  so,  may 
thereupon  arrest/and  or  make  application  in  the  ap- 
propriate court  for  issuance  of  a  criminal  complaint 
for  violation  of  M.G.L.c. 272,  s. 53,  which  sets  forth 
the  penalties  for  disturbing  the  peace.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  Chapter  43B,  Section  1 3.  and  any  other  appli- 
cable law,  as  follows: 
CBC  Ordinance  5,  Section  126  is  hereby  stricken  and 
in  its  place  is  inserted  the  following: 

126.  Annual  Reports  of  Departments. 

Section  1 .  Every  officer  in  charge  of  a  department 
or  executive  officer  heading  an  agency  not  catego- 
rized in  a  department  shall,  within  sixt\  days  after 
the  close  of  a  fiscal  year,  complete  preparation  of  an 
annim I  report  to  be  printed  as  a  permanent  Boston 
Cit\  Document.  The  report  shall  contain  a  statement 
of  the  acts  and  doings,  and  receipts  and  expenditures 
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of  the  department  or  agency  for  such  financial  year, 
together  with  such  other  matters  as  may  be  required 
by  law,  or  as  the  Mayor  or  officer  may  deem  to  be  of 
public  interest. 

The  report  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  director  of 
Administrative  Services  who  shall  arrange  through 
the  purchasing  agent  for  publication  as  a  Boston  City 
Document  in  accordance  with  CBC  Ordinances  Title 
5 ,  Section  9.  A  copy  of  the  report  shall  be  transmitted 
to  the  Mayor  and  a  copy  transmitted  to  the  City 
Council  through  the  City  Clerk. 

Directors  or  executive  officers  of  agencies  estab- 
lished within  the  Mayor's  office  shall  submit  their 
annual  reports  to  the  Mayor  for  inclusion  in  a  report 
concerning  the  Mayor's  department.  The  Mayor 
through  his  chief  clerical  aide  shall  cause  such  report 
to  be  submitted  for  publication  as  a  City  Document. 
A  copy  of  the  report  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  City 
Council  through  the  City  Clerk. 

Section  2.  The  director  of  Administrative  Services 
or  his  designee  shall  report  to  the  Mayor  within 
ninety  days  after  close  of  a  fiscal  year  the  depart- 
ments or  unaffiliated  agencies  which  have  not  com- 
plied with  seasonable  filing  of  reports. 

In  event  of  extenuating  circumstances  which,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Mayor,  render  impossible  the 
preparation  of  an  annual  report  by  sixty  days  follow- 
ing the  end  of  a  fiscal  year,  the  Mayor  may  notify  the 
City  Council,  stating  reasons  for  delay  and  giving  an 
estimated  date  by  which  compliance  will  be  accom- 
plished. 

Section  3.  Any  department  head  or  executive  offi- 
cer or  director  of  an  unaffiliated  agency  failing  to 
meet  the  deadline  or  extension  for  submitting  an  an- 
nual report  shall  be  personally  liable  to  civil  penalty 
of  $1,000,  with  the  penalty  continuing  at  the  rate  of 
$500  for  each  successive  month  or  portion  thereof. 
The  penalty  shall  be  enforced  by  the  director  of  Ad- 
ministrative services  and  City  Auditor.  The  auditor, 
shall,  upon  notification  of  delinquency,  commence 
to  withhold  compensation  from  the  official  until  such 
penalty  has  been  satisfied.  Sums  withheld  shall  be 
deposited  to  the  general  fund  and  shall  not  be  re- 
turned to  the  official  when  the  report  violation  has 
been  rectified. 

Section  4.  Department  and  agency  heads  shall,  if 
they  have  not  already  done  so,  prepare  for  printing  as 
a  permanent  document,  an  annual  report  for  each 
year  commencing  with  fiscal  year  1984.  These  re- 
ports shall  be  transmitted  for  publication  as  outlined 
above  by  March  31,  1987. 

Department  and  agency  heads  shall,  to  the  best  of 
their  staffs'  abilities,  determine  the  date  of  the  last 
annual  report  printed  for  the  respective  agency  or 
one  recognized  as  its  predecessor.  From  available  re- 
cords, the  department  or  agency  head  and  staff  shall 
prepare  a  cumulative  report  spanning  the  period  un- 
covered, through  fiscal  year  1983.  These  reports 
shall  be  transmitted  to  the  director  of  Administrative 
Services  by  June  30,  1987. 

In  the  event  of  discontinued  agencies  for  which  no 
reports  had  been  made,  the  director  of  Administra- 
tive Services  shall  designate  a  person  to  compile, 
from  best  records  available,  a  report  covering  the  un- 
chronicled  period  during  which  the  agency  had  oper- 
ated. 

Section  5.  Every  board  within  a  department  not 
subject  to  the  supervision  or  control  of  the  officer  in 
charge  of  the  department  shall  make  an  annual  report 
containing  a  statement  of  its  acts  and  doings  and  such 
other  matters  as  may  be  required  by  law  or  as  it  or  the 
Mayor  may  deem  to  be  of  public  interest,  which  re- 


port shall  be  annexed  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  the 
department  as  an  appendix  to  his  annual  report.

Please  find  enclosed  information  regarding  a  17F  re- 
quest for  information  by  the  Boston  City  Council  con- 
cerning the  estimated  revenue  from  the  city's  Code 
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Enforcement  Program.  It  has  been  gathered  from  the 
Public  Facilities  Department. 

As  you  are  aware,  the  "littering  fines"  will  be  levied 
under  the  city's  Code  Enforcement  Program,  authorized 
under  chapter  40,  section  21D  of  the  General  Laws.  The 
intent  of  these  tickets  is  not  to  raise  revenue,  however,  but 
to  provide  the  City  of  Boston  with  a  means  to  discourage 
littering  and  improper  disposal  of  trash. 

In  October  of  1985,  the  City  of  Boston  began  issuing 
these  tickets  on  a  warning  basis.  Because  the  tickets  have 
been  warnings,  they  have  been  issued  very  liberally.  At 
the  current  level  of  issuance,  which  we  anticipate  will  de- 
crease when  the  tickets  announce  actual  fines,  the  total 
anticipated  revenue  from  the  program  would  be  approxi- 
mately $1,150,000  annually. 

Under  the  present  system,  however,  all  revenue  from 
these  tickets  will  revert  to  the  Commonwealth,  through 
the  Housing  Court.  We  are  currently  working  with  the 
Housing  Court  to  implement  the  complicated  administra- 
tive and  technological  processes  that  will  allow  for  actual 
fines  to  be  written. 

The  City  of  Boston  has  filed  a  Home  Rule  Petition  in 
the  Legislature  (House  6399),  which  will  allow  fines  col- 
lected through  the  Code  Enforcement  Program  to  revert 
to  the  city,  which  bears  the  cost  of  operating  the  program. 
Due  to  the  fact  that  the  legislative  year  will  soon  be  end- 
ing, we  anticipate  that  we  will  have  to  refile  the  petition 
for  consideration  by  the  City  Council  and  for  resubmis- 
sion to  the  Legislature  at  the  beginning  of  next  year. 

In  closing,  we  would  restate,  that  the  purpose  of  this 
program  is  not  to  raise  revenue,  but  to  discourage  litter- 
ing and  to  encourage  residents  and  businesses  to  maintain 
a  cleaner  city.

REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE  RELATIVE  TO  PARK- 
WAY OR  STREET  OCCUPANCY  PERMITS  FOR 
AWNINGS,  CANOPIES,  OR  MARQUEES 

Coun.  IANNELLA,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Government  Operations,  submitted  the  following: 

This  ordinance  is  intended  to  clarify  and  correct  the 
manner  in  which  the  city  calculates  the  fee  for  devices 
which  project  from  a  building  over  a  public  way,  such  as 
an  awning.  This  ordinance  does  not  change  any  fee,  only 
the  way  in  which  the  same  is  calculated.  The  present  ordi- 
nance is  drafted  in  the  singular  form;  by  strict  reading  it 
requires  a  separate  permit  for  each  device.  Thus,  ahouse- 
holder  with  a  bay  window  from  which  extends  three  awn- 
ings, is  subject  to  three  filing  fees,  or  a  total  of  $440.  A 
business  establishment  with  a  single  awning  extending 
two  feet  into  a  public  way  and  one  hundred  feet  long 
would  pay  only  $156.  Clearly,  this  was  neither  the  intent 
of  the  Council  nor  a  legally  justifiable  fee  situation.  The 
ordinance  before  your  Committee  would  provide  that 
there  be  a  single  permit  for  all  projections  from  the  same 
business  establishment  or  residence,  and  the  area  covered 
aggregated  to  determine  the  fee. 

Report  on  Docket  No.  1280,  ordinance  relative  to 
parkway  or  street  occupancy  permits  for  awnings,  cano- 
pies, or  marquees  (referred  November  5)  —  recommend- 
ing passage  of  the  ordinance. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance  was  passed.

ERNANCE FOR  THE  BHA 

Couns.  KELLY  and  TIERNEY  offered  the  following:

In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-six 
An  Ordinance  Establishing  a  Form  of  Governance  for  the 

BHA. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Whereas ,  The  Suffolk  Superior  Court  (Docket  1 722)  in 
the  matter  of  Armando  Perez  et  al.  (plaintiffs),  versus 
Boston  Housing  Authority,  (defendant),  issued  its  Find- 
ings, Rulings  and  Orders  on  the  dispute  between  parties 
on  November  13, 1984,  and  stated  in  (I)  Introduction,  the 
following:  "The  purpose  of  the  orders  set  out  herein  are 
to  terminate  the  receivership  previously  ordered  in  this 
action  of  February  5,  1980,  to  restore  governance  of  the 
defendant  Boston  Housing  Authority  (hereinafter  re- 
ferred to  as  the  BHA  or  the  'Authority'  of  the  City  of 
Boston";  and 

Whereas,  The  court  ordered,  "The  provisions  of  this 
Court's  February  5,  1980  order  regarding  the  BHA's 
Board  of  Commissioners  and  the  form  of  governance  es- 
tablished by  these  orders  shall  remain  in  effect  for  two 
years  from  the  date  hereof,  during  which  time  it  is  ex- 
pected that  a  new  form  of  governance  shall  be  decided 
upon  and  legislated  for  the  BHA.  The  establishment  and 
form  of  that  new  governance  shall  not  require  any  court 
approval  and  when  established  shall  automatically  super- 
sede the  form  of  governance  established  by  these  orders  . 

" ;  and 

Whereas,  The  legislative  authority  to  establish  this 
form  of  governance,  being  vested  with  the  City  Council 
and  the  Mayor  pursuant  to  chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of 
1948,  as  amended  by  chapter  376  of  the  Acts  of  1951, 
including  certain  subsequent  changes,  is  an  appropriate 
repository  for  such  actions;  be  it  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  establishes, 
under  these  and  other  applicable  laws,  the  following  ordi- 
nance Establishing  a  New  Form  of  Governance  for  the 
Boston  Housing  Authority,  and  this  new  form  of  govern- 
ance shall  supersede  all  previously  established  forms  of 
governance  heretofore  organized,  established  or  ap- 
pointed. 

Section  1.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  M.G.L. 
chapter  1 2  IB  to  the  contrary,  the  Boston  Housing  Author- 
ity shall  be  managed,  controlled  and  governed  by  a  seven- 
member  Board  of  Directors ,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  the 
"Directors,"  or  the  "Board."  The  directors  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  subject  to  confirmation  by  a  major- 
ity vote  of  the  City  Council.  And  no  member  shall  serve 
until  such  appointment  and  confirmation  has  been  ap- 
proved. 

Section  2 .  The  Board  of  Directors ,  consisting  of  seven 
members,  shall  be  appointed  annually  and  shall  be  com- 
prised as  follows:  One  member  shall  represent  organized 
labor;  two  members  shall  be  tenants  living  in  Boston 
Housing  Authority  projects;  one  member  shall  be  a  prac- 
ticed and  recognized  member  of  the  business  community 
engaged  in  real  estate  practices;  one  member  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Mayor  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
president  of  the  City  Council;  one  member  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  banking  and  financial  community  with  ex- 
perience in  the  area  of  property  management;  and  one 
member  shall  be  a  practicing  attorney  with  experience  in 
the  area  of  real  estate  law. 


Section  3.  A  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Directors  shall 
consist  of  four  members,  and  no  business  in  the  name  of 
the  Authority  may  be  conducted  by  the  Board  in  the  ab- 
sence of  a  quorum. 

Section  4 .  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  elect  annually  a 
person,  who  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston,  to  be 
designated  as  "Administrator"  of  all  Boston  Housing 
Authority  property,  and  the  Administrator  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  the  day-to-day  operations  and  management 
of  all  Boston  Housing  Authority  properties  within  the 
City  of  Boston.  The  Board  of  Directors  may  remove  the 
Administrator  at  any  time,  when  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Board  the  Administrator  has  not  fulfilled  his  or  her  duties 
consistent  with  the  wishes  of  the  Board. 

Section  5.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  meet  at  least 
bimonthly  to  review  BHA  operations  and  receive  bi- 
monthly reports  from  the  Administrator.  Copies  of  said 
bimonthly  reports  shall  be  made  available  to  the  Mayor 
and  the  City  Council. 

Section  6.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  be  compen- 
sated for  actual  services  in  the  amount  of  $  1 5  per  hour,  or 
part  thereof,  and  shall  be  classified  as  special  municipal 
employees  for  the  purpose  of  chapter  268A  of  the  Gen- 
eral Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  7 .  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  report  annually 
in  writing  and  in  person  to  the  appropriate  committee  of 
the  City  Council,  and  shall  consider  all  committee  recom- 
mendations arising  out  of  said  annual  meeting. 

Section  8.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  CBC,  Or- 
dinances, Title  2,  section  752,  this  ordinance  shall  be 
published  by  action  of  the  City  Council  in  passing  the 
same. 

Section  9.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  sever- 
able, and  if  any  of  its  provisions  shall  be  held  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  such  court  shall  not  effect  or 
impair  any  of  the  remaining  provisions.

Access  Studio  was  opened  in  Roxbury  earlier  this  month, 
and  a  second  is  to  be  operational  in  Allston-Brighton  by 
July  3 1 ,  1984.  This  office  has  been  soliciting  community 
input  in  identifying  a  suitable  location  for  the  Allston- 
Brighton  studio.  The  other  scheduled  neighborhood  stu- 
dio —  West  Roxbury  —  will  probably  not  be  operational 
until  early  1985.  The  main  Access  studio  will  be  located 
downtown,  though  a  specific  site  has  not  yet  been  identi- 
fied. This  too  will  probably  be  ready  in  1985.

I  am  writing  today  to  summarize  the  city 's  evaluation  of 
Cablevision  of  Boston's  performance  during  its  first  year 
of  operation  in  Boston  and  its  compliance  with  the  terms 
of  the  cable  license.  The  city's  comments  are  based  on  the 
information  supplied  in  the  Performance  Evaluation  Ses- 
sion held  on  December  13,  1983,  as  required  by  License 
Section  14.1  as  well  as  discussions  and  correspondence 
between  the  city  and  Cablevision  over  the  past  year.  The 
letter  follows  the  order  of  questioning  at  the  Evaluation 
Session. 
Construction 

The  city  is  satisfied  with  Cablevision's  construction 
progress  to  date.  More  than  one-third  of  the  cable  plant 
has  already  been  built,  and  Cablevision's  decision  to 
shorten  the  construction  timetable  from  the  three-and- 
one-half  years  originally  proposed  to  two  years  is  a  very 
positive  development. 

However,  the  city  is  not  assured  that  Cablevision  is  ad- 
hering to  all  applicable  laws  regarding  private  property  as 
required  in  License  Section  3 . 1 3 .  A  pattern  of  complaints 
received  by  the  Cable  Office  indicates  that  Cablevision's 
subcontractors,  particularly  A  &  M  Cable,  often  fail  to 
seek  permission  from  property  owners  before  entering 
private  property.  Cablevision  needs  to  be  more  effective 
in  holding  its  subcontractors  to  this  license  requirement. 

The  city  fully  expects  that,  during  the  continued  con- 
struction of  the  system,  Cablevision  will  ensure  that 
property  owners  are  notified  in  advance  before  any  com- 
pany employees  or  subcontractors  enter  into  private 
property. 
SERVICES 
Initial  Service 

The  License  (sec.  6. 1)  requires  that  residents  receive 
cable  service  within  fourteen  (14)  days  after  solicitation 
by  a  Cablevision  representative.  The  city  has  received  a 
large  number  of  complaints  regarding  "cold  spots" ,  i.e. , 
an  area  wired  for  cable  but  unable  to  receive  service  for  a 
variety  of  reasons.  In  many  of  these  cases,  Cablevision 
has  marketed  the  area  and  accepted  money  from  residents 
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for  installation.  The  problem  is  further  compounded 
when  Cablevision  fails  to  refund  the  money  when  service 
has  not  been  installed  within  the  fourteen-day  period. 

While  the  city  understands  the  complexity  of  a  cable 
build  the  size  of  Boston,  the  number  and  frequency  of 
"cold  spots"  is  disappointing.  Cablevision  has  admitted 
that  in  some  areas  its  cold  spot  ratio  has  climbed  to  20 
percent,  while  the  industry  average  in  a  complex  build  is 
about  5  percent. 

At  the  hearing,  Cablevision  described  the  steps  it  is  tak- 
ing to  resolve  this  problem,  including  a  letter  sent  to  sub- 
scribers offering  free  installation  if  they  decide  to  leave 
their  deposit  with  Cablevision  while  waiting  for  a  new 
installation  date.  However,  the  pattern  of  complaints  re- 
ceived by  the  Cable  Office  indicates  that  many  residents 
have  not  received  a  letter  nor  been  contacted  by  a 
Cablevision  representative  for  an  explanation  of  the 
problem. 

The  city  regards  Cablevision 's  obligation  to  wire  resi- 
dents within  the  fourteen-day  period  with  the  utmost  seri- 
ousness. Despite  the  fact  that  Cablevision  has  made  some 
progress  recently  to  alleviate  the  problem,  Cablevision 
has  failed  to  meet  the  requirement  of  License  Sec.  6. 1  to 
provide  service  within  fourteen  days  of  solicitation. 
Omnibus 

The  city  applauds  Cablevision 's  decision  to  move  sev- 
eral of  its  satellite  services,  including  MTV,  The  Nash- 
ville Network  and  CNN  Headline  News,  from  its 
Rainbow  package  to  the  Omnibu  tier.  The  city  also  sup- 
ports Cabelvision's  plan  to  add  several  satellite  services 
such  as  The  Silent  Network  and  Biznet  to  Omnibus. 
These  changes  vastly  improve  the  quality  and  quantity  of 
programming  in  Omnibus. 

However,  even  with  the  addition  of  several  satellite 
services  in  February  1984,  Omnibus  will  fall  short  of  the 
twenty  channels  of  programming  required  by  the  license. 
While  the  city  understands  the  paucity  of  programming 
currently  available  for  Cablevision  to  acquire,  it  is  none- 
theless important  for  Cablevision  to  strive  for  a  full  com- 
plement of  programming  in  the  Omnibus  tier. 
Universal  Basic  Service 

Cablevision  notified  the  city  by  letter  dated  December 
15,  1983,  that  it  intends  to  remove  three  programming 
services  (USA  Network,  Cable  News  Network  and 
ESPN)  from  UBS  and  put  them  in  the  Omnibus  package. 
While  the  city  appreciates  Cablevision's  efforts  to 
strengthen  Omnibus,  the  contemplated  change  would 
constitute  a  violation  of  section  6.2  of  the  license: 

For  the  firt  five  years  after  system  activation,  the 
Universal  Basic  Service  shall  consist  of  program- 
ming on  fifty-two  channels  as  set  forth  in  schedule  7 
attached  hereto  and  made  a  part  hereof,  subject  to  the 
availability  of  such  programming  upon  terms  and 
conditions  not  substantially  more  burdensome  than 
those  generally  prevailing  at  the  time  of  licensee's 
application;  provided,  however,  that  if  any  such  pro- 
gramming is  to  be  removed  from  the  Universal  Basic 
Service,  licensee  shall  use  its  best  efforts  to  assure 
that  substantially  the  same  mix  of  programming  shall 
be  retained  as  those  that  existed  in  licensee's  applica- 
tion. 
In  order  for  the  city  to  approve  Cablevision's  plan  to 
remove   the   programming   services   contemplated, 
Cablevision  must  show  that  the  terms  and  conditions  for 
providing  these  services  are  "substantially  more  burden- 
some than  those  generally  prevailing"  at  the  time  of 
Cablevision's  amended  application.  Further,  if  this  were 
proven  and  the  programming  removed,  Cablevision 
would  have  to  use  its  best  efforts  to  provide  "substan- 
tially the  same  mix  of  programming"  as  originally  pro- 
posed. Neither  of  these  standards  has  been  met. 

According  to  the  notification  letter,  Cablevision  plans 
to  remove  two  national  sports  networks  —  ESPN  and 


USA  Network  (which  also  offers  movies  and  family  spe- 
cials) and  one  twenty-four-hour  national  news  network 
—  CNN.  In  place  of  these  three  services,  Cablevision 
plans  to  substitute  four  religious  channels  (the  Christian 
Broadcast  Network,  National  Jewish  Network,  People 
That  Love,  and  Eternal  Word  Network)  and  one  adult  ed- 
ucational channel  (the  learning  channel).  Although 
Cablevision's  letter  states  that  Boston  Arts  (a  local  origi- 
nation arts  channel  currently  programmed  with  alphanu- 
merics)  will  be  moved  from  Omnibus  to  Basic,  this 
Channel  has  always  been  part  of  the  Basic  Service.  Addi- 
tionally, according  to  Cablevision's  proposed  Omnibus 
channel  lineup,  Arts  and  Daytime  will  be  removed  from 
UBS  and  merged  into  satellite  services  to  be  offered  on 
Omnibus. 

Removing  national  sports  and  news  networks  and  sub- 
stituting primarily  religious  channels  can  in  no  way  be 
construed  to  meet  the  license  requirement  for  providing 
"substantially  the  same  mix  of  programming"  in  Basic 
Service.  If  these  changes  were  made,  Basic  Service 
would  not  include  any  national  video  sports  program- 
ming or  twenty-four-hour  national  video  news  program- 
ming. These  services  are  inherent  to  the  attractiveness 
and  variety  of  programming  offered  in  the  Basic  Service 
package. 

Cablevision  must  reconsider  its  proposal  for  removing 
these  services  from  UBS  and  prove  to  the  city  that  it  has 
satisfied  the  requirements  of  licese  sec.  6.2. 
Local  Origination  (L.O.) 

The  license  (sec.  6. 1 1)  requires  Cablevision  to  use  its 
best  efforts  to  produce  sixty  hours  of  locally  originated 
programming  by  December  29 ,  1983 .  The  license  defini- 
tion of  "local  origination  programming"  includes  live, 
taped  or  alphanumeric  programming. 

In  its  application  to  the  city,  Cablevision  placed  great 
emphasis  on  the  production  of  video  local  origination 
programming  to  meet  the  needs  of  Boston's  residents. 
However,  since  system  activation,  Cablevision  has  of- 
fered less  than  six  hours  of  video  L.O  programming  per 
week  with  the  exception  of  four  weeks. 

The  city  understands  the  considerable  resources  in 
terms  of  time,  money  and  personnel  that  must  be  ex- 
pended to  produce  video  local  programming.  We  also  un- 
derstand the  many  demands  placed  on  Cablevision  during 
the  first  year  of  construction.  At  the  same  time,  while 
alphanumeric  local  origination  programming  serves  a 
purpose,  it  often  is  not  as  valuable  or  interesting  as  video 
programming. 

The  city  hopes  and  expects  that  Cablevision  will  follow 
through  on  its  plans  to  hire  additional  personnel  and  ex- 
pand the  amount  of  video  local  programming  produced  so 
that  there  is  a  more  even  mix  of  video  and  alphanumeric 
programming  on  Cablevision's  special  interest  channels. 
Leased  Channels 

The  license  (sec.  6.12)  requires  Cablevision  to  ensure 
that  capacity  on  the  system  is  available  to  all  levels  for 
leasing  purposes.  The  city  is  concerned  that  Cablevi- 
sion's rate  for  leased  time  ($1 ,500  per  hour  to  be  sold  in 
half-hour  blocks)  will  discourage  many  potential  lessees. 

Cablevision  stated  at  the  hearing  that  this  rate  is  prelim- 
inary, and  the  company  has  not  yet  entered  into  leasing 
agreements.  The  city  encourages  Cablevision  to  care- 
fully examine  the  potential  market  for  leased  time;  if  this 
rate  proves  to  discourage  potential  lessees,  the  city  ex- 
pects that  Cablevision  will  be  flexible  and  adjust  its  rate 
accordingly. 

While  we  recognize  that  the  cable  system  must  be  fi- 
nancially viable,  it  is  important  that  the  system  be  acces- 
sible to  a  wide  range  of  users,  including  small  businesses 
and  local  programmers.  That  accessibility  is  expressly 
contemplated  in  sec.  6. 12  of  the  license. 
Commercial  Institutional  Network  ("CIN") 

The  city  is  pleased  to  learn  that  Cablevision 's  corporate 
office  is  developing  plans  for  the  Commercial  Institu- 
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tional  Network  and  has  had  discussions  with  Boston  busi- 
nesses that  may  be  interested  in  leasing  time  on  the  CIN. 

While  we  understand  Cablevision's  cautious  approach 
to  the  development  of  a  new  enterprise  such  as  the  CIN, 
we  encourage  Cablevision  to  actively  market  the  CIN  and 
suggest  that  Cablevision,  at  a  minimum,  initiate  a  demon- 
station  or  pilot  test  in  the  near  future. 

The  success  of  the  CIN  is  crucial  to  the  financial  viabil- 
ity of  the  cable  system,  and  we  discourage  any  unneces- 
sary delays  in  the  activation  of  this  network. 
Two-way  Services 

The  license  requires  Cablevision  to  make  the  following 
services  available  to  subscribers:  videogames,  polling, 
pay-per-view,  text  retrieval  and  security. 

Given  the  rapidly  changing  technological  develop- 
ments related  to  the  provision  of  these  services,  and  the 
fact  that  more  advanced  hardware  (i.e.  two-way  con- 
verters) will  be  available  in  1984,  the  city  and  Cablevi- 
sion reached  an  agreement  (dated  November  9,  1983)  for 
delaying  the  widescale  offering  of  these  services.  The 
city  called  on  Cablevision  to  limit  the  distribution  of  the 
less  advanced,  two-way  converter  (i.e.,  RF  converter) 
during  the  fall  and  winter  of  1983  to  1,500-2,000  units 
and  to  conduct  intensive  experimentation  and  software 
development.  Distribution  of  the  more  advanced,  two- 
way  converter  (i.e.,  baseband  converter)  to  all  Omnibus 
subscribers  must  take  place  by  July  1 ,  1984. 

Pursuant  to  the  November  9th  agreement,  Cablevision 
submits  bimonthly  reports  to  the  city  detailing  progress 
made  with  the  field  tests.  These  reports  indicate  that 
Cablevision  is  making  a  sincere  attempt  to  meet  the  time- 
table set  forth  in  the  agreement  despite  some  setbacks  in 
November  due  to  technical  problems.  It  is  unclear 
whether  Cablevision  will  meet  its  goal  of  installing  1 ,500 
converters  by  December  31 ,  1983,  but  the  city  feels  con- 
fident that  Cablevision  is  continuing  its  efforts  to  install 
the  converters  in  a  timely  manner. 

Because  the  provision  of  interactive  services  is  an  es- 
sential component  of  the  cable  system,  we  stress  the  im- 
portance of  Cablevision's  meeting  the  July  1,  1984, 
deadline  for  providing  the  new  baseband  converter  to  all 
Omnibus  subscribers.  In  the  interim,  Cablevision  must 
continue  to  regularly  update  the  city  on  its  progress  in 
conducting  the  field  tests  described  in  the  November  9th 
letter. 
Studios 

Section  5 . 8  of  the  license  requires  Cablevision  to  build 
three  neighborhood  studios  and  two  main  downtown  stu- 
dios (one  for  the  use  of  Cablevision  and  the  other  for  the 
Foundation).  Cablevision  must  consult  with  the  city  re- 
garding the  location  of  the  studios. 

The  city  is  very  concerned  that,  after  one  full  year  of 
operation,  Cablevision  does  not  yet  have  an  operational 
studio. 

By  its  own  admission,  Cablevision  has  "slipped"  in 
meeting  its  obligations  to  provide  studios.  The  city  un- 
derstands that  identifying  appropriate  sites  is  a  difficult 
task.  For  this  purpose,  it  is  imperative  that  Cablevision 
meet  its  commitments  to  consult  the  city  regarding  possi- 
ble locations. 

It  is  also  imperative  that  Cablevision  meet  the  commit- 
ment made  by  Mr.  Thompson  at  the  hearing  to  have  two 
neighborhood  studio  operational  by  the  end  of  the  first 
quarter  of  1984.  The  studios  are  essential  not  only  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  access  to  the  system  for  Boston  resi- 
dents but  also  for  Cablevision 's  production  of  video  local 
origination  programming. 

The  city  is  pleased  to  learn  that  Cablevision  plans  to 
lease  sites  for  the  two  contiguous  downtown  studios  in 
1984  and  urges  Cablevision  to  continue  its  search  for  an 
appropriate  location  so  the  designing  and  planning  phase 
for  the  studios  can  begin  soon. 


Subscriber  and  User  Rights 
Subscirber  Information 

According  to  the  license,  Cablevision  must  give  all 
prospective  subscribers  written  information  on  services 
and  rates,  billing  procedures  and  privacy  before  the  sub- 
scriber signs  the  agreement  for  installation  (sections 
12.2,  12.3,  and  12. 10). 

Although  Mr.  Thompson  stated  at  the  hearing  that  po- 
tential subscribers  do,  in  fact,  receive  all  this  informa- 
tion, the  Cable  Office  has  received  numerous  complaints 
from  residents  that  they  receive  little,  if  any,  printed  ma- 
terial. The  city  understands  the  difficulty  in  controlling  a 
large  door-to-door  sales  force  and  is  glad  to  learn  that 
Cablevision  sales  supervisors  actively  monitor  the  sales 
force.  We  also  approve  of  Cablevision's  "sales  call  card" 
procedure  whereby  salespeople  sign  a  statement  indica- 
ting they  have  given  the  subscriber  the  policies  and  proce- 
dures brochure.  We  encourage  Cablevision  to  add  a 
statement  to  the  card  that  complete  information  on  serv- 
ices and  rates  has  also  been  given  to  the  subscriber.  Poten- 
tial subscribers  cannot  make  informed  and  reasonable 
decisions  about  cable  service  without  the  literature  re- 
quired by  the  license. 
Notice  of  Installation 

Section  12.4  of  the  license  requires  Cablevision  to  no- 
tify subscribers  in  advance  of  the  date  and  approximate 
time  when  cable  service  will  be  installed.  The  city  has 
voiced  its  concern  that  Cablevision  has  on  many  occa- 
sions failed  to  show  up  on  the  designated  date,  often  with- 
out even  contacting  the  subscriber  to  explain. 

The  city  recognizes  the  enormous  scheduling  problems 
inherent  in  the  rapid  rate  of  the  Boston  build.  However, 
Cablevision  must  continue  its  efforts  to  devise  a  workable 
and  effective  internal  management  system  so  that  the  in- 
stallation appointments  are  adhered  to  and  residents  are 
notified  in  advance  when  Cablevision  must  change  an  in- 
stallation date. 
Business  Office 

Under  section  12.5  of  the  license,  Cablevision  must 
add  additional  telephone  lines  and  customer  service  rep- 
resentatives when  needed.  Over  the  past  two  months,  the 
city  has  received  a  large  number  of  complaints  that  resi- 
dents are  unable  to  reach  the  company  or  wait  an  inordi- 
nate amount  of  time  to  speak  to  a  Cablevision 
representative. 

Clearly,  Cablevision  has  succeeded  somewhat  in  alle- 
viating the  problem  by  adding  additional  telephone  lines, 
training  more  customer  service  representatives  and  pro- 
viding special  telephone  numbers  for  the  city  Cable  Of- 
fice. 

However,  the  problem  is  still  a  very  real  one,  and 
Cablevision  must  continue  to  monitor  the  situation  and 
take  corrective  steps  as  needed. 
Complaint  Handling 

Despite  the  license  requirement  that  Cablevision  act  on 
repair  requests  within  four  hours,  the  Cable  Office  has 
received  numerous  complaints  that  subscribers  wait 
days,  sometimes  weeks,  for  repairs.  For  other  types  of 
complaints  which  cannot  be  resolved  within  seven  days, 
Cablevision  is  required  to  send  the  subscriber  a  written 
explanation. 

Cablevision  acknowledges  that,  with  the  overwhelm- 
ing growth  of  its  subscriber  base,  it  has  had  difficulty 
meeting  these  requirements.  Increasing  the  number  of 
customer  service  representatives  should  help  the  situa- 
tion, but  Cablevision  must  also  tighten  up  its  internal 
complaint  handling  procedures  so  that  it  can  more  closely 
adhere  to  the  license  requirements. 
Employment  Training  and  Procurement 
Construction  Jobs 

The  license  (sec.  13.2)  requires  Cablevision  to  take  af- 
firmative action  to  employ  50  percent  residents,  25  per- 
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cent  minorities  and  10  percent  women  on  a  craft-by-craft 
basis  during  construction  of  the  system.  The  statistics  for 
November  1983  show  that  Cablevision  has  not  met  these 
percentages. 

The  city  recognizes  the  difficulty  in  meeting  these 
standards,  particularly  on  a  craft-by -craft  basis.  We  rec- 
ognize that  Cablevision  has  taken  steps,  such  as  sponsor- 
ing training  progams  and  instituting  residency 
verification  procedures,  in  an  effort  to  meet  this  require- 
ment. Although  Cablevision  has  communicated  the  im- 
portance of  meeting  these  standards  to  its  construction 
subcontractors,  it  must  exercise  more  vigilance  in  this  re- 
gard. The  Neighborhood  Development  and  Employment 
Agency  (NDEA)  reports  that  some  of  the  subcontractors 
have  not  followed  the  new  residency  verification  proce- 
dures despite  Cablevision's  directive,  and  some  of  them 
are  less  conscious  of  the  employment  requirements  than 
others. 

The  city  supports  Cablevision's  recent  request  to  its 
subcontractors  to  document  their  efforts  to  meet  the  per- 
centages specified  in  the  license  and  awaits  the  results 
with  interest.  If  subcontractors  are  not  making  a  good- 
faith  effort  to  comply,  Cablevision  should  consider  im- 
posing some  kind  of  sanctions.  However,  the  city  does 
not  believe  the  standards  are  impossible  to  meet  and  urges 
Cablevision  to  continue  its  effort  to  provide  Boston  resi- 
dents, minorities  and  women  with  a  fair  share  of  the  jobs. 
Permanent  Jobs 

The  same  employment  requirements  apply  to  Cablevi- 
sion's permanent  workforce.  As  of  December  9,  1983, 
Cablevision  employed  27  percent  minorities,  33  percent 
women  and  75  percent  Boston  residents  from  a  total  of 
308  full-time  staffers. 

The  city  praises  Cablevision's  record  in  this  regard  al- 
though the  employment  of  minorities  in  management  po- 
sitions could  be  improved.  We  also  commend 
Cablevision  for  initiating  residency  verification  proce- 
dures for  its  permanent  employees. 

Further  we  commend  Cablevision  for  its  widespread 
advertising  of  all  employment  opportunities  and  for  its 
efforts  to  reach  out  to  all  sectors  of  the  community. 
Training 

Cablevision  has  sponsored  a  variety  of  training  pro- 
grams in  fulfillment  of  its  license  commitment  to  train 
Boston  residents  for  jobs  in  cable  communications. 

The  city  is  pleased  to  note  that  of  292  people  trained, 
238  were  Boston  residents  and  that  a  large  percentage  of 
these  people  have  been  retained.  We  are  also  pleased  that 
Cablevision  has  trained  a  significant  percentage  of 
women  and  minorities. 

Cablevision  has  stated  that  it  may  contract  for  two  new 
technical  training  programs  as  well  as  continue  in-house 
training  of  sales  and  customer  service  representatives. 
We  urge  Cablevision  to  do  so  in  an  effort  to  provide  as 
many  jobs  as  possible  to  Boston  residents. 
Procurement 

According  to  section  13.5  of  the  license,  Cablevision 
must  use  its  best  efforts  to  purchase  10  percent  of  all  serv- 
ices, materials  and  equipment  (with  some  exemptions) 
for  the  construction  and  operation  of  the  system  from 
competitively-priced,  minority-owned,  Boston-based 
businesses. 

Cablevision  has  failed  to  meet  the  license  requirement 
with  less  than  1  percent  of  all  services  and  equipment  pur- 
chased from  minority -owned  businesses  in  Boston.  Cur- 
rently, Cablevision  does  not  have  any  local  minority 
construction  contractors  participating  in  the  build  of  the 
system.  Cablevision  is  presently  considering  contracting 
with  two  local  minority  enterprises.  The  city  encourages 
this  and  urges  Cablevision  to  increase  its  advertising  and 
outreach  to  identify  potential  minority -owned  businesses 
in  Boston. 


Financial 

The  city  has  performed  a  brief  evaluation  of  the  finani- 
cal  aspects  of  the  cable  system.  The  report  is  attached  to 
this  letter  as  Exhibit  A. 
Service  to  Public  Institutions 
Connections  to  Universal  Basic  Service 

The  license  (sec.  7.3)  requires  Cablevision  to  provide 
free  connections  to  the  Universal  Basic  Service  (UBS)  as 
well  as  UBS  service  to  all  municipal  buildings,  including 
police,  fire,  schools,  etc.  as  construction  proceeds  on  a 
neighborhood-by-neighborhood  basis.  Cablevision  has 
failed  to  meet  this  commitment.  No  connectors  were 
made  until  recently;  to  date,  Cablevision  has  made  only 
twenty  connections.  Further,  Cablevision  has  failed  to 
provide  free  UBS  service  to  non-residential  public  build- 
ings as  required  by  the  license. 

The  city  understands  Cablevision's  pressing  need  to  in- 
crease its  residential  subscriber  base  as  quickly  as  possi- 
ble, but  the  current  rate  of  UBS  connections  fcr  public 
institutions  is  unacceptable.  We  are  encouraged  by 
Cablevision's  commitment  to  schedule  installations  over 
the  next  several  weeks  until  all  designated  institutions  re- 
ceive a  UBS  drop.  It  is  imperative  that  connections  con- 
tinually be  made  as  construction  proceeds. 
Public  Institutional  Network  Connections 

Equally,  if  not  more  serious,  is  Cablevision's  failure  to 
provide  free  connections  to  the  Public  Institutional  Net- 
work ("PIN")  to  designated  public  institutions  in  Boston 
(sec.  7.5).  Cablevision  is  required  to  make  these  connec- 
tions as  construction  proceeds  on  a  neighborhood-by- 
neighborhood  basis.  To  date,  only  ten  municipal  sites 
have  received  connections. 

At  the  hearing,  Mr.  Thompson  stated  that  providing 
PIN  connections  is  very  expensive  and  intimated  that  the 
city  and  the  Foundation  have  not  been  responsible  in  their 
designations.  The  city  disagrees  and  has  "reason  to  be- 
lieve the  institutions  designated  will  make  regular  use  of 
the  connection"  as  required  by  the  license. 

Despite  this,  the  city  is  willing  to  discuss  criteria  for 
PIN  designations  with  Cablevision  and  the  Boston  Com- 
munity Access  and  Programming  Foundation  in  an  effort 
to  resolve  policy  questions  and  hasten  the  successful  de- 
velopment of  the  PIN. 

To  date,  however,  Cablevision  has  not  met  its  obliga- 
tion to  connect  public  institutions  to  the  PIN  and  is  in  vio- 
lation of  the  requirements  in  this  area. 
Boston  Housing  Authority  (BHA) 

Throughout  the  licensing  process ,  the  city  made  it  clear 
to  Cablevision  that  the  provision  of  cable  service  to  BHA 
tenants  was  a  priority. 

The  city  is  concerned  about  four  major  problem  areas 
with  the  BHA: 

1)  Cablevision's  failure  to  submit  consistent  and  accu- 
rate wiring  timetables  for  BHA  developments: 

2)  Cablevision's  slowness  in  wiring  the  development 
in  neighborhoods  where  cable  service  is  available: 

3)  Cablevision's  plan  to  wire  a  large  percentage  of 
BHA  developments  located  in  predominantly  mi- 
nority areas  of  the  city  at  the  end  of  the  construction 
schedule; 

4)  Cablevision's  failure  to  communicate  in  a  timely 
and  clear  manner  with  BHA  residents  and  field  per- 
sonnel concerning  wiring  schedules  and/or  sales 
practices. 

The  city  is  encouraged  that  Cablevision  has  recently 
agreed  to  redesign  the  cable  system  in  order  to  accelerate 
construction  of  three  BHA  developments  in  the  Mission 
Hill  area.  We  are  told  by  both  Cablevision  and  the  BHA 
that  the  final  agreement  will  be  signed  forthwith. 

The  city  is  also  pleased  that  Cablevision  has  prepared 
marketing  materials  specifically  for  BHA  residents  and  is 
working  with  its  subcontractors  in  an  effort  to  ameliorate 
the  communication  problem. 
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However,  the  fact  remains  that  to  date,  only  a  few  BHA 
developments  actually  receive  cable  service  although 
several  more  have  been  wired.  Cablevision's  slowness  in 
this  regard  is  unacceptable.  We  are  also  dismayed  that 
Cablevision  has  not  connected  any  BHA  buildings  to  the 
PIN  as  required  by  license  sec.  7.4. 

We  hope  and  expect  that,  with  the  signing  of  the  agree- 
ment between  Cablevision  and  the  BHA,  these  problems 
will  be  resolved.  It  is  imperative  that  Cablevision  make 
cable  service  available  to  BHA  developments  in  a  timely 
and  responsive  manner. 
The  Boston  Community  Access 
&  Programming  Foundation,  Inc. 
("the  Foundation") 

The  city  is  pleased  that  Cablevision  has  made  prompt 
payments  to  the  Foundation  but  is  concerned  about  a 
number  of  problems  which  we  hope  can  be  resolved 
quickly. 

As  discussed  above,  we  are  concerned  that  Cablevision 
has  not  built  a  studio  after  one  full  year  of  operation. 
Without  studio  capacity,  the  Foundation  cannot  fulfill  its 
mandate  to  ensure  public  access  to  the  cable  system. 

We  are  also  dismayed  that  the  Foundation  encountered 
long  delays  before  Cablevision  made  a  mobile  van  and 
equipment  available.  Although  Cablevision  has  taken 
steps  to  provide  some  of  the  required  equipment,  we  trust 
that  in  the  future  Cablevision  will  honor  its  commitment 
to  the  Foundation  in  a  more  timely  manner.  Without 
equipment,  the  opportunity  for  the  public  to  produce  pro- 
gramming is  severely  limited. 

Additionally,  the  city  is  concerned  that  Cablevision  has 
failed  to  provide  and  PIN  connections  for  institutions  des- 
ignated by  the  Foundation.  Recently,  Cablevision  agreed 
to  activate  PIN  connections  for  six  pilot  projects,  but  as 
discussed  above,  it  is  important  for  the  city,  the  Founda- 
tion and  Cablevision  to  work  together  to  develop  a  plan 
for  the  city  wide  development  of  the  PIN. 

Finally,  the  Foundation  has  questioned  the  rate 
Cablevision  is  charging  for  cablecast  operations.  Since 
the  Foundation  believes  the  rate  is  not  justifiable,  the  city 
encourages  Cablevision  and  the  Foundation  to  work  to- 
gether to  resolve  this  issue. 
Services  to  the  Hearing-Impaired 

The  city  is  pleased  to  learn  that  Cablevision  has  taken 
action  to  provide  meaningful  and  useful  programming  for 
Boston's  hearing-impaired  population. 

We  encourage  your  efforts  to  work  with  an  advisory 
board  which  can  offer  suggestions  and  ideas  for  program- 
ming to  best  serve  the  needs  of  the  deaf  and  hearing-im- 
paired community.  Your  decision  to  include  "The  Silent 
Network"  in  Omnibus  and  your  involvement  in  a  special 
project  to  produce  a  teleplay  are  positive  steps,  and  we 
urge  you  to  cohtinue  your  efforts  so  that  a  comprehen- 
sive, satisfactory  plan  can  be  in  place  by  March  1984,  as 
required  by  the  license. 
Conclusion 

The  city  is  very  pleased  with  Cablevision's  construc- 
tion progress  and  its  accelerated  construction  schedule. 
We  note  that,  according  to  surveys  of  East  Boston  and 
Charlestown  residents  conducted  in  July  and  September 
1983,  respectively,  customer  satisfaction  was  quite  high. 
In  both  neighborhoods,  over  70  percent  of  the  respon- 
dents reported  that  cable  programming  met  their  expecta- 
tions. 

Nonetheless,  it  is  important  for  the  incoming  adminis- 
tration and  Cablevision  to  work  together  to  resolve  the 
problems  discussed  above  to  ensure  that  all  residents  of 
Boston  derive  the  maximum  benefit  from  the  cable  sys- 
tem. The  resolution  of  these  issues  will  require  continued 
and  concerted  communication  and  cooperation  between 
the  city  and  Cablevision.  We  are  confident  that  any  prob- 
lems will  be  quickly  and  successfully  solved  in  the  com- 
ing months.

Dear  Mayor  White: 

I  have  reviewed  the  financial  information  provided  by 
Cablevision  at  the  performance  evaluation  session  and  by 
Ron  Fortin,  Cablevision's  controller,  in  subsequent  tele- 
phone conversations.  The  picture  which  emerges  is  one 
in  which  Cablevision  has  fewer  subscribers  and  lower 
revenues  than  projected,  and  greater  expenses  in  relation 
to  its  revenues  than  anticipated.  Cablevision  has  not  met 
some  of  the  benchmarks  for  system  development  pre- 
scribed by  the  financing  documents.  However,  it  also  ap- 
pears that  Cablevision  is  remedying  its  difficulties  as  it 
constructs  the  system. 

Cablevision  thinks  there  are  219,000  marketable  units 
(occupied  housing  units),  a  figure  which  is  lower  than  its 
original  estimate  of  250,000.  Cablevision  reported  that  it 
has  built  (released  for  marketing)  275  miles  of  plant  as  of 
November  30,  1983.  When  measured  against  the  total 
plant  for  the  system  (728  miles),  it  has  thus  built  38  per- 
cent of  the  system.  Cablevision  reports  further  that  it  has 
passed  105,579  homes  and  marketed  56,881  homes  as  of 
November  30. 

According  to  Ron  Fortin,  22,740  households  were  sub- 
scribers as  of  November  30.  This  figure  is  calculated  as 
the  sum  of  subscribers  for  the  Rainbow  Gold,  Rainbow 
Plus,  Rainbow,  Omnibus,  and  Universal  Basic  service 
packages.  On  this  basis,  the  penetration  rate  (Subscribers 
v.  Homes  Marketed)  is  39.9  percent.  Cablevision  is  be- 
hind its  projection  in  its  offering  memorandum  as  to  the 
number  of  subscribers  it  will  have  by  year  end  1983, 
which  was  52,942.  Even  if  it  reaches  its  estimate  of 
30,000  subscribers  by  year  end,  it  will  still  have  reached 
only  57  percent  of  its  projection  for  1983. 

We  have  an  approximate  number  of  total  subscribers  at 
month  end  for  the  period  January-November,  1983.  The 
figures  are  as  follows:  1 .  January,  30;  2,  February,  30;  3. 
March,  180;  4.  April,  700;  5.  May,  2,000;  6.  June, 
5,000;  7.  July,  7,000;  8.  August,  9,500;  9.  September, 
13,000;  10.  October,  19,000;  11.  November,  23,000. 

Cablevision  projects  that  it  will  have  a  total  of  100,000 
subscribers  by  the  end  of  1984.  However,  to  meet  such  a 
projection,  Cablevision  would  have  to  attract  new  sub- 
scribers at  the  rate  of  more  than  6,000  subscribers  per 
month  for  the  thirteen  months  after  November,  1983. 
That  is  a  rate  which  Cablevision  has  met  during  only  one 
month  thus  far  in  1983.  Its  average  rate  for  the  last  three 
months  has  been  4,500  new  subscribers  per  month.  As- 
suming that  rate  of  growth  remains  constant,  Cablevision 
will  have  8 1 ,000  subscribers  by  December  3 1 ,  1984. 

Gross  revenue  figures  are  available  only  for  the  first 
nine  months,  and  they  equal  $1 ,018,007  of  which  76  per- 
cent comes  from  installation  fees.  This  percentage  is  not 
surprising  since  59  percent  of  Cablevision's  customers 
have  begun  their  subscriptions  during  the  last  three 
months  of  the  reporting  period.  The  revenue  per  sub- 
scriber for  the  first  nine  months  averages  $27.19  per 
month.  Cablevision  had  approximately  13,000  sub- 
scribers as  of  September  30.  On  this  basis,  Cablevision 
has  not  met  the  benchmark  for  subscriber  equivalents  in 
its  loan  agreement.  (See  s.  7.9  of  the  loan  agreement, 
which  requires  that  Cablevision  have  26,000  subscribers 
paying  an  average  rate  of  $28  per  month  as  of  September 

30,  1983,  and  40,000  such  subscribers  as  of  December 

31,  1983.) 

The  income  statement  for  the  first  nine  months  shows  a 
net  loss  of  $4,120,216.  While  this  figure  is  lower  than 
Cablevision  projected  for  this  period,  the  ratio  of  direct 
operating  expenses  to  operating  revenue  (3.5:1)  is  far 
higher  than  Cablevision  projected  for  this  period.  The 
consequence,  of  course,  is  that  Cablevision  must  feel  in- 
tense internal  pressure  to  reduce  its  expenses  until  it  has 
increased  revenue  from  operations.  Moreover,  Cablevi- 
sion is  likely  to  press  for  the  recently  proposed  rate  in- 
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crease.  The  internal  pressure  on  Cablevision  will 
increase  if  it  is  not  successful  in  A)  increasing  its  sub- 
scriber base  to  100,000  during  the  next  year;  and  B)  in- 
creasing its  average  revenues  per  subscriber  to  $28  per 
month.  The  problems  Cablevision  may  have  in  attaining 
100,000  subscribers  were  discussed  earlier.  It  is  not  yet 
clear  whether  Cablevision  will  be  successful  in  attaining 
average  revenues  per  subscriber  of  $28  per  month  over 
the  long  haul.  Thus  far,  24  percent  of  gross  revenues  are 
from  subscriber  services,  and  that  is  too  small  a  figure  to 
analyze  meaningfully. 

Cablevision  supplied  information  as  to  the  number  of 
subscribers  for  each  service  as  of  November  30,  1983 .  It 
is  not  possible  to  analyze  that  information  and  derive  a 
figure  for  monthly  revenues  per  subscriber.  Anomalies  in 
the  reported  data,  arising  from  changes  in  Cablevision 's 
marketing  strategy,  make  the  numbers  appear  internally 
inconsistent.  There  has  not  been  enough  time  for 
Cablevision  to  correct  these  numbers. 

There  are  two  other  matters  which  deserve  comment. 
First,  Cablevision  appears  to  have  done  little,  if  any- 
thing, to  prepare  to  offer  income  bonds  to  the  residents 
and  institutions  of  the  city.  The  city  administration  should 
strongly  urge  Cablevision  to  keep  this  commitment.  Not 
only  is  the  income  bond  program  required  by  the  license 
(see  section  10(d)),  but  the  philosophy  behind  the  pro- 
gram is  important.  The  residents  and  institutions  of  the 
city  should  have  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  the 
growth  of  the  system. 

Second,  Cablevision  appears  to  have  done  little,  if  any- 
thing, to  prepare  to  offer  long-term  debentures  to  replace 
$30  million  of  its  current  debt.  The  city  administration 
should  encourage  Cablevision  to  keep  this  commitment 
as  well.  If  at  some  point  Cablevision  feels  it  is  not  in  the 
best  interests  of  the  system  to  keep  this  commitment,  the 
city  should  be  given  a  full  explanation  well  in  advance  of  a 
final  decision.

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Introduction 

This  report  on  compensation  for  the  Boston  School 
Committee  is  the  second  report  of  the  Boston  Compensa- 
tion Advisory  Board  since  it  was  established  by  ordi- 
nance passed  by  the  City  Council  and  signed  by  the 
Mayor  in  August,  1986. 

The  first  report  dealt  with  the  salaries  of  the  Mayor  and 
senior  managers  in  city  government  whose  compensation 
is  set  by  ordinance.  The  issue  of  a  stipend  for  the  School 
Committee  arose  during  the  first  study,  and  the  Compen- 
sation Advisory  Board  chose  to  defer  a  recommendation 
until  this  time  in  order  to  study  the  matter  futher. 

Data  were  collected  in  much  the  same  manner  as  for  the 
earlier  study:  by  surveys  of  other  cities,  written  and  oral 
testimony  from  interested  parties,  and  studies  done  by  the 
Municipal  Research  Bureau. 
Background 

Traditionally,  school  committees  in  Massachusetts 
have  not  been  paid.  There  were  exceptions:  school  com- 
mittees in  superintendency  unions,  which  tend  to  be  the 
smaller  districts  in  the  state,  have  been  paid  for  many 
years.  In  1982,  the  law  was  amended  by  chapter  296  to 
permit  payment  to  all  school  committee  members  with 
the  approval  of  the  appropriate  authority  in  the  city  or 
town. 

In  April  1986,  Mayor  Flynn  approved  a  home  rule  peti- 
tion which  was  passed  by  the  City  Council  to  amend  Bos- 
ton's charter  to  authorize  compensation  to  the  members 
of  the  School  Committee.  The  home  rule  petition  was 
passed  by  the  Legislature  and  signed  into  law  by  the  Gov- 
ernor in  July  1986. 
Recommendation 

The  Compensation  Advisory  Board  recommends  that 

the  members  of  the  Boston  School  Committee  be  paid  a 

stipend  of$15, 000  per  year  effective  January  1,  1987, 

with  the  following  conditions: 

1 .  That  each  School  Committee  Member  be  allo- 
ted  only  one  staff  person  to  serve  in  a  secretarial- 
/clerical  capacity  with  a  salary  not  to  exceed 
$22,500. 

2.  That  the  School  Committee  appoint  one  indi- 
vidual to  the  central  staff  to  serve  as  an  ombudsman 
responsible  for  constituent  compliants  and  a  second 
individual  to  serve  as  an  education  policy  specialist 
to  assist  the  Committee  with  policy  issues. 

In  studying  the  compensation  of  elected  officials  and 
senior  managers  in  government  the  Compensation  Advi- 
sory Board  took  as  its  guiding  principle  the  need  to  insure 
that  government  can  attract  competent  people  who  reflect 
the  diversity  of  the  citizens  they  serve  and  who  will  carry 
out  the  proper  functions  of  their  jobs  efficiently  and  effec- 
tively. 

The  question  of  the  amount  of  payment  for  members  of 
the  Boston  School  Committee  is  complicated  by  the  fact 
that  it  is  a  fairly  new  concept  in  this  state  and  across  the 
country.  We  have  found  that  fifty-seven  school  commit- 
tees in  Massachusetts  pay  their  members,  and  the  number 
seems  to  be  growing  each  year.  Payments  range  from 
hourly  or  meeting  rates  to  $10,000  per  year  in  Cam- 
bridge. Generally,  the  larger  communities  pay  more  than 
the  smaller  ones. 

Across  the  nation  the  findings  are  as  disparate  as  in 
Massachusetts.  Some  large  cities  do  not  pay  their  school 
committee  members;  but  in  other  cities  members  are  paid 
as  high  as  $  1 8,000  per  year. 

The  Compensation  Advisory  Board  believes  that  it  is 
necessary  to  compensate  the  members  of  the  Boston 
School  Committee  at  the  level  proposed  because  of  the 
overall  responsibility  of  a  school  committee  member. 
The  Boston  School  Department  is  a  $300-million-dollar 
operation  for  which  the  committee  members  are  legally 
responsible.  A  great  deal  of  time,  up  to  twenty  hours  per 
week,  according  to  School  Committee  members,  is  re- 
quired to  fulfill  the  obligations  of  the  office. 


Just  as  important ,  however,  is  the  need  to  insure  that  the 
doors  to  participation  on  the  School  Committee  are  kept 
open  so  that  members  of  the  community  with  sincere  and 
direct  interest  in  the  school  children  are  encouraged  to 
serve. 

Testimony  received  by  the  Board,  both  from  members 
of  the  Boston  School  Committee  and  from  other  individ- 
uals, repeatedly  referred  to  the  Committee  as  a  policy- 
making body  analagous  to  the  board  of  directors  of  a 
corporation.  Yet,  the  most  frequent  criticism  of  the  Com- 
mittee was  its  continual  interference  in  the  day-to-day  op- 
erations of  the  School  Department  and  the  usurping  of  the 
authority  and  responsibilities  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  Board  of  directors  are  not  involved  in  the  day- 
to-day  operations  of  their  corporations.  Rather  their 
function  is  establish  the  policy  and  objectives  of  the  orga- 
nization and  hold  the  chief  executive  officer  accountable 
for  achieving  those  objectives. 

The  School  Committee  members  do  have  a  valid  issue 
when  they  claim  that  they  provide  constituent  services  to 
parents  who  are  stymied  by  the  moribund  bureaucracy  of 
the  school  system.  But  to  have  thirteen  different  persons 
sorting  through  the  bureaucacy  to  solve  a  problem  is 
likely  to  be  inefficient  and  does  little  to  promote  account- 
ability in  the  Superintendent  and  his  staff.  The  Board  be- 
lieves that  by  coordinating  the  services  to  constituents  in 
one  ombudsman,  subject  to  the  oversight  of  the  president 
of  the  Committee,  and  with  regular  reports  on  the  nature 
of  the  constituent  complaints,  the  bureaucracy  of  the 
school  system  can  be  held  more  accountable. 

In  addition,  the  School  Committee  has  relied  on  its 
staff,  they  claim,  to  provide  policy  research  for  them  on 
issues  facing  the  Committee.  The  Board  believes  the  re- 
sources of  the  professional  educators  on  the  Superintend- 
ent 's  staff  should  be  sufficient  for  that  advice .  However,  a 
policy  specialist  would  be  a  useful  addition  to  the  central 
staff  of  the  Committee,  subject  to  the  oversight  of  the 
president  of  the  Committee,  to  coordinate  the  Commit- 
tee's research  requests  and  to  review  answers  to  their 
questions  for  completeness.  The  work  of  the  ombudsman 
and  policy  specialist  are  interrelated  since  the  concerns  of 
parents  documented  by  the  ombudsman  might  require  a 
policy  response  by  the  School  Committee. 

The  costs  of  proposals  to  compensate  the  members  of 
the  School  Committee  were  not  a  major  factor  in  the  final 
determination  of  the  Board.  But  it  is  interesting  to  note 
that  the  cost  of  this  proposal  is  slightly  less  than  the  cur- 
rent expenses  of  the  School  Committee  ($559,000).  The 
cost  of  this  proposal  would  be  significantly  less  than  the 
cost  of  any  proposal  to  pay  the  members  of  the  Committee 
while  maintaining  its  current  staffing  structure. 
Estimated  Costs 

13  x  $15,000     =  $195,000    (stipend) 
13  X  $22,500     =  $292,500    (secretary) 
Ombudsman     =  $  30,000 

Policy  Specialist     =  $  40,000 

Total  $557,500 

In  summary,  the  Compensation  Advisory  Board  be- 
lieves that  its  recommendation  concerning  payment  to  the 
Boston  School  Committee  is  within  its  mandate  to  estab- 
lish a  compensation  policy  that  will  insure  that  govern- 
ment can  attract  and  retain  talented  individuals  to  carry 
out  its  proper  functions.  Rather  than  acting  as  thirteen 
individuals  in  charge  of  thirteen  personal  preserves,  the 
Committee  must  act  in  concert  to  hold  the  Superintendent 
and  his  staff  accountable  for  the  policies  that  the  Commit- 
tee establishes  for  the  school  system.  It  is  our  hope  that 
this  compensation  policy  will  help  the  Boston  School 
Committee  act  more  like  a  Board  of"  Directors  and  direct 
its  energy  in  a  cohesive  fashion  to  policy-making  and 
evaluation  of  the  success  of  the  implementation  of  the 
policy.

The  Assess- 
ing Department  may  notify  all  taxpayers  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  and  provide  them  with  a 
blank  Affidavit  of  Principal  Occupancy  form. 

b.  In  the  event  tide  to  a  parcel  of  property  is  held 
by  any  legal  form  or  entity  other  than  by  a  natural 
person,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  U.S.  Govern- 
ment, the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  trusts, 
estates,  corporations,  and  partnerships,  said  entity 
shall  be  required  to  file  an  Affidavit  of  Principal  Oc- 
cupancy naming  the  principal  or  designated  legal 
representative  of  such  entity  and  his  or  her  true  ad- 
dress. 

c.  The  Assessing  Department  shall  notify  prop- 
erty owners  described  in  subsections  a  and  b  of  the 
requirements  of  this  ordinance  and  shall  make  such 
initial  notice  in  two  consecutive  billing  periods  in 
one  tax  year,  and  shall  thereafter  provide  Affidavit  of 
Principal  Occupancy  forms  to  all  owners.  The  Com- 
missioner of  Assessing  may  subdivide  categories  of 
property  owners  for  selective  mailings  relative  to  the 
notification  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

d.  When  a  parcel  of  property  is  sold  or  transfer- 
red, the  new  owner  shall  be  required  within  sixty 
days  to  file  with  the  Assessing  Department  an  Affi- 
davit of  Principal  Occupancy.  The  Assessing  De- 
partment shall  make  such  forms  available. 

e.  Insofar  as  necessary,  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Assessing  Department  shall  notify  other  city  depart- 
ments and  agencies  of  the  responsiblity  under  this 
ordinance  relative  to  requiring  all  owners  to  list  their 
principal  address  with  the  Assessing  Department  on 
Affidavit  of  Principal  Occupancy  forms  supplied  by 
the  Commissioner  of  Assessing  and  any  city -owned 
property  that  shall  be  sold  or  transferred  shall  have 
said  forms  executed  and  filed  with  the  Assessing  De- 
partment. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  are  sever- 
able and  if  any  of  its  provisions  are  deemed  unconstitu- 
tional or  otherwise  invalid  by  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction,  the  decision  of  the  court  shall  not  affect  or 
impair  any  remaining  provisions. 
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Section  3.  This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws  chapter  43B ,  section  1 3 ,  and  any  other  applica- 
ble law,  as  follows: 

Section  1 .  There  shall  be  hereby  established  in  the  City 
of  Boston  "The  Comparable  Worth  Commission,"  here- 
inafter referred  to  as  the  "CWC." 

Section  2.  Definitions.  The  following  terms  shall  have 
the  meaning  as  prescribed  herein,  unless  the  context  of 
this  ordinance  demands  otherwise. 

Comparable  Worth  Commission  or  CWC  shall  mean 
the  commission  of  the  City  of  Boston  created  by  this  ordi- 
nance. 

Comparable  Worth  shall  mean  the  equalization  of  the 
salary  levels  of  employment  for  males,  females,  and  mi- 
norities in  similar  or  comparable  job  positions  in  the  em- 
ploy of  the  City  of  Boston,  its  departments,  agencies, 
boards,  commissions  and/or  offices. 

Commission  of  Women  shall  mean  the  division  within 
the  Mayor's  office  created  by  chapter  35  of  the  Ordi- 
nances of  1984  its  successors  or  assigns. 

Section  3.  The  CWC  shall  consist  of  seven  members, 
appointed  by  the  Mayor,  except  as  otherwise  designated, 
to  serve  a  term  that  is  co-terminous  with  that  of  the 
Mayor.  The  members  of  the  CWC  shall  be  as  follows: 

1 .  A  woman  or  minority  member  of  the  City  Council 
designated  by  the  President  of  the  City  Council  to 
serve  ex  officio. 

2.  The  director  or  advisor  to  the  Mayor  of  the  Com- 
mission on  Women  to  serve  ex  officio. 

3.  The  director  of  the  City  of  Boston  Personnel  De- 
partment to  serve  ex  officio. 

4.  An  appointee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  in  attorney  fa- 
miliar with  labor  law. 

5 .  An  appointee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  a  representative 
of  a  labor  union  currently  under  contract  with  the 
City  of  Boston. 

6.  An  appointee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  a  representative 
of  a  national  or  statewide  women's  organization  such 
as,  but  not  limited  to,  the  National  Organization  for 
Women. 


7.  An  appointee  of  the  Mayor  who  is  employed  as  a 
professional  in  the  personnel  field  from  the  private 
sector. 

Members  of  the  CWC  shall  serve  without  compensa- 
tion and  ex  officio  members  shall  serve  without  increase 
in  their  salary. 

Section  4.  The  CWC  shall  be  empowered  to  conduct  a 
study  to  investigate,  hold  hearings,  take  testimony,  re- 
search and  report  on  the  feasibility  of  implementing  a 
comparable  worth  plan  for  the  City  of  Boston  and  its  em- 
ployees and  job  positions.  Said  study  shall  be  in  the  form 
of  a  report  filed  with  the  City  Clerk  to  be  transmitted  to 
the  Mayor  and  the  City  Council  within  six  months  of  the 
effective  day  of  this  ordinance,  the  Commission  on  Wom- 
en's office  shall  provide  secretarial,  office  and  support 
services  for  the  CWC .

INTERIM  REPORT  ON  ORDINANCE  AMENDING 
THE  RENTAL  HOUSING  EQUITY  ORDINANCE 

Coun.  HENNIGAN,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on 
Housing,  submitted  the  following: 

Interim  report  on  Docket  No.  0973,  ordinance  amend- 
ing the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance  (referred  Au- 
gust 13)  —  recommending  that  the  ordinance  be  carried 
over  into  the  new  year. 


Interim  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Housing 

1986  began  with  a  great  deal  of  confusion  for  Boston 
tenants,  developers  and  landlords  following  the  passage 
of  an  amendment  (section  10A)  to  the  Rental  Housing  Eq- 
uity Ordinance  (chapter  34).  Section  10A,  requiring  re- 
moval permits  for  all  condominium  and  cooperative 
conversions,  was  aimed  at  eliminating  investor-owned 
units  but  affected  all  condominium  and  cooperative  con- 
versions and  subsequent  sales.  On  February  24.  1986, 
the  Boston  City  Council's  Committee  on  Housing  held  a 
hearing  which  provided  the  public  its  first  opportunity  to 
be  informed  on  the  ordinance's  goals  and  its  desired  ef- 
fect on  Boston's  housing  market.  The  hearings  also  pro- 
vided tenants,  developers  and  landlords  an  opportunity  to 
express  their  thoughts  on  how  section  10A  could  be  most 
effectively  and  efficiently  implemented  through  Rent  Eq- 
uity Board  regulations. 
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In  February  of  1986,  the  Boston  Rent  Equity  Board  is- 
sued regulations  (Regulation  14)  to  implement  section 
10A  and  held  hearings  on  March  6, 1986,  to  accept  public 
testimony  on  the  regulations.  Even  though  these  regula- 
tions provided  specific  procedures  and  guidelines  on  who 
was  required  by  law  to  apply  for  removal  permits  there 
remained  a  great  deal  of  confusion.  In  addition,  some 
City  Councillors  who  had  voted  for  the  legislation  stated 
that  the  rules  and  regulations  did  not  represent  the  intent 
of  the  legislation.  The  Removal  Permit  System  was  chal- 
lenged in  court  but  a  decision  was  not  rendered  until  July 
of  1986,  and  this  delay  caused  further  confusion  and  un- 
certainty. 

I  saw  my  goal  as  chair  of  the  Committee  on  Housing  to 
foster  a  better  working  relationship  among  tenants,  de- 
velopers, landlords,  and  the  Boston  Rent  Equity  Board 
that  would  eliminate  confusion  and  suspicion  as  well  as 
protecting  tenants  while  increasing  the  supply  of  decent 
affordable  housing  in  Boston.  Toward  this  goal,  1986 
marked  the  improvement  of  relations  between  tenants 
and  developers  bringing  differing  factions  together  on  a 
number  of  condominium  conversion  projects  across  the 
city,  but  four  projects  in  particular  point  to  the  benefits  for 
all  that  resulted  from  an  improved  relationship  between 
developers  and  tenants.  The  four  projects  are  the 
Westgate  Complex,  Custer  Street,  Colliston  Road,  and 
the  Fenmore  Building.  Westgate,  Colliston  Road  and  the 
Fenmore  were  all  agreed  upon  after  section  10A  was 
struck  down  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court.  Despite  this, 
the  protections  agreed  upon  were  greater  than  those 
which  would  have  been  afforded  by  section  10A.  This 
spirit  of  cooperation  and  the  development  of  a  better 
working  relationship  points  to  the  willingness  of  tenants, 
developers  and  both  appointed  and  elected  city  officials 
to  work  together  toward  common  goals.  Outlined  below 
is  a  brief  description  of  each  project  agreement. 
Westgate  —  West  Roxbury,  323  units. 

This  complex  on  the  West  Roxbury/Chestnut  Hill 
border  was  sold  in  November  of  1985  and  the  ninety -day 
right  of  first  refusal  for  tenants  had  not  expired  when  the 
Council  passed  section  10A  on  December  18,  1986. 
Through  negotiations  with  the  owners,  tenants  and  the 
Boston  Rent  Equity  Board  the  following  conditions  were 
agreed  to: 

Life  tenancy  for  all  tenants  who  occupied  units  as  of 
November  of  1985; 

Discounted  prices  for  tenants  choosing  to  purchase 
their  units  as  well  as  the  option  to  purchase  any  unit 
other  than  their  own  if  that  unit  was  vacant; 
All  vacant  units  be  sold  to  owner  occupants; 
Approximately  $1.5  million  in  capital  improve- 
ments be  made  to  the  complex; 
Right  of  first  refusal  for  those  who  occupy  investor 
owned  when  the  investor  sells  the  unit. 

When  section  10A  was  struck  down  by  the  Massachu- 
setts Supreme  Judicial  Court  in  July  of  1986,  the  devel- 
opers of  Westgate  sought  to  assure  tenants  and  owners 
that  the  conditions  agreed  to  would  be  strictly  adhered  to. 
In  an  effort  to  insure  this,  covenant  agreements  for  all 
investor  units  were  filed  with  each  unit  deed  to  prevent 
future  evictions. 
Custer  Street  —  Jamaica  Plain,  27  Units. 

The  Custer  Street  agreement  was  reached  while  section 
10A  was  still  in  effect.  The  agreement  allowed  approxi- 
mately twelve  tenants,  many  first-time  homebuyers  to 
purchase  their  units  at  deeply  discounted  prices.  Other 
key  elements  of  the  agreement  included: 

Discounted  prices  for  tenants  choosing  to  purchase 
their  units  as  well  as  the  option  to  purchase  any  unit 
other  than  their  own  if  that  unit  was  vacant; 
Life  tenancy  for  all  tenants  occupying  units  at  the 
time  of  conversion; 


All  vacant  units  sold  to  owner  occupants; 

Kitchen  and  bathroom  repairs  made  to  individual 

units  at  cost  to  the  owner  of  the  unit. 

Colliston  Road  —  Brighton,  28  Units. 

Negotiations  among  Councillors  McLaughlin,  Henni- 
gan,  and  the  owners  and  tenants  of  this  building  took 
place  while  section  10A  was  in  effect  but  were  still  in 
progress  when  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  struck  it 
down.  Key  elements  of  the  agreement  included: 

Discounted  prices  for  tenants  choosing  to  purchase 
their  units  as  well  as  the  option  to  purchase  any  unit 
other  than  their  own  if  that  unit  was  vacant; 
Eviction  ban  for  those  who  chose  not  to  buy  their 
units; 

Rent  increases  for  those  who  chose  not  to  buy  are 
limited  to  seven  percent  per  year; 
First  right  of  refusal  for  those  living  in  investor- 
owned  units  when  investor  sells; 
Inconvenience  payment  equal  to  one  month's  rent  for 
inconvenience  caused  by  repairs  to  the  building  and 
individual  units; 
Local  management  for  all  investor  owned  units. 

The  Fenmore  —  Fenway  Area,  204  Units. 

Negotiations  among  Councillors  Scondras,  Hennigan, 
and  the  owners  and  tenants  of  the  Fenmore  were  under 
way  when  section  10A  was  struck  down.  Key  elements  of 
the  agreement  included: 

Life  tenancy  for  all  tenants  occupying  their  units  at 

the  time  of  conversion; 

Discounted  prices  for  tenants  choosing  to  purchase 

their  units  as  well  as  the  option  to  purchase  any  unit 

other  than  their  own  if  that  unit  was  vacant; 

Developer  offered  financing  to  tenants  choosing  to 

purchase  their  units; 

$1  million  in  capital  improvements  to  the  building. 

When  section  10A  was  struck  down  negotiations  pro- 
ceeded and  the  protections  agreed  upon  were  greater  than 
would  have  been  provided  by  provisions  of  section  10A. 

Each  one  of  the  above  projects  resulted  in  increased 
protections  for  tenants  of  apartments  converted  to  condo- 
miniums. In  addition,  each  agreement  resulted  in  an  in- 
creased opportunity  for  home  ownership  for  those  who 
might  not  have  otherwise  had  such  an  opportunity.  Con- 
dominium conversions  in  recent  years  have  provided  ho- 
meownership  opportunities  to  many  first-time, 
home-buyers,  but  those  not  able  to  purchase  their  units 
required  protection  which  would  prevent  displacement 
and  harassment.  In  an  effort  to  prevent  such  abuses  of  the 
law,  the  Committee  on  Housing  recommended  passage 
of  an  ordinance  calling  for  increased  civil  penalties  for 
those  who  do  not  comply  with  chapter  34  to  $2,500.  The 
increase  in  penalties  did  not  pass  the  full  Council  but  strict 
enforcement  of  chapter  34  continues  by  the  Boston  Rent 
Equity  Board  and  the  Boston  Housing  Court. 

The  added  workload  of  the  Rent  Equity  Board  caused 
by  the  passage  of  section  10A  put  an  additional  burden  on 
the  already  overworked  agency.  The  Committee  on 
Housing  supported  increased  funding  for  the  Rent  Equity 
Board  and  the  hiring  of  an  office  manager,  and  it  appears 
that  the  efficiency  of  the  board  has  improved  in  the  past 
year,  but  there  remains  room  for  additional  improve- 
ment. 

The  successes  of  1986  are  due  in  large  part  to  the  will- 
ingness of  City  Councillors,  administration  officials  and 
representatives  of  both  real  estate  and  tenant  groups  to 
begin  a  dialogue  on  the  many  diverse  issues  facing  Bos- 
ton. Nineteen  eighty-seven  will  bring  many  more  chal- 
lenges for  Boston  and  the  dialogue  which  began  in  1986 
should  continue  in  the  coming  year  to  insure  that  the  con- 
cerns of  all  are  adequately  addressed  and  common  goals 
can  be  reached. 
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On  October  26,  1986,  the  Committee  on  Housing  held 
a  hearing  on  Councillor  Scondras'  proposed  amendment 
to  the  Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance.  This  far-reach- 
ing proposal  addresses  a  number  of  legitimate  concerns 
and  these  were  expanded  upon  at  the  hearing.  The  Com- 
mittee is  grateful  to  all  Councillors  for  their  input  in  the 
process  of  developing  a  fair  and  equitable  solution  to 
many  of  these  problems.  Negotiations  among  Council- 
lors, tenants  and  representatives  of  the  real  estate  indus- 
try towards  addressing  these  concerns  in  a  timely  manner 
have  been  ongoing  and  will  continue.  For  this  reason,  the 
Committee  on  Housing  requests  the  City  Clerk  to  carry 
over  Docket  No.  0973  —  An  ordinance  amending  the 
Rental  Housing  Equity  Ordinance  into  the  new  year. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Later  in  the  session  Coun.  HENNIGAN  moved  that 
Docket  No .  1372  from  the  Committee  on  Housing  be  car- 
ried over  to  the  new  year. 

The  motion  was  carried. 


who  are  entitled  to  presumption  of  innocence  while 
awaiting  arraignment  or  trial .

The  Committee  also  recommends  that  the  chairperson 
of  the  Public  Safety  Committee  in  1987  keep  vigilance  on 
the  matter  and  convene  a  hearing  in  two  to  three  months  to 
ascertain  what  progress  has  occurred. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  order  was  placed  on  file.

Howard  Wensley  of  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Health  whose  staff  conducted  extensive  inspections  in 
September,  told  the  Committee  that  no  substantial  im- 
provements in  day-to-day  conditions  had  been  found  on 
reinspections  three  months  later. 

From  testimony  received  at  the  hearing,  your  chair- 
man, along  with  Councillor  O'Neil  in  attendance,  found 
it  frankly  shocking  that  substandard  conditions  in  police 
cell  areas  continue  to  be  tolerated  within  the  department.

Section  1 .  Preamble. 

Whereas,  The  General  Court  finds  and  declares  that  a 
serious  public  emergency  exists  in  the  City  of  Boston 
with  respect  to  the  housing  and  also  the  employment  of  a 
substantial  number  of  the  citizens  of  said  city,  as  further 
described  below;  and 

Whereas,  Due  to  the  City  of  Boston's  concentrated 
population,  its  intense  land  use  by  business,  educational, 
governmental,  and  religious  entities,  its  role  as  the  center 
of  commerce  and  finance  in  New  England,  and  its  geo- 
graphic layout,  the  City  of  Boston  is  unique  in  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  not  an  adequate  supply  of  affordable 
housing  for  low-and  moderate-income  residents  of  the 
city;  and 

Whereas,  This  situation  cannot  be  readily  remedied  the 
ordinary  operations  of  private  enterprise;  and 

Whereas,  The  construction  of  new,  large-scale  com- 
mercial real  estate  developments  in  the  city  tends  to  re- 
duce the  supply  of  affordable  housing  available  to 
low-and  moderate-income  residents;  and 

Whereas,  The  construction  of  new,  large-scale  com- 
mercial real  estate  developments,  without  the  obligation 
to  mitigate  their  adverse  impact  on  the  availability  of  such 
affordable  housing,  is  contrary  to  the  public  health, 
safety,  convenience  and  welfare;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  an  urgent  need  to  supply  affordable 
housing  for  low-and  moderate-income  residents  of  the 
city  in  conjunction  with  the  construction  of  new,  large- 
scale  commercial  real  estate  developments;  and 

Whereas,  The  construction  of  new,  large-scale  com- 
mercial real  estate  developments  in  the  city  influences 
land  use  patterns  and  can  directly  and  indirectly  eliminate 
existing  businesses;  and 

Whereas,  New,  large-scale  commercial  real  estate  de- 
velopments influence  employment  opportunities  for  low- 
and  moderate-income  residents  and  tend  to  reduce  the 
number  of  jobs  for  which  low-and  moderate-income  resi- 
dents of  the  city  are  qualified;  and 

Whereas,  New,  large-scale  commercial  real  estate  de- 
velopments change  the  character  of  surrounding  areas 
and,  to  the  extent  that  such  developments  create  jobs,  they 
create  jobs  for  which  low-and  moderate-income  resi- 
dents of  the  city  are  not  qualified  without  additional  job 
training;  and 

Whereas,  The  construction  of  new,  large-scale  com- 
mercial real  estate  developments,  without  the  obligation 
to  mitigate  their  adverse  impact  on  the  availability  of  jobs 
for  which  Jo  w-and  moderate-income  residents  of  the  city 
are  qualified,  is  contrary  to  the  public  health,  safety,  con- 
venience and  welfare;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  an  urgent  need  to  provide  job  train- 
ing to  low-and  moderate-income  residents  of  the  city  in 
conjunction  with  the  construction  of  new,  large-scale 
commercial  real  estate  developments;  and 

Whereas,  The  foregoing  findings  are  based  upon  a  con- 
sideration of  City  of  Boston  housing  trends,  production 
statistics  for  new  dwellings  and  housing  vacancy  rates  for 
affordable  housing  for  low-and  moderate-income  resi- 
dents, as  well  as  a  consideration  of  employment  trends, 
unemployment  rates,  and  statistics  on  job  training  pro- 
grams; and 

Whereas,  It  is  hereby  determined  that:  (1)  Prior  to  the 
effective  date  of  this  act,  developers  of  new,  large-scale 
commercial  real  estte  developments,  have  relied  reason- 
ably and  in  good  faith  on  the  applicability  to  their  devel- 
opments of  article  26,  article  26 A  and  article  26B  of  the 
Boston  zoning  code; 

(2)  The  approval,  grant,  or  enactment  of  all  zoning 
code  amendments,  zoning  map  amendments,  zoning  var- 


iances, conditional  use  permits,  and  zoning  exceptions 
requested  by  any  new,  large-scale  commercial  real  estate 
developments,  is  an  act  of  independent  legal  significance 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  Boston  zoning  code; 

(3)  Prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  owners  and 
financiers  of  new,  large-scale  commercial  real  estate  de- 
velopments, relying  reasonably  and  in  good  faith  on  the 
validity  of  zoning  code  amendments,  zoning  map  amend- 
ments, zoning  variances,  conditional  use  permits,  and 
zoning  exceptions  approved,  have  invested  a  substantial 
amount  of  funds  and  time  in  such  projects; 

(4)  The  agreements  to  make  development  impact  pro- 
ject exactions,  development  impact  project  contributions 
and  jobs  contribution  grants  entered  into  prior  to  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  act  provide  revenues  to  meet  a  public 
exigency  for  the  provision  of  affordable  housing  and  job 
training  for  low-and  moderate-income  residents  of  the 
City  of  Boston;  and 

(5)  There  is  an  urgent  need  to  provide  the  public  with 
certainty  (1)  that  the  funds,  time  and  jobs  invested  in  and 
dependent  upon  development  impact  projects  are  secure; 
(ii)  that  the  zoning  code  amendments,  zoning  map 
amendments,  zoning  variances,  conditioning  use  per- 
mits, and  zoning  exceptions  upon  which  such  develop- 
ment impact  projects  depend  are  secure;  and  (iii)  that  the 
development  impact  project  exactions,  development  im- 
pact project  contributions  and  jobs  contribution  grants 
agreed  to  be  made  by  development  impact  projects  are 
available  for  the  provision  of  job  training  and  affordable 
housing  for  low-and  moderate-income  residents  of  the 
city;  now  therefore, 

This  act  is  declared  to  be  in  the  public  interest  and  nec- 
essary for  the  public  health, safety  and  general  welfare  of 
the  citizens  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  2.  Chapter  665  of  the  Acts  of  1956,  as 
amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  inserting  after 
section  14  thereof  the  following  new  sections: 
Section  15.  Definitions. 

When  used  in  sections  15  through  20  of  this  act,  terms, 
not  otherwise  defined,  shall  be  defined  in  accordance 
with  the  definitions  contained  in  the  City  of  Boston  Zon- 
ing Code  as  in  effect  on  the  date  of  enactment  hereof, 
unless  the  context  requires  otherwise  and  the  following 
terms  shall,  unless  the  context  requires  otherwise,  have 
the  following  meanings: 

"Affordable  housing"  —  a  unit  or  units  of  housing, 
whether  rental,  condominium  or  cooperative,  or  a  single 
or  multifamily,  owner-occupied  home  exclusively,  for 
low-and  moderate-income  residents  (i)  for  which  the  oc- 
cupancy cost  to  the  residents  thereof  does  not  exceed  such 
percentage  of  the  income  of  the  occupant  household  as 
may  be  established  from  time  to  time  for  low-and  moder- 
ate-income residents  in  the  Boston  area  by  the  United 
States  department  of  housing  and  urban  development 
("HUD"),  as  the  maximum  total  tenant  payment  pursu- 
ant to  section  8  of  the  United  States  housing  act  of  1937, 
as  amended  by  the  housing  and  community  development 
act  of  1974  and  as  further  amended  from  time  to  time,  and 
regulations  promulgated  pursuant  thereto;  or  (ii),  as  oth- 
erwise defined  by  the  zoning  commission  through  its 
adoption  of  the  definition  of  any  state  or  federal  agency, 
authority,  department  or  similar  instrumentality  provid- 
ing financial  assistance  to  reduce  the  occupancy  cost  of 
housing  to  low-and  moderate-income  residents. 

"Affordable  housing  exaction"  —  a  contribution  to- 
wards the  creation  of  affordable  housing  by  a  developer 
whether  in  kind,  or  by  the  payment  of  a  sum  of  money  in 
lieu  thereof  by  said  developer  to  the  neighborhood  hous- 
ing trust;  or  a  combination  of  such  creation  and  monetary 
payment;  all  made  in  accordance  with  regulations 
promulgated  by  the  Boston  zoning  commission. 

"Combined  index"  —  an  index  which  measures  the  in- 
crease in  price  levels  by  combining  in  equal  proportions 
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the  consumer  price  index  for  all  urban  consumers  (CPI- 
U)  (1967100)  and  the  housing  component  of  said  CPI-U 
for  the  Boston  metropolitan  area,  as  these  indices  are 
published  from  time  to  time  by  the  bureau  of  labor  statis- 
tics, United  States  department  of  labor. 

"CPI-W"  —  an  index  now  known  as  the  consumer 
price  index  for  urban  wage  earners  and  clerical  workers, 
all  items,  for  the  Boston  metropolitan  area  (1967100)  as 
published  from  time  to  time  by  the  bureau  of  labor  statis- 
tics, United  States  department  of  labor. 

"Developer"  —  the  person  or  entity  seeking  to  create 
one  or  more  new,  large-scale  commercial  real  estate  de- 
velopments in  the  City  of  Boston. 

"Employment  exaction"  —  a  contribution  by  a  devel- 
oper towards  the  creation  of  a  job  training  program  or 
programs  whether  by  the  creation  of  such  program  or  the 
payment  of  a  sum  of  money  in  lieu  thereof  by  said  devel- 
oper to  the  neighborhood  jobs  trust;  or  a  combination  of 
such  creation  and  monetary  payment;  all  made  in  accord- 
ance with  regulations  promulgated  by  the  Boston  zoning 
commission. 

"Job  training  programs"  —  programs  designed  to  en- 
hance the  ability  of  the  participants  to  be  qualified  to  suc- 
cessfully compete  for  employment  opportunities 
including,  without  limitation,  job  training,  adult  literacy 
training,  employment  counseling  and  associated  support 
services. 

"Low-and  moderate-income  resident"  —  a  resident, 
or  group  of  residents  all  of  whom  occupy  the  same  dwell- 
ing unit  as  their  principal  residence,  whose  total  income 
(i)  is  no  greater  than  the  percent  of  the  median  income  for 
the  Boston  area  set  forth  in  or  determined  based  upon  reg- 
ulations and  definitions  promulgated  from  time  to  time  by 
the  United  States  department  of  housing  and  urban  devel- 
opment ("HUD")  pursuant  to  section  8  of  the  housing  act 
of  1937,  as  amended  by  the  housing  and  community  de- 
velopment act  of  1974  and  as  further  amended  from  time 
to  time,  for  lower-income  families  or  very-low-income 
families  as  defined  in  such  regulations,  or  any  combina- 
tion thereof  as  determined  by  the  zoning  commission;  or 
(ii)  is  other-wise  defined  by  the  Boston  zoning  commis- 
sion through  its  adoption  of  the  definition  of  any  state  or 
federal  agency,  authority,  department  or  similar  instru- 
mentality providing  financing,  subsidy  or  other  financial 
assistance  to  reduce  the  occupancy  cost  of  housing  to 
low-and  moderate-income  residents. 

"Neighborhood  housing  trust"  —  a  Massachusetts 
public  charitable  trust  created  under  the  authority  of  this 
act  and  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  and  administered 
by  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  as  managing  trustee 
pursuant  to  chapter  7  of  the  ordinance  of  the  City  of  Bos- 
ton of  1986  and  pursuant  to  a  Declaration  of  Trust  dated 
November  19,  1985. 

"Neighborhood  jobs  trust"  —  a  Massachusetts  public 
charitable  trust  created  under  the  authority  of  this  act  and 
the  laws  of  the  commonwealth  and  administered  by  the 
collector-treasurer  of  the  city  as  managing  trustee. 

"New,  large-scale  commercial  real  estate  develop- 
ment" —  any  development  in  the  City  of  Boston  in  which 
development  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  building  or  structure 
having  a  gross  floor  area  (execlusive  in  both  cases  of  all 
accessory  parking  garage  space)  in  excess  of  100,000 
square  feet,  or  to  enlarge  or  extend  a  building  or  structure 
so  as  to  increase  its  gross  floor  area  (exclusive  of  all  ac- 
cessory parking  garage  space  in  both  cases)  to  more  than 
100,000  square  feet  or  to  substantially  rehabilitate  a 
building  or  structure  or  portion  thereof  having,  or  to 
have,  after  rehabilitation,  a  gross  floor  area  (exclusive  of 
all  accessory  parking  garage  space  in  both  cases)  of  more 
than  100,000  square  feet  which  square  footage  is  in- 
tended for  one  or  more  of  the  following  uses  ("exaction 
uses"):  (1)  office;  (2)  retail  business  or  service;  (3)  insti- 


tutional or  educational;  (4)  hotel  or  motel,  but  not  includ- 
ing an  apartment  hotel  or  lodging  house. 

"Substantially  rehabilitate"  —  to  cause  alterations  or 
repairs  to  be  made  to  a  building  or  structure,  constituting 
the  new,  large-scale  commercial  real  estate  develop- 
ment, within  any  period  of  twelve  months,  costing  in  ex- 
cess of  50  percent  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  building  or 
structure  as  it  appears  on  the  assessment  rolls  of  the  city 
as  of  the  first  day  of  January  preceding  the  date  of  applica- 
tion for  the  zoning  relief  to  authorize  such  alterations,  or 
repairs,  including,  without  limitation,  conditional  use 
permits,  exceptions,  zoning  map  or  text  amendments  or 
variances,  or  the  date  of  application  for  the  building  per- 
mit for  such  alterations  or  repairs,  whichever  is  earlier. 

Section  16.  Affordable  Housing  Exaction. 

Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  general  or  special 
law  or  rule  to  the  contrary,  in  the  City  of  Boston  the  zon- 
ing commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  adopt  zoning  reg- 
ulations or  amendments  thereto  for  the  purpose  of 
mitigating  the  effects  of  any  new,  large-scale  commercial 
real  estate  development  on  the  health  and  welfare  of  low- 
and  moderate-income  residents  of  Boston  due  to  the  un- 
availability of  affordable  housing  in  the  City  of  Boston. 
Such  regulations  shall  provide  that,  with  respect  to  a  new, 
large-scale  commercial  real  estate  development,  any  re- 
lief granted  under  the  provisions  of  the  zoning  code,  ex- 
isting or  as  amended,  including  without  limitation,  the 
granting  of  a  conditional  use  permit,  exception,  zoning 
map  or  text  amendment  or  variance,  shall  be  conditioned 
upon  action,  or  promised  action,  by  the  developer  seek- 
ing to  obtain  such  relief  to  contribute  an  affordable  hous- 
ing exaction,  to  mitigate  the  effects  which  the  new, 
large-scale  commercial  real  estate  development  project 
may  have  upon  the  availability  of  affordable  housing 
within  the  city,  which  action  shall  be,  the  contribution  to- 
wards the  creation  of  affordable  housing  as  determined 
by  the  zoning  commission  pursuant  to  duly  adopted  regu- 
lation. Affordable  housing  may  be  a  portion  of  a  housing 
development  which  includes  residents  of  mixed  income 
levels. 

If  the  developer  chooses  to  contribute  towards  the  crea- 
tion of  housing  in  kind,  in  lieu  of  making  the  affordable 
housing  exaction  money  payments  provided  for  in  this 
section,  such  affordable  housing  contribution  shall  be 
created  in  accordance  with  regulations  adopted  by  the 
zoning  commission  which  is  hereby  authorized  to  dele- 
gate to  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  ("BRA") 
the  authority  to  adopt  such  housing  creation  regulations. 
Such  regulations  may  authorize  such  contribution  by  the 
actual  creation  of  affordable  housing,  or  by  the  economic 
participation  in  such  creation,  including  without  limita- 
tion, the  making  of  loans,  contribution  of  capital  to  part- 
nerships, limited  partnerships,  or  joint  ventures,  or  the 
assignment  of  the  developers'  contractual  obligations  to 
make  the  money  payments  provided  for  in  this  section. 
The  economic  benefit,  if  any,  of  the  right  to  any  repay- 
ment of  such  economic  participation  shall  be  redirected 
by  the  developer,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  hous- 
ing creation  regulations,  or,  in  the  absence  of  such  redi- 
rection, to  the  neighborhood  housing  trust. 

The  zoning  commission  shall  determine  by  regulation 
that  the  value  of  the  affordable  housing  exaction  shall  be 
measured  on  the  basis  of  dollar  per  square  foot  devoted  to 
exaction  uses  in  excess  of  100,000  square  feet  of  gross 
floor  area  devoted  to  exaction  uses  (exclusive  in  both 
cases  of  all  accessory  parking  garage  space)  in  the  new, 
large-scale  commercial  real  estate  development  project. 
The  developer  of  any  new,  large-scale  commercial  real 
estate  development  project,  in  lieu  of  contributing  to- 
wards the  creation  of  affordable  housing  referred  to  in  the 
preceding  paragraph,  may  make  a  payment  or  payments 
of  an  amount  of  money  equal  to  the  measured  value  of  the 
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affordable  housing  exaction  to  the  neighborhood  housing 
trust  authorized  by  section  20  of  ths  chapter  over  a  pay- 
ment period  to  be  established  by  regulation  of  the  zoning 
commission,  for  the  purpose  of  mitigating  the  impact  of 
new,  large-scale  commercial  real  estate  developments. 

Such  regulations  shall  provide  that  the  measured  value 
of  the  affordable  housing  exaction  shall  be  determined  on 
the  basis  of  a  fixed  dollar  amount  per  square  foot  of  gross 
floor  area  devoted  to  exaction  uses  in  excess  of  100,000 
square  feet  of  gross  floor  area  devoted  to  exaction  uses 
(exclusive  in  both  cases  of  all  accessory  parking  garage 
space)  of  the  new,  large-scale  commercial  real  estate  de- 
velopment, as  determined  by  the  zoning  commission 
upon  written  recommendations  of  the  BRA,  which  rec- 
ommendations shall  include  an  analysis  of  the  following: 
(1)  economic  trends,  such  as  real  estate  development  ac- 
tivity, commercial  rents  per  square  foot,  employment 
growth  and  inflation  rates;  (2)  housing  trends  measured 
in  terms  of  vacancy  rates  for  affordable  housing  available 
to  low-and  moderate-income  residents,  and  production 
statistics  for  new  dwelling  units;  and  (3)  any  other  such 
information  which  the  BRA  deems  appropriate  for  con- 
sideration; provided  that  the  zoning  commission  shall  be 
authorized  to  decrease  at  any  time  upon  consideration  of 
the  factors  above;  provided  that  the  zoning  commission 
shall  not  be  authorized  to  set  the  measured  value  of  the 
above  affordable  housing  exaction  at  more  than  $5  per 
square  foot  of  gross  floor  area  devoted  to  exaction  uses  in 
excess  of  100,000  square  feet  devoted  to  exaction  uses 
(exclusive  in  both  cases  of  all  accessory  parking  garage 
space);  provided  further,  that  three  years  after  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  act  and  no  more  frequently  than  at  three 
year  intervals  thereafter,  the  zoning  commission  is  autho- 
rized to  increase  the  measured  value  above  such  $5  maxi- 
mum, but  any  such  increase,  expressed  as  a  percentage 
increase  of  the  then  applicable  maximum  per  square  foot 
amount,  shall  not  exceed  the  percent  of  the  increase  in  the 
combined  index  for  the  prior  thirty-six-month  period .  No 
such  increase  shall  apply  to  any  new,  large-scale  com- 
mercial real  estate  development  for  which  an  application 
for  a  conditional  use  permit,  exception,  zoning  map  or 
text  amendment  or  variance  has  been  filed  with  the  appro- 
priate governmental  authority  prior  to  the  effective  date 
of  such  increase  or  for  which  an  application  for  a  Planned 
Development  Area  has  been  filed  with  the  BRA  prior  to 
the  effective  date  of  such  increase,  whichever  occurs 
first.  The  payment  period  for  the  affordable  housing  ex- 
action shall  be  the  payment  period  for  the  housing  contri- 
bution grant  or  exaction  as  set  forth  in  Article  26A  of  the 
Boston  Zoning  Code  as  of  November  1,  1986,  and  any 
such  period  shall  not  be  altered  by  subsequent  regulation. 
Any  affordable  housing  exaction  payment  shall  be  made 
to  the  neighborhood  housing  trust,  as  created  and  admin- 
istered pursuant  to  section  20  of  this  chapter.  The  zoning 
commission  is  authorized  to  promulgate  such  regulations 
or  rules  as  will  effectuate  the  purposes  of  this  section. 

Section  17.  Employment  Exaction. 

Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  general  or  special 
law  or  rule  to  the  contrary,  in  the  City  of  Boston  the  zon- 
ing commission  is  hereby  authorized  to  adopt  zoning  reg- 
ulations or  amendments  thereto  for  the  purpose  of 
mitigating  the  effects  of  any  new ,  large-scale  commercial 
real  estate  development  on  the  health  and  welfare  of  low- 
and  moderate- income  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston  due 
to  the  unavailability  of  employment  opportunities  for 
such  low-and  moderate-income  residents  of  Boston. 
Such  regulations  shall  provide  that  any  relief  granted  un- 
der the  provisions  of  the  zoning  code,  existing  or  as 
amended,  including  without  limitation,  the  granting  of  a 
conditional  use  permit,  exception,  zoning  map  or  text 
amendment  or  variance,  shall  be  conditioned  upon 
action,  or  promised  action,  by  the  developer  seeking  to 


obtain  such  relief  to  contribute  an  employment  exaction 
to  mitigate  the  effects  which  the  new,  large-scale  com- 
mercial real  estate  development  project  may  have  upon 
the  availability  of  jobs  for  low-and  moderate-income  res- 
idents within  the  city,  which  action  shall  be  the  contribu- 
tion towards  the  creation  of  job  training  programs  for  the 
training  of  low-and  moderate-income  residents  of  the  city 
as  determined  by  the  zoning  commission  pursuant  to  duly 
adopted  regulation. 

The  zoning  commission  shall  determine  by  regulation 
that  the  value  of  a  employment  exaction  shall  be  mea- 
sured on  the  basis  of  dollars  per  square  foot  devoted  to 
exaction  uses  to  excess  of  100,000  square  feet  of  gross 
floor  area  devoted  to  exaction  uses  (exclusive  in  both 
cases  of  all  accessory  parking  garage  space)  in  the  new, 
large-scale  commercial  real  estate  development  project. 
The  developer  of  any  new,  large-scale  commercial  real 
estate  development  project,  in  lieu  of  contributing  to- 
wards the  creation  of  the  job  training  programs  or  similar 
activities  projects  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph, 
may  make  a  payment  or  payments  of  an  amount  of  money 
equal  to  the  measured  value  of  the  employment  exaction 
to  the  neighborhood  jobs  trust  authorized  by  section  20  of 
this  chapter  over  a  payment  period  to  be  established  by 
regulation  of  the  zoning  commission,  for  the  purpose  of 
mitigating  the  impact  of  the  new,  large-scale  commercial 
real  estate  development  project. 

Such  regulations  shall  provide  that  the  measured  value 
of  the  employment  exaction  shall  be  determined  on  the 
basis  of  a  fixed  dollar  amount  per  square  foot  of  gross 
floor  area  devoted  to  exaction  uses  in  excess  of  100,000 
square  feet  devoted  to  exaction  uses  (exclusive  in  both 
cases  of  all  accessory  parking  garage  space)  in  the  new, 
large-scale  commercial  real  estate  development,  as  de- 
termined by  the  zoning  commission  upon  written  recom- 
mendations of  the  Boston  redevelopment  authority 
("BRA"),  which  recommendations  shall  include  an  anal- 
ysis of  the  following:  (1)  economic  trends,  such  as  real 
estate  development  activity,  commercial  rents  per  square 
foot,  employment  growth  and  inflation  rates;  (2)  employ- 
ment trends  such  as  unemployment  rates  and  statistics  on 
the  availability  and  use  of  job  training  programs;  and  (3) 
any  other  such  information  which  the  BRA  deems  appro- 
priate for  consideration;  provided  that  the  zoning  com- 
mission shall  be  authorized  to  decrease  the  measured 
value  of  the  above  employment  exaction  at  any  time  upon 
consideration  of  the  factors  above;  provided  that  the  zon- 
ing commission  shall  not  be  authorized  to  set  the  value  of 
the  above  employment  exaction  at  more  than  $1  per 
square  foot  of  gross  floor  area  devoted  to  exaction  uses 
(exclusive  in  both  cases  of  all  accessory  parking  garage 
space)  in  excess  of  100,000  square  feet  devoted  to  exac- 
tion uses;  provided  further,  that  three  years  after  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  act  and  on  more  frequently  than  at 
three-year  intervals  thereafter,  the  zoning  commission  is 
authorized  to  increase  the  measured  value  above  such  $  1 
maximum,  but  any  increase,  expressed  as  a  percentage  of 
the  then  applicable  maximum  per  square  foot  amount, 
shall  not  exceed  the  percent  of  increase  of  CPI-W  for  the 
prior  thirty-six-month  period.  No  such  increase  shall  ap- 
ply to  any  new,  large-scale  commercial  real  state  devel- 
opment for  which  an  application  for  a  conditional  use 
permit,  exception,  zoning  map  or  text  amendment  or  var- 
iance has  been  filed  with  the  appropriate  governmental 
authority  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  such  increase  or  for 
which  an  application  for  a  Planned  Development  Area 
has  been  filed  with  the  BRA  prior  to  the  effective  date  of 
such  increase,  whichever  occurs  first.  The  payment  per- 
iod for  the  employment  exaction  shall  be  the  payment 
period  for  the  jobs  contribution  grant  as  set  forth  in  article 
26B  of  the  Boston  Zoning  Code  as  of  November  1,  1986, 
and  shall  not  be  altered  by  subsequent  regulation.  Any 
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employment  exaction  shall  be  paid  into  the  neighborhood 
jobs  trust  as  created  pursuant  to  section  20  of  this  chapter. 
The  zoning  commission  is  authorized  to  promulgate  such 
regulations  or  rules,  as  will  effectuate  the  purpose  of  this 
provision. 
Section  18.  Alternative  Regulations. 

(a)  The  zoning  commission  is  further  authorized  to 
promulgate  zoning  regulations  and  amendments  thereto 
for  the  purpose  of  mitigating  the  effects  of  any  new, 
large-scale  commercial  real  estate  development  in  the 
City  of  Boston  on  the  availability  of  affordable  housing  or 
employment  opportunities  for  low-and  moderate-income 
residents  of  Boston;  provided  that  such  regulations  may 
not  be  in  force  simultaneously  with  those  authorized  by 
sections  16  and  17  of  this  chapter.  Such  regulations  and 
amendments  may  rovide  that  any  relief  granted  under  the 
provisions  of  the  zoning  code,  existing  or  amended,  in- 
cluding without  limitation  the  granting  of  a  conditional 
use  permit,  exception,  zoning  map  or  text  amendment  or 
variance,  shall  be  conditioned  upon  action  or  promised 
action  by  the  developer  seeking  to  create  such  new ,  large- 
scale  commercial  real  estate  development  project  or  ob- 
tain such  relief  to  mitigate  the  effects  which  the  new, 
large-scale  real  commercial  estate  development  may 
have  upon  low-and  moderate-income  residents  of  the  city 
as  determined  by  the  zoning  commission  pursuant  to  duly 
adopted  regulations.  Such  regulations  or  amendments 
shall  state  the  specific  improvements  or  amenities  to  be 
provided  as  a  condition  required  for  the  grant  of  zoning 
relief  and  the  zoning  relief  to  be  granted. 

(b)  Any  such  regulations  and  amendments  must  pro- 
vide that  (1)  the  present  and  future  economic  burden  of 
any  such  improvements  or  amenities  shall  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  the  present  value  of  $5  per  square  foot  paid  in 
equal  and  annual  installments  over  a  seven-year  period 
plus  the  present  value  of  $1  per  square  foot  paid  in  equal 
and  annual  installments  over  a  two-year  period,  for  each 
square  foot  of  gross  floor  area  devoted  to  exaction  uses  in 
excess  of  100,000  square  feet  devoted  to  exaction  uses 
(exclusive  in  both  cases  of  all  accessory  parking  garage 
space)  in  the  new,  large-scale  commercial  real  estate  de- 
velopment; provided  further  that  three  years  after  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  act  and  no  more  frequently  than  at 
three-year  intervals  thereafter,  the  zoning  commission  is 
authorized  to  increase  the  maximum  per  square  foot 
amount  but  any  such  increase,  expressed  as  a  percentage 
of  the  then  applicable  maximum  per  square  foot  amount, 
shall  not  exceed  the  percent  increase  of  the  combined  in- 
dex for  the  prior  thirty-six-month  period;  and  (2)  the  de- 
veloper seeking  to  create  such  new,  large-scale 
commercial  real  estate  development  shall  have  the  right 
to  make  a  cash  payment  equal  to  such  economic  burden  to 
a  fund  designated  in  such  regulations  or  amendments  in 
lieu  of  providing  any  such  improvements  or  amenities. 
The  incorporation  herein  of  a  limitation  upon  the  eco- 
nomic burden  of  such  condition  which  may  be  imposed  or 
agreed  upon  shall  not  be  construed  as  mandating  the  im- 
position of  any  particular  condition. 

Section  19.  Ratification  of  Prior  Actions. 

Notwithstanding  any  provision  of  general  or  special 
law  or  rule  to  the  contrary;  (a)  articles  26,  26 A,  and  26B 
of  the  Boston  zoning  code;  (b)  all  zoning  code  amend- 
ments, zoning  map  amendments,  zoning  variances,  con- 
ditional use  permits  and  zoning  exceptions  granted  or 
enacted  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  any  zoning  code 
amendment  or  zoning  commission  regulation  pursuant  to 
this  act  and  in  any  way  dependent  upon,  or  related  to, 
articles  26,  26A,  or  26B  of  the  Boston  zoning  code,  or 
any  of  them,  which  have  not  been  appealed  or  challenged 
on  the  grounds  of  the  invalidity  of  said  articles,  or  any  one 
of  them,  injudicial  proceedings  timely  and  properly  com- 
menced, prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  act  or  which  have 


been  so  appealed  or  challenged  in  judicial  proceedings 
which  have  been  dismissed  or  otherwise  adjudicated  in 
favor  of  the  developer  prior  to  the  enactment  of  this  set; 
(c)  all  zoning  code  amendments,  zoning  map  amend- 
ments, zoning  variances,  conditional  use  permits  and 
zoning  exceptions  granted  or  enacted  prior  to  the  effec- 
tive date  of  any  zoning  code  amendment  or  zoning  com- 
mission regulations  pursuant  to  this  act  and  in  any  way 
dependent  upon  or  related  to,  articles  26, 26A,  or  26B  of 
the  Boston  zoning  code,  or  any  of  them,  which  have  been 
appealed  or  challenged  on  the  grounds  of  the  invalidity  of 
said  articles,  or  any  of  them,  in  judicial  proceedings 
timely  and  properly  commenced  prior  to  the  enactment  of 
this  act  and  which  have  not  been  dismissed  or  otherwise 
adjudicated  in  favor  of  the  developer  prior  to  the  enact- 
ment of  this  act;  (d)  any  development  impact  project  ex- 
actions, development  impact  project  contributions  and 
jobs  contribution  grants,  as  those  terms  are  defined  in 
said  articles,  and  agreements  for  such  exactions  contribu- 
tions and  grants  related  to  or  dependent  upon  any  of  the 
zoning  actions  described  in  clause  (b)  and  (c)  above;  and 
(e)  any  additional  actions,  zoning  variances,  conditional 
use  permits  and  zoning  exceptions  granted  pursuant  to,  or 
in  connection  with,  any  development  contemplated  by 
any  zoning  map  amendment,  zoning  code  amendment  or 
agreement  described  in  clauses  (b),  (c),  or  (d)  above, 
whether  or  not  subsequent  to  the  date  of  enactment  of  this 
act,  are  hereby  ratified,  validated  and  confirmed,  insofar 
as  any  such  amendments,  variances,  permits,  exceptions, 
exactions,  contributions,  grants,  agreements,  and  other 
actions  may  be  invalid  by  reason  of  any  invalidity  of  said 
articles  or  any  ofthem.  Any  new,  large-scale  commercial 
real  estate  development  which  is  the  subject  of  any  agree- 
ment ratified,  validated  and  confirmed  by  this  section  19, 
and  any  additional  actions,  zoning  variances,  conditional 
use  permits,  zoning  exceptions,  and  zoning  code  and  text 
amendments  ratified,  validated  and  confirmed  by  this 
section  19,  shall  be  governed  by  any  such  agreement  and 
by  the  provisions  of  said  articles  26 ,  26  A ,  and  26B ,  or  any 
ofthem,  pursuant  to  which  said  agreements  were  made, 
and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  zoning  regulations  or 
amendments  hereafter  adopted  by  the  zoning  commission 
pursuant  to  this  act.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  no 
new  large-scale  commercial  real  estate  development 
shall  be  subject  to  the  terms  and  provisions  of  sections  26- 
3(2)  (c)  of  article  26,  section  26A-3(2)  (c)  of  article  26A 
or  section  26B-3(1)  (c)  of  article  26B  of  the  Boston  Zon- 
ing Code. 

Section  20.  Authorization  of  Trust  and  Manner  of  Pay- 
ment. 

Any  general  or  special  law  or  rule  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding, the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  authorized  to 
establish,  by  ordinance,  separate  funds,  to  be  known  as 
the  neighborhood  housing  trust  and  the  neighborhood 
jobs  trust.  Each  such  fund  shall  be  held  in  trust  by  the 
collector-treasurer  under  such  terms  as  may  heretofore  or 
hereafter  be  prescribed  by  ordinance,  subject  to  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor.  Each  fund  shall  consist  of  all  pay- 
ments heretofore  or  hereafter  made  by  any  developer 
pursuant  to  sections  16, 17, 18,  and  19,  other  than  contri- 
butions towards  the  creation  of  affordable  housing  as  pro- 
vided in  the  second  paragraph  of  section  16.  of  this 
chapter  and  any  funds  appropriated  to  such  funds  by  the 
city  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  this  act  and  in  ordinances 
regulating  such  trusts  for  which  appropriations  are 
hereby  authorized.  Any  payments  made  to  such  separate 
funds  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  im- 
pressed with  the  terms  of  the  trusts  established  under  the 
authority  of  this  section  and  the  ordinances  adopted  pur- 
suant to  this  section,  and  shall  be  received  by  the  collec- 
tor-treasurer and  deposited  by  him  in  a  separate  account; 
provided,  however,  that  with  respect  to  each  new,  large- 
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scale  commercial"'  real  estate  development,  the  total 
amount  of  all  such  payments  to  be  made  by  a  developer  to 
such  trusts  shall  first  be  accepted  by  the  city  council  and 
approved  by  the  mayor,  which  acceptance  shall  be 
deemed  a  final  appropriation  of  said  payments  to  such 
trusts.  All  payments  to  be  made  by  a  developer  to  such 
separate  funds  in  respect  to  a  particular  new,  large-scale 
commercial  real  estate  development  shall  thereupon  and 
thereafter  be  deposited  directly  into  such  trusts  and  may 
thereafter  be  expended  by  the  trustees  of  said  trusts  for 
the  purposes  authorized  by  this  act,  and  for  no  other  pur- 
pose. All  such  funds  received,  accepted  or  appropriated 
shall  at  all  times  be  impressed  with  the  terms  of  the  trusts 
as  defined  by  this  act  as  regulated  by  ordinance  and  shall 
be  dedicated  exclusively  to  the  development  and  opera- 
tion of  affordable  housing  for  low-and  moderate-income 
residents  of  Boston  or  to  the  development  of  job  training 
programs  for  low-and  moderate-income  residents  of 
Boston,  and  for  no  other  purpose.  Any  trust  or  fund  here- 
tofore established  by  the  city  for  either  of  the  two  pur- 
poses described  in  this  act  and  now  existing,  and  any 
ordinance  passed  for  the  purpose  of  authorizing  the  estab- 
lishment of  such  trusts  or  funds  passed  prior  to  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  act  including,  without  limitation,  chapter 
7  of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston  of  1986  and  Dec- 
laration of  Trust  of  neighborhood  housing  trust  dated  No- 
vember 19, 1985,  and  any  actions  taken  by  the  trustees  of 
said  neighborhood  housing  trust  or  neighborhood  jobs 
trust  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this  act  are  hereby  au- 
thorized, validated  and  confirmed. 

Any  payments  made  by  a  developer  of  a  new,  large- 
scale  commercial  real  estate  development  pursuant  to 
chapter  7  of  the  ordinances  of  the  City  of  Boston  of  1986 
and  the  Declaration  of  Trust  of  the  Neighborhood  Hous- 
ing Trust  dated  November  19,  1985,  before  the  effective 
date  of  any  amendment  of  said  chapter  or  Declaration  of 
Trust  or  of  any  trust  or  fund  hereafter  established  by  the 
city,  in  either  case  pursuant  to  this  act,  shall  be  governed 
by  said  chapter  of  the  ordinances  of  1986  and  said  Decla- 
ration of  Trust  of  November  19,  1985,  and  shall  not  be 
subject  to  any  trust  or  fund  amendments  or  any  new  trust 
or  fund  hereafter  established. 
Section  3.  Appeal  Period. 

Section  665  of  the  acts  of  1956  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  inserting  after  section  10  the  follow- 
ing new  section: 

Section  10A.  Any  persons  agrieved  by  a  decision  of 
the  zoning  commission  approving  a  zoning  map 
amendment  or  a  zoning  regulation  or  amendment 
thereof,  or  by  any  procedural  defect  therein,  or  any 
municipal  board  or  officer,  may  appeal  such  decision  to 
the  superior,  court  for  the  county  of  Suffolk  or  to  the 
Land  Court;  provided,  that  such  appeal  is  filed  in  said 
court  within  thirty  days  after  such  decision  became  ef- 
fective in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  3  of 
chapter  665  of  the  acts  of  1956.
